Tearing in the fight side of the vertex, transversely across the 
forehead, and along the left side of |he face (first day ),^— Painful .drawing 
in the left half of the head, rather towards the occijiut, and down towards 
the face (second day),*\ — Oeclpat, Heaviness of the occiput ; it seemed 
as though a weight were seated in it ; when the head is inclined forward 
this w^eight seems to sink lower d^iwn in the nape of the neck (first day),’.

— The candlelight 
seems env|^oped in smoke or \iapor; the eyes are weak and tense, as after 
long weej&ig, or as if the white oT an egg had dried upon them,^*.

remote from the stomach, rno.st commonly in the joints of the lingers and 
toes, sometimes in the elbows, bends of the knees, and shoulders, occasion- 
ally on the forehead or over the eyebrows, more rarely and at longer in- 
tervals in the thighs, abdomen, or back. Simultaneous with this, or soon 
after, some patients experience a sense of warmth, others of cold, referred 
to different regions of the extremities and trunk, mostly in the hands and 
soles of the feet, the knees and mouth. While one has the feeling as if a 
stream of warm air or drops of hot water were issuing from these parts, 
another perceives, as it were, a frozen atmosphere around the feet, and 
particularly the knees, or as if cold water was poured upon them. vSome 
compare the sensation in the mouth to that produced by sucking pepper- 
mint. In general the warmth occurs where there is integrity of tne vital 
powers, but abdominal torpor, while old hypochondriacs and hy.sterical 
women, with predominant asthenia, experience the cold,®. — [90.] Sensation 
of warmth in the stomach, which gradually extends itself over the abdo- 
men and lower part of the chest ; after the dose has been repeated once or 
twice, the same feeling is experienced in the lower extremities, and par- 
ticularly in the feet ; the upper extremities and head become also affected 
in the same inaiiner, and if the medicines be pushed further, a sensation of 
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tingling, exactly similar to that caused by friction with Veratria ointment, 
manifests itself in various parts of the body, and sometimes over the whole 
surface of the skin ; this. is generally accompanied by considerable perspi- 
ration, and some feeling of oppression, and all these effects are augmented 
by heat, or by the use of warm diluents; to this succeeds a sensation of 
coldness ; and should their administration be still continued the stomach 
becomes affected, and a degree of n^iusea takes place, followed by vomit- 
ing. In a fyw instances only have they acted as diuretics, and in still 
fewer as purgatives (after J grains), ^ — Sensation of electric streams in 
the nerves, — ^hooting pain like electric shocks, in various muscles and 
joints, — Beside the above sensations, there is occasionally superinduced 
this peculiar phenomenon, namely, that a pain, wliich may have been of 
long standing in some part of the body, either suddenly disappears alto- 
gether, or else is replaced by another, equally sudden in its invasion, in 
some distant part. Examples are not wanting of a limb or of the muscles 
of the face, especially if previously the subject of painful or spasmodic 
paroxysms, becoming seized with starting and tremor soon after taking the 
medicine. Thus, in from half an hour to an hour after the dose had been 
swallowed, parts began to vStart, which were in a half paralyzed state from 
apoplexy, or which used to present violent spasms or trembling during 
severe paroxysms of tic douloureux. In some cases the development of 
heat was very marked. In the case of a torpid lymphatic subject, in wliora, 
from “abdominal epilepsy,’’ the left arm had gone into a half* palsied state, 
attended with frequent twitchings, a fleeting but sensible warmth succeeded 
the application of Veratrine,®. — Antidote: coflee, mixed with a little lemon- 
juice,\ 

SJk hl , — When rubbed into a very delicate skin it sometimes causes an 
erysipelatous inflammation, with inflammatory redness and very violent 
pain, even ncttlerash eruption,^*. — Sometimes an evanescent blush pervades 
the surface, and in rare instances a (|uaiitity of eruption has appeared upon 
the part, but these bear only a small proportion to the cases in which no 
effects were produced (from application of ointment), ^ — After the oint- 
ment has been applied a sufficient length of time to put the constitution 
completely ifnder its influence, the feeling of heat and tingling extends 
itself from the place where the friction may have been made, over the 
whole surface of the body, and produces sensations similar to those arising 
from the internal use. The sensibility of the ])arts over which the aj)pli- 
catiori has been made, is increased so as to render them peculiarly susc^ep- 
tible of the presence of certain stimuli, particularly electricity or galvan- 
ism ; these agents have in some instances been ap])lied along with the 
Veratria ointment, but have given rise to sensations so acute as to render 
their further employment almost insupportable, and that without the 
slightest perceptible alteration of the surface (after application of oiiii- 
Inent),^ — At least two months after the itching had subsided, there con- 
tinued an exceedingly troublesome tingling all over the skin, as if she had 
been sthng by nettles, though without any rash, or indeed any sort of ap- 
pearance of irritation,^\— A continual tingling over the skin, and now and 
then sudden fits of the most unbearable itching in different parts of the 
body, compelling her to scratch and rub vigorously in the most uncon- 
trollable manner,^’.

Collapse with the vomiting 
(first and second days),*'^^ — An intelligent colored laborer, thirty years of 
age, contracted a cold during the month of January last, from the effects 
of which he suffered considerably.

was feverish ; his nostrils were stuffy ; he suffered with pains in the nuis- 
cles of the chest and back ; had a very annoying cough, with expectora- 
tion of frothy and tenacious raucUvS, characteristic of the first stages of 
catarrhal inflarnraatiori. The ‘‘dry ” cough after a few days gave place to 
a moist one, by which a loose secretion was readily thrown oif. lie took 
the medicine about 3 r.M., lehruary 5th. I was called to see him all a.m. 
following, and found him in a condition ap})roaching collapse. He was 
bathed in cold perspiration, vomiting at intervals of three and five min- 
utes ; heart acting I'eebly, almost iiiaudihly ; {>ulse at the wrist making six- 
teen beats per minute. After I had been in the room a few minutes, he 
summoned sufficient energy to speak, and complained of pain over the 
priccordia, muscular cramps of the lower extremities, and a peculiar sen- 
sation of faiutiiess. He was so feeble that 1 could scarcely hear him ar- 
ticulate. On inquiring what he had been taking, he replied, “ Nothing hut 
a cough mixture.^’ I found its composition to he as follows: Tinct. Am. 
hellebore, tinct. lobelia, syrup of squills, and simple syrup, two and a half 
drachms each of the tincture, one ounce of syrup of squills, and two ounces 
of simple syrup. The directions were a teaspoon ful three times daily, which 
would give him five drops of the tincture of Veratrum viride at each dose. 
He lujd taken it, however, in teaspoonful doses every half hour, until the 
contents of the vial were exhausted, which had occurred at 10 p.m. Axthis 
time he began to feel very weak and sick, as he expressed it, and went to 
bed and to sleep. At about IH o’clock he was awakened by a great rush 
of fluids from the mouth. The vomiting was without warning or effort, and 
for a time was almost continuous. Feeling so strange about the head, aud 
so faint that he thought he would die, he tried to awaken a boy, who slept 
in an adjoining room, by calling, but could not do so. He tried to get out 
of bed, but his legs failed him. After the lapse of half an hour he sue- 
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ceedecl in crawling to the boy, and making his wishes known to go and 
bring the doctor.’’ 1 reached him at 1 a.m., and found him in the condi- 
tion already described. I gave him a hypodermic injection of one-half 
grain of morphia, applied mustard td the epigastrium, the nucha, the spinal 
column, the wrists and ankles, and gave him per rceimriy one ounce ot 
whiskey with two grains of quinine. As I observed him, there would 
occur at intervals of four or five mihutes a regurgitation of a mouthful of 
fluid, rcs(?tubling the albumen of egg ; his eyes were rolled under the orbits, 
so that the sclerotics only were visible ; the sighing was frequent and pro- 
found ; andcithe pulse was proportionately less than the breathing, the per- 
version being to the extent of twenty to thirty respirations, which were 
shallow. In twenty minutes’ time I could plainly see that the remedies 
which I had administered were having good effect upon him. The vomit- 
ing ceased, the skin became warmer, and the perspiration less copious; the 
sigliing gave place to easy respiration, the heart became steady, the pulse 
rose gra(Jually in frequency and volume. A feeling of repose replaced the 
nervous agitation which had possessed him, and prior to my leaving him the 
pulse res[)iration ratio did not differ markedly from that of health. 1 left 
him at 2^- a.m., ordering his attendant to inject one ounce of diluted whiskey 
into tlie bowel at the end of an hour. On visiting him next morning, he 
complained of slight headache and nausea, with dryness of the mouth. 
The lieart was acting with almost its accustomed force and frequency. He 
recovered promptly from the effects of’ the Veratrum viride, but his cough 
persisted, and he is now suffering with that bane of his race, mesenteric 
phthisis, ‘‘h — Great distress (after half an hour),‘‘^\ — Severe agues, \ — On 
waking in morning, shuddering for some time, with pains in the joints till 
he fell asleep ; on waking, felt tl^e shuddering again, but did not notice any 
chilliness (seventh day) ; woke this morning with the shucMering, with a 
kind of throbbing aching in rlykt knee, on whicli he was lying (eighth 
day),'”.

Great swelling of 
the leg, as far as the abdomen, which w^as bluish brown with hlackisli spots 
about the hite,’\ — The whole leg hecom(\s enormously swollen as far as the 
abdomen, and of a cpiite black (‘olor,®®. — The bitten limb became exces- 
sively swollen as far as the abdomen, blue and yellow;’®. — Pain in the bitten 
leg like the sting of a wasj), or as after a drop of Sulphuric acid on a sore 
spot,’®. — Immediately he felt as if something movecl upw^ards along his 
thigli,’’. — Kttee, Knees still* for a year after,’’®. — The knee remained stiff 
for a long time, flexion was difficult and painful, when w’alkirig,®. — The hoy 
compl^iiiKMl of ten.sion about the kiu^e and ankle-joints (after one W’eek),’’. 
— On every (*hangc in the weather, sticking aiul tearing in the knee and 
head, after fifty years,®®. — JLe(f* Moderate degree of tumefaction ^n the 
leg, from the toes to near the knee, but without pain or discoloration, ex- 
cept a small circle of redness around the wound. The wound was filled 
with a drop of lymph, which was no sooner wiped off than it was suc- 
ceeded by auotlmr (after four hours),'^®. — [390.] The limb swelhid rapidly 
up to the knee, and soon to the abdom#), became double its normal size, 
the swelling was pale green, red, and yellow,®®. — The bitten spot became 
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dark blue, the limb swollen as far as the knee, immovable, insensible to 
hard pressure or cuUiug,’*^ — The bitten leg swollen and yellow,'’^ — Leg 
swollen, as cold as ice, and as insensible as a piece of wood,^''*. — Leg swollen, 
as if puffed up by air, witli great pain,''®. — After two or three hours, pain 
in the wound, and towards morning the foot was inflamed and swollen as 
far as the knee ; there was some swellpig even after three months, followed 
for several years by paralysis of the foot, so that he was unable to ridti 
horseback;^®. — Foot. T})e bitten foot was swollen up as far as the knee, 
hard and bluish red, and remained swollen for several years,''®. — Paralysis 
of the foot \N«hich had been bitten several years before, preventing riding 
horseback,^®. — The foot seemed shortened, so that he limped when walking, 
chronic result of the bite,''®. — Paralysis of the foot, afterwards ulcers, 
chronic result,'®. —[400.] Paralysis of the foot, with shuffling gait,"®. — 
Paralysis of the whole bitten foot, after several years,"®. — Swelling of the 
bitten foot and chronic suppuration, after forty years,’'®. — The swollen foot 
became indurated, bluish red, and remained so for several years,"®. — On the 
fifth day, the foot became gangrenous, and the swelling extended to the 
knee,"®. — Foot swollen within half an hour, with much pain, as if it had 
been blown up witli air, and two bluish-yellow stripes, as broatl and as large 
as the thumb, gradually extended along the leg to the thigh and to tlie 
abdonnm,"®. — The bitten foot and leg swollen, almost black, together with 
the whole abdomen,''®. — The foot be(;oines blue and swollen,'"®. — Aching in 
the bitten foot returned yearly,"®. — Sticking and tearing in the bitten foot 
on every change of weather for years,"®. — [410.] Dragging of the foot, 
chronic result,"®. — Lurning iu the whole of the bitten foot,'®. — The whole 
toe bt'came blue and swollen, also the back of the foot after a short time,"^ 
(reiierfditlrSm — Persons become prematurely old ; the develo})meut 
of (jhildren is arrested, '"f — Modification of the functions of the blood be- 
comes apj)arent, the fibrin is altered, the globules arc less able to perform 
their proper functions, with tendency to hiemoptysis, especially epistaxis ; 
the blood coagulates im[)erfectly,'"k — Symptoms of (‘hronic cachexia after 
the bite,'"',-— Every year subsequent to the bite, at the first hot weather, he 
was seized with a painful mdema of the limb, colic and efforts to vomit; 
digestion be(;aiiie disturbed; he was tormented with somnolence, the gums 
became fungoid, and his skin had an icteric tint; lie was chilly, #ith great 
physical and intellectual weariness,"'*. — The symjitoms subsequent to the 
bite have a periodic character, with tendency of the cachectic symjitorns 
to return. In a large number of cases tJiere is for many yeai's a jeturn of 
the troubles on a certain day every year, the swelling, pain in the bitten 
limb, prostration, loss of appetite, nausea, and jaundiced hue of the skin. 
()ue girl in Kantes had for years at the period of the bite an eruption of 
livid spots on the bitten limb. A young man had for years, at the anni- 
versary of the bite, general malaise, swelling of the limb, and development 
of spots, "h — In many cases, after about eighteen months to two years, there 
is a marked tendency to ajxiplexy ; the death is due to cerebral congestion 
or lueTUorrhage,''*. — Each subsequent year, at the anniversary of the bite, 
he suffered from troubles of digestion and debility, and after four years 
died of apoplexy,'V[— [420.] The chronic local effects consist of permanent 
alteration of the tissues; in some cases tlie oidema persists for a very long 
time; in others there is tendency to ulcers or blisters,"".— Ecchymoks ap-

peared in the eiidocardium and pericardiiiin ; the lungs were hypenernic, 
the nuicuus membrane covered with ecchymoses, the tissue (iMictnatous ; the 
mucous membrane of the intestines was ecchyinosed ; the blood did not 
coagulate, — (xoneral chilliness; wausea ; vomiting: somnolence; great 
dyspnma ; black spots on the limb and even over the abdomen ; tempera- 
ture depressed, as in cholera, — Faljing to the ground in a faint, vomiting 
several times, lying as if completely paralyzed and unconscious, with in- 
voluntary stools and urine, followed by death after half an iKij^ir, without 
swelling or spasms, — Intoxicatii i‘, with sleep, exhaustion, loss of vision, 
with difficulty of breathing, retching and vc niting, spasms, •violent pain 
in the umbilical region, tension of the abdomen, pulse small and rapid, 
V()i(‘e almost lost, wjuit^'d to be tdlowed to sleep, even wa^.e it death to 
— Violent headache, w»tb bndination to sigh, whieh the pain prevented ; 
restlessness even to despair : eyes gli'^tening; fa^'o sliglitly y(dlow, cheeks 
red ; violent durst, with moist tongue, w'hich is white in the middle, red on 
the edges ; piilso w’eak arai small; constantly inedined to faint ; pains in 
the loins , warm dry skin; constipation; copious discharge of clear urine 
(from Orfila),^^ — After ten minutes lie became lliirsty and vemy miudi ex- 
liausted, which sympifuns continued to increase, so that it was with diffi- 
culty that he could reach the house. After half an hour violent vomiting 
and diarrlnea set in, at lirst consisting of bilions and K>ur licjuid, aftiuwvards 
only o^' substances smelling like broth, with most iin(]uen(*hable thirst. 
The pul-e w’as ;-e‘irc(‘ly i)eu‘<*ptil)le, the skin pah^ and eovered wdth clammy 
ssveat; the lips, longue, and the aHect<‘d arm (XMleimitous, as far as the 
elbow’, the latter colorhtss and inscmsihle. In th(‘ evmiing the pulse became 
stronger, the sweat " h^ss. Delirium at times. Th(‘ swelling of tlie lip and 
tongtie diminished, hut that of the arm (‘xtendtMl to the shoulder. On the 
next day the vomiting and diarrlnea had ceased, the delirium was better, 
])iilse foil Sind strong not rapid, skin hot and dry ; lips and tongue normal; 
glands ol' the axilla swollen and sensitive; the sw’elling bad extended up 
the arm and along the spine as far as the right *liip. On the third day the* 
delirium had ceased entirely, though th{‘ fever wsis still violent, the sw^ell- 
ing continued, and in the lower portion wars ol* a hlnish-red color. On the 
fourth day the redness hsid extended uj> the back of the arm, along the 
back, ai'f^ on the hip, places upon wdiieh he lay in bed were bluish black, 
though severe pressure caused uo pstin, indeetl the skin over tlie whole snr- 
issce of the swollen parts wsis insensibha The fevtn- and swadling gradusilly 
diminish(’d, sensitiveness returned, and on tlie thirteenth day the jialient 
was able to he about, with only the hand somewhat swollen, anti only the 
index finger insensible,'’”. — Violent pain immediately after the bite, sink- 
ing dowm in a faint, loss of all power; at the same time sensation of heat 
and shivering sluxjting like lightning through the body for half au hour, 
when he was first abb*, to call for help. This was follow^ed by vomiting of 
bile several times, afterwards with great relief. Thirst, cold clammy 
sweaty, features drawn, eyes protruding, look staring, color dark yellow; 
pulse very slow, hard and full, Jaw’s spasmodically closed ; talking and 
swallowing very difficult. Swelling at first of the biUtiu foot, 'After 
emetics vomiting of bile followed by relief, and diarrhoea, warm })ers})ira- 
tion and sleep instead of cold perspiration; recovery after lifteen days,*^ — 
After a bite on the tongue, the face speedily becomes red, the (‘yes look like 
one raving, after three minutes reeling ami falling forward ; fa(^e as usual; 
spefeiks of going home, stumbles against an object, so rising and falling, or 
standing still, reeling and falling again ; but then also speaking distinctly ; 
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after a quarter of an hour he remained lying down, face red, eyes dim, 
complaining of heaviness of the head ; jerking of the tongue, which pro- 
truded between the teeth, and which was pale and not swollen, began to 
have a rattling, and died in fifty niinirtes after the bite (from Dr. Lenz),'^. 
— After a bite on tlie right ring finger sudden violent pain, some blood 
flowed from tlie finger, which began iji) swell, then she became quite sick, 
had cold shiv(*ring with violent thirst, and frequent vomiting and severa*! 
evacuations of the bowels, at the same time she was more cold than warm 
to touch. After nine hours and a half the limb was swollen to the middle 
of the upper*arm, tln^ whole limb painful to touch, pale, very (edematous, 
only slightly [)itting on pressure ; associated with paleness of the face and 
shivering; pulse very slow and weak, with general exhjiustion,'’^ — [430.] 
Inflammation and enlargement of the lymphatics extending from the bite,"f 
— Black blood flows from a wound luair the bite ; the cellular tissue is 
green and blue,'^ — Swelling and induration about the wound persisted for 
a long time,^ — Sw(illing began on the next morning, extending from the 
toe to the neck, involving the whole right side (jf the body, not in the least 
the left side,^^. — General sw^elling, with cold swxat and twitchings, followed 
by dealli,'*'* — The hand, arm, and even the wdiole right side of the trunk, 
began to swell under the violent pain, so that th(i patient repeatedly fain te(l 
away,*’. — The swelling frtiqucntly involves the lymphatics and extends to 
the body,’''. — Swelling and inflammation of the margins of the bite and 
neighboring parts,’'” ’**. — Swelling of the bloodvessels, with general weak- 
ness,”” ^'’.—General (edema, — [440.] Enormous (edema, nausea, vomiting, 
synoope, and death, from a bite in the foot,’*. — General (edema, with pro- 
found coma, followed by death,'’’. — Painful tumefaction, ibl lowed by vom- 
iting, — Great tumefaction of the bitten parts, -General (edema over 
the whole body (secjond day); even to the eytdids (third day),'”’. — General 
(edema, followed by profound coma and dcuith,”. — The whole extremity 
became tumefied and covered with livid spots; this tumcfliction extendell 
' to the thorax, and was flfllowed ])y nauscia., vomiting, somnoieiu’e, difficult 
respiration, and death, —Tumefaction of I he j)art bitten is a constant 
symptom, accompanied by (edema, redness, atid heat; the parts betiome 
hard, tender, atid swollen to twic(‘ or thre^e limes their normal size ; the 
tunudaction lasts from four to eight days, sometimes persists a long time; 
the pain accompanying the inflammation consists of tension, which is 
rarely acute, '’h— Swelling of the extremity, with livid sjiots in the skin, 
followed by general chilliness, dyspiuea, nausea, and vomiting, and death 
on the seventh day,’f Swelling oi the arm and hand began alter half an 
hour, was followed by nausea and vomiting; after an hour and a half the 
swelling had extended to the shoulder, "the arm was hot ; tlie swelling 
gradually extended to the body over the ehest; the upper extremity was 
of a livid color, covered with black a.nd dark-red spots of ccchymoses ; the 
arm was of enormous size, about that of the thigh, the skin tense, but not 
painful to pressure, the livid red color disappearing on pressure, bpt the 
color of the spots of ecdiymoses was not aflected thereby, the lymphatic 
glands of the axilla not mindi swollen ; at the ])oiut of the bite blisters of 
a large phlyctenular form with reddish serum; several of these plilyc- 
ticnulm developed on the back of the hand. Tlie patient complained of 
(cephalalgia, great vertigo, had a rajiid pulse, and pale tongue. After this 
the hand began to diminish in size, hut the shoulder continued very large, 
covered with black mottled spots; the whole scapular region of tlie left 
side and part of the right of a livid red color, with several spelts of ecehy- 
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moses ; this red color ai.d these spots extended over the anterior ])ortiou of 
the thorax ; the right breast became oHlematous and hard, and presented 
a spot of ecchymoses that extended intofhe corresponding axilla ; appar- 
ently this trouble in the right brea.'•^, where it was isolated from the rest 
of tlie trouble, was eaused by a blow; afterwards these ccchyrnosed spots 
spread over the lumbar region. Oii«tlie ninth day the sclerotic was some- 
what yellowish. On the tenth there seemed to be an aggravation, the back 
became more (rdernatons, and the ecchymoses and intiltratif)n ^^)read over 
the nates. On the tv;elftl: the ecchymoses bad greatly diminished, but the 
(vderna of the uj)per oxtiemity^ and 4u>ulde- still continued ; the hardness 
was remarkable. On the fourteenth ‘.he sclerotic again became yellow; 
the urine was perfectly clear and transjiarent. On the lifteeLth the o'dimia 
of tlie upper extremity still pe'*^islod with a yellowish tint. On the sev- 
enteenth da} llierc was still h: nines'^ of a portion of tlie arm and oaek, 
but all the ecchymoses bad disapp^uired, Ihough t! e skin over the arm and 
back was still yellow; the urine .vas periectly clear and transparent; the 
sclerotic still sornewh a i yellow, — (450.] The bitter part becomes black, 
bard, swollen, and covered with sjiots,^^ — After a quarter of an hour the aim 
began to swell, it became tense and bluish red; P^getner with nausea, vio- 
lent vomiting, grojit prost mtif u, and cr times inelinatioii to fainting. The 
bite was fnind to look like tlie serateli of a pin, and to extend scarcely 
througli the epidermis, novcrtheless the whole hand and arm as far as the 
elbow was swollen, so that a ratlnu' largo .'^birt bad to lie cut away; tluwe 
was no pain, either in the wind or in the room, ))ut an nnjihjasant tense 
sensation ; the skin dark bluish red, with black and yellow^ spots, and 
stripes following the course of the cutaiiecms veins of the arm. The usual 
fresh and ruddy color of the face bad rapidly changed to a very yellow and 
earthy (‘olor, the mood was anxious and irritaiile; pulse weak, slow; there 
was also a constant sensation of faintness. The y(‘11ow color of the face 
continued five days, and of the arm ten days,\ — Finger became swolhm 
and painful ; and sense of numbness ami rigiility gradually extended uj) the 
hand and arm (in five minutes); towards evening the hand and arm be- 
came ])ainf'nlly inflarned and sw’olhm to three or four times their natural 
si/e. Spots of ])urpura luernorrhagica apjx'ared the next day in various 
])ai ls of the body and limbs. The inflammation, which was of an erysipel- 
atous charac'ter, gradually spread from the arm to the shoulder, inU gii- 
nients of' the neck, chest, abdomen, and hack, j)n the right side, as low" 
down as the hip. The bright-red hue of the skin began to fade on tlie 
fourth day, leaving it of a mottled livid color, with ])atches of ecchymoses. 
The anlema of the legs was consid(wahly relieved by finely puncturing with 
a hineet. At the end of a w'eek I was able to leave my bed, but the hand 
and arm were quite useless, ami did not reeover their f'ormer [)oW"ers until 
six or eight weeks after the accident ; the right log also remained weak for 
some time, causing me to drag it in w^alking. After a fortnight, collections 
of matter formed successively in the finger, hand, for(‘arm, and axilla, re- 
quiring evacuation by the lancet,''’*. — After a bite on the foot, sw'elling and 
])ain suddenly extended to 'he abdomen; for many years afterwards the 
leg was alway^^ diseased, presented at times yellow, at other times blue 
spots, and was painful. After various remedies these suddenly disappeared 
and attacked the eyes ; after suffering for a long time she became com- 
pletely blind for two years. Then the eyes im})roved, hut it extended 
through the whole body, and gave ri.se to pains internally, in various parts 
of the abdomen and limbs. At last she becanie almost numh,^®. — The 
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bitten extremity was covered with leaves, the tumefaction disappeared on 
the fourth day, and the patient seemed convalescent, but on the seventh 
day he was seized with extreme snfToet^tion, followed by death, — The pain 
was at first exceedingly acute; the wound became livid, and the arm was 
much enlarged, towards evening; the next morning the swelling encom- 
passed her whole breast, and even ext^uided to the bottom of the true ribs^; 
the third day the swelling extended over the lower part of the abdomen, 
and her IxVdy was considerably increased beyond its natural size,'^ — After 
being bitten jn the finger and smhing it, there was swelling of the finger 
and also of the mouth, he was obliged to sit down, it was impossible to go 
forward ; he felt as if he would die, became helpless and weak, leaned 
against a tree, the hands became black and cold, the mouth aiul abdomen 
swollen, constantly said that he should die, followed by bloody vomiting, 
diarrluea, and death, in an hour and a half,''”. — The foot becomes as blue 
as if waslied with indigo, witiiout swelling, after the vomiting and great 
weakness; the m*xt night he had violent fever with mn(!h delirium, and in 
the morning deeided swelling from the bite as far as the neek, the whole 
right side ol the hack was l>luish, greenish, and yellowish; there was no 
swelling at all on the left side. Therewith the urine was dark yt’illow, as 
in jaimdiee. So weak that every time he rose he fainted,''”. — Subsequently 
a gangrenous slough formed at tlie place of the bile, involving th(‘ soft 
tissues, including the tendons of the muscles, wliich alter several weeks 
sloughed — (fangrenous spots on the foot. After the bite on the foot 
some drops of blood flowed from the wound which he sucked into his 
mouth, dins was immediately followed by vomiting. The foot swelled 
and became insensible. The vomiting was ineessart, will) bleeding from 
the nose, oppression of the chest, and indescribable anxiety, sunkei] eyes; 
distorted face. The foot was gro^atly swollen as far as the alxlomen, gray- 
ish yellow, covered with large blisters. After fourteen years the knee still 
^ remained stiff and the leg drawn backward,^”. — [460.] Whole body pale, 
and from lime to time agitat(Ml by fits of shivering (after one hour and a 
half ),^ — Paralysis yearly with pain and insensibility,"”. — StilT, rigid, can- 
not make the slightest movement,'''. — J']])ilej)sy one, two, and live years after 
the bite,'". Vioh'iii s|)asins,’^^ — (General spasms, with raging pain in the 
abdomen and head,'".— Kestlessn ess/’*.— Easy fatigue/'.— Weakness,"*' 
Weakness, so that he was unal)le to stand upon his feet,*^. — [470.] Weak- 
ness, so that he was no longer able to move,''”. — Great weakness and sleepi- 
ness,*^.— Extreme weakness, unable to move a limb, having barely strength 
to speak, *. So weak that he fainted every time he raised the head," — 
when standing,'". — Extreme debility/ — Great prostra- 
tion,'' ' Prostration followed by death (f'onrth day),". — General pros- 
tration of the vital forces,'^’*.— Geneial torpor (third day )/'W480.] Fuiiit- 
ness,' '’*', et(‘. Immovable,'" — Sinking down with fiiintness, immediately,"”. 
“-Sinking down with violent pains, after the bite,'" ---Faintness, with a 
feeling of warmth in the head,'". — Faintness, with loss of sight aiuf hear- 
ing, almost imperceptible pulse," —Fell into a faint with alternate vomit- 
ing and diarrluea,'" “-Attacks of faintness in rapid succession, "I— Felt so 
faint that he was ohligt'd to lie down,". — ITe fainted after walking a few 
steps, immediately after the bite, [490.] Fainting alternately with great 
anxiety and restlessness,'/ — After half an hour the patient could searcelv 
stand erect and was faint,".— Fell to tlie ground in a faint and remained so 
for an hour, until he was awakened by cold water,*/— Colla|)se, followed by 
death/”. Loss of acuteness of the special senses/’*. — Sensitive to every 
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change of^ weather,’’®. — After six years he asserted he still exj>erienee(l at- 
tacks of rather severe pain in the arm bitten, with sensations of lassitiule 
and malaise; these symptoms recurring every year in the month of April, 
and lasting a month/’'’. — Violent pahi in the part bitten, ‘‘h — Violent shoot- 
ing pains through the whole body, spreading from the point of the bite,’®. 
— Violent pain began at the wou^id and extencTcd through the whole 
tirnb,’". — [500.] Violent jjains after the bite,*®. — The pain caused by the 
bite is not severe, but is followed by a buiuing ser.iiation, wl\^*ch s})reads 
over the whole limb,'’*. — The bite was immediately followed by acute i)ain 
and by a burning sensation of heat and t umc*bction,"’. — Vifdent burning 
])aia in the wound, immediately,®. — Pains like the sting of a bee in the 
bite; alter a time the wruind be/^*ame leaden gray, and s.;oilen ; ihe swell- 
ing began to diminish after or three d:.y.

The face and trunk had a jaundiced 
hue, and I lie extremities exhibited diffused patches of nalness (siu'ond 
day),'".

They complained of severe frontal headache, accompanied by frecjuent 
stabs of pains, apparently darting from betorc backwards to the occipital 
region, but intracranial, and not attended by any disturl)ance ol' sensation 
ill the scalp; these symptoms appeared to me to be those of neirnlgia, or 
neuralgic at b^ast ; and the s€X‘ond case so named them from his sister’s 
description of her sensations. Under a dose equivalent to one-twellth of 
a grain of Phos[)horus, both patients very quickly recovered, and have had 
no return of ])ain,l — Vomiting two or three times alter the sixth dose, and 
again alter the seventh and eighth,'.

iOth, at 1 1.30 p.M., 1 took ten dro[)s of Ibth potency; after about 
half an hour I felt a severe pain in or abou^ tlie left meatus auditorius ex- 
teriius, which coutiuued to increase for five minutes or more, and then 
p^radually subsided. The pain was quite peculiar and different from any- 
thinjj; I ever before exj)erien;‘ed. This was followed by sliji;!!! dyspmea, 
which was increased by lyin^ down. It soon subsided, however, and L 
slept immediately after retirinjj:, which I think was soon after midnij>;ht. 1. 
felt no symptoms on the following day, and at 10.30 p.m., I took 10 drops 
more, and retired in about half an hour. 8oon after lying down .1 felt a 
choking suffocating sensation, as though my lungs were comj)ressed, so that 
1 CO lid not fully expand them. (I had experienced a similar sensation 
several years ago, when laboring under some disorder of the chest.) There 
was some increased action of the heart; it did not beat faster than usual, 
but harder, that is, the volume of blood which entered it seemed to be 
greater. The pain in the meatus of the left ear was not so marked as on 
lh(‘ evening previous, but still it was plainly present. It seemed on this 
occasion to Hit about, not settling down on a single point. As on the ev(?n- 
ing previous tli(*se symptoms continued for fifteen or twenty minutes, and 
then subsided and did not return. On the succeeding days I took 5 drops 
three times a day, but did not develop any new symptoms. The symptoms 
before mentioned were [irescnt, but were not so marked as on the former 
oeeasions. August 18th I took (> drops of the 9th })otency, in the evening, 
but did not ])ereeive any symptoms. The next evening 1 took 12 drops of 
th(; 9th, and developed in a marked degree the same symptoms as aft(;r 10 
drops of the 18th. Nothing new, however, appeared. 1 followed this up 
by taking 6 to 15 drops of the 9th, but I think 1 got the plainest results 
from about 12 drops of this potency. I have taken various potencies from 
the tincture up to the 30th, and have invariably confirmed the proving, to 
wit, j)ain in the left external meatus, heavy slow beatiug of the heart, dysp- 
mea, and, finally, sharp cutting pains in the heart. This last was very severe 
from the 30th, so severe that I was obliged to take Aconite to antidote it. 
1 have always got the most marked symptoms frbm the high potencies, or at 
least the higher they have been the more marked have been the symptoms/.

While the epilepsy of Alcohol 
becomes uiiah^pms to true epilep.sy only at a very advanced stage of the 
disease, that of Absinthe assumes at once and completely all the (diaractcr- 
isti(.‘s of that dis(3ase. '’fhe person becomes pale, loses consciousness, falls.

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sometimes utters cries, the face is convulsed ; this is followed by tonic con- 
vulsions, with tetanic rigidity of the limbs and of the trunk, which is 
raised up, followed by clonic convulsions of the limbs; the face becomes 
violet and cyanotic, respiration rapid, irregular, stertorous, froth from the 
lips, sometimes bloody, the individual bites the to ngue, at last falls into a 
comatose state, with stertorous respiration, which lasts a longer or shorter 
time. After the person recovers consciousness beseems stupid, dazed, and 
recollects nothing of what has passed. Sensibility is very obt’jse, and dur- 
ing the attack anaesthesia is complete. Sometimes the epilepsy of Ab- 
sinthe is not characterized by a complete attack, but has culy vertigo or 
loss of consciousness ; symptoms which are found in true epilepsy. Tlie 
third characteristic of the epilepsy of Absinthe is iis short duration. The 
violent attacks cease completely as long as the patient remains sober, but 
when he begins to drink again he has new premonitions of an attack, 
which is not slow in coming on. There may be one attack or several dur- 
ing the day or following days, but usually there are three or f;ur. Is this 
epilepsy of Absinthe the etlect of acute or (dimnic intoxication? We be- 
lieve that it is an acute symptom manifested during the course of chro^iic 
intoxication, found more often in those who drink to excess habitually; 
its appearance is never delayed after the nerson has begun to drink Ab- 
sinthe to excess. After drinking for six months cr a year, some day the 
})ei‘son drinks to excess and the spasms come on. Acute alcoholic mania 
or delirium tremens is equally an acute symptom during chronic alcohol- 
ism, and the epileptiform spasms of alcoholism show themselves at a very 
advanced period. Persons wlio are attacked by the epilepsy of Absinthe, 
drink generally eight, twedve, or even twenty glasses of Absinthe a day. 
Others drink thr(‘e or four, and 4‘ire awaiting the attacks. A circumstance 
of great importance is the predisposition. We find a large number of 
drinkers who have never had spasms, or only slight symptoms. Then* are 
Olliers, on the contrary, who are attacked on their first excess. A large 
iiumher of person habitually sober, who drink occasionally a glass of Ab- 
sinthe, become affected by a kind of intoxication, with pains in the head 
and sensation of constriction in the temples, and they therefore rartily 
drink Absinthe. Such persons tolerate, without the least trouble, a large 
quantity of Alcohol, and experience no symptoms from it. This is a very 
common occurrence, but difficult to explain, unless we ndinit the presence 
of a sjiecial agent in Absinthe. Dr. Voisin, in Nouv Dicrt. de Med. et de 
Chir. Ih’at., art. lipilepsie, 1870, p. 604 et (>28, says that tlie epilepsy pro- 
duced by wine, alcohol, etc., is usually characterized by long intervals 
between ihe attacks, .the epilepsy of Absinthe by the very large number of 
attacks in a very short space of time. 1 have reported a case of epilepsy 
of Absinthe in which there werq from one Jjundred and fifty to two hun- 
dred attacks in twetity-four hours. Drs. Marce and Magnan have ob-

It had a jHiCuliar burning taste, and caused a similar taste in the throat. 
Soon afterwards there was a disagreeable burning in the epigastric region, 
followed by efforts to vomit, profuse secretion of saliva, and eructations; 
tln^^e lasted about two hours, and gradually disappeared, without causing 
additional disturbance. Even wdien taken in small quantities, so that it 
did not causc‘ a burning taste, yet it caused secretion of saliva, some nausea, 
and (‘ruclations from time to time. There were also weariness and inclina- 
tion to perspire — Covenul with cold perspiration, and trembling from 
head to foot, and apparently alarmed at everybody and everything about 
her. Her breathing was very laborious and hurried ; her countenance 
perfectly wild, and the pupils dilated ; the tongue was dry and cold ; pulse 
9(), and full ; the abdomen much distended, with extremely acute pain at 
the scrobiculus cordis, so much so that the slightest jiressure there caused 
her to shriek out. Bhe did not know any one about her, not even her own 
children, nor had she any recollection of anything that had hajipened from 
the time of taking the vinegar, h — The milk became impoverished, it was 
of a specihe gravity 1.002, bluish-colored, transparent, had a strongly acid 
tastt‘, and a well-marked od(»r of A(;etic acid. On analysis he fouiui it to 
be de(ici(‘nt in casein and butter. The child gradually drooped, had diar- 
rhoar, and linally die(l of igarasmus. The woman herself, in the course of 
a few we(‘ks, became pale, sickly, lost flesh, and suffered from chronic 
hiemorrhag(‘,\ — Slight collapse and laryngeal obstruction, which wms so se- 
vere as to lead to cessation of resjiiration, but was at once relieved l)y tra- 
cheotomy. Some six hours later there was inability to swallow’, w>ith great 
thirst,®- — Soon after imtering the factory, he lost his usual good appetite, 
although he remained otherwise w’ell. He had often to work in the night, 
and slept during the daytime. His sleep now became very much broken, 
without any particular reason. If he ate something he could sleep on. 
At a later jieriod he could not lie on Ins back, and felt as though the ab- 
domen would sink in, which caused laborious breathing. He rested better 
in abdominal position. He could not drink anything cold on account of 
its lying heavily in the stomach and causing pressure. He had to give up 
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drinking beer, and got an aversion to cold victuals. His florid complex- 
ion dif^iippeared ; he grew pale and emaciated. Vegetables, of which he 
was always fond, now disagreed, with the exception of potatoes. Bread 
disagreed, and butter still more; he had an aversion to all salted things. 
Food tasted right, but would not go down ; he therefore had to eat very 
slowly. Of meat lie could eat sparingly ; cheese and eggs agreed. He 
frc(juently partook of mulled beer and eggs, which warmed him up, and 
caused him to perspire, after which he felt easier, but couAl not sleep. 
After taking some bitter tonics his stpois became variable. The appear- 
ance of the tongue vas normal. He grieved much about sickness, and 
tclt considerable anxiety about his children. He sighed often, and now 
and then was forced to take a deep breatli, which reli(‘ved. Going up. tairs 
was very difficult,^".

(ieKeralities . — It caused a sensation of heat and burning, accom- 
panied by lancinating pains and prickling, followed after a time by a sen- 
sation of heaviness and numbness of the pdrts affected; these parts seem 
compressed by a heavy weight ; the skin seems raised up and contracted 
by the muscles beneath ; its color is not affected. There is amesthesia. 
These sym])toms last several hours, sometimes the whole day, but are never 
li)llowed by general synjptoms,*. — Soon experienced over the buccal mucous 
membrane a sensation of acridity and beat, wdiich spread rapidly to the 
throat, and after a time to llie stomach. There soon follow’ed burning and 
numbness of the lips, tongue, and pharynx; at the same time there was 
very abundant salivation. To these locdl effects are joined general symp- 
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toms of malaise, feebleness, heaviness of the head, and nausea, frequent 
yawning, general oppression, and very marked loss of muscular power, 
rulse accelerated, but to a moderate degree. The skin becomes moist. 
There are noticed pricklings in various parts of the body, particularly on 
the face and extremities. After a variable time the prostration increases, 
is associated with headache, lancinating pains in the face, prickling follow- 
ing the course of the nerve ; frequent nausea ; at times accompanied by 
vomiting. ?^oss of muscular power becomes very marked, formication 
more pronounced when quiet. The limbs seem numb, the face sensitive 
and swollen, pulse falls; respiration becomes difficult, the sensation of 
burning in tlie throat becomes painful, and there follows profuse perspira- 
tion. Aft(;r awhile there is general prostration. One experienced a bruised 
feeling in the limbs, and difficulty in grasping objects; the least effort ex- 
hausts and enervates ; respiration is slow aiul deep ; the pulse is^emark- 
ably lowered. The intellect is not affected, and there is no sleepiness. The 
pupils are dilated, but the dilatation is far less marked than that produced 
by Atrojiia ; they contract slowly under the influence of a bright light. 
These symptoms last ten or twelve hours; little by little the pulse rises, 
rcs|)irati()u becomes freer, the vital powers and the appetite return, in a 
word, everything resumes its natural function. The symptoms which per- 
sist to the last are the dryness of the throat, the heaviness of the head, and* 
the extreme weariness,^ — The following is a detailed account of an experi- 
ment: At 8.30 A.M., the pulse beating 68,^6 grannies of Aconitia, I mlg., 
were taken. In ten minutes sensation of heat in the stomach. In twenty 
minutes general malaise, yawning, eructations, nausea. In thirty minutes 
marked luuit in the stomach, pulse 76, sensation of burning in tHe tip of the 
tongue, muscular feebleness, nausea. lu forty minutes, burning of the lips, 
throat, aud whole mucous membrane of the mouth. In forty-five minutes 
prickling in the face and forearms, pulse 85 ; after an hour, oppression, 
headache, sensation of dryness and burning in the throat very pronounced, 
salivation. In an hour and a half, general depression, very great muscu- 
lar fecbleiK'ss, sweat, nausea, and vomiting, pulse 68. After two hours 
and a half, prickling in the face, which seems swollen aud sensitive, also 
in the forearms and bands, which seem numb and heavy ; pulse 60. lu 
three hours and a half respiration imj>eded, j)ain in the temjde and along 
the course of the infraorbital nerve; profuse ])ersj)i ration, pupils not di- 
late<l, sensation of heat in the throat and over the larynx, soon disappear- 
ing; the eyelids seem numb, and tliere is abundant salivation, eom])lete 
loss of a])[)etite and some nausea. In four hours and a half, same symp- 
toms, complete j)rostration of all the forces, gait heavy, general enerva- 
tion, slight tendeney to sleep. After six hours and a half, headache, with 
constriction ot the tmnples, pupils dilated, respiration difficult, pulse 52. 
Alter eight hours and a half, same symptoms, sensibility diminished, espe- 
cially on the liands and cheeks; intellect free, no sleepiness. In ten hours 
and a half, symptoms begin to improve, head is free, pricklings diminished, 
pulse 60, In eleven hours aiid a half there is noticeable improvement ; 
respiration is easier, the <lryness aud burning heat of the throat less marked, 
there is feebleness and gtmeral lassitude, pu])il8 continued dilated, pulse 68. 
In twelve hours, sleep easy, without restlessness and without dreams. The 
next day on waking there is no trace of the effects of the drug,®.— [50.] The 
3 Jo ^ grain of Aconitia taken by the mouth at intervals of three days, 
always caused a slight tingling in the mouth and face, coming on within 
an hour, and lasting for two or three hours. Ou another occasion, after 
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tlie ^ grain, a faint glowing feeling in addition was perceptible 

throughout the body, and there was a little somnolency. On another oc- 
casion, the of a grain converted the glowing into a numbing glow ; a 
comfortable feeling, as if he were going off tO sleep, and if he did not 
move about, actual somnolency. These effects attained their maximum 
two hotirs after the dose ; he felt wanner while they continued, and there 
was at the time and afterwards some difficulty in voiding urine,’. — The 
effects were uniform. The medicine ‘‘upset h’ui very mucl^, all day, he 
felt languid and sleepy; he could not hold up the head or keep his eyes 
open.’’ He was giddy and could not walk across the room without help ; 
the vision was hazy ; the erect posture induced nausea. He could not eat 
much on the medicine days, on account of a difficulty of swallowing, and 
pains ill the back of the neck and behind the jaws of the parotid regions, 
so tlmt in eating he had to press the hack of tlie neck with his hands. A 
glowing tingling feeling pervaded the body, and there Was a burning feel- 
ing in the gullet, “ as if a hot coal were there.” The tingling iu the mouth 
and face came on within half an hour, the Svuunolency after an hour and 
a half or two hours. At first he slept for an hour, but afterwards the sleep 
w’as dreamy and broken. The giddiness, dimues.^! of vision, and the mus- 
cular weakness were most marked between the sixth and tenth hours. 
There was always some dysuria, and occasionally »’Ctention with hypogas- 
tric pains. Nausea was generally a prominent sym[)tom, and the pain in 
the neck often remained until the next day,’^ — General numbness and 
tingling, but most marked in tfle face and throat; nausea, giddiness, som- 
nolency, and muscular weakness,’* — After three-quarters of an hour a 
tiiigling-priekling sensation running up the legs to the spine and head, and 
tingling of the fingers, much giddiness and somnolency, but the sleep was 
disturbed by fre(|uent wakings. After two hours he was unable to walk 
or even stand without great exertion, and on rising from the recumbent 
posture he was unable to sec for a minute, and there was nausea. The 
effect lasted for seven or eight hours, after which he slept comfortably, aud 
felt (juitc well tlic next day,^ — Considerable local burning, pricking, and 
smarting,^’’.

The first symptom is rumbling iu the abdomen wdth eructations’, after 
which the head becomes dull, there appears a tense drawing sensation along 
the course of the trigeminus, which then gives place to a shooting, wander- 
ing, very frequently interru])ted, and finally constant pain. The pulse 
begins to fall, to become irregular, small, and weak, the dulness of the head 
increases, associated with weakness, prostration, and sleepiness, and a dull 
pain within the skull. The pupils are at first unusually mobile, varying 
in size, but aftcr\yards become permanently dilated, associated with dim 

t Havini^ obtained the original work, we deem it of’ sufficient intere.st to give 
thest‘ experiments anew and in detail, which will be more satisfactory and complete 
than the meagre statement taken at second hand found in vol. i. 
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viBion, so that she is unable to look at a strongly illuminated body without 
blinking, and both near and distant objects become confused. 

About forty minutes after the dose, there appeared a peculiar prickling 
sensation on the Umgue, which was at first quite similar to the effects of pep- 
permint; it sj)read over the lips and posterior portion of the mouth and 
fauttes, then extended to the tips of the fingers and toes, and over the face, 
and finally over the whole body. At the same time there was increased 
secretion of i^ialiva, the skin became cold, dry, and rustling. The crawling 
continued to increase, and caused a most wonderful subjective sensation of 
distortion of tlic fac^e and the extremities, and constriction of the body. 
This was associated with uneasiness; there seemed to be a tickling which 
compelled constant motion. In an even temperature it diminished, but 
increased on changing from a cold to a warm atmosphere, or the reverse. 
The headache and dulness of the head gradually diminished after two 
hours. The prover experienced mo.st unusual weakness, weariness, oppres- 
sion, and anxiety, was frequently obliged to yawn. Respiration constantly 
became more difficult and slower. This was associated with a sensation 
as if the neck and chest were constricted. The pulse constantly became 
more and more irregular, and fell below one-half of the normal, frequently 
intermittent, and at last assumed a dicrotic type. The weakness reached 
such a degree that the prover could not stand up, but was obliged to keep 
a horizontal position. The anxiety increased, was associated with apathy, 
indilierence to the whole world. The beat of the jiulse and heart at times 
omitUid for si'veral seconds ; respiration beftiine more a (‘itching for breath. 
Skin coiisinntly dry and i(;y cold. Taste and sensation diminished. On 
the places where the (trawling had ceased there set in a sensation of’ fuzzi- 
mtss, as in a linger which has been tightly laced by a string; snbsiiltiis 
tendinuin; involuntary stretching of the limbs. Constant nausea and 
efi’orts to vomit, and at last, after five hours, repeated vomiting; after this 
the whoht condition essentially improved. Pulse and n^spiration became 
nu)r(‘ rapid, regular, the anxiety and depnjssion decrc^ased, and the w'holc 
body lu'caine warmer, and the crawling (H;aMi*d entirely, but instead of it 
theix^ remained a certain insensibility of the skin, a kind of fuzziness. The 
liead was no longer painful and dull, but rather empty and confused, as if 
iiitoxicati’d hy sku'p ; the weakne^ss remained, so that on attempting to rise 
the prov(‘r became hot. and dizzy, and there were fliekei'ing bedore the eyes, 
roaring in the ears, pain in the liead and face, nausea, and such weakness 
tlial he was (ibligcd to lie down again to avoid falling. The whole niglit 
was passed in this condition without sleej), only about 4 A.M. be fell into a 
slumber lasting two hours. The wdiole next day the prover went about as 
if half nsliu'j) ; his memory and j)owi‘r of attention completely disordered, 
pupils dilatiai, pulse at one time rapid, at another slow. After every^ men- 
tal or physical elfort there appeared dulness of the head and face. The 
tongim in the morning was coated, the taste pasty, the whole skin cold and 
dry, diurc'sis very much incroased.t 

fleinritdi s proving ol the same dose showed so many peculiarities that 
I give it by itself.— Son m iff. 


f Th(^ symptoms given h<n‘e nppvarod witli the greate.'it eonsiancy in three prov- 
ings of tho root, both old and young, hetore and after flowering, in doses up to 0.1 
gram, and caused in tlic prover sudi distressing symptoms that he did not dare to 
tnc.rtUhse the dose. 
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Heinrich’s pulse was at first a little rapid ; after twenty minutes there 
appeared eructations, scraping in the throat, dulness of the head, dilatation 
of the pupils with dimness of vision, head heavy and confused. After 
forty minutes the crawling began, first upon the tongue and lips, then over 
the face, whence it spread over the body. Tog^^ther with the crawling 
there was obst^rved an itching in the skin, and a drawdng up of the face; 
the skin was dry. After an hour the headache and faceache began ; tiie 
headache was aggravated by bending the body f:>rward ; it afserwards be- 
came associated with ringing in the ears and vertigo. The pulse became 
slow, fell from G2 to 51 within two hours, and was so small, weak, and in- 
termittent, that it w'as very difficult to count. Respiration was difficult, 
associated with a seusation as if the chest was constricted. Secretion of 
saliva increased. On going home there rppeared very great weakness, and 
after walking about pain in the joints of the elbows, knees, and hips; this 
pain was relieved, but not entirely removed by pressure. After about four 
hours the pains in the head and face became very violent and spread over 
the rest of the body. There followed a stool. The crawling increased 
and caused an inexplicable uneasine.ss, so that he walked almost the wdiole 
night np and (hnvn the room, as if crazy. . The skin wavS dry and cold, 
resf)iration difficult, rapid, the ]nilse very slow (40). Violent eructations, 
cllbrts to vomit. Spasmodic constriction of the stomach and contraction 
of the abdominal muscles. On walking about he had vertigo, roaring in 
the ears, and great sensitivene.ss to light. After the crawling had ceased 
the epidermis of the fa(!e begaif to descpiamate. Towards morning he lay 
down on account of great weakne.ss, soott fell asleep, and awoke warm ami 
in ])ers])irali()n. At this time he had erections and emissions, but without 
voluptuous dreams. The morning after the proving he seemed (piite well, 
blit at the eollogo, whore he was obliged to stand, he beeame very weak, 
and the pains in the joints returned. 

In one proving, from the old root, some blisters developed on the skin 
of the lower extremities, filled with setous fluid, and were very painful. 
The memory was very weak. Appetite diminished, voice hoarse and rough. 
Power of t()U(‘h diminished, so that he could not distinguish small objects 
by the fi'ermg. This action is also different from that observed by Dworzak, 
as it was less intense but there was more variety. The rumbling in the 
abdomen was much less, but the itching of the skin, desquamation of the 
epidermis, ])ains in the joints, perspiration, emissions, eruption of vesicles, 
(extension of the pain in tlie face over the rest of the body, were peculiar ; 
on the contrary he had no vomiting, no retardation of respiration, no 
gasju'iig for air, no constriction pf the throat, no subjective symptoms of 
the skin and extremities. 

A closer analysis of the symptoms follows: The rumbling in the abdo-* 
men and the eructations which appeared in most of the provers, usually 
at once after the dose, were constant symptoms. Another constant symp- 
tom was the pain in the head and face. The headache seemed to be diffi- 
cult to distinguish, especially as it seemed associated with pain in the face 
and in character identical with it, having its seat in the scalp, and involv- 
ing the distribution of the temporal, frontal, and supraorbital divisions of 
the trigeminus. The faceache was always a drawing tense sensation, at 
times also a feeling of pressure; the upper jaw seemed leaden and heavy ; 
followed by single shooting-jerking pains along the course of the isolated 
nerves ; the pain changing about, till at last it became fixed. The second 
kind of headache came on later, after the dulness of the head had passed 
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off an(J the pulse had decidedly fallen. This headache was associated with 
ringing in the ears, vertigo, etc, ; and was seated within the skull, and 
from smaller doses was only a dull pressing sensation within the head ; it 
was especially produced and aggravated by mental effort. 

The crawling was characteristic of the extract; except in those cases 
when the extract came in contact with the tongue, it appeared for the first 
time wlien the pulse had fallen one-quarter of the normal, and was asso- 
ciated with dulness of the head, pains in the head and face. Its first in- 
dication was a peculiar biting and cooling sensation on the tongue, always 
associated with increased secretion of saliva, after which there came on the 
crawling. The symptom always observed a definite order; it always ap- 
])cared first on the tip of the tongue, then over the up|)er surface of the 
tongue and on the lips, extending to the posterior portion of the mouth, 
then began in the tips of the fingers, then in the face, and above all in the 
suprahyoid region and on the chin, then in the cheeks and tips of the toes, 
on the perinteum, chest, abdomen, and’ lastly, on the back. It was most 
violent in the forehead, huist violent in the latter regions. On observing 
attentively the order in which this symptom appears it will be seen that it 
affects the different parts of the body in the same order in which Weber’s 
m(‘.aHure of touch determines the sensitiveness. The crawling cannot be 
described ; it seems like the result of pressure on the sciatic nerve, yet it 
is peculiar; it is not like formication, prickling, nor tickling, but rallier a 
mixture of all thes(‘. As already stated, it is aggravated i)y change of 
temperature. I have not usually observed it on the throat. Only while 
eating it seems to ace()m|)any the morsel tli rough the (esophagus to the 
stonuKdi ; therewith the tast(* is diminished. 

As regards the pulse, we found that in some provers it was first increased 
in fre<|ueney, but after twenty minutes it sank below the normal, became 
small, w(‘ak, intermittent, and on retardation, as in one ease from 80 to 50, 
it becanie dierolie. This dicrotic pulse, however, was only noticed in the 
large arteries, mostly in the carotids, since in the radial arterie.s the pulse, 
wIkmi slow, was so small, weak, and irregular, that it could scarcely be 
(umnlc'd. When tJu^ flat hand was placed upon the [>neeordial region it 
could be disiiuctly felt that tlic heart did not contract at once. The pulse 
and b(*at of tin; heart, from large do.ses, very frerimmtly omitted entirely 
for a few se(M)nds. In one ease, from the extract of young roots, in order 
to feel the beat of the lieart more distinctly I lay upon the abdomen, and 
felt plaiidy for some time a very violent irregular beating, which b( 3 came 
wc’aker and weaker, then at last it ceased entirely for some seconds, after 
which it became stronger, and so on. Soon after vomiting the beat of the 
heart and the jadse heeame regular. 

. As regards the disturbance of respiration, we find that in the beginning 
there was freqimnt yawning, afterwards oppression, anxiety, gas[)ing for 
air, vyith a feeling as if the chest and throat would be constricted. At 
this time there were a very disagreeable feeling in the throat, aud nausea, 
so that the prover very fVeciuently aud involuntarily put his hand to the 
throat, where the hiudrauc'c to the breathiug seemed to be. Pereira men- 
tions this motion without being able to asi^ign a cause for it. Previous to 
vomiting tlie respiratory movements were the most difficult and the slowest, 
and the anxiety of breathing the greatest (as.soeiated with the greatest re- 
tardation of the pulse); iu one ease the respirations fell to 8 in a minute; 
after vomiting the respirations became more frequent, more rapid than 
normal. The respiratory movements were very short, weak, and in shocks. 
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The temperature of the skin during the first half hour after the dose was 
elevated ; especially the head and face were very warm, and in some cases 
I observed warmth in the epigastric region ; after this the skin always be- 
came cool and always remained so for or eight hours, even though well 
ct)Vered and heated. This coolness was not only subjective, but was very 
perceptible to my colleagues. The skin was pale, the features distorted, 
the sensibility diminished (I was able to pinch myself quite violently with- 
out experiencing pain ). “ , 

Aif regards the subjective symptoms iu the skin, they occurred at the 
same time as the crawling, and have been noticed as a di. tortion of the 
face, etc.; they were the most marked and the most remarkal)le at first. 
They never entirely disappeared, and were always aggravated by cleinge 
of temperature. 

Muscular weakness made its appearance as a laxity of the joints. The 
moyemeiits of the extremities seemed like those of a pendulum, witli no 
action of the muscles, or better tb drscrihe it, as if the muscular sense 
failed entirely. About two hours after the dose there came on a peculiar 
Aveakness, so that after a dose of 0.1 gram of the old root, when in order 
to reli(‘ve the iucreasing need of respiration, the room seeming too tight, 
and associated with a sense of not enough air in it, I attempted to take 
a walk, I was obliged to be su])ported by a colhuguo in oiahw to avoid 
falling. About six hours after the dose the weakness was so great that I 
was obliged to keep a horizontal positi >n. 

The sleep was always disturbed, and after the larger doses the whole 
niglu was sleepless; from small doses the sleep was frequently interrupted 
and very restless. 


ACONITUxM FKROX. 

Anthoriiy, 2, C. 1). Schroff' article entitled “ An i^xtremely Dangerous 
Adulteration of Jalap,” Zeit. des Allg. Aj)othek. Ver., o, p. 173, 

German Aconitine (from Aeon. !>a})ellus) always causes headache and 
faceache, whicli occur not only on the day of the proving, but during the 
succeeding weeks, and even for a whole year after the experiment; aggra- 
vated by every excitement in consequence of mental effort or l)y emotional 
disturbance ; it also causes depression of mind, both on the day of the 
ju’oving and on the succeeding days, leaden heaviness of the liead, weak- 
ness, ])rostrati()n, and a diminution of tl)e frequency of* the pulse lasting'a 
long time. Dyspnma and formication are entirely wanting. The symp- 
toms experienced from the extract of the root of Aeon, ferox were differ- 
ent, namely, the headache and faceache were entirely wanting; mental 
activity wa.s greatly increased, and depression followed as a secondary 
(‘ffcct after sometime, and was so great that not the slightest mental work 
could be perforrnoHl. In addition there were the following symptoms, espe- 
(‘ially marked ; excessive dyspnma, accompanied by a distressing feeling of 
anxiety ; sensation of formication over the whole body ; out^eak of per- 
i^piration accompanied by calor mordax ; high degree of vertigo and mus- 
cular weakness; enormous increase of diuresis ; extremely sharp burning 
taste; violent burning in the mouth and throat iu spite of the fact that 
the extract was enveloped in a capsule; inclination to vomit, and actual 
vomiting ; diarrhoea accompanied by pain. However small the dose of 
English Aconite it was able to irritate all the parts exf)erimeuted upon. 
On frequently bringing it near the nose and taking a deej) breath, in order 
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to get, the odor of the Ihiglish Aconitine (Aeon, ferox), there occurred fre- 
quent sneezing and a diKagreeable boring feeling in the nose. After a few 
hours there (levelo|)c(l violent burning on the tongue, throat, and palate, 
associated with inclination to cough, and especially on the lips, where it 
was particularly violent when anything hot was drank ; these latter symp- 
toms were observed on the day when 1 was working with the drug, but had 
not voluntarily brought it near the nose or lips. Once a particle happened 
to get intocthe eye; it very soon caused profuse lachrymation, violent 
burning, swelling and burning of the upper lid, photophobia, so tliat I 
could icinl only with the greatest effort, and was soon obliged to give up 
the attempt to look at anything; the pupils were not remarkably affected; 
cold applications relieved the symptoms, which returned as soon as the 
a 4 )plications wojv. j'cmoved ; hence I was obliged to continue their use for 
several hours. On the next day the u})per lid was red and somewhat 
swolhuj, and also the conjunctivui of the lids and ball were red, vision was 
nnalf'cted, and on the third day the symptoms h^d disappeared,'^.

Gen. de Therap, 1877, vol.»xeii, p. 326, a 
woman took 4 drops, and repeated the dose; 104 , (1 G. Bacon, M.D., 
Philud. Med. and Surg. Rep., vol. xxxvi, 1877, p. 114, Mrs. 1)., let. forty- 
three years, took a tea^spoonful of the tincture; 105 , Dr. Sturgis, Lancet, 
1878(2), p. 917, Clara B., twenty-one years, swallowed a wineglassful of 
the liniment ; 106 , F. II. O’Brien, M.D., Med. Rec., vol. xv, p. 128, Miss 
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M., Jjct. twenty-four years, took ^ drachm of tr. Aconiti rad., and repeated 
the dose after an hour ; 107 , Dr. Deschere, copied from MSS., a fraction 
of a drop of the tincture was taken hy touching the tip ot the tongue with 
the stopper of a bottle, at o i\m.

GeneralltieH . — Violently convulsed in the face and upper extremi- 
ties; her cyuntenauce pallid, with an expression of great misery. Her 
pulse was sluggish, but not feeble. In a few minutes vomiting came on, 
and she awoke as if from a profound sleep. Soon after, breathing slow, 
like one in profound sleep. Pulse full, but not exceeding 40 in a minute. 
Having roused her from her sleep with great difficulty, she vomited abun- 
dantly. Slie then for the first time expressed great alarm at finding herself 
totally blind. The pupils were not much if any dilated, but were insen- 
sible to the impression of the strongest light. She stated that she had 
most horrid dreams, and complained of a dreadful sensation at the pit of 
her stomach, which still she did not call pain. Hhe begged to be let sleep 
again, but in s|)ite of all our efforts to the contrary, her hemd drooped on 
her chest, heavy sleep came on, which in a few minutes ended in a convul- 
sion, such as before described, and this again was succeeded by vomiting 
and a periect restoration of c()ns(;iou.sue.ss. This state of things was con- 
stfintly repeated for several hours. When in sleep her pulse tell gradually, 
i)eing sometimes as low as 20 in a minute, but when roused, never beyond 
40 in a minute. She expressed, when awake, a great desire for cool air, 
whi(;h ktforded great relief. This state of things continued till 4 o’clock, 
when slie complained of acute agonizing pain in the back of the uextk and 
about the base of the brain, with violent permanent spasms in both arms, 
extending to the fingers. Prom this time on she speedily re(!overed,“‘*. — 
Convulsive attacks coming on at short intervals, bad vomited once, and 
eom|)lainc‘(l of dryness of tlie throat, coldness and tingling of the extremi- 
ties, and muscular weakness. The pulse was almost im[)erceptible, coun- 
Umance ])ale and pinched, and skin shrivelled and covered witii cold clammy 
p(‘rs|)i ration,’'*". — Spasmodic movements resembling convulsions, were also 
(juite common, aud from three to five well-marked convulsions,'’". — Very 
slight convulsions occurred at repeated intervals for about five hours, dur- 
ing which time lie was supposed to be dying,"'. — Heized within ten hours 
with violent spasms and severe pains, with prickling sensation in the limbs, 
back, and chest, difficulty of breathing, and partial loss of sight; the pulse 
was considerably lowered, and the skin cold and clam my, ' I — [1750.] 
Spasms intermitling from tliree to five minutes, when a. most violent one 
took place, in wliicli the teeth were fixed, eyes set, voice lost, and to all 
ajipearaiiee dying. This jiassed off, and they became lighter, voice aud 
sight returned ; tlien followed for a sliort time hydrophobic spasms, which 
prevcmteil her from taking anytliing,"'*.— Convulsive fit ; llie hands were 
clenched; the arms bent ami (Irawn forcibly backwards ; the muscles of 
the back became rigid and arched, so as to bear a marked resemblance to 
tlie spasm of tetanus, differing from it, however, in that there was no re- 
mission of the spasm, until the fit entire!}^ passed off, 'I — Convulsive move- 
numts of the limbs, which became strongly flexed, and which it was impos- 
sible to extend ; cold clammy sweat ; eyesturiuHl upward ; pulse lost ; these 
symptoms lasted about three minutes; followed by general relaxation, loss 
of vision, vomiting,’^ — Treihor, so that she could not stand without assist- 
ance,'*’’. — General trembling,’®'’. — Looking like her brother, but much worse. 
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After remedies she became sick, but without beneficial results; and the at- 
tacks became more frequent and severe, being attended with tympanitis, 
pain around waist, convulsive movements of tlie legs, the hands being he- 
nuinbed, cold, and clenched; the pulse 'dow and scarcely perce})tibie, and 
she seemed about to expire. During one of the several attacks, the pulse 
became imperceptible at the wrist, and only audible by the ear to. the 
chest; and then, instead of convulsions, she had complete trismus and 
tetanus ; the hands being clenched, the arms fixed, the jaws tightly closed 
by the rigid masseters, and the head and trunk retracted, till she oidy 
touched the couch by her head and heels. From this time the paroxysms 
retained their new character, hut gradually became less violent till about 
midnight, when she could be left with safety. The ner.t day she sntfcr<'d 
froiu severe i)ain in the spine, with great de!)i!itv, and it was several days 
belore she was quite well. She ;vcolh\tcd little wiiicii occurred dining 
the more viident at(acks,'‘y — Semi-delirious, very Hushed in thr face, intense 
dyspmea, bathed in iey-ctdd pto-spiration, pupils widely dilate I, pulse not 
p(*r(*eptible at wrist, and the heart-sounds oould faintly be beard ; vomit- 
ing. — in about twenty minutes be complaiueil of a very b.ad feeling in 
his bead, and was give)) a strong emetic iSnlpliaic vf zinr. In a few min- 
utes after copious vomiting had been ]>roduccd ; by this be bt'caine sud- 
(h'nly insensible, and 1 found him, about twenty n'iniites after, lying upon 
hi.' back in a state of' complete insensibility, stertorous breathing, tace 
dusky-r(Ml, li[)S puffed out with ea<‘h iu.'-piration, skin cold, and pnd’uso 
])eispirati()i], cspiaaally on the face; pul.^e very weak, invgular, and inier- 
millent. A rnonjcnt after 1 came in he vomited muctis and bile, and spok(‘, 
complaining of feeling cold. He remained awake lor a few minutes, dur- 
ing wliicb time be ajqieared [lerfectly rational ; there was great .lumbness 
of the mouth, tongue, lifis, cb(*eks, and extremities, tiiid a strange dull feel- 
ing in the bead. He then rehif)sed into thecomatosis condition, relieved 
evt ry five or six minutes by bis efforts at vomiting. Th(‘ depr(‘ssi‘d state 
of ilu' heart and circulation, and thi^ coi sequent coma and coldness of the 
surface, calk'd for a strong cardiac stimulant, and I gave him one-drop 
do^(^< ol Tr. difjiifdi.H in a teaspoonful of water, every live minutes, 'fhe 
vomiting continued, and tin; })ulse at the wrist was iniperceptible for ten or 
fitb'cn minutes at a tiim* ; only a faint, confused movettieni, of the In art 
was peri'iqitible by auscultation. The vomititig was still freipient and vio- 
lent, so that streaks of fresh-colorcd bloixl wi're observial in tbi‘ matter 
ejected, — “About five minutes after swallowing th(‘ tiiurtun*, was seiz .(1 
with a })ricking and tingling down the arms and fingers, and a jiaini’ul 
numbness across the wrists ; tlie tongue and mouth next fell the same, tin'll 
the legs and feet, and in less than filteen minutes my face seemed to be 
swelling and throat growing light. On looking at iny face in the glass, it 
seemed blue and indistinct.” hi twenty minutes she felt sick, and made 
ellbrts to vomit, but could bring nothing up ; she was then anxious to get up- 
stairs to bed, but her h'gs failing her she only reached tin; fiist floor, and 
threw herself upon the sofa; there she remained for half an hour, almo-t 
blind, but conscious of her plight; after that she made anotb(;r cHbrtjbut 
when half way U})stairs her lower extreruities quite faih'd her, where .•‘lie 
was found ill the following condition : Her eyes fixed and protruded, with 
contracted pupils, countenance livid, jaws and fauces rigid, her arms and 
hands quite cold and pulseless, the legs and trunk much in the same state; 
her breathing was short, imperfect, and laborious, while the heart fiutiered 
feebly under the left breast. >She now and then gave a heavy sigh, and

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to?S6<] the arms backward above the head, at the same time attempting' by 
jerks to shift her position, fieix; was also rattling and vibration of the trachea, 
taking an emetic she was seized witli a strong convulsive h‘t, the eyes 
being drawn upwards unde/' the fids, the fists cdeuched across the throat, 
and '’the teeth grating violently together, and a thick, rof/y, frothy saliva 
was .forced through the Ii[)s. At this moment her urine and fieces passed 
unconsciously. In two or three minutes the conyulsive state passed off'. 
She says tl^it the reason why she does not sleep is beciause she cannot keep 
the eyelids closed. ThivS is singular and consistent with the fixed and star- 
ing eomlilion of the eyes, and bears some relation to the contracted state 
oi' the pupils,'**. — The face had a pinched, anxious expression; the forehead 
wrinkhd and corrugated between the eyebrows ; the j)upils slightly di- 
lated ; the pulse 4r>, techie and intermitting; extremities cold ; conscious- 
ness quite nnafreeted. She said she felt a burning sensation in the fauces, 
and a constriction at the chest; and that she had no feeling in her arms, 
legs, juid face. Tlie feeling of liaving iio feeling (to use a paradox), she 
said, was “dreadful, worse than any pain,'’^’. — [1760.] Alarming prostra- 
tion; the breathing heeaine laborc(l ; the pulse at the wrist irregular, ia- 
tennittent, and finally imperceptible; a quantity of frothy mucus was dis- 
eliaiged from the mouth and nostrils ;. the skin became dusky; a cold 
elaimny sweat bedewed the face and forehead, — Vomiting, slow and in- 
termittent [)ulse, dilated j)Upils, with great tendency to stupor, and a[)- 
parently suifering much pain,*'\ — Pulse subdued, difficulty in swallowing, 
speech alfccted, and metnory partially gone,**’\ — Slight congestion of the 
iiHutihrane o(M!urred, and photophobia in lioth cases ; also slight contrac- 
tion ot the pupil. The tingling sensations continued for six hours; and 
at the end of that time the eyeball, in one case, protruded an eighth of an 
inch IVom the socket ; in the other tlu^ tingling was referred to the angle 
of tlu' jaw and down the side of the net^k. They both lost an entire night’s 
j'est,'^ — His mouth filled with water soon, afterwards he had a depressed, 
heavy look, liis face being rather livid, and he staggered about as if lie 
were drunk, com plaining tliat his legs felt swelled, and too heavy for him 
to lift them, d'he numbness about the jaws continued, with occasional at- 
tikcks of (xtrcine depression and faintness, during wdiicdi the face became 
livid, and the pulse very fechh?. After remedies lie became sick, wheii he 
began to rally. The next day he had severe pain in the spine, with great 
debility, and it was several days before he was well,^*. — Hoou eomplained 
of gn'ut pain ; vomiting and juirging s(‘t in ; he lost consciousness for a 
few seconds, hut at other times was sensible. lie was in a state of collapse 
on admission ; very pale ; skin cold and covered with perspiration ; pulse 
slow, intermittent, and scarcely perceptible; bowels relaxed,*^*’. — Pallid 
eountenanc(‘, dilated jmpil, cold extremities, extremely feeble and slow 
pulse, alternate relaxation and s[)asm of the muscular system, respiration 
very much retarded, suhsultus tendiuum, or rather wild movements of tlie 
arms and hands, and complaining at intervals (a word or two at a time) of 
intense thirst, severe hurning pain in the stomach, vertigo, headache, dry- 
ness of the throat, etc.; said slu^ could not swallow or s})cak, that the room 
was quite dark ; “1 am so munh, 1 can’t breathe,” etc.,*’**. — In fifteen min- 
utes eomplaiiKai of numbness of lips, tongue, and throat ; eonsiderably ex- 
cited, but very rational; said his feet were prickling ami numb, as well as 
Ids throat, which had lost all feeling; pulse about ^50, eonsideiahly 
weaker than normal ; [irufuse sweating; disturbed respiration ; complains 
of nausea. After vomiting his pulse beeamevery weak, and he complained 
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of numbness over his entire body ; became delirious, and said he was dying ; 
was very restless, jerking, and jumping about ; was with difficulty kept 
upon the bed, Immediately on swallowing, felt a burning sensation in 
mouth and throat, and shortly afterward in nis stomach, which was soou 
accompanied by a numbness and tingling of the ’ips and tongue. Half an 
hour after taking the fluid he vomited freely, and half an hour later began 
to complain of numbness and sense of weight in his extremities, which be- 
came very cold, and he was unable to raise them from the ^ound. His 
breathing shortly became hurried and labored, and he complained of pains 
running from his head through all his limbs. Face flushed and conjunc- 
tiva iujccted ; hands gnd feet cold and clammy ; restless, frequently “drum- 
ming ’’ the table witlfhis feet, saying they seemed like two heavy wrights 
attached to his body,^l — Directly after rwullowing .^he noticed a misiy 
taste in her mouth, and immediately felt a thiglmg sensation in her mouth, 
lips, and tongue ; her teeth lielt as if thoy wore lof'se, ami her lower jaw lelt 
(lead ; the eyes were dim, and she shivered. Switching of the museles of 
the neck, and spasms of those of the limbs, col lapse, — [1770.] Burn- 
ing and numbness of the lips, m(mth, and throat, and violent vomiting. 
She experienced a curious sensation of numbness in the hands, arms, and 
legs, and slm lost the power of artieulaling. Her attempts to speak were 
attended with unintelligible sounds only. She exptu’ieiuvd great muscukir 
debility, and was unable to stand. iSlie felt stiffness of and ditHculty in 
moving Ikt limbs. Some of her external sense.^ were disorderCij , thus, to 
use her own ( xpression, thougli her eyes were wide open, her sight was very 
dim, and surrounding objects were seen indistinctly. The sensibility of the 
body was greatly impaired ; her fjK^e and throat were almost insensible to 
touch. Slie ielt very giddy, but was neither delirious nor sleopy. For the 
most pari she was conscious, but at times scarcely knew what was [)ass’ng 
around lier. Her body and extremities were cold. She was irequeiitly 
])ulliug her throat about, but she knew’ not why,‘^. — She was similarly but 
more sligiitly afiected, except tiiat she ovineed a slight tendency to sleep. 
Like tlie others, she was constantly putting lier hands to her throat, ■’*. — 
ill about three-(|iuirters of an hour he c()m[)laiiied of burning and nutiib* 
ness of the lips, month, and throat, which soon extendetl to the stomach, 
and was ac('om})anied witli vomiting. The matters ejected were first his 
<linner, and afterwards a frotiiy mucus. Extremities cold, but chest warm ; 
the head was hatlied in cold sweat. His eyes, to use the expression of his 
neighbor, were “ glaring.” He complained of violent pain in the head, 
and trembled excessively. The Ii[)s were blue. He frequently put his 
hand to his throat, — Immediately felt a sensatioji of numbness iu tlie 
tongvie, accompanied by difficulty of swallowing; soon afterwards she 
t-‘-K an to cry violently, this act being aeeompanied by convulsive twitching 
of the facial muscles. Immediately after this she lost the power of walk- 
ing, and began to eject a quantity of mucus from the stomach. Three 
hours after taking the dose she was lying upon a sofa, resting u])on her 
hack, with her eyelids closed and the pupils slightly contracted. She was 
<]uite unconscious when spoken to^ and during an hour’s observation she 
only sj)oke iuteliigibiy twice, and then said, “ What is it T’ Every now 
and then she uttered a peculiar plaintive cry. She was continually mov- 
ing her tongue round the interior of her mouth, from time to time thrust- 
ing the organ out beyond the lips, and moving it from side to side. The 
pulse was weak but regular. Tiie bystanders said it had been intermittent. 
The hands and feet were cold. Ihere was constant lachrymation, iuso- 
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much ihat a woman was constantly wiping the sufferer’s eyes with a hand- 
kerchief. The intensity of .symptoms varied ; sometimes she would lie 
quite still for several minutes, and then all at once he seized with a parox- 
ysm of sighing, every now and then exclaiming, “ What is it?” During 
the night slie had very littl(‘- sleep, her rest being disturbed by dreams that 
she was falling from a height. The next day .^he complained of pain in 
the lower part of the back, and numbness in both arms,*k — Severe pains 
shooting tlm)ugh head, pecmliar tingling sensation in whole body, arms 
ami limbs bcJiumbed, a choking sensation, lightness in the head, with par- 
tial loss of sight (in half an hour), llestless and delirious, features 
[)inched, a <iark ring around eyes, pupils slightly contracted, skin covered 
with (!oId (;lainmy persjn ration, breatldng hurried and short, pulse 45, and 
S(;arcely [)crceptible at the wrist, at iiitervaks peculiar clioking paroxysnis 
(aftt*r two hours). Sleep restless, disturbed by dreams (first night). Slight 
lieadache, burning f)ain in stomach and bowels, wbiidi were tender on 
j)r(!ssure (second day),”^ — The first intimation that anything was W’rong 
was given al)()Ut an liour and a half before I saw bim, when be complained 
of his throat, walked unsteadily, and artienlated with difficulty. 1 found 
him (jornatose, the eyes half closed, expressionless, the jinpils insensible to 
light, though not mueh dilated. The pulse was feeble and irregular, res})i- 
ralion requiring artificial ai<l to support it, and the ]nus(‘les and ligaments 
so rniK'h relaxed that he c(juld neither stand nor sit up unless supported, 
ll'is resj)iruli()n finally degenerated to a gasp, occurring live or six times to 
the minute, then he would convulsively straighten out in the la]) of his at- 
tendant, throw his head and shoulders back, and his hands over his liead, 
as if, nu'chanically, to got a longer and fuller respiration, then relax into 
th(! same state as bel'ore,*’”. — First f(‘lt numbness at tbe tip of the tongue, 
extending to the base, w’itli a sensation tliat it was swtjlled ; rigors, w'ith 
great depression, and a feeling of extreme illness ; she got out of bt^l, and 
soon was so [)ai'alyzed that she could not get into bed without assistance ; 
.she lay (juiet for some time, but thinking she was <lying, she begged to be 
lalu*n to tbe. vvindi)\v, wliie.b was soon dune; and now she found itnit, with 
a feeling that lier eyes would drop from their .sockets, she lost her sight, 
and her jaw dropptal, so that she was obliged to have it tied up. She was 
again carried to bed, and remained in mueh tbe same stale at intervals 
during Uu' night and following day. Tln‘ third day she had a severe at- 
tack of pain in the stomach,*’’. — Breathing extremely slow and slightly ster- 
torous; pulsi^ very feeble, and scarcely counting 40 in the minute ; extreme 
{)allor ot the eounlenanee; she w'as speei'hless from debility, the ex])ression 
ol* the eountenance showing the intellect was still clear. The muscles of 
tlu! face w('re fei hly convidsed, as also the right leg and liand, at short in- 
tervals, ahont every second or third minut(!, She labored a part of the 
time under a delusion that her head w'as many times its ordinary size, which 
she thought we ought to ])ercei ve,'”’. — Found stretched on the bed, with his 
face d()wnwards, groaning and complaining of agonizing, burning })ain at 
the epigastrium; jiarchcil month, intense thirst, constant retching; the 
pidse was imperceptible, tbe skin cold, though perspiiuug, and tlie couu- 
tenanee expressive ol extreme agony; jactitations incessant, scarcely re- 
maining half a minute in the same position/”.— Giddiness ; intense burn- 
ing feeling along the tongue, extending to the fauces ; coldness of the hands 
and feet, and along the spint*; twitches of the muscles of the face, and of 
the fingers and toes; dimne.s.s of vision ; dilatation of the pupils ; inability 
to swallow; weak pulse; involuntary escape of ffeces. A little before 
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death there was one universal convulsion. Towards the fatal termination 
his skin was cold, his lips blue, his j>ulse almost imperceptible, and his res- 
piration oppressed and labored,^*.— [1780.] From about twenty minutes 
after taking the medicine, continual retching :>r unsuccessful efforts at vom- 
iting; great prostration ; pulse imperceptible at the wrist, the action of the 
heart scarcely audible, the skin cold and clammy, the eyes staring; pu[)ils 
dilated, the right one being really oval, and the left irregularly polygonal ; 
conscious until death, which took place in the iollowing manfier: Having 
resisted for awhile the attempts to give her medicine, she suddenly sat up 
in bed and said, I will take more if you won’t force me.” Having then 
tried to swallow a little, she sank hack again ; the heart’s act ion was no longer 
j)ereeptihle by the stetbos(‘ope, and after this she gave hut one insp’!.itory 
heave, her death o(!Curring somewhat more than liv( hours IVorn the time 
of taking the pv)ison,^‘l — At the end of tivi, minutes felt a tingling in the 
fingers, with a feeling as though the teinp'uature of tiie body were lower- 
ing. This continued to a sense of coldness, witii dry, parehmcnt-like skin. 
Then a chilliness, with occasional nervous uneasiness and anxiety, which 
continued an hour and three minutes. Then alternate chills and Ihishes of 
heat, almost constantly breaking into each other, lasting thirty-five minutes 
(the tingling and nervousness continues). Then a dry heat set in, with a 
])(H‘uliar tenderness of the fiesh to the toiuh, and nervous anxiety. Thir- 
teen minutes after the iuee[)tion of this stage, a slight headache s('t in, with 
seething in llie ears. At the end of fifty-seven riiinutes this last stage 
(•los(‘d, with slight vomiting and sweat. Tingling, nervous anxiety, and 
dry skin existed throughout, after the first five minutes, — In an hour the 
pupils wei’c so diiat(‘.d that the iris could not be seen, and this condition 
lasted till the following day. It was a fortnight before she had entirely 
lost the tingling and numbness, and feeling of malaise, and for weeks 
after she was subject to sudden fits of numbness in the feet, so scivore as to 
cause her to fall ; even six mouths afterwanls she was liable to yomitings 
and sensations of cramp in the throat, to which she was not subject before 
>he took (he ])ois()n,‘'. — Extreme restlessness,^’^ — Loss of muscular a(e 
tion,^“. — Prostration (after om^ h()ur),‘’b — General nervous prostration, with 
great tendoiK‘y to sleep, — He gradually became weaker, and on the fol- 
lowing evening was ibiind in a dying state, from whicli he did not rally, 
but expired about t('n o’clock in the morning/'*. — Extreme languor, ’b — 
Eaintings,^, — [1790.] N nmbness over entire body,*'**. — Numbness, sensibility 
im})aired,''b — Great luimbm'ss and feeling of cold,'''’. — Numbness all over 
the surface of tlie body, more especially on tlie bands, face, and calves of 
the legs,'b — Benumbed tingling in tlie legs, arms, head, face, and mouth,””. 
— Numbness, tingling, and sliglit muscular weakness (after first dose). She 
started soon after the second dose to walk a distance of two miles, and did 
not complain until about lialf way; on reaching her destination slie began 
to stagger, and was soon C()ni|)Ietely prostrateii ; her voice beiiarne very 
weak, and she complained of cephalalgia ami lancinating pain in different 
liortions of the body, but particularly in the joints, — Tingling and prick- 
ling,”b — A great sense of oppression and w^eiglu,’^*. — Her pains she de- 
scribed as ‘‘Agony!” “ Oh, such agony !” but said her pain was not acute, 
Skin, — Patchy spots and discolorations on limbs,'*®. — [1800.] Spasmodic 
contractions of the skin, which the patient endeavored to relieve by con- 
stantly rubbing the parts with his fingers; this singular sensation in the 
skin, especially in the face, may be likened to the efiects of electric sparks, 
and was especially marked in the wings of the nose, which the patient con- 
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stantly pincher],’^ — Insonsibility of the skin (mind un affected — Con- 
stant peculiar prickling in the skin of the face/®.— Acute itching over the 
whole body, e^pocifilly on the face about the nose/^. 

Sleep.— Yexy drowsy and sleepy all day (third day)/^l — Shortly after 
she felt quite drowsy; she feels herself sleeping, while still awake; ex- 
tremely prostrated, and as if beaten all over. This experimenter was very 
sensitive to the action of this medicine, and recognized at once that Aco- 
nite had beeiT given to her,*^\ — Restless night, tossing about in bed (first 
night),’®^ 

Jf^ever. — Chilliness, — Chilly feeling, with white cold hands, towards 
evening (second day),'^’h — Temperature very low, withdey coldness of the 
skin,^^ — [1810 ] ^kin icy cold,‘”'\ — Extremities cold,*® etc. — Axillary 
temperature was 97i° (after two hours),*®®. — A feeling of dry heat and 
tightness of the skin over the whole body, accompanied by a sensation of 
numbness and tingling. This commenced in his feet, and spread quickly 
upwards,’*. — Cold sweat,’®.

REVISION OF yETIIUSA. 

The experiments detailed below throw so much doubt upon the various 
cases of poisoning attributed to iEthusa that we have concluded to throw 
them out entirely. 

Indeed, it sinmis established beyond any possibility of doubt, that the 
plant is harml(‘ss. 

Our own experiments prove this conclusively; in New York we had the 
(M) ()[)e,ration.of thirty or forty individuals, who took varying doses of the 
expressed juice of the plant without the slightest effect. The editor him- 
self drank it by the wineglassful. A few experienced some disturbance: 
these are giv(‘n in detail. It was not attem[)ted to make a proving, as in 
that (‘use the potencies would have Ixu^n trieej ; we only desired to verify 
Dr. Harh‘y’s observations as to the poisonous nature of the herb. Our 
prcjMiration was obtained, through Messrs. Boericke A Tafel, from Leipzig, 
and was accompani(Hi by a certifi(‘ate of genuineness from the Director of 
the Botanic Gardens. The expressed juice was preserved by a small per 
cent, of alcohol.

The observations have bee?i made with the jnieeof tbeentii' plant ; with 
tinctures prepared from ripe and green fruit; with a fluid extract prepared 
with the view of se{)arating any eyna})ine or other active [)rinciple that 
may have been left in the plant after the expression of the juice, and wj^th 
tlH‘ oleo-resin. 

OJmrvaiion 1. — 3. W., a weakly young man, troubled with frequent 
sc njinal (miission.®, took 3^ fluid dra(*hms of the A^^thiisa juice, and, having 
sat still for the first hour, strolled out duiing the second. At the end of 
an hour the oscillating pupils contracted a very little more than they were 
observed to do before the dose, but beyond this there was no eflect what- 
ev(‘r. 4 fluid drachms (jf Succus eonii t)roduced a moderate eflect upon 
this patient. 

Ohsrrvaflon 2.--John T. B., aged twenty-two, the subject of sexual de- 
bility from excessive selfabuse, but ()tberwise strong and healthy, and in 
whom t) draehms ol‘ Suceus eonii produced moderate eoneism, took th(‘ 
ylhhusa juice fora time, in d().ses increased from flO rninii])s to 4flraehms, 
an hour ihefore breakfast every other day. No effects whatever fotlow(‘d. 

()hs(.rrationAS.-~Chini L., an active but slightly developed child, aged 
seven, the subject of interstitial keratitis, and in whom G draeliins of Sueeus 
eonii produced only moderate efli‘cts, took two do.ses, one of 3 draclimsand 
the other of 4draclHn.s, of the A^]thusu juice, about two hours after break- 
fast, on separate days. Beyond a slight temporary rise of pulf-e, (Im* to 
the alcohol, there >vas no efli^et. The patient sub.'^equently took lineture 
ol' the fruit. (See Observation 10. ) 

Ob.seTvafion 4. — W. W., aged nineteen, an active healthy lad, troubled 
willi fre(|uent serrdnal enii.ssions. G drachms of Sueeus eonii, 30 miniujs 
of Sueeus belladonna, and 1 grain of 0[)ium, always prodiieed their Jip- 
f)ro[)riate efle(;ts in a moderate degree upon this patient. Beginning wiili 
1 .1 drachms, and rapidly increasing the dose to 1 ounce, he took the latter 
quantity of AEthusa juiCe 'every second or third day for about a nnmth. 
I41eets were carefully looked for, but none were apj)reciable, either to the 
patient or to myself.

On one 
occasion 1 gave him 7 drachms of the ^Ethusa juice, and kept him sitting 
under my observation for two and a quarter hours. Just previously he 
had walked to rny house, and the pulse was 86, the pupils slightly oscillant 
and contracting to and the tongue whitish and moist, with an acid 
secretion. After tbrtydive minutes the pul.se was 82, full and regular, as 
at first. The pupils and tongue were unchanged. After an hour and a half 
the j>uls(^ was 80, and otherwise unchanged. The ])upils were now oscillating 
bet\ve<nj y'" and 7". After two and a quarter hours the pulse was 74, reg- 
ular, and of natural volume and force; the pupils were dilating a little, as 
before the draught; the tongue was nn(;hanged, and the secretion acid still. 

Two days afterwards 9 drachms of the JEthusa juice were taken, the 
pube being 86 and the pupils y'. After forty-five minutes the pulse was 
88, full and soft; the puf)ils fairly steady, and contiacting to After 
one hour the pulse was 80, otherwise unchanged ; the pupils still Y'. After 
two and a (juarter hours })ulse 72, regular, of initial volume and power; 
[)upils y'. The tongue remained unchanged throughout. 

Aft(!r an interval of eight days I gave him 11 drachms of the iEthusa 
jui(‘e, two hours after a, hearty nuail, and wat(‘hed for eflects under the same 
conditions as before, the f)ulse being 84 and the pupils y’;". After an hour 
and a. (juarter the pupils were unchanged and the pulse had riseji to 82, 
but was not appreciably altered in volume or force. After two hours it 
was 80, and of initial volume and power, and the pupils was still y'. At 
tin* end of this time the j)atient passed uf urine (having emptied 

th(^ bladder just Ixdbre taking the dose), of sp. gr. 10‘>2; excepting that 
it contained an (‘xcess pf uric acid it was normal. Neither on this nor on 
any previous o(‘casion did the })atient himself experience any eflect. 

()f)srrriiilo>i 6. — (Jeorge W., aged seventeen, a well developed and mod- 
erately strong young riuin, the subject of e})ileptic aura. Upon this patient 
.‘>0 minims oi' Jhdladonna juice, of a graiii of Atropia, 4 drachms of tinc- 
tur(‘ of Ibmhane, 6 drachms (»f Succus ('ouii, and a mixture of 4 drachms 
each of tincture of llenhane and Sueeus conii, severally produced their 
})ro})er ellects in a moderate d(‘gree. Failing to get benefit I'rom either of 
tlu'se ivimnlic's or the bromides, 1 gave him the vEthusa juice, beginning 
with 1-drachm doses every morning before breakfast for eight days, theu 
8 drachms incr('as(‘d to 4 drachms, for six days more. 

A fortnight albu’vvards, in the evening, I gave him a single dose of 7 
dnuduns, and he remained (|ui(‘t for the next two hours. The pulse before 
llu' (Iraught and al'ler a walk to my house was 84, the })npils i", the tongue 
clean, and wet with alkaline mucus. After forty-five minutes the pulse was 
80, imchanged. Atler two hours the pulse was 70, and of natural volume 
and force; tlie [)upils and tongjie remained unchanged throughout. 

After an interval of six weeks the juice was again given in doses of 1 
oun(?e, iiuueascd to IJ ounce every other morning, an hour before break- 
fast, fi)r a montb. During the next nine days he took three doses, each 
consisting of 2 ounces of the thick juice. Effects were carefully watched 
for as ofOm as the dose was increased, but both the patient and myself 
failed to observe any. 

During the eight months which partly preceded and included the time 
of this treatment, the daily fits averaged 4j\, never exceeding five, 
iu)r falliiig below two. On the days when he took the largest doses (2 
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ounces) of JEthusa juice he had the full nuniher (5) of fits, and on the 
intermediate days four. This was probably due to the alcohol. 

Ohi^ervation 7. — E. B., aiTe<l twenty-one, a strong healthy young man, in 
whom G drachms of HuecUvS conii produced slight eoneism, took the uEthusa 
juice tor a fortnight, in doses increased from 1 ounce to 2 ounces, every 
otlier morning before breakfast. The patient failed to experience any 
efh'ct, nor could 1 detect any, except after one do»e (an ounce and a half) 
a doubtful contraction of the pupil. • 

The following observations were made after a dose of ounces taken 
with as much winter, the pulse being <8, pupils and the temgue clean 
and moist. After taking the dose the patient strolled out fer forty-five 
minutes, and then sat quietly during the rest of the time. At the '.id of 
an hour the pulse was 78, regular, and of iidtial force and power, the 
pupils were slightly contracted (?), the tongue unclianged After tw'o and 
a (jtiarter hours the pulse was G8, otherwise unchanged ; the pupils slightly 
contracted, measuring nearly the mouth unchanged. 

Observation 8. — George L., aged nineteen, the subject of ( hrouit- spasm 
of the right arm, hut otherwise healthy, and in whom (> drachms of Succus 
eonii produced modeiato efieets, look 2 fluid ounces of the Ahhusa juit'c, 
and three days afterwards 4 fluid ounces for a dose. On both (x'casioiis 
edects were carefully watched for during the thre(i hours Idllov. ing each 
dose. Excepting slight somnolency, doe to complete rest of mind and 
body during this interval, and to soiin extent probably to the alcohol, no 
(dfeets were ajipreeiable, eithor to the patient or myself. This patii'ut look 
other pn'pa rations of Ahhusa. (See Observations 12, 14, and 15.) 

Observation 9. — I took tincture of tlie nearly ripe fruit, in iloses varying 
from {, fluid drachm to G fluid drachms, without experieiufing any effect. 

Observation 10. — The subject of Observation o, a little girl, seven yi'itrs 
old, took this tincture diluted with a little water, in doses increased from 
i fluid drachm to A fluid ounce. Excepting a slight rise of pulse at the 
end of an liour, due to the alcohol, no effects followed any dose. 

On one occasion, just after she had walked a distance of two miles, and 
two hours after breakfast, the pulse being 120, and the pupils jj", 1 gave 
her G fluid drachms, and kej>t her sitting during the next two lioius. After 
one hour the pulse was 98 and normal, and after two hours 9G. 4 ho 

tongue and }Hi])ils were unchanged throughout, nor were any effects felt by 
the pati(uit. 

Observation 11. — I have taken the tincture j)repared from ripe fruit, in 
doses ranging from i fluid drachm to 1 fluid ounce, without experieiaang 
the sliglite.st effects. 

Observation 12. — George L. (sec Observation 8) took on one occasion 
G fluid drachms of the tincture, and on another 1 fluid ounce. No etlec^ts 
followed either dose. 

Observation IG.—l h)ok 1 fluid ounce of the tincture prepared from the 
green unripe fruit, and experienced no effects. 

Observation 14. — George E. (see Observations 8 and 12) took 2 fliiid 
ounces of this tincture, and sat still for tlie three hours follow'ing. Ex- 
cepting the slight stimulant effect of the alcohol, there were absolutely no 
results. 

Observation 15. — George E, (see Observations 8, 12, and 14) took the 
fluid extract in doses of drachm, 1 drachm, and 2 drachms; not the 
slightest effect followed either dose. 

My observations at present extend no further. I may mention that no 
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trace of irritation or any other effect, immediate or subsequent, 

occurred in any case. The results, therefore, are merely negative. The 
slight contraction of the pupil observed in some cases was probably due to 
the stimulant effect of the alcohol in steadying an oscillating pupil. 

The largest dose of the juice given was 4 ounces of the spirituous mix- 
ture, which is equivalent to 3 ounces of the fresh juice and to 6 ounces of 
the fresh herb. 

The maxiTnurn doses of the tincture of the ripe and nearly ripe fruit was 
1 ffnid ounce, equivalent, in either case, to 90 grains of the fruit. 

The largest dose of the tincture of the unripe fruit was 2 fluid ounces, 
eqnival(*tit to more than 300 grains of the fruit. 

Obxenmtion 16. — 10 grains of the oleo-resin, obtained partly from the 
herb and partly from the fruit, were taken in solution by a healthy adult. 
No effects whatever followed.

6.30 A.M. Wakened with strong sexual desire, and a feeling of glow over 
the entire body. 1 took 1 drop on the tongue, with an instantaneous sen- 
sati»)n of nausea, confined to the mouth and pharynx. Reacted more 
frcc'ly than usual from my shower-bath. 

7.30 A.M. 1 drop aud same sensation of nausea. 

9 A.M. 1 drop and sam(‘, sensation of nausea. 

10 A.M. 1 drop and same sensation of nausea. 

11 A.M. 1 drop, sensation of nausea extended down the msophagus and 
into tlie stomach, with rumbling and gurgling in the stomach and u])per 
bowels, and a sensation of fluttering motion in the stomach. Metallic 
slimy taste in the ntouth with dryness. Nausea, aud general feeling in 
the stomach as if 1 had been on a sj)ree last night. Forehead feels con- 
stricted, and yet a sensation of pressure as from within outward. 

Took 1 drop with less immediate nausea.

9 r.M. Took 1 drop; a feeling in stomach and bowels as if diarrhoea 
was coming on.

January 16th, 7 A.M. Wakened with a sort of seething feeling in my 
blood, ami a heavy aching pain in my hack across my kidneys; also a pain 
between my shoulderblades. Feeling as of an indigestible load in my 
slomacli. Quantity of urine normal. Took 20 drops. 

8 A.M. B(’fore eating breakfast I drank half a goblet of milk (contrary 
to custom, as T never drink milk) ; no effect. Waited five minutes and 
took 20 drops without effect, except a feeling as of a load in the stomach 
and an indisposition to eat, although appefite was average fair. Food all 
tasted alike, in fact, was nearly tasteless. I also noticed this sym}>toni 
yi’sterday but failed to record it. A desire to swallow, a.s though to keep 
something dow’ii, but without nausea. Waited ten minutes alter taking 
the milk and the 20 drops, before eating breakfast. 

11 A.M. Have noticed since breakfast a marked sensation as of a loa<l 
in the stomach and upper bowels, as though the jiroeess of digestion was 
not going on properly for want of sufficient gastric juice. Moutli and li})8 
dry. Urine decreased. Skin had a dry, white, leathery, pinched look ; 
cheeks are sunken ; clothes seem loose. Sexual desire dimini.'^hed. 

I can conceive that this drug might produce vomiting from a weak Morn- 
och, if the proving was presvsed, by rea.son of Its retardation of tlie secre- 
tion of the gastric juice, and thus causing the food to act as a foreign body 
in the stomach, lint it will not make me vomit. 

January 16th, 2 p.m. Gave 5 drops to Mrs. P. just before she commenced 
eating dinner. She at once complained of a heated, flushed feeling, as if 
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she had taken a ^da^s of liquor, with a sensation of nausea. After wait- 
ing hve minutes, she imd drai^k some milk at once, she liad to go into the 
open air to keep from vomiting. At the expiration of anotiier five min- 
utes I gave her o drops mor(‘, followed by 2 fluid ounces of milk, and this 
W'as followed in tvvo miiiuteH by 5 drops more. She at once sought the 
kitchen, rct(;hed violently, and threAV up a lot of plilegm, but phlegm only. 
At th(^ expiration of ten minutes! gave her5<lrops more (20 drops in all), 
which agafti made her <leathly sick, but she could vomit only phlegm. 
ThrouLdiout this time she felt a constant nausea, and had a sensation in 
the u])i)(‘r bowels as if she had taken a dose of medicine which was work- 
ing. Th(^ eyes got watery and the face flushed and hot.

Ho then drank 2 
fluid ounces of milk, and three minutes afterwards I gave him 5 dro[)s 
mon‘ (10 dr()j)s in all, in five minutes), when he comf>lained of nausea, 
metallic taste in mouth, and headache in the forehead, shooting up over 
th(‘ ey(‘s. He did not vomit, and in a few minutes ate his supper. 

Mr. II. reports this morning, January 17tb, that he still feels a slight 
sensation of nausea, with warmth and an uneasy sensation in the (esoph- 
agus and stomach, and a metallic taste in the mouth. He had an increased 
flow ol’ urine this morning, of a sweet odor., „ Up to 12 o’clock, last night, 
he had a heavy undefined sensation in his head like a general heada(die, 
with intermittent })ains in the forehead, located vertically over each eye, 
in lilies. The metallic taste was very marked uj) to that hour, and also 
the s(*nsatioij of nausea, which extended from the fauces to the stornacdi, 
e()in})iii(Ml with gnait warmth covering that entire region, spreading out 
latf'rally, ami extending down into the upper bowels, together with ]>ains 
in the stomach and,u])|)er bowels, as though caused by something hard and 
indigestible. He describes the pains wbieb he had over his eyes as shoot- 
ing [)uins, starting above the eyes and going upward and slightly outward ; 
lluis

Mr. Hurd is a young gentleman in excellent health, knows nothing of 
hoinmopathy or the proving of medicines, and when he took the doses was 
not aware that tlie medicine was expected to do anything except m^ike him 
sick at his stomach . 

These points he noticed himself, and this morning described them to me 
in very nearly the language which I have given above. 
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As a verification of his symptoms I would add lhat I felt nauseated all 
day yesterday, danuary l(kh, at the sight of food, although I was no 
loDger taking the drug; and I had the continued sensation of a hard liall 
or load in the stomach, which latter I have at this moment ; yet 1 could 
eat. 

When I retired to bed, at 1 a.m. (this morning), I quickly had numer- 
ous fine sharp stabbing pains, lasting five minutes, and soute of which were 
so sudden and violent that 1 w^as forced to exclaim with pain.* 

1 have recorded throughout only such syinj)toms as were sudden, unex- 
pected, and evidently came from the drug. 

Proving of uFJknm by E. TL TAnneU, — I received an ounce of J'Muisa, 
which 1 have taken, hut without any very marked satiwfaetory results. 

1 commenced ’with it last Fimlay, ana dning the dav I took about 1 
drachm, in frequent small doses. The only unusual feeling was a slight 
uneasiness in the stoniaeh,as if a preeursorof an attack of gastric catarrh. 
During the day 1 drank (piite a good deal of milk with luy nuals. 1 took 
no more of the <lriig till Baturday afternoon, when I took it eveu'V fifteen 
minutes lor nearly four hours. I eominenced with 10 dro[)<, and increased 
th(j (lose 10 drops each time, so that the Dst time 1 took 120 drops, and 
070 in all. 1 felt a decided weight and heavines;j in the stonut'di, which 
lasted al)out two hours, but there mis no nausea, although after taking the 
last of it, I made, a meal rno.stly of bn'ad and milk. 1 have a very str()ng 
stomach, and veiy seldom snlfia* from indigestion so that 1 feel eoidident 
tliat the sensations 1 have numtionod, though meagre, were caused hv the 
drug. Perhaps 1 should state that I took the nuMliciue eacdi time()ii Sat- 
urday, in more or less water, according to the dose, and it is possible that 
the wn(rr caused the sensation of weight, rather than the drug, although 1 
liai'dly think that was the ease. 

Proving of jEfhnm by Erne4 P. Macomber.—l put 24 drops of this 
drug int() twenty-four teas[)oonfuls of water, taking one teaspoonful every 
live minutes, till all was taken, with the following results. On eoiiuling 
my i)ulse, after taking tlie third 7lose, it had (Jeereased from 71) heats 
p(‘r minute to 72. Alter taking the sixth dose, pulse 69, and I also noticed 
a sliiiht constricted sensation about head. After ninth dose pulse 66. 
Alter twellth dose pui.se 62. After eighteenth dose puDe 60 and sojt ni 
eluiracter. After twenty-fourth dose pulse soft ii^ character, beats r>7 per , 
minute, also slight nausea, and a loose discharge Ironi bowels, ot a yellow 
(;olor and sour smell. 

Provi}ig of ^Ethufici btf IP, Sf. Clnir SiMth. look at d.dO 180 diojrs. 
liiiiiicliaiely, burning in inoutli, tlirout, and aifoplmgus, with protiisu wii- 
vation and secretion of mucus in both mouth and tl'^roat; this co})ious flow 
of mucus continued for some fifteen or twenty minutes, with (pialmishness, 
and was followed hy a feeling of dryness ot tongue ami throat. Jluiiiing 
in stomach from the beginning, but^^radually iBcreasing,«iccQn*fpunied by 
enietations <d’ a rancid taste, causing burning in (csophagu.s ami throat;

The pulse was small 
and rapid, the body very cold, but the extremities were not vioiet. Tlie 
cutaneous sensibility was decidedly diminished, especially over the chest, 
abdomen, thighs, and arms. The pupils were irregularly and considerably 
contracted, the left Ibrming a mere black central point, the right being a 
little larger ; both were insensible to light. She responded slowiy to (pies- 
tioiis, constantly complained of the articular pains, fnSin time to time be- 
came much agitated and uttered cries. There were frequently involuntary 
black stools, wj^tbout tenesmus. The temperature was 

/Second Case .'- — A woman, aet. thirty-ihree years, ate some of the mush- 
rooms. Eight b ours afterwards she noticed weakness of the limbs and in- 
tense thirst; about G o’clock she was seized with the most intense pains in 
the abdomen. At 11 o’clock there were vomiting and diarrlima, with tenes-

for& death respirntion became feebJe, the heart ceased to beat, and the 
pupils became wildly dilated,*.

In the morning 
all dangerous symptoms had subsided, except in the youngest boy, who had 
refused to take the emetic, and who was senseless, with general convulsions, 
trismus, tympanitis, and great dyspnma ; his eyes were staring, the coun- 
tenance flushed, the extremities cold, and the pnlse hard and intermitting. 
Under these symptoms he died, apparently suffocated. The others com- 
plained of very violent colic, paiiis around the navel, and giddiness, and 
one of the girls was affected with hiccough,'*. — [ 110 .] Rigid and speech- 
less, — Rati(mt extremely weak,*. — Great restlessness, tossing about the 
bed ; convulsive movements of tlie extremities,*.

in half an hour he complained of nausea, some oppression in his breath- 
ing, and of severe ])ain across the forehead, with giddiness. His wife 
now' noticed a strangeness in his appearance, and that in attempting to 
W’ulk he kept his lyes fixf'd on the ground and guided himself with diffi- 
culty. He was, however, quite conscious of everything, and opened a 
hook to see if he could read, hut found that he w'as Ullage to make out 
^any of the huters. When out of doors he continued to suffer severely from 
the pain across the forehead, with giddiness, and in addition, experieiu'ed 
a f(‘oling as if something was eontinimlly over Ids head, or as if passing 
“throngli an arc^ade.” He also staggered much. About 11 r.M., after 
more tlian three hours, Mr. Hicks w’as called to see him. lie found him 
sitting down in a semistate of stupor, with pupils dilated and inactive, and 
the pulse slow' and feeble, from 55 to bO. ()n l)eing roused and made to get 
up he looked completely bewildered, staggered as if tipsy, and said he could 
not recognize the things in the room, nor the room itself as that which 
he usually occupied. He now became more restless, thre^v his arms about, 
aud seemed anxious to be eoutiuually moving from place to place. He 
also appeared to he somewhat convulsed, with twitching of the muscles of 
the faee, and complained of prickings in his hands, and of a feeling as it' 
they were swelling, lie suddeidy became more excited, and rushed wildly 
out of the house into the street. He was found in a neighbor’s house, con- 
siderably prostrated after his exertions, and in a very lethargic state. 
Twenty grains of Sulphate of zim* were now administered, and in a short 
time vomiting ensued, much dark fluid with numerous pieces of fungi being 
brought up. For a short time afterwards he expressed himself as feeling 
better, and was allowed to he taken to the door of the cottage. Almost 
immediately afterwards, as if moved by a sudden impulse, he again rushed 
w'ildly out, but after going a short distance stopped suddenly, as if bewildered. 
Emetics were again administered and the stomach-pump used, and in the 
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course of a few hours he gradually recovered, though feeling much pros- 
trated. He said that during the whole time he was quite conscious o<‘ what 
was being done, but that at times he felt drowsy and inclined to sleep. 
When the convulsive paroxysms came on he telt wild and excited, with an 
irresistible desire to move about and to run. He had no pain in the stom- 
ach or bowels at any time, nor did the feeling of oppression in his breath- 
ing continue after the first symptoms.

From this time he pro- 
gr(^^s<‘d ra[)idly towards recovery, and in less than a week was out, with 
his arm in a sling,*.

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first Experiment, The action of Alcohol where a uniform weight of the 
body was preserved. Took 12 drachms of Alcohol daily for live days. 

My weight increased from an average of 226.40 pou^ids to an avernge 
ol* 226.85 })ounds, being .45 of a pound difference. The carbonic acid and 
vaf)or of wafer in the expired air had respective! 7 decreased 1324.50 and 
196.51 grains, the faeces 1.22 ounces, the urine 3.43 ounces, the urea 87.19 
grains, the chlorine 37.59 grains, the phosphoric acid 24.47 grains, and 
the sulphuric acid 13.40 grains. The free acid and urc acid* (especially 
the former) were so slightly affected as to render it probable that the Alco- 
hol had exercised no influence upon thoni. 

During these experiments, my general health was some»vhat disturbed. 
My pulse was increased to an average of 90 per minute, and was f iller 
and stronger than previously ; there w’as headai'he and increased heat of 
the skin, and my mental facilities were certainly not so clear as on the 
days when no Alcohol was taken. There was general lassitude, and indis- 
position to exertion of any kind. My appetite was variable. The amount 
of flatus discharged from the intestines was sensibly diminished. 

Second Experiment . — The action of Alcohol when the body lost weight 
from a deficiency of food. Took 12 drachms daily for five days. 

During the experiments immediately p“eceding these, my weight de- 
(ueased an average of .28 of a ])ound daily, falling from 226.73 j'ound.s to 
225.34. In the present series, under the same conditions, except the use 
of the Alcohol, this decrease has not only been overcome, but there is an 
actual average daily increase of .03 of a pound, the weight rising from 
225.34 to a mean of 225.50 pounds. The mean weight of the body is less 
than the mean of the last series, owing to the fact that the average daily gain 
is not so great as the j)revious average daily loss. The carlxuiic acid de- 
creased on an average of 129.08 grains, the acpieous vapor 312.0() grains, 
the fjeces.19 of an ounee, the quantity of urine 1.37 oun(*es, the urea 54.51 
grains, the chlorine 10.08 grains, the phosphoric acid 8.70 grains, and the 
sulphuric acid 6.11 grains. The free acid of the urine, and the uric acid, 
were apjiarently slightly increased. The general condition of the system 
was never better. 

Third Experiment . — The effects of Alcohol when the body gaiiu'd weight 
from an excess of food. Took daily, for five days, 12 drachms of Alcohol. 

During the series of experiments imine<liatcly [)receding the present, tlie^ 
average daily increase of weight was .22 of a pound. By the action of 
the amount of Alcohol, the average increase was raised to .31 of a })ound 
per day. The average amount of carbonic acid excreted, compared with 
the mean of the last series, was reduced to 581.99 grains, the aqueous 
vapor 266.21 grains, the flcces 2.34 ounces, tlie urine 4.15 ounces, the urea 
93). 27 grains, the chlorine 26.92 grains, the phosphoric acid 8.29 grains, 
and the sulphuric acid 14.87 grains. The free acid and uric acid were hut 
sliirlitly affected. The per.s[)iiation was sensibly diminished. The healthy 
a(‘tion of my system was very much disturbed. Headache was constant, 
sleep was disturbed, the skin was hot, pulse full and bounding, averaging 
98 ])er minute, and there was on two occasions after eating, slight pal[>ita- 
tion of the heart. My appetite was capricious. Sometimes disgust was 
created by the mere sight of food, at other times I ate with a good relish.

Out of five of ua that attempted to inhale Aldehyde, very carefully pre- 
pared and purified, four were driven to suspend the respiration ot it in 
eonseipieiicft of the coughing and insufferable feelings of dyspniea which it 
immediately induced. The sensations of difficult respiration and constric- 
tion in the chest which the vapor produced, resembled precisely those of a 
severe fit of spasmodic, asthma. In the fifth case, the experimentalist, 
after pcirseveringly hi'eathing the Aldehyde for a minute or two, became 
entindy insensible ; the state of amesthesia lasted for two or three minutes, 
during which the fiulse became excessively small and feeble. On recover- 
ing, the bronchial constriction and coughing, which had disappeared as the 
aniesthesia was induced, returned immediately, and was annoying tor some 
time.

Took, fasting, a dose of ^ drachm Alum in 1 ounce distilled water. He 
noticed contraction in the whole mouth, which lasted about a quarter of an 
hon?', with very acute f)ressure in the stomach. During the rest of the 
day there were nc) marked symptoms. Tiiree days afterwards took 1 
drachm Alum ii\ 2 ounces of water. This was followed by more violent 
eontr:iction than before ; the appetite was not diminished, on the contrary, 
he rather tluaight that it was improved, and that digestion was rather 
better than usual. After this lie took doses, increasing every time by i 
a drachm, until he took 2] dracdims at once. After the last do.se he ex- 
jierieneed violent inclination to vomit, lasting nearly a quarter of an hour, 
followed by vomiting. Through the day there was decided disturbance; 
the inclination to vomit .<eemed to depend rather upon the astringency and 
disagreeable taste of (he Alum than upon any irritating influence on the 
stomach. Six day.s afterwards he took fa.sting 3 drachms at a dose, and iq 
three or four minutes vomited twice a portion of the solution. Through 
the day there were no symptoms and no ])ain in the abdomen ; only two 
or three days afterward.s the stools were more diflieuit than usual. The 
vomiting spoken of occurred without effort and without previous nau.sea,^^ 
— Sensation of dryness and burning in the mouth, throat, and stomach.

For the past three years I have experimented, iiUeiUionally and ac"i- 
dentally, and produceil all the earlier symptoms of hay lever, severe coryza, 
etc., by the direct application of the pollen to the mucous membrane of the 
nose. For instance, last week, I wished to observe the pollen of another 
variety of Ambrosia “ tril'olia ” or giant rag-weed. 1 gatiiereil a few heads 
and put them in water to ripen, then examining the (lust jxdlen under a 
microscoj)C, and not taking care to prevent it Hying in the air, sulfered all 
that day with coryza. I tried the experiment two years ago in the same 
way, by ripening it [irematurely, while 1 was still well and unalfe( PmI, and 
witli the same seriou> consequences. After going to the White Mountains, 
and being entirely recov(‘red, 1 found a small ])atch of rag-weed, and with 
another victim made the same experiimmt, and equally successfully, so 
suceessfully that we sulfered several days.

Ten minutes after this 
dose the head was somewhat heavy. Twenty minutes afterwards took 
again 6 grains; ten minutes after this I noticed a feeling of distension in 
the brain, esj)eeially in the right side; scraping in the throat provokirjg a 
dry (!ough.

A drop 
of freshly drawui blood was placed or a slide under the objective, and a 
little spill of wood moistened with Amyl nitrite approximated. When the 
spill was 1.5 to 2 millimeters ( ,Vth to /^ih inch nearly) distant from the 
blood-drop, there immediately occurred, independently of the movenuuits of 
the blood-tluid, a violent agitation of the blood-corpuscles in the noighbor- 
hood of the spill ; moving ra])idly away from it, and returning, rather l(‘ss 
puickly, to their old place, in a curved line, and then madly hasttaiing {xln) 
to begin the same game again. Himultaiieous experiments with iiiditferent 
bodies gave only the ordinary physical movements. The direct eoniaet of 
the Amyl nitrite is said to hav(‘ })roduced solution of eorpu.sclcs, with for- 
mation of lakeliko pigment (color of winter cherry). The vaj)or first made 
the corj)Us(‘les pale, then dissolved them. Ladendorf did not employ a 
moist chamber; but he ascribes the whole of the effects of Amyl nitrite to 
this action on the blood-corpuscles, causing a backward pressure on the 
}udmonary aiterial system first, and then on the systemic, finally inducing 
venous congestion as a natural c()iisc(|uence,’'‘. — Immediately felt a sense of 
fulness of head and flushing of face, which increased during one minute to 
positive agon v, without pain; a viohuit palpitation of the heart now bogan, 
which shook Ihc whole body ; consciousness was still perfect, and there was 
no fe(*li]ig of alarm. 1 now Iclt myself sinking H) the floor, which seemed 
a voluntary act, for I eased my descent by means of two tables between 
which 1 was standing, lowering myself gently until stretched at full length ; 
my last eonscious act was the endeavor to hold the head erect lest th(^ sur- 
charged cerebral vessels should become yet fuller. My first act of return- 
ing consciousness was to recognize my attendant, who was giving me (.hlo- 
roforrn. Not five minutes elapsed between the first inhalation ot the nifvjte 
and complete restoration, complete save for aiuesthesia at the second pha- 
langes of tlie middle and ring fingers of the left hand. This symptom 
continued about one hour. I was informed that my ‘‘face and eyes were a 
deep, livid red color,’’ and that I “looked horribly,” Entering the 
room at 10.25 p . m . I noticed the pungent odor of the nitrite. Ihe eficcts 
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were : An increasing sense of stupefaction, with flushing of the face and 
scalp. A sudden smarting of the conjunctivte, with injection of the ocu- 
lar conjunctivic, and dimness of vision as if caused by a film. Subacute 
smartings in pryocordial region ; then in right renal region ; then in right 
axilla ; then at mid-steruuni ; then in lumbar region ; then in lower lobe 
of right lung, at apex of the heart, and in lower lobe of left lung, with 
tenderness on f)ressure. Increasing dyspnoea, with sneezings, nasal catarrh, 
and sighing respiration. Pulse (sitting) 68, small, feeble. The smartings 
changed position rapidly, being most persistent in the eyes, bases of the 
lungs, and spine. After enduring the increasing discomforts for some 
twenty minutes, respiration became a series of gaspiugs, whereupon I beat 
a retreat (first day ). On awaking the pains returned with increased in- 
tensity, es[)ecially in spine, lungs, and conjunctive f with shifting pains, 
caused by movement, on dorsal surface of right hand, on left patella, and 
from left thumb to axilla ; with (catarrhal symptoms, and severe fronto- 
orbital cephalalgia. Many of these symptoms returned, with varying in- 
tensities, during the day ; at times accompanied by sighing respiration.

ANACARDIUM. 

Authorities. 12, P. Le B. Stickney, M.D., Phil. Med. Exam., vol. vii, 
1844, p. 133, J. B., aged sixteen years, was poisoned by rubbing upon the 
back of the hand the dried juice of the cashew nut; 13, Dr. F. Taylor, 
Med. Times and Gaz., 1875 (2), p. 519, a b(jy, aged thirteen years, painted 
the figure of an anchor on his left arm with the juice of the Indian marking 
nut; 14, Dr. Yeldham, Month. Horn. Rev., vol. xx, p. 95, A. B., aged 
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twenty -eight years, let some of the juice of the bean get into an abrasion 
on his left wrist. • 

The effects of the poison was first manifested by an excessive inflamma- 
tion of the affected part (the hands), accompanied with pain and an almost 
intolerable itching. This was followed by an eruption of small red pim- 
ples, which soon suppurated, bearing a close resemblance to the pustular 
eruption produced by croton oil. In a short time, these pustules discharged 
a very Sinaia (luantity of thin pus, coalesced, and became covered with a 
thin pellicle, fill(‘d with serum, giving to the skin the appearance of having 
been (overed with small blisters. The blistering or desquamation of the 
cuti(^Ie was confined to the part upon which the juice had been applied, 
excepting tlie Iij)s, which being repeatedly rubbed by the hands, presented 
a similar ai)pearance, whilst the swelling and pustular eruption extended 
to tlui other parts of the body. Tim penis and scrotum were enormously 
distended by an (XMlernatous swelling, but the eruption was confined entirely 
to the scrotum. The urine, which was voided in large quantities, was of a 
dark gi(‘(‘n color, possessed its natural smell, and deposited no sediment. 
On the first a])j)earancc of the swelling, there was some fever and thirst,'"*. 
— In one week his arm became red, and a number of small pimples ap- 
f)earcd. In the night his face became swollen and red, and the next day* 
the abdomen and thighs on which he had rested the arm were red. The 
l(‘ft liand, foreartn, and th(‘ lower half of the upper arm were swollen, and 
of a bright-red color, resembling that of erysipelas. On the front of the 
forearm was an abiasion of the skin, shaped somewhat like an anchor, 
and presenting some black points, which the boy stated were the reniains 
of the niaUM’ial used. Over the rest of the forearm were many vesicles of 
various sizes and shtipes, mixed, especially at the back of the forearm, with 
minute pustules. The swollen arm did not pit on slight pressure, but the 
color readily disuppeared for the time. Ou the ba(;k of the right band, 
and on the front of the wrist, wmre a few raised spots, surmwmted by 
minute white pustules. The face presented a similar imflammatory condi- 
tion. The reilnesH and swelling aflocted both eyes (the left being quite 
closed), as well as the upper lip, the chin, and hack of tlie right cheek, 
wh(Me th(‘re were a few isolated, raised, red spots. The color was sharply 
(Icfirnd, and on the chin was a yellow crust resembling that of eczema. 
On the i nner side of each thigh at the upper part was a large, red, less 
shai [)ly defined patch, with one or two transparent vesi(des ; and on the 
lower part of the abdomen were a few spots resembling those on the right 
hand and wri^t. The eruption caused considerable itching,''. — [660.] 
About twelve hours after the wound itched, and he scratched it and in- 
creased the i ritution. On the afternoon of the next day, vesi(;les made 
tlu'ir u})j)earaiiee around the wound, and higher up the arm towards the 
elbow. The skin heeame hot, infiamed, and of a deep-red color; this con- 
dition extending upward above the elbow, and occupying the whole of the 
anterior and under asj)eels of the limb. At first there was not much itch- 
ing, but ou the second day the itching was considerable, and so much 
aggravated at night as to [wevent him sleeping. On the evening of the 
third day the scrotum became sore, red, and inflamed, but without vesica- 
tion ; and at the same time the face was attacked, the eyelids and upper 
part of the right cheek presenting all the appearance of a sharp attack of 
erysipelas. The skin, he said, felt hot, stiff, and burning. There was also 
a red patch at the bend of the right arm, and on the right hand. Two 
days later the arm was more swollen and tense, the redness deeper and 
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nK)re uniformly diffused ; the color disappearing on pressure, and returning 
the instant the pressure was removed. The vesicles had dried up. The 
fa(*e was somewhat better. The right hand and arm much the same; itch- 
ing of the scrotum, but no redness. On the eighth day, there was still a 
little fulness of the left arm, with a faint blush of the skin. Depressed 
and irritable, disinclined to move, and impatient of the play of his children, 
which usually afforded him pleasure. He also complained of confusion of 
the head and memory. If he laid a thing down he foigot wher?, he had 
f»laccd it and suchlike. Looked ill and worn and languid, due, doubtless, 
to some extent, to want of sleep. Kvery object appeared a long way off, on 
waking after half an hour’s sleep (third day). Loss of appetite and some 
thirst. The pulse was weak and somewhat accelerated,

Immediately ox[)erieneed a burning sensation in the mouth and fauces, 
and very soon became insensible. In oiie hour, surface of body cold and 
clammy; eyes lustreless, with inactive pupils; tlie pulse was so small that 
it was only pereeivtMl by the most delicate fingering, and the expansion of 
the ciiest so very slight that respiration appeared indeed to be suspended,

Pustular erufitions of the tongue and lining meuibrane of the mouth, 
of the character of those jiroduced on the skin by the application of the 
ointment, '’h — Pulse 72 (beh're experiinent); 70 (after two minutes); 72 
(al'ter five minutes); 67 (alter ten minutes); 72 (after fifte(*n minutes); 
71 (al'ter twenty minutes); 74 (after twenty-five minutes); 68 (after 
thirty miniUcs); (]uickeiied by the deey) breathing, 70 (after thirty-live 
minutes); 72 (after forty minutes) ; 77 (after filly minutes) ; 66 (after one, 
and two hours ),*’h — Breatliings 18 (before experiment) ; 20 (after lour iiiin- 
utrs) ; 18 (after eight minutes); 14 (after twelve minutes); 13 (after 
eighteen minutes); 12 (after twenty-four minutes); 10 (jifter twenty-eight 
minutes) ; dee[) uncomfortable sighings, 8 (after thirty-lbur minutes) : 7 
(after thirty-eight minutes); 6 (after forty-two niinutes); 12 (alt(‘r fifty- 
two minutes) ; 18, natural (after one hour),**'. — Rolling upon the ground 
in gr(*at agony, vomiting blood, and tormented by agonizing colic |)ains,'’^ 
— in half an hour violent nausea was imluced, hut vomiting did not eom- 
menee till 2 i*.M. (after three hours), after which it beeanu^ more viohmt 
till tliree. when it seemed at its height; a (juantity of bile was at first 
ejeeted, afterwards painful strong retching, with an obtuse fixed pain af 
the epiga>trium, which was not always referred to the same spot, and ac- 
companied by great (hirst; a slight discharge of rnncns at ii>tervals en- 
sued. About'4 P.M., the above-mentioned symptoms gradmilly disat)pear<xl, 
and were succeeded by great and universai jjroslration ; two very copious, 
bilious stools were [lassed. In the evening, after taking some tea, a i)ro- 
fuse f)(‘rs[)i ration broke out, which appeared to be the last (^fleet of (he 
medieine,®\ — Unable to s(and ; scarcely able to speak ; exhausting evjicu- 
atioijs, l>otli from the stomach and bowels; weak, contracted pulse? ; cold 
clammy svveat ; extreme paleness; prostration of strength,’". In al)out 
two hours he felt an inclination to evacuate his bowels, and the alvine 
discharges continued involuntarily. Breathing slow and laborious; lace 
j)aie and altei*ed, features shrunken ; eyes hxeel ami turned upwanl, pupils 
dilated ; surface cold ; a])peared to be unconscious, hut stated altcrwards 
that he knew what was passing around him ; the action of the heart was 
intermitting and extremely feeble, and no pulse could be Iclt at the wrist 
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(injhree hours); complained of great thirst, and a sense of burning in 
fauces, (esophagus, stomach, and lower bowels (in seven hours) ; throat 
sore ; fauc(\s covered with })ustules, sorneof whi(^h, haying discharged their 
matter, have left soft superficial ulcers (second day),^^ — [ 980 .] Within a 
(|uarter of an hour atler vomiting came on, very sharp ; and a little while 
after srrmrt |)urging. These symptoms continued for about three hours. 
She also (complained of pain down the (esophagus, and described it as 
“ burning her.” She then fell asleep. The vomited matter was very dark. 
Delirious during the six or eight hours previous to her death, — At 6 f.m. 
she complained of j)ain in the lower part of the left side, and retired to 
her room, where she was immediately attacked with vomiting, followed 
after several hours by |)urging, both of which continued, accompanic^d by 
burning in the mouth, dryness of the throat, and great thirst, — Lethargic 
expression of countenance ; conjunctiva slightly congested ; general surface 
of l)ody cold and (clammy, with a bluish-pale appearance; voice weak ; 
sjKH'ch slow and deliberate ; vomiting and })nrging; violent cramp in the 
legs,***'. — After the exf)eriment of Dr. Mayrhofer (Holler’s Archiv, 184{))t 
1 l)(‘gan with the smallest possible dose, 1 ndgm., and gradually increased 
to d.OKl grm. 

Keplmnher 1st, 1866. I took a solution of 1 ccrn., diluted w’ith dis- 
tilled water to 10 ccm., so that every ccni. contaitied 1 mlgrn. of Tartar 
(noetic. Pulse 73. 1 took 1 ccrn. at 8 a.m., two hours alter breakfast. 

After an hour, not I'eeliug the slightest change in my condition nor in the 
rate of rny ])ulse, I went about my business. 8.15 f.m., 1 took 2 ccm.; 
{)nlse 71. After ul)ont thr('o quarters of an hour I felt rather unconifort- 
ahhc for a short time, ])ulse rose to 72 or 78, and after the disappearance 
of the (iiseomlorl, returned to 71. My appetite at evening was un- 
ehungicd. 

Septcmhcr 2(1. 8.A.M., })ulse 78, took 8 ccm. After forty-five minutes 

some (liseoml'ort, which disap[Kcared after twcdve minutes. Ap[)etite normal. 
Pulse 71, al'lor twenty minutes. 

Sepiemher 8d. Took at the usual hour 4 ccmi. Pulse 72. After forty 
minutes slight headache, nauscui, and very acute sticking pain in the epi- 
gaslri(c region, which disap[)ear(?d after a (juarter ol' an liour. Ionise 74; 
half ail hour afterwards 70; after half an hour’s quiet work 68. Ap[)e- 
tite at noon (limini>h(Hl, 8 j\m., injected a strong solution into the left 
thigh, .Jj ccm. Pulse 78. After five minutes there was vivid redness, as- 
soeiat(‘d with burning pain at the point of inj(‘clioLi, which I relieved by 
cold applications. Pulse 75. Ten minutes afterwards I cxperieiuced vio- 
lent heat, headache, nausea, weakness, which gradually increased, till after 
t(m minute s more sweat bneke out. Pulse 70. I was very much exhausted, 
1‘elt gnait need of rest. Pulse after fifteen minuU^s 72. After another 
(juarter ol‘ an hour 67. Alter walking about the room the pulse rose to 78, 
but soon fell to 68. In the evening 1 took very little food, an<l then felt 
(‘onstant Imi ning in the throat, even swallowing (caused trouble. Increased 
thirst, sleep broken. 

Se[)t(miht‘r 4th. On waking I felt slight headache in the skull, and had 
little aj)petite for Invakfast. I took a (concentrated solution, less than ^ 
(cern., about 8 rnlgm. Pulse 71. After thirty-eight minutes there were the* 
first symptoms of discomlbrt, whi(ch soon disappeared, but ten minutes later 
rcturnt‘(i with inertmsed violene(\ Very disagreeable sensation in the pit 

f Unl’ortunaU'ly iiiMcoassible. — T. F. A. 
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of the stomach, which was distended. It was very sensitive to touch, not un- 
like a sticking. Constant recurrence of yawning, eructations, and rum- 
bling in the abdomen, which alternated with each other. 1 j'elt a bi, ruing 
heat in the head, with alternations of chill and heat. There was a feeling 
of c(ddness in the hands and feet. Pulse 74 . After fifteen minutes this 
condition entirely disappeared and gave place to weakness, wiarim‘ss, and 
prostration of the limbs, so that i. could scarcely rise from my clniir. Pulse 
70. Nausea contiiuied the whole day, associated with a very dsagreeable 
taste in the mouth and copious secretion of saliva. I ate scarcely any- 
thing all day. The peristent weakness caused me to go to bed earlier than 
usual. 

September 5th. Rose with chill, headache, and weakness of the limbs, 
otherwise well ; took at 8 o’clock 1 ccrji. of a soluti )n, about 1 cent. grm. 
of Tartar emetic. Pulse 70. After half au hour thes’c eamc on nausea, 
yawning, eructations, rumbling, f)aiu,aud pressure in the epigastric region, 
aecclerated respiration (20), headache, burning in the throat, difficult 
swallowing, accumulation of saliva in the mouth, chilliness, weakness, and 
retching. Pulse 75. These symptoms gradually diminished, and disap- 
peared entirely within half an hour. Only dulness of the head and weak- 
ness remaimal. Pulse 60. I had a most violent aversion to all kinds of 
food, and had scarcely eaten the soup ai noon, the swallowing of which 
was very painful, when most violent retching came on, but without vomit- 
ing. A disagreeable taste in the mouth obliged me to drink much cold 
water all day, which affordcul some relief to this symptom and to ihe diffi- 
culty in swallowing. Weariness drove me early to bed, and 1 sh'pt well 
all night. The next day I was prevented from conlinuing the ))ruving. I 
had no remaikable a[)i)ctite; the epigastric region fell ])aiihul ; the liead- 
aclie persisted, but only in a slight degree. The difficulty oi‘ swallowing 
was coiisitleral)ly relicvc'd. The proving was also omitted on the sevemth. 

8c])tember 8lh. Feeling perfectly well, at 8 a.m. took 1 cent. Pulse 
74. After thirty minutes J felt the first indications of nausc'a. Pulse 76. 
With the increasing nauscai the pulse rose to 84. Violent relching, chilli- 
ness, })crspirati()u, and vomiting of the remains of the breakfast. Pulse 
88. With increasing weakness and with (fiminiitii)ii of” the nausea the 
pulse fell to 71, and luilf an hour later to 67. At noon I experienced most 
intense aversion, becoming (jualmish on even looking at food. During the 
day 1 sudered from headache and j)ain in the abdomen, the latter increased 
in severity by the slightest movement. At night 1 sle])t ^little and very 
uneasily. 

8e])tember 9th. I awoke with dull headache and burning in the vertex. 
At breakfast had little appetite. Pulse 69. 1 took a solution of 12 migm. 
After thirty-four minutes 1 experienced first the nausea, the e[)igastric re- 
gion became swollen and very painful. Pulse 72. These symptoms disap- 
peared, but returned more violent after five minutes, and were as^ocialctd 
with a* disagreeable metallic taste, accumulation of water in the mouth, 
burning in the throat, coldness of the extremitie.s, retching, chilliness, 
sweat. Pulse 77. lu order to relieve the flat taste, 1 drank cold water. 
The pulse fell to 72, but soon rose to 79. The symptoms disappcanMl com- 
pletely after an hour and a half. Pulse 72. Only the weakness, dulness 
of the head, and pain in the throat returned. Alter an hour and a quar- 
ter 1 counted 65 weak beats of the heart. Through the day I had copious 
secretion of saliva and no appetite. On the following days 1 was pre- 
vented from continuing the experiment, but I was extremely weak and 
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prostrated. The eyes were surrounded by blue rings, and lay deep in their 
sockets. The hea(lache left me for only short periods. The difficulty in 
swallowing had entirely disappeared. Pulse 69 and 70. 

September 12th. I made a new experiment ; 1 injected a solution di- 
rectly into a vein. For this purpose I took a concentrated solution, and 
injected it into a superficial vein in the left forearm, i cern. of a strong so- 
lution, amounting to 5 mlgms. I had scarcely emptied the syringe when I 
experienced a raging headache, saw sparks of fire, had burning heat in the 
face, and distressing pressure in the brain ; at the same time there was vio- 
lent pra;(‘()rdial anxiety. 1 suffered from dyspuma, it became black before 
the eyes, I reeled, so that I was obliged to sit down ; I vomited green 
masses with great effort. At the same time there was very free hairnor- 
rhage irorn'the place of the injection, which was stopped only by persistent 
compression. Through tlie day I felt very weak, as after a terrible illness. 
Unforiunately it had been impossible to count the pulse, on account of the 
violence of the symptoms. 

tSeplember Kith. Headache and pain in the stomach continued ; there- 
fore 1 took only 7 mlgms., after which there was nausea but no vomiting. 
The puls(i rose within thirty-four minutes from 75 to 79, and an hour later 
fell to 70. I.*ittle appetite. On this day slight diarrhmic stool. 

September 14th. I injected about centgrn. into the left forearm. 
Pulse 68. Tliere was immediately violent burning at the point of injec- 
tion, which became very red. The face became hot; 1 experienced violent 
headache in the vertex and pressure in the brain, and a very anxious sen- 
sation in tlie j)it of the stomach, nausea, retching, chilliness, and after 
twenty-live minutes vomiting of green masses, with outbreak of copious 
j)(*rs[M ration. Pulse 80, very small. The whole day I was very w'eak and 
unlit for any efiiut. On the two following days [ could not make any ex- 
perinuuits, but the headache continued, there were sensitiveness in the e})i- 
gastric region, complete loss of appetite, and diminished power of diges- 
tion. 

Septemlau’ 17th. In the morning I drank 11 centgrn. The condition 
was toh'iahle. Pulse 72, After half an hour symptoms previously ob- 
served returned. Ionise 83. Headache and weariness lasted througli the 
day. Sleep at night short, restless; diarrhma. 

September 18ih. In spite of the im})Ieasant remembrance of the former 
injection, 1 att^anpted it again, injecting ^ eentgm. directly into a vein 
on the lidt forearm. Pulse 75. This was follow'ed by frightful headache, 
luMit of the face, vision of sparks, very anxious sensation in the stomach, 
in shoit, tin; !*ame symptoms as after the fornmr inje(;tion. On this day 1 
examined my urine with Nitric acid and under the microscope. After the 
Nitric acid theiH* was slight turbidity, and 1 lound under the microscope 
des(|uamaled epitluKuun of the uniferoiis tubes. This apjiearance of albumen 
in the urim? wanird me, on account of Mayrhoficr’s {troviiig, that I nmst 
discontinue further experiments on myself. The turbidity of the urine 
lasted two (lays; the |)ain in th(i stomach and iu^ad and difficulty in swal- 
lowing disappeared alter three days, and the appetite returned. But even 
after two moiilhs there were fre{tueiitly reeurrmg troubles iu digestion, re- 
minding me of my proving. It was noteworthy that during the proving 
1 lost seven [xuinds in weight,”'*. — Immediately experienced a metallic 
taste in the mouth. In a short time she fell sleepy and powerless; black 
s[)ecks flouted before her eyes, and she had to go to bed, where she lay roll- 
ing about and became faint, with cold perspirations. At' 3 p.m. she vom- 
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lied lier dinner, and was purged, and again vomited two or three times. 
She had pain in the lower part of the abdomen, with severe cramps in the 
lower extremities. At 5 p.M. she was in a state of extreme prostration, w ith 
tetanic spasms of the legs. With great ffiftieuhy the h'gs were straightened, 
which gave great relief. She suffered from enteri'is for about three weeks’ 
and gradually recovered. The only other effect of the poison was that (lie 
hair began to fall out soon after the illness. She is now alive and well, but 
the hair on the crown of her head is very thin,®l — VioleiP vom’.tin^'; violent 
and frequent recurring cramps of the legs, relieved by forcible extension,

The conjunctiva was greatly hyj>crtrof)hied, and the cornea covered wifh 
a dense o[)aque layer of membrane. There was every reason to heli<“\(i 
that the infernal structures also, fully participated in tlic diseased [)nH'(*— . 
On closely examining the eye a dark and slightly prominent spot was d;s- 
’‘covered in the centre of the cornea, around whic*li much vascular injection 
was perceptible, and from this spot was extracted a long filiform body, the 
sting. The inflammation soon began to subside, hut some striking results 
became [>ermanent in consequence of the injury. Jhe tint of the iris had 
changed from its natural grayish blue to a perfect blue, the pupil remained

dilated and immovable on the stimulus of the light, and the patient, who 
l)ei‘ore the aceident was oi>liged to use convex glasses^ now required one 
concave, being nearsighted on the left side,^b — Very soon after, he became 
faint and began to vomit, which was repeated nine times, his bowels also 
were relaxed, tiiongh be did not mention how many times, — Shortly after 
attacked by sharp crarnpy pains in the stomach and abdomen, followed 
presently by severe vomiting and diarrhoea, which lasted at intervals for 
about two hours, and which simulated closely an attack of cholera mor- 
bus,^*. — Nausea, followtal by profuse vomiting (second day); breathing 
opiu'ossed and sighing (third day ) ; diarrhoea; countenance shrunken, wan, 
and anxious; pulse reduced in force and volume; tongue covered with a 
dirty white fur, pale, soft, and flabby (fourth day); sleeplessness; great 
restlessness and jactitation — Vomiting; slight spasm or convulsion; 
pulseless and breathless; lips livid; mouth open; eyelids closed, pupils 
insensible to light ; skin cold and clammy. ISystem very much relaxed, 
urine ])assed involuntarily. On the skin of the extremities, small purple 
s{)()ts, about three or four lines in diameter, nails on fingers and toes purple, 
and skin on feet the same,'’”. — Soon after the sting there was faintness, 
vomitijig, and purging, followed by prolonged fainting and low pulse, with 
repeated rigors and ])r()fuse sweating. On another occasion there was a 
severe attack of asthma in addition to the other symptoms,^’'. — lie was in- 
stantly affected with an indescribable sensation over his whole body, with 
a prickly feeling, and white and red spots in the palms of his hands, and 
on his arms and feet. Tears at the same time involuntarily flowed, the 
nose and face sw’cdh'd, accompanied with hoarseness, loss of' taste, oppres- 
sion at the pit of the stomach, and difficulty of breathing. On his way 
liome, which was distant about half a mile, he felt a great disposition to 
sleep, with increased difficulty of respiration, and by the time he reached 
his house, liis face, tliroat, breast, and limbs w’ere considerably swelled, 
with an increase of the other syrhptoms. He was soon seized with chilli- 
ness, cold extremities, and nausea,''’. — Immediately on receiving the injury, 
she put her finger to her mouth in order to relieve the pain by suction ; m 
a few moments she felt a prickling sensation in the lips and tongue. This 
sensation extended rapidly over the face, temples, and liead, thence over 
the entire body; the sensation now resembled the pain in the finger from 
the sting. A few minutes utter the aceident happened, there was a good 
deal of Mime, faction of the face, so much so, that the eyes were nearly 
closed, and the lips and tongue were so much swollen, as to interfere with 
speech. There was distressing sensation of fulness in the head, the patient 
deelnring that her temples wtaild hurst. She complained of oppression at 
the i‘lu>t, and inability to take a full inspiration ; the skin was intensely 
red, ainl (‘overed with an eriqition over the entire body, except the feet, 
resembling urticaria, causing distressing itching and judckling. There had 
been severe rigors. Pulse 87 and full, — Immediately seized with obscu- 
ration of vision, loss of strength, profuse perspiration over the whole body, 
suffusion of the fuee, acute jiaiii in the head, oppression, anxiety, and fear 
of death ; urticaria, with swelling of the lower extremities, fcjd intense 
fever,’’. — [990.] In twenty minutes he began to exj)erience a sensation of 
itching, almost intolerable, in the ears, first the right, then the left. The 
right hand then felt benumbed, and this was followed immediately by in- 
tense itching of the palm, and the pulse \vas discovered to be very feeble. 
Tlien the skin of the forehead and face felt full and constricted, and began 
to swell, and red streaks made their appearance on the face. Gradually 
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f]ie swelling extended to the body and extremities biuI i

symptoms of a collapse developed (first day). Feels dull, sleepy, and com. 
plains of lassitude, and a rumbling sound in both ears, and n general con- 
fusion, also incapability of fixing his attention on a book requiring thought 
(second day),®^ — In a tew minutes he was seized with nausea and vertigo, 
and a general sense of distress and prostration, accompanied with mental 
anxiety. When seen by me within half an hour, he was lying on his back 
with flushed and slightly puffed face aud ears, and flushed' neck, breathing 
with some difficulty, a sense of fulness and choking as i^’ filling up his ' 
throat; oppression over the chest and epigastrium, troublesome irching or 
stinging of the face, ears, and throat, and also of the hands and w/ists, 
feet and ankles. There was little or no itching on a iy other part of the 
body. An examinalion of his limbs discovered a marked redness of the 
hands as far as the wrists, and of the feet and ankles, none farther up the 
limbs. The itching on the limbs seemed to be confined to the backs of the 
liands and the upper part of the feet. The pulse was quick and full, not 
hanl. An examination of the place where he was stung showed that the 
bee had struck directly upon a prominent vein on the back of one oi* the 
hands. There was no swelling at this point. The precise order of devel- 
opment of all the symptoms could not be accurately ascertained. He suf- 
fered in this way about two hours, aud then the symptoms gradually dis- 
appeared, — The whole forearm was affected with a cutaneous erysipelas, 
and there was disorder of the nerves, accompanied with heat, redness, 
swelling, aud pain,'^’. — Immediately after the first pain fronj the sting he 
was ttikcn witli a very intense itching, which very rapidly extended up Ins 
arm and over the entire upper part of the body; ten minutes later in a 
cold bath, the itching assumed an intolerable intensity; very intense head- 
ache, rumbling in the ears, up[)reciable diminution of hearing, rough and 
laryngeal voice (perhaps caused by emotion); excitement approaching 
delirium. The trunk, arms, and the entire surface of the thorax were 
oversjiread with a very intense erylhematous redness, tlie body appeared 
bloated, and the eonjunctivse were injected. Pulse weak and very quick. 
Washing wuth ammonia diluted with water gave great relief, hut could not 
be extended to the thorax as the ammoniacal fumes prevented respiration. 


At a quarter after two, the pains in the head continuing, a mustard bath 
was administered to the feet, which immediately caused an erythema of the 
lower extremities, identical with that of the upper part of the body. At 
4 o’clock vomiting, which relieved him, and was followed by sleep. At 7 
o’clock notable diminution of the eruption on the arm.s and chest; the 
head was still free from it, but it was still very prominent on the limbs. 
Slight headache. He had a very agitated night, ami the next day there was 
a little dulness of the head, and some red spots on the extremities. In the 
evening the symptoms entirely disappeared,'’^ — White swelling of the fore- 
head and face, so that her friends did not recognize her, with ])ain in the 
forehead, and nausea,^^ — The next morning the second right finger began 
to swell (exV-ept the tip), the middle joint especially, red, hot; burning- 
stinging pains, with tingling extending up arm to body, and down right 
side and leg to foot ; the pains were worse from sundown (5 r.M.) to (i-8 
A.M., }»reventing sleep ; relieved by hot applications and gentle rubbing, or 
by pinching end of finger, aggravated by cold applications. Constant tuid 
persistent aggravation from Apis 30th, 200th, and 1000th. Hnproving 
under Ledum, — General malaise; severe attack of nettlerash/^. 
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AFOCYJSIUM CANNABINUM. 

Apocj^num cannabinum. John H. Griscom, M.D., Am. Journ. of Med. 
Sci., vol. xii, 1833, p. rio. General effects. 

Its first operation when taken into the stomach is that of producing 
nausea, if given in sufficient quantity (which need not be large), and if 
this be iiKU'cased, vomiting will be the result. It very soon evinces its 
action upon the peristaltic motions of the priime viie, by producing copious 
'feculent and watery discliarges, particularly the latter, which action when 
once excited is very easily continued by the occasional administration of 
a wineglassful of the decoction. The next operation of this remedy is 
upon the skin, where it dis[)lays its sudorific properties often in a very 
remarkable manner. Copious perspiration almost invariably follows its 
exhibition. The activity of its diuretic properties does not appear to be 
so great in many instances as in others. As a sternutatory also it has a 
very ]K)Wimful efiect, as I have ex[)erienced in ray own case ; the fumes, on 
one ocicasion, produced not only long-continued and violent sneezing, with 
an in(;reas(id discharge from the Schneiderian membrane, but w^ere unques- 
tionably the exciting cause of an attack of erysipelas of the face and 
head. 

Provinrj No. 1. — Aporwnurn cannabis. Essay, submitted to the Faculty 
of Horn. Med. College of Penna., by Wm. T. Helrnuth. 1853. Proving. 

The tincture was obtained by digesting tlie fresh root in alcohol, and 
afterwards expressing the juice. 

Shortly after taking half a teaspoonful of the tincture, a feeling of nau- 
sea was experienced, which seemed to commence at the throat, and extend 
dowaiwal’d to the stomach ; this symptom continued for nearly an hour, 
however there was no inclination to vomit. There was an acrumulntion 
of water in the mouth, causing constant exj)ectoration of a thin transparent 
fluid, afUT which there was dryness of the fauces. The fancy became ex- 
alted, with a flow of good spirits, well pleased with every one; in about 
an hour this gradually died away, leaving a pain in the forehead, })articu- 
larly above the su[)erciliary ridges, of a heavy drawing character, together 
with throbbing of the anterior temporal artery; gnait drowsiness, with 
diooping of the eyeli<ls; at times rumbling with darting pain in the lower 
part of the abdomen. About 12 m. these symptoms had almost disap- 
peared, when another teaspoonful of the tincture was taken, producing the 
same effects as those noted above, only in an aggravated degree, together 
with a (onstant desire to urinate, the uVine passing very co[)iously and 
freedy. On awaking the next morning a severe bruised sensation was ex- 
perienced in the limbs, all the joints, and particularly in the small of the 
back, almost impeding motion, which disappeared after \valking. 

Tlie bladder seemed much distended, and after evacuating the urine, 
which Avas very turbid and hot, a thick mucous sediment was throwm to the 
bottom of the chamlnu'. The urine after being voided left a burning in 
the urethra, which continued nearly half an hour. 

All the next day (thin, oth h there was experienced headache, and a dis- 
charge of a thin watery fluid from the urethra; the pain in the head was 
confined to the vertex and forehead, and was throbbing in character; 
there was also vertigo when rising, hut particularly when yawning or 
stretching ; pain at times in the left eye, as though it were wearied, with 
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drooping of the eyelids. Coldness was sometimes perceptible in tlie hands 
and feet. Frequent call to stool, four or five times during the day ; the 
stools were soft and copious, being passed with little pain, with a general 
feeling of relaxation. Discharge of much urine, with the same sediment 
as helbre mentioned, which was found to coagulate by heat, and in very 
many respects resembled albumen. 

The tonsils and throat, for a day or two, seemed coated with mucus 
which had dried upon them. 

Proving No. 2. — Dec. 15th, 10 p.m. 1 drop in a teaspoonfnl of water. 
81('pt as usual. 

Dee. 16th, 9 a.m. One hour after breakfast, dose as before. Immedi- 
ately after taking a slight burning sensativ^n on the red part of upper lip. 
Sliglit nausea, which soon disappeared. Two hours after each meal tlu\c 
was experienced a very distressing oppression at the epigasirinm; also a 
sensation as if there were a working in the stomach. This symptom lasted 
about two hours, and then disappeared. 

Dec. IGth 9 r.M. Two hours after a meal, dose as before. Slept as 
usual. 

Dec. 17th. Morning before breakfast, 2 drops in a tablospooiifu^ of water. 
The same sensations at the epigastriuir) as yesterday. Evening, 2 di'ops, 
as before. Here it was taken purposely on an empty stomach to ascertain 
])()sitively if the cflfects produced would be similar to those previously ex- 
j)ei'ieii(*ed. About ten minutes after taking it a similar sensation of dis- 
tress at the c})igastrium was experienced, and to such a degree as to com- ^ 
})cl me to leave my sitting posture and walk about, whidi gave me some 
relief. In the evening after taking the drug, about three hours after a 
meal, not so much inconvenience was produced as when the mecMcIric was 
taken on an empty stomach. 

Dec. 18tli. After breakfast, dose as before. Felt better today; dis- 
ti('ss at epigastrium less. 9 p.m., 5 drops in a teaspoonful of water; soon 
after taking it a sensation of working in the stomach, as from wind, with 
empty eructations, after which relief was experienced ; slight pinching 
j)alns ill the epigastrium, shooting from right to left. Slept as usual. 

Dee. 19lli, A.M. and P.M. 5 drops two hours after meals. IS'o marked 
impressions, save that the epigastric symptoms were about the same. 

Dec. 2()th. Five drops two hours after breakfast; slight nausea soon 
after taking the drug, which was of short continuance. Felt less distress 
at the epigastrium today, p.m., 10 drop.s in a teaspoouful of water, soon 
after there was a rumbling in the abdomen, and the peculiar sensation of 
working in the stomach ; several short pinching pains across the middle of 
the abdomen. Sensation, as if a hall were premised against the inside of the 
wall of the stomach, at tlie pyloric region. Slept as usual. 

Dec. 21st. No medicine. Felt uncomfortable to-day, on account of 
above sensations. 

Dec, 22d. No medicine. Symptoms beginning to disappear. 

Apocynum cannahinum. Edward Chapin. Thesis presented for the 
gold medal, N. Y. Horn. Med. College, 1878. 

Proving of Louis Fausts M.D . — Age twenty-one years. Normal pulse 66. 
Normal amount of urine passed every twenty-four hours, thirty fluid 
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ounces. Average specific gravity of the same 1028. Color of hair brown ; 
dark complexion ; eyes gray. Habit, strictly temperate. 

Commenced the infusion of the tops of the fresh plant July 20th, 1877, 
at 3 P.M. ; took | oz. with no effect. 

July 21st. At 8.15 a.m., took 1 oz. Soon after slight nausea, which soon 
passed away. At 11.10 a.m., burning pain in the stomach, causing me to 
feel unea.«y. Shooting pain in right ear, lasting over one hour. (Have 
never before been troubled with earache.) Urine for the twenty-four 
hours 40 ozs., and specific gravity 1020. At 4 r.M. took li ozs. 

July 22(1. Took none. Urine passed during twenty-four hours 36 ozs., 
specifics gravity 1022. 

July 23d. At 5 p.m., took 2 ozs. Soon after singing I had partial deaf- 
ness in left ear, which continued over one hour, with occasional sticking 
in same ear. Urine for twenty-four hours 24 ozs., specific gravity 1025. 

July 24th. Was restless all night; have had temporal headache all day, 
with heaviness and pain in my eyes, as if I had used them too much, 
although I have not used them more than usual. At 4.30 took 2^ ozs. 
Urine, twenty-four hours, 30 ozs. ; sp. gr. 1028. 

July 25th. Same heaviness over eyes as yesterday. Have had raven- 
ous hunger since (commenced proving. Get hungry an hour before meal- 
time. Bowels have a tendency to be loose. At 7 p.m. took 3 ozs. 

July 2()th. While at breakfast was taken with violent [lain in abdo- 
men. whi(4i continued until I had a passage. The stool was very soft, pain- 
l<\ss ; relief after stool, but have felt weak all the morning. Face pale, 
^ with cold perspiration. Rumbling in the abdomen. Urine, twenty-four 
hours, 42 ozs.; s]). gr. 1024. No medicine. 

July 27th. Pa.ssed a very restless night. Have an uneasy feeling in 
rny ahdcmien, hut no tendency to stool. Urine, twenty-four hours, 23 ozs.; 
sp. gr. 1026. 

July 28tln Great weakne.ss in my stomach. Although I eat hearty 
meals 1 get hungry long before the next. Bowels still loose, they seem to 
he loo.se generally in tlic morning, as I have had no passage in tlu^ after- 
noon since proving. Stools painless. Urine, twenty-four hours, 24 ozs. ; 
sp. gr. 1028. 

July 29th. Same uneasine.ss in stomach. Urine, twenty-four hours, 34 
ozs. ; sp. gr. 1022. 

July 30ih. The uneasiness and weakness in stomach have increased to a 
gnawing this P.M. ; it commenced about an hour after dinner. I feel as 
though I was constantly being threatened with an attack of cholera morbus. 
(I am very careful in my diet.) Urine, twenty-four hours, 24 ozs.; sp. gr. 
1028. 

July 31st. Bowels are natural, but the same sensation of gnawing and 
hunger continuers in stomach. Urine, twenty-four hours, 24 ozs. ; sp. gr. 
1028. 

August l.st. Although I ate a hearty breakfast I have now (10 a.m.) 
that gnawing in my stomach. Urine, twenty-four hours, 34 ozs. ; sp. gr. 

August 2d. Feel well to-day. The gnawing and hunger have left me. 
Bowels are natural. At 5 p.m. took 2^ ozs. Immediately after nausea, 
which soon passed away. 

Had pecjuliar sensation in thorax, causing me to sigh constantly. 

Proving of Byron E. Meady med. studenty age tiventyfour . — Weight 
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148 Height 5 ft. 5 in. Sanguineous temperament. Hair bluek. 

(Complexion tkir. Eyes^ black. Temperate in habit. Pulse full and 
strong, average about 73 beats per minute. At the time I began this 
proving, was in a good state of Imith. Bowels regular, one passage per 
day, stool of ordinary size ; for urinary record see tables at the end. 

Preparation, cold infusion of the fresh root. 

June 19th, 1877. At 10 p.m. took ^ oz. Retired at 11 f.m., having felt 
no effect from dose. Slept well during the night, and on waking in the 
morning felt rested and refreshed, and ready for my morning meal. 

June 20th. At 7.30 a.m. took 1 oz. upon going to breakfast. No effect. 
At 8.30 look 1 oz. About one hour after takiilj; last dose felt sick, with 
an inclination to vomit; also frontal headache, pains darting, passiijg from 
one temple to the other; first, from left to riglit, and vice cerm. At tiines 
feel dizzy, sensation as if I was going to tumble over. Vertigo comhuj 
(pnehJy, and passing away as suddenly. Tins last-named sym])t()m is a very 
marked one in my case, as lam never suli-ject to vertigo unless it can be 
tniced to some definite cause. I also feel dull aud unable to think well. 
(Cannot fix my thoughts on any one subject, and retain tliem for any length 
of time. At 11 A.M. took 1 oz. Symptoms same as before, excejiting the 
nausea, which was more nmrkerl, and reniained longer. 

Hot infusion of the root. (Had no more of tlic cold.) 

June 2()th. At 1.30 p.m. took 2 uzs. of hot infusion of root, and at 
2.20 P.M. was taken suddenly with intetise tenemni^, and the desire for stool 
so great that I was compelled to leave the drug-room and get to the water- 
closet as soon as possible. Stools large and light yellow, a(*(^om[)auied by ^ 
rumbling in the bowels, and flatus. There seems to ho almost complete 
loss of power of the siihiiicter muscles of anus.

AfU'r taking the dose went to dinner, and while there was taken short, and 
passed an exceedingly large stool (in water-closet) light yellow, fetid, with 
great flatus and the same ruml)ling of the bowels. Same frontal head- 
ache, and constant flashes (d‘ heat ; face looks fluslied and hot. Respira- 
tion affected, slight suffocating feeling. Hungry all the time, could eat 
every hour in the day, relish all kinds of food, ajid seem to digest th(*m 
well. Rheumatic pains in the joints. Increased action of the heart, flut- 
tering at times, aud sensation as if it would force its way out through 
walls of chest. 

June 21st, 7 a.m. Have passed a good night, slept well, and feed re- 
fresiied, and ready to take my regular morning meal. At 10.30 a.m. took 
2 ozs. About an hour after had a sudden desire for stool, aud passed a 
large one of same color as before, and accomjmnicd by same rumbling and 
flatus. Impossible to tell when I am through passing, tor I get up from 
water-closet and think that 1 am through, and another pain takes me, ('oin- 
j)clling me to hurry and sit dow’u again, and nothing passes hut wind. No 
headache to-day, hut considerable vertigo, feel as if 1 were going to tunible 
over.

.sore ; slept well last night, hut do not feel rested. Appetite good. Had 
one passage this a.m. on getting up, and of the same nature as before. 
Burning in the anus. Bearing-down sru^a/ron, iucli nation to luemorrhoids. 

() P.M. Have not taken any medicine to-day. Have had four passages 
since morning, and feel weak and tired. Pain in joints nearly all clay, also 
frontal headache. 

dune 231 h. For the few days past my bowels have been very loose, hav- 
ing from three tf) four passages per day, and nearly every one accompanied by 
flalus. Ap])etite good all of the time and no un})ieasant effects after eating. 

At 10.30 A.M. took 2 ounces cold infusion of tops. About an hour after 
felt sick at stomach, and desire to vomit. Frontal headache and vertigo. 
1.30 I'.M. Have just returned from lunch and feel urgent desire for stool, 
accompanied as before by rumbling in bowels and flatus. Htool large, thin, 
and watei’y, bearing-down pain in anus, and soreness in rectum. General 
muscular W(‘akn('ss and inability for labor. Home frontal headache and 
very marked vertigo. 3 p.m. Desire for stool so intense that I had to run 
I'rom the drug-room to avoid an involuntary evacuation ; })assed a large, 
thin yellow stool and a great deal of flatus. Soreness in rectum and bear- 
ing down sensation. Strong inclination to vomit, but have not as yet.

dune 2()th. Slept exceedingly well last night, and feel rested this morning. 

(hnrval Remarkii , — Have noticed that my bowels were loose for 
some two or three weeks after taking the drug, and 1 had two or three 
passages per day during that time. I have also noticed a bearing-down 
pain in rectum and strong inclination to luemorrhoids. The relaxed con- 
dition of the sphincter muscles la.stod for some three weeks. The effect on 
the system was so great that for months after the mere smelling of the drug 
would make me feel sick at the stomach. 

Proving of J. Vlarh^ M.D. — Age thirty-four. Height 5 feet 9f inches. 
Weight 133 ])ounds. Color of hair brown, of eyes ha/el. Habit temper- 
ate. General health good. Complexion dark and of a bilious tempera- 
ment. 

TJf^ed 0 of the whole fresh plant. 

August 23d, 1877. At 6 p.m. began with 3j doses every two hours ; was 
called to an obstetric case and did not get second dose until 9.13 p.m., and 
then at 11.15 p.m. 
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August 24th. Took dose at 8 a.m., felt a slight burning sensation in 
stomach while at breakfast. Took it every two hours all day excepting at 
2 o’clock. To-night havo nau.«ea almost to '-omiting, and slight headache. 
Have an unplea.saut grumbling in bowels, but not much pain with diar- 

rlui^a. 

Augiis^t 25th, Both this and yesterday morning had some vertigo on 
rising from stooping posture. Had furious dia^rho^a last niglit, pamless. 
1 did not want to leave the water-closet when I was rhrougli, more from 
a sense of weakness than otherwise. Began ihis morning at 8 o’clock to 
take medicine. Don’t feel very well this a.m. Abdomcij feels as though 
I liad drank large quantities of water. 

Evening of the 25th. Have not felt well all day, sick at stoniacii again 
to-night. Had hiccough both last night and this morning. Have felt very 
tired and wa^ary all day. Nausea worse at night about 7 or 7.80. Had a 
severe pain when walking, in lower pari of left lumbar region.

August 28th. Was not (‘ailed up to water-closet last night. This morn- 
ing immtli dry, tongue sticking to roof of mouth. Still have a little nau- 
sea. Vertigo on rising from stoofung position. Although twenty hours 
have passed since I took last dose, still when I tliought 1 would all(>w a 
little wind to pass, heces (.*ame instead. Stools still (juite watery. One 
symj)toni I have noticed fievnxtl times, viz., when urinating 1 hardly know 
when through, the urine still seems to want to pass, or dribble away. My 
bowels were not back to their natural conditiou for sixty hours or two and 
a Imlf days. 

Proving hy Alfred WavdaU, M.D. — Age twenty-five. AVeight 108 
pounds. Height 5 feet 8.^j inches. Pulse during health 54 to 00 b(‘ats per 
minute, at times intermitting. 1 kept no record of my pulse during the 
j)roving, as it is very variable, sometimes as low as 50 lu^ats per minute, 
and I j^nffer with some lu'art symptoms, j)r()duced I believe by smoking, 
(ieneral health good, bowels regular. Color of hair brown. Eyes dark 
blue. Complexion dark. 1 am not easily influenced by medicine. 

June 19th, 1877. At 9 f.m. took | ounce cold infusion of root. At 11 
r.M. took 1 ounce of same. 

June 20th. At 7.45 a.m., 1 ounce of same. Increased appetite, even 
hunger. Smarting and burning in urethra while urinatiUgp At 8.80 A.M. 
took 1 ounce of same. One hour later feeling of fulness in forelx'ad and 
vertigo, passed away in a iew second.^. Passage from bowels tins morning 
not as copious as usual, and more difficult of exf)ulsi()n. (I am always 
regular in this respect.) At 10.80 a.m., took 1 ounce of same. fron- 

tal headaelie through the day. At 2 r.M., prickling and tingling in and 
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lameness of the muscles of left scapular region, whi(;h lasted only a short 
time. Througli the day marked feeling of general muscular weakness. 
At 5 P.M., small and mushy stool, preceded by much (not offensive) flatus. 

At 5.15 P.M., took 2 ounces hot infusion of root (fresh'). Since taking 
the last have dull heavy pain in both sides of the face and nose, passing 
into the forehead, marked on the left side. 7.15 p.m., urgent desire for 
stool, passage very soft, not fluid, brown in color, not oflensive, no pain. 
Great muscular weakness all the evening. 9 p.m., took 2 ounces of same. 
10.45 r.M., took 2 ounces of same. 11 p.m., small diarrhoeic passages, dif- 
ficult of expulsion, accompanied with much flatus. Passage of much odor- 
less flatus during evening. At 0 p.m., great itching of back, sides, and 
limbs; on going to bed found that my body was covered with large pap- 
ules, same color as skin, red only when scratched, which does not relieve. 
(They are similar to hives.) They appeared in greatest number on the 
lumbar region and around waist. Bleep much disturbed by dreams (not 
unpleasant). 

June 21st. Hurried out of bed at 5 a.m., in order to have a small loose 
passage from bowels, repeated at least every twenty minutes until 8 a.m. 
Passages very small and loose, but not watery, accompanied with much 
flatus. At times expelled with difficulty, again with much force. Inability 
to tell whether I am about to pass flatus or fieces. Increased a})})etite. 
The eruption on body still present this morning, but less prominent and 
not itching. All tlie morning dull, heavy, sick feeling in stoma(;h and 
abdomen. 12 M. Small watery stool with much flatus, followed by much 
soreness of anus. 2 p.m. Small watery passage with much flatus. To-night 
feiding of great weakness and prostration, especially in all the muscles. 
Kru|)iion itching again, hut not as bad as previous night. 6 p.m. Pulsat- 
ing in right hypochondrium, lasting several minutes ; returned a “number of 
times during the evening. Slept well. 

June 22d. Feel well in everyway; two passages from bowels to-day, 
small and natural. 

June 25th. At 11 A.M., took 4 ounces of cold infusion of the tops, fol- 
lowed by great nausea, so that I had to lie down. 12.-)0 m. Vomited the 
medi(une and (a)ntents of stomach. Ko further trouble. From the time 
I stopped taking the medicine until the first week in August, had two 
natural })assages from the bowels each day; sometliing unusual, as my habit 
in this respect previous to taking the medicine had always been one pas- 
sage a day. In addition, I have suflered constantly with sensation of 
weight and pressure in the anus, so that after sitting fifteen or twenty min- 
utes, 1 would feel as if the rectum protruded, and I would be obliged to 
get up and walk about. This condition continued until the first week in 
August, when 1 was attacked with protruding inflamed hamiorrhoids, 
wliich were so severe as to compel me to take my bed ; my suflerings were 
very great lor about forty-eight hours ; no bleeding at any time, and the 
pain was as if a wedge were being forced into the anus by blows from a 
hammer. The inflamed condition of the hicmorrhoids lasted three or four 
days, after which the tumor gradually disappeared, though I was compelled 
to w^ear a T bandage for more than two weeks, since which time I have 
enjoyed my usual good healtii, bowels moving once a day as formerly. 
The weight and pressure have entirely disappeared from anus. For urine, 
see tables at the end. 

Proving of Edward Chapin y Medical Student. — Age, twenty-nine years. 
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Weight at this time, 150 pounds. Height, 5 feet 9 inches. Color of hair, 
brown ; of eyes, gray. Dark complexion. Temperate in habit. Pulse soft 
and regular. Average beat about 75 per minute. Bowels move regularly 
each (lay. Stools of ordinary size, and inclined to be darkish. Urine, 
the average quantity passed every twenty- four hours for fourteen days 
during the months of June and July, was 29 fluid ounces. Average spe- 
cifi(‘ gravity for same time, 1025^. Color and odor normal. Reaction 
acid. Average amount of urea passed per day, for seven nay?, was 370.9 
grains. I was in a good state of health when I commenced to prove the 
drug. 

August 13th, 1877. Just before retiring took 50gtts. of ^^of roots. Felt 
considerable nausea when waking during the night. 

August 14th. Took 60 gtts. f>f tlie s,*'me in the mondng about 7.30 a.m. 
About twenty minutes after nausea ; this continued, a od was aggravated 
after moving of the bowels. Immediately after the [tassage oi‘ bowels I 
felt as though everything in me hud passed out. My whole abdomen felt 
empty. Rensation as if something was passing up colon, accompanied with 
a grumbling feeling, also felt as if something was passing through (he 
liver. In the mean time the nausea w'as increased and I felt deathly siek ; 
this was associated with flushe.s of heat in ditfereut parts ()f the body. 
Very vinriced piercing pains in right temple, followed by vertige^. At 2.30 
p.M. took 75 gtts. of same, after wdiicli some nausea; and ar 4 p.m. took 
90 gtts. of same; then nausea, aecompanied wath simibu' head symptoms 
as tliose in the morning. At <S.45 p.m. took 100 gtta of same. 

August 15th. On rising felt a desire to evacuate bowels, preceded by 
much flatus. Went to water-closet and had passage (uncommon for me at 
such an early hour). The stool was mushy, and was expelled with a rush 
and much flatus. After stool, feeling of much goneness through whole 
abdomen, and for quite awhile after passage pain in right tenqile, accom- 
Tianied with vertigo, also ringing in »’ight ear. An aching sensation in 
umbilical region. At 7,45 a.m. took 120 gtts. of same. Head symptoms 
continue, and at 8.45 a.m. had another passage from biwvels, this also was 
ex[)elled with force but no pain. Stool was j)rofu8e, mushy but thin, ye - 
lowish hue. Same sensation of goneness following stool, associated with 
the ''■rumblino' pain in im)bili(*al region. Also the pain in right temple. 
The s])hineter ani muscle feel.s relaxed. Headache now more general the 
pain extending all through head, even to the orbits. Ibe ache the head 
is (lull, confuscKl, and the whole system feels muc‘h prostrated. At o P.M., 
t(»ok 200 gtts. of same, and at 10 p.m. took 3i:j of same; felt some uau.sea

out when opening a bottle of champagne. The stool was ihm and lemon- 
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colored ; I also noticed some undigested particles of food. The stools ap- 
peared frothy, owing to the great force with which they were expelled. 
The sensation of goneness and prostration accompanied each passage, also 
the head symptoms, especially the piercing pain in right temple. About 
*8 P.M., had another characteristic stool. When urinating could hardly 
tell when urine was passing. There seemed to be a weakness of the sphinc- 
ter of the neck of the bladder. The urine at times would feel hot, and 
leave a tingling sensation in urethra. 

August 17th. Had a very large stool, very thin and yellf)wish, and the 
last part contained undigested food. The sphincter ani muscles feel greatly 
relaxed. Anus feels open after passage of stool. The head symptoms and 
the feeling of goneness and prostration all very prominent. Had another 
stool in the evening, it was very large or copious, at first very thin, but 
towanls the end it was mixed with feces in small lumps. 

August 18th. Had a very copious stool in the morning. It seems as 
though the gate was wide opep, and everything in me had passed out. 
Stool was very thin and brownish. About an hour after had another stool 
of the same character. The pain in right temple after this stool was very 
prominent, also the great prostration of whole system. Some grumbling 
and disagreeable feeling in bowels. Inclination as if stool would frequently 
pass. These stools are expelled with force. 

Sreovd test with 0 of the fresh roots . — August 29th, 1877. Took ounce- 
just before retiring. Slept very well. 

August 3()th. Took i ounce of same about 7.15 a.m. Bowels moved at 
regular time; first ])art of stool natural and latter thin. Had some tenes- 
mus after stool. Weak feeling in abdomen and some rumbling. Passed 
much diitus. Flashes of heat followed by quite profuse perspiration. 
S})ittle quite thick and tenacious. Expectorate considerable amount of 
white gelatinous mucus. Pulse 68. At 1.40 p.m. took i ounce of same. 
All aching pain in sacrum, and at times sharp and sticking, appearing oc- 
casionally in hip, knee, and ankle joints. Darting pains in different parts 
of bowels; feels as if wind or flatus was expanding the intestines. Pain iu 
right tenifile, followed by confused and dull aching pain in head. Vertigo 
at times, and aggravated by ascending. Rumbling in bowels. 

At 5.15 p.M. took ^ ounce of same. Soon after eating the lower part 
of abdomen felt distended. Perspiration quite profuse. After urinating 
felt a dull pain in neck of bladder, also iu urethra; the pain in neck of 
bladder gave the sensation that the sphincters were trying to close but 
(‘ould not, thus showing an inactivity of these muscles. Had attacks of 
much nausea, making me feel deathly sick. Could not vomit. Much 
vertigo. 

August 31st. Had quite a severe headache when waking. Restless 
during the night.. At 7.50 a.m. took ^ ounce of same. A very large stool 
about 9 A.M., thin and brownish. Borne flatus. No pain. Sphincter ani 
feels relaxed and there is loss of power. Aching pain in umbilical region 
alter stool, also a feeling of great goneness, accompanied by pain, first in 
right temple, then extending through wh(»lc head, making it feel much 
confused. Vertigo. Pain again in knee joints, especially left. At 6 p.’m. 
took 1 ounce. Some nausea. Head symptoms continue as before, fol- 
lowed by spells of marked vertigo. 

September 1st. Stool in morning large and of a brownish hue, thin and 
watery. Feeling of goneness and grumbling aching pain in umbilical 
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Ko§, 1 and 2.— Dr. Chapin, In health, two tracinga.

September 29th. Respiration 16. Pulse 68, and regular in morning. At 
7 A.M., took ^ ounce of same. Nausea returned. A ruinhling and\-eak 
feeling in lower bowel. Headache oornmenced in right tempk^, the i sharp 
stabbing pains, followed by confused feeling in head, and then vertigo. 
Aching pain also extends to meatus auditorius externus. Urine slightly 
acid.

intermission, then one; intermission, then can count four beats; irregular; 
at times feeble, readily compressed; then slow. A short time after, J.)r. 
Wanstall, Resident Burgeon of same hospital, listened to chest and found 
that the heart was beating regularly for a short time, then fiiittering occa- 
sionally and very feeble, apd' then it seemed to be slow and labored, now 
and then losing a beat; he abo noticed a clicking sound, for which he 
c )uld not account.

Heavy bearing-down fet‘1- 
ing in rectum. At 5.20 p.M. pulse for first half of minute 18 beats, aiid 
last half 32, making a total of 50 per minute. Rospiratiqo 18 Pul.se at 
6 p.M. 66 ; had tracing taken at this time. The tracing sho\ve<i marked 
intermi.s.sion^. ' I had the pulse watched ^losely and it continued to inter- 
mit that day and night. The action of tlie drug oti the heart was so vio- 
lent that 1 was fearful of taking any more uf it at this Lime. 1 did not 
know hut paralysis of the lieart would follow, as, the pulse wa.s reduced so 
much below its normal condition. Bleep this night not impaired. Byuip- 
toms aggravated by motion. 

Bepteinber 30th. On rising, the pulse at 60. Respiration 17. The [)ulse 
was now more full and regular than tlie previous day. Btool not noi iual 
but soft and mushy, and of ailemou color* Much flatus. Prostration utte r 
stool not as marked as when I first took dri^ several weeks before. Pain 
in region of heart returned, accompanied with feeling of weakness in that 
region. Sensation as if heart beat slowly, then fluttered, and followed by 
regular beats. At times could distinctly feel impulse of heart against wal l.s 
of chest. Sharp pain at intervals in inferior angle of scapula of left side. 
Head symptoms continue, but not as much vertigo. More or less aching 
in joints. Whole system feels weak.

The increase of on the 2(1 is owiiija: possibly to the eating of oat- 
meal on the forenoon of Sunday, also on the following morning. 

Jinnarkr^ (‘oneerning my fir d test of the 0 of the fresh roots . — Please notice 
that the drug was fivst taken on the evening of August loth, 1877, just 
berore retiring, and the amount of urine jiaSvsed the day following (Au- 
gust 14th) was slightly increased over the average of the normal amount. 
Tile specific gravity less than the average, and the amount of urea in- 
creased. The second day under the inilueiice ot the drug there is in- 
creased amount of urine and a marked increase in the secretion of urea. 
The third day more marki^d increase in amount of urine passed, and the 
amount of urea nearly the same as the second day. Also notice that on 
the morning of the third day i' August IGih) I took the largest dose, and 
that dose was the last taken during this te.st. The day following (August 
17ih), amount of urine less than during the three preccaling days while 
taking drug; also a decrease in secretion of urea that day (August 17th). 
This same decrease was marked for some two days after. Hence I con- 
clude that during the three days while taking drug (August 14th, loth, 
and IGth) the average amount of urine was increased ; the sjiedhc gravity 
decreased, and the amount of urea also increased. And the observations 
during the two days following the stoppage of taking the drug show that 
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th^ amount of urine passed was decreased, the specific gravity increased, 
and the amount of urea decreased. The diarrhoea continued through the 
19th of same month, and the symptoms as depicted under stools in the 
proving were very marked. When the normal stools were restored, the 
concomitant symptoms passed away. Since the disappearance of the diar- 
rluea the stools afe so large that they cause much pain in expulsion. They 
do not smell so badly as previous to taking the medicine. 

Had a craving appetite; food seemed to taste very good. 

For some two or three nights after taking the drug had profuse perspi- 
ration. 

I also had much nausea, but not associated with much retching nor any 
. vomiting during the whole time that I was under the influence of the drug. ' 

Had more or less paiu in the back. 

Feeling of weakness in the rectum, sphincter muscles feel relaxed. 

UaniarkH on second test with 0 of fresh roots , — Since taking this last time 
to date (Septeanber 28th, 1877), my bowels have moved twice almost every 
day. HtooJs normal and less fetid than before taking the drug. Have 
noticed' considerable blood on waste paper quite a number of times. The 
mus(^les ()f anus feel relaxed. ,I have also felt bearing down in rectum as 
if going to have piles. Anus also feels as if open. Have also noticed 
more flatus thafl usual. 

Much headache, especially in right temple, this was followed by vertigo 
and nausea. 

Have iiad much pain in knee joints, and the lower extremities feel stiff. 

Catching pains in heart, of a quick and sharp character. 8ome palpi- 
tation. 

Have lost four pounds since taking the medicine. Ap])etife ^srceedingly 
good and food relishes better. 

I am inclined to think from the character of stools that the drug in 
some way influcnc(Js the secretion of bile. 

Remttrh on the test with hot infvslon of fresh roots with 10 per cent, afrohol. 
— The head and heart symptoms gradually diminishing to date (October 
15th, 1877 ), are not now perceptible. Since the primary action of the 
drug on the bowels has f)assed away, I have had three passages almost 
every day, something very unusual for me, as rny nortnal condition is only 
one passage per day, and that in the morning. During these days of which 
I s])eak 1 would feel bloated in the abdomen, with slight pains as if flatus 
were, moving in diflerent parts of the abdomen ; this would be followed 
iinmediatOy by an urgent desire for stool. This desire was so sudden and 
urgent that I would fear that an accident might befall me. 1 had no con- 
trol of s[1^ruicter ani muscle. These symptoms of stool always occurred 
immediately after eating. These stools were at times mushy, and at other 
times a little lumpy, associated with undigested food. These stools were 
painless^ preceded by some pains of moving flatus, and followed by tenes- 
mus aiul hearing down in rectum, even to protrusion. I have also noticed 
considerable itching in antis. After the .stool a feeling of emptiness in 
ahdomeu and some protrusion ; also the characteristic pain in the right 
temple. 

My appetite was never better than during this time. 

Fain in joints, especially those of the knee, associated with sticking pains 
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in the inferior angle of the scapula ; the latter pains at times are dull ami 
aching and last quite a lonw time. 

Little boils on face and thighs. 

I will now state (January 30th, 1878) that my bowels are regular, with 
one passage per day. The heart s>mptoms%ave all passed away, and the 
pulse is regular and normal. The only symptom that seems to remain is 
weakness of ani i^uscles; they still feel relaxed.

Pulse 76; temperature 08.3® (normal) ; feels gid§y ; complains of pres- 
sure at epigastrium; })ulse 88, w<‘ak, but regular; })upils modeuitcly di- 
lated (in four minutes); began to vomit sliglitly (in fiye mimite'<) ; vom- 
iting profusely, this continued for tlnce minutes (in six mimiK.vs) ; ceased 
vomiting; took a drink of water, which came up immediately; milk was 
rej(‘cted in like marincT; pulse 80, weak : temperature 08.6® (in nine min- 
utes); still feels very gid<ly, and looks pale; pupils dilated (in sixteiai 
minutes),’. — Pulse 72 (before experiment); 80 (in five minutes); 65 (in 
twelve minutes); 70 (second day), I — [10.] Temperature 98® (before ex- 
p(oim(mt); 00.2® (in five minutes); 99.2® (in twelve minutes); 97.8’ (sec- 
ond day),^ — After three minutes the pulse began to rise slightly, and the 
n*spi rations became slightly accelerated. At the end of four minutes I 
felt a sudden (jualmishness, wirmh was almost immediately followed by 
nausea and profuse vomiting. Tliis continmul f()r several minutes, and was 
followed as soon a.s the contents of the stomach had been evacuated by 
severe retching. On taking a draught of water with a little brandy in it 
this was immediately reject<;d, and on drinking cold water this tor) returned 
at once. No bile, however, came up in the vomited matters. At the end 
of .seven or eight minutes from the commencement of the experiment J 
began to feel very faint and was compelled t(i lie down, and almost (ui 
doing .so fainted entirely, and remained in a state of syncope for al)out five 
minutes. On awaking from this 1 felt giddy and chilly, and was obliged 
to take a little brandy and water. This was retained, and as I^began to 
feel .slightly drowsy, I remained lying for the space of about one hour, 
during which time 1 per.spired profusely. Ou rising I still felt slight gi<i- 
diiiess, but no inclination to vomit. 1 went to bed and slept soundly all 
night, awaking about 8 a.m., in my usual health, sligittly pale, but very 
hungry, — In two to seven minutes after the injection of a solution of 1 
milligram under the skin the symptorm begin, fisinilly with dulness of the 
head, sometimes described as a headache, sometimes as a .sinijde heaviness 
or vertigo, often associated with roaring in the ears and feeling of heat. 
At times the patient is suddenly attacked by a feiding of anxiety in the 
pnecordial region, or by a pressure in the chest. With the reaction there 
is generally an inclination to sleep, prostration, and loss of strength, and

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ill a few eases nausea and retching, beginning without warning. The re- 
laxation (hiring the prodromal state is at times very great, reminding one 
of collapse, fre(pieutly associated with profuse perspiration, salivation, and 
paleness, esp(‘cially of the face. The vomiting comes on in from four to 
twenty-six minutes after the*inj(H*tion, usually in ten to fifteen minutes 
after a dos(i of o milligrams. Vomiting is very easy, without clfort, or 
after the stomach has been emptied very difficult, associated with 
eru(*tations and retching. The vomiting will occur once or be repeated 
two to eight timiis, vvitli greater or less intensity. Between the acts of 
vomiting the patient is usually <|uiet, feels very weak, yawns or perspires 
very fi‘eely. Sleepiness is fretpiently noted. The nausea continues, Ire- 
(piently associated with retching or eructations, and only ceases when there 
is no more to vomit. Between the acts of vomiting there is very great 
jirostration and apathy. The whole stage of vomiting varies according to 
tlie frtMiuency of the a(*-t and the length of intervals between the acts, last- 
ing from one to fifty minutes. After the ct^ssation of vomiting the symp- 
toms gradually disappear ; restoration is slow, the patient feels nauseated 
for some time, and weak and slecj^y,^ — It appi^ars from many experinients 
that Apomorphia jiroduct's vomiting by what (ffianiiel soever it readies the 
organism, but that its%ffects are more [irornpt and more certain when it is 
introduced directly into the blood by intravenous or subcvitaneous injection. 
If given liy the mouth, the dose must be increased, and the effects are less 
certain. During the two or thr(‘e minutes immediately following the in- 
jection, the patient does not feel anything. Soon a sensation of weight at 
th(‘ stonuuffi, followed by a slight pain in the lu^ad, comes on. Then sali- 
vation bei^omcs (^ojiious, tin* body is (‘overed with pers[>i ration, one or two 
efiurts at vomiting without any r(*sult (u-cur, and at the third, or more 
rarely th(‘ fourth effort, the patient vomits thr(‘e or four times successfully; 
tluai comes a period of calm. The vomitings return after an interrn[)tion 
of five or six minutes, followcul liy another interval of ('aim, and the same 
s(!ene is repcnited five or six dillerent tinu's, to terminate definitely at the 
end of about half an houi*, and to give place to a very (piiet sleep, lasting 
from half an hour to an liouiv'. — A W(nnan, forty years of age, complaiiK^d 
of gastric tronbh's without fever. After some days she was attacked by 
sor(‘ throat and c()mpK*te anoivxia. Tins tonsils were red and swollen and 
the tongiK' very inucli furred. A liyfiodmanic injection of three or four 
milligrams of llydrochloratc of apomorphia was administered to her iii 
the sternal region. The [mise was full, and marked 100 beats. Jn four 
minutes the patient felt slight uneasiness and a little vertigo; she said she 
felt her head turning round and becoming stupid. Slie turned pale, be(.*ame 
insensibf', her pulst‘ became extrenn^ly weak, intermittent, and then im- 
pi'pceptible ; the pupils were dihit(‘d, and the respiration seemed to be en- 
tin^ly siispeiuhnl, Sliglit tonic convulsions showed themselves in the left 
corner of the mouth and in the left cheek. The [)atient became inert and 
did not answer to the (pKstions put to her. After sjirinkliug with cold 
water, inhalations of amnnmia, frictions, mustard poultices, etc., siie re- 
coV(u‘ed cons(*iousness in thriH* minut(\s and vomiti?d twice, after which she 
again fainted, became extremely pallid, and the pupils were alternately 
dilated and contracted ; tluisc symptom'^ were afterwards n?peated,®.

ARALIA RACEMOSA. 


Aralia raeemosa, L. 

Natural ordeVy Araliaceae. 

Common namey Spikenard (American name). 

Authority. S. A. Jones, M.D., Hale’s New Retnedies, third edit\>n, p. 
471. At o P.M., I took 10 drops of the mother tincture in 2 ounces of water. 

On retiring at 12 P.M., felt as well as I ever diil. Had no sooner laid 
down than I was seized with a fit of asthma. I liad laid upon my back 
when the following symptoms had supervened : Dry wheezing respiration, 
sense of impending sufibcation, and rapidly increasing dyapneea. Very 
loud musical whistlings during both inspiration and expiration, but louder 
durliKj irhipiraiion. The attack soon reached its acme, and phlegm began 
to come up. It was scanty, hut each expectoration^ was attended with a 
sensation that more would soon follow. My wife now observed that my 
wheezing was so labored as to make the whole bed vibrate. Could not 
]M)ssibly lie down ; felt that I would sulfocnte if I did not sit up. Phlegm 
began to come freer and more abundantly; had a markedly salty tasted, 
and lelt quite warm in the mouth. Right lung appeared to be more op- 
pressed than the left. 

When the worst of the attack was over I lay on rny right side, and then 
it seemed as if all the op[)ression and discomfort was in the right lung. 
Shortly after I turned over, and soon it felt as if my left lung was alfected, 
ivhlle the right was entirely relieved. 

It took a long time for me to “ come to.” Had a constant desire to clear 
th(^ chest of something, so that I could inspire better. All the obstruction 
seemed to be in inspiration. On making a forcible expiration, in the attempt 
to clear the chest, had a raw, burning, sore feeling behind the whole length 
of the sternum, and in each lung, most intense behind the sternum. Sle[)t 
well all night. After rising in the morning, raised some loose phlegm 
easily. 

J am inclined to asthma, and at first thought this one of its attacks ; but 
as the [dienomcma were evolved, the programme was so difierent that my 
drink of Aralia flashed into memory. 

On the night of the 28th I was literally drenched with perspiration 
while asleep. Was weakened by a patient, when it passed off and did not 
recu r. 

29th. I have been annoyed all day by a dread that rny right lung i.s 
seriously diseased. Could not shake off the fear. Cough now an<l then, 
raising a little phlegm, which is involuntarily swallowed. Took 10 drops 
of the tincture at 1.30 a.m. No symptoms that night. On rising at 8.30, 
bowels felt as they have done after a large-sized “spree.” Faintly defined 
nausea in throat and stomach, and sensation in intestines as if diarrhcea 
would set in. At 3.15 p.m. went to closet, expecting from my feelings a 
loose stool. Evacuation was soft, yellow, about a teas[)oonful in (juan- 
tity, and expelled with great difficulty. Mucous membrane of rectum 
came down like a tumor. (Have had hternorrhoids.) After stool, and 
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while sitting on the “ throne,” an aching pain in the rectum, extending 
upwards, and on t!ie left side. 

Feel weak, prostrated, half sick, and filled with a vague nausea.

and treacle, for toothache; 2 , National Recorder, Phila. (Am. Jourii. of 
Med. Hei., vol. xix, 1830, p. 207 ), a man was stung by a spider on his foot, 
dejilh ; 3 , Isaac Halse, M.D., Am. Journ. Med. Bci., vol. xxiv, 1839, p. 09, 
Mr. (i-, was stung on the glans penis by a large dark-brown spider, covert^d 
witfi hairs over the legs and body; 4 , F. Grinnell, M.D., Cincin. Jjaiicet 
and Ohs., vol. xix, 1870, p. 900, Mrs. W., was bitten on the tongue by a 
black spider (variety, Baltacus farniliaris). 

In ten to twelve hours, the hand, forearm, and lower half of the arm 
be(^anie swollen and extremely pallid, of a dark-yellowish color, and" cov- 
ered with a multitude of vesicles, accompanied by fever and anxiety. 
These symptoms lasted for six weeks,*. — The next day the lymphatic streaks 
were perceptible as high up as his knee, on which was a purple swelling, ^ 
— In one hour, writhing under the most acute suffering. Vorniting with 
great violence, and complaining of d(H3pseated pain in the alxlomen, ex- 
tending up into the chest, and of sensations of choking and suffocation. 
Tlie vessds of the back and neck were greatly distended, and of a dark 
hue. Pains and spasms along the spine ainl extremities,’*. — Instantly a 
j)ainful sensation, as though arising from several points, darted along the 
tongue, fmirifully affecting the tongue, jaws, and head. The effatts were 
instantaneous, and were eorn[)ared to a shock from an eleelrie battcu’y. 
The tongue seemed almost ])aralyzed, the utterance thi(‘k and heavy, and 
th‘i pains at the root of the tongue and in the lower jaw, especially at its 
articulation with the temporal bones, were most excruciating,*.

ARGENTUM NITRICUxM. 

The following, taken from the original, is deemed worthy of insertion, 
in place of the fragmentary reference \i\ volume i. 

lUs silber, Arzn. hetrachet. J)r. Krahmcr, Halle, 1845, p. 84. Quoted 
experiments of Schachert, Diss. de usu Argenti nitrici intermo, Regirnont, 
1837. 

He took ^ grain of Nitrate of silver in distilled water, frequent!}'’ re- 
peating the dose ; slight burning in the stomach. Afterwards took | grain. 
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then grain, daily. The burning sensation in the stomach became quite 
severe. The tongue showed in various places a dark-bluish color, and in 
the stomach there was a sensation of increased warmth and some nausea ; 
these symptoms disappeared after taking food. The stools and pulse were 
not aflected. Some time alter this, Schachert increased the doses to a grain, 
which he took an hour and a half after dinner. The burning in the throat 
was very severe. The tongue showed for several days a cli^’ty- brown color. 
The warmth in the stomach increased to nausea and retching, without 
actual vomiting, and after a tew hours gave place to a persistent, periodi- 
cally aggravated sensation of compression in the stomach. Towanis even- 
ing diarrlnna set in, and continued during the next day, with relief of the 
pressure in the stomach. The evacuations sr^emed thin, but their color was 
normal. In addition to these sometimes there was a distressing dull head- 
ache, seated especially in the forehead, and associated wlih a certain pros- 
tration and restlessness. Changes in respiration, pulse, and secretion of 
urine were not marked. On the third day all the symptoms of the drug 
action had disappeared. Eight days afterwards Schadiert took 1^ grain 
in the morning fasting, lie exj)erienced nausea and eli'oi't^ to vomit, lie 
felt unwell through the day and suffered from dull headache. 

Krahmer^s experimenif^ on. hhimlf, p. 119. — AVhen I began my experi- 
ment I was quite well and strong, but afterwards was sick, and my 
stonnudi suffered for many days after I had discontinued the use of the 
silver; I frequently had heartburn, from which I had Jiever before suff(*red, 
though these sym[)tonis gradually di.'iappeared. But in their place there 
s(K)n a[)peared an almost uninterrupted neuralgic pain in the ’eft infra- 
orbital region, which for some moments became most terribly severe, and 
lasted witli interruptions the whole following winter. At the same time 
the action of the heart became irregular, and the beats at times omitted, 
when I had a distinct disagreeable seination in the cliest. To this was 
added a constant sensation of faintness in the priccordial region. 1 
ibiuul that on turning my attention to the action of the heart its irregu- 
larity became more marked, but on moving about freely the sensation at 
times entirely disa[)peare(l. Upon my disposition these symptoms liad no 
effect. The j)aroxysins of anxiety at the heart were not associated with it. 
Physical movement was uninterrupted, only sudden violent muscular ac- 
tion, as lor example, jumping or rapid running upstairs, or after emotional 
excitement, caused violent palpitation ; the disagre^^ahle sensations were 
least marked in a horizoiital position, and in the evening in bed. Sleep 
was rarely disturbed by palpitation. Towards the end of the winter the 
attacks diminished in intensity. Physical signs of anything abnormal 
about the heart were entirely wanting, as I was assured by an emineiit 
medical friend. The next summer all morbid symptoms had entirely <lis- 
appeared. That these changes in my condition were really the results of 
the silver I have no manner of doubt; there is no other ex})lanati()n of 
them, and I make tiiis communication in hope that iny colleagues, who 
may have the opportunity to make similar observations, may be able to 
verify them. 

In observing the action of silver I have endeavored as far as possible to 
pay attention not only to all the subjective, but also to all the objective 
symptoms; changes in the pulse, temperature, and character of the urine 
have been especially observed. I lacked the proper apparatus to ascertain 
the amount of carbonic acid eliminated by respiration. 
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My average pulse in the rooming after rising was 66 ; at noon, soon after 
returning from my visits, 72 ; and in the evening, ordinarly 68. A strict 
milk diet for more than two weeks had no effect upon the character of the 
pulse. My temperature is from 29.6'^ to 80° R. I examined the urine, 
Keeping account of the total amount^ specific gravity, amount of water, 
quantity of uric acid, urea, and incinerated salts. 

In order to have correct data, 1 examined the urine from the 6th to the 
19th of October. I rise at 6 a.m., breakfast on two cups of coflfee, am 
busy reading or writing till 9, visit patients till 1, then take dinner; work 
till 5 in my office, make evening >fisits, take supper at 8, go to bed about 
11. Noon and evening I usually drink a glass of beer or wine. From 
Octob(‘r I9th to November 6lh, I kept a very strict regular diet ; took daily 
229.‘k7 grams of fresh milk, and 418.5 grams of white bread. 

October 26th, I took 0.1 grain crystals four times; 27th, same; 28th, 
0.2 grain ; 29th, the same ; 80th, 0.8 grain four times ; 31st, 0.4 grain four 
times; November 1st, 0.5 grain four times; 2d, 0.6 grain four times; 3d, 
0.8 grain four times; 4t}i, 1 grain four times; 5th, § grain four times. 

A consecpience of the strict diet was that the stools, which are usually 
regular, were affecited, so that October 21st, one was evacuated only after 
vioh'iit and painful effiu’t, and on the 28d there was no voluntary stool. 
After several hours’ effort to evacuate hard fteces, I took 1 ounce of castor 
oil. In the evening there was a hard painful stool, and the next morning 
a [)asty stool. On the 25th, repeated the oil, and the night of tlie 25th 
and 26th, took in addition an extra ounce of the oil. On the 28tli again 
took oil, also on the 29t]i, and from the 29th to the 2d of November, I 
took daily a tcaspoonlul of castor oil, so that the stools continued without 
great difficulty. After November 8d, 1 did not recjuire the oil, because 
the large amount of silver nitrate kept the fieces soft. November 2d, my 
stoma('li began to sulfer. At noon, after taking milk and bread, I experi- 
enced a {)ressing sensation of fulness in the epigastric region. November 
8(1, especially towards evening, the wliole abdomen was very tense. No- 
vember 4th, there was violent lieudache, and I could scairely force myself 
to take the necessary amount of nourishment. The night was restless ; I 
could not remain in bed after 4 o’clock. November 5th, I was still more 
averse to food, though the taste was natural and the tongue not coated. 
Through the day 1 had violent headache. The following night was very 
restless. 1 rose at 8 o’clock, and look nothing but a glass of milk before 
noon. The he<|j;iache was very violent. In the afternoon, after passing 
the last (pmntity of urine for examination, I took two cups of strong black 
coffee, after which I leit (|uite relii'ved. Supper was relished, but the next 
day 1 could tak(' but a very small quantity of food on account of heart- 
burn. The action of the silver seemed to cause a sensation of satiety, and 
iny stomueb seemed to need* less nourishment than in a state of health. 
In the morning I took ] grain in a pill form with white sugar dry on the 
tongue. 1 immeditUidy ex{)erienced a very bitter taste, followed by warmth 
in the tip of the tongue, then in the pharynx, after which these two symp- 
lonus seemed to alternate with each other. I drank a little distilled water, 
which was followed by slight eructations, and a sensation of catarrh in the 
fauces and larynx. At noon, before dinner, I dissolved my dose in a 
draclim of distilled water. I experienced a sweetish taste and feeling of 
warmth in the mouth. Three hours after dinner took ^ grain in distilled 
water. 1 he sensations were the same as before, but perhaps mure severe. 
The scraping sensation in the pharynx provoked hawking and coughing.

After a quarter of an hour I had a pcuisation of warmth between the scap- 
uhc and sternum, which gradually became a pinching and slight pressure 
in the epigastric region. This was followed by tasteless eructations. The 
next moi:ning I took 1 grain in watei,and had only a very bitter taste. 
After ten minutes there was only very transient ’mui^ea. 

The relation of the urea to the «olid constituents in my case is somewhat 
less than the average given by Hiinon in his Handbook I had an average 
of 26.0 per cent, of urea, perhaps dependent upon the pecidiarity of my 
diet, which is generally vegetable. Under the etfects of tlie milk diet this 
per cent, rose to 37.6, and the amount of uric acid became quite small, 
which during rny ordinary diet was 0.6, hut was now reduced to 0.040 ; the 
amount of solid constituents was uoi essentially changed by the silver, nor 
was the atnount of urea perceptibly ch inged ; the average was 33.0 per 
cent.; the whole amount daily excreted wa^ l.h gram. Uric acid entirely 
disappeared from the urine under the iutlueuee of the silver. The amount 
of incinerated salts during the milk diet reinainefl very comtant. After 
sev(iral days’ use of the silver it rosp .slightly. In the evening of November 
6th, there was found 0.127 gram of pure silicic acid ; so far as I know no 
analysis of urine has shown a like amount of silicic acid. No clmnges were 
noticed in the circulation or temperature. Silver was not found in the 
urine.

Loss of ap])etite atsu[)per, for two successive days,‘‘^ — Immediately after 
drinking it slic felt a burning pain in the throat, which persisted ; five min- 
utes afterward violent pain at the j)it of the stomach, lasting a quarter of 
ail hour; at the same time warmth and sweat, which obliged her to change 
her chemise. There was also some nausea. Atjtheend of half an hour 
a small stool, with colic. After this painful cramp of the stomach, an 
almost irresistible desire to sleep followed. I arrived forty minutes after the 
u(s*ident. I fouml the patient in bed, face red, pulse frei^uent, skin hot, 
panting, complaining of nothing but sleepiness, — Immediately seized with 
a violent burning in th(‘. stomach, followed by coii(!S,‘'l — Feeling as if the 
abdomen were all slit down; worse on stooping,^'*'. — The first effect was to 
make the toes itch dreadfully, keeping her from sleep the greater part of 
the night. The second cffecUs, those which troubled her most, and were 
the most })ainful, [)rescnt(‘d themselves in the morning; the face was swol- 
len and painful, the j)ain beiitg smarting, particularly under the eyes ; 
th(‘re was gr(*at heat in tiio fac<’ ; the patient presenting, be it remarked, 
the three eluiracteristies of inflammation, swelling, pain, and heat. Be- 
sid<‘s tln‘S(‘ sym[)toms, blot(du‘s came out on the cheeks and the forehead, 
which, togdher with the swollen condition, did not disa{)pear for three 
days, then hmving the face n)uglj,‘‘^ — l^d’ysi[)elas extending over the left 
cheek, from under border of tlie lower maxilla to sea ip, with intolerable 
irritation, ami eonsiderable constitutional disturbance,^'. — Thursday 1 to(^k 
four pilnh‘s of Ai’nica 3d, and three the next day. Towards evening my 
face ached. Next morning I felt V(uy poorly, I took one pilule early, and 
anotluu' about 12 m., but my fma* got worse, and by evening I had every 
appearama; of erysipelas, hud to go to bed, eover it with flour, and take 
Bidl. and Aeonile diligently. During this time I felt extremely ill. I re- 
inaimMi in bed till Monday morning, by which time the swelling had gone 
down, ami I gradually got better. I have had erysipelas so often that I 
am always nervous about it. A few days later, after two globules of the 
20()ih ill one tfay, and one globule the next day, was from home from 9.45 
.\.M. to 4 r.M., in aftd out of sliops. About au hour after 1 eame in my 
face got hot and began to swell, but slightly. However, it was stiff and 
uncomfortable, so 1 took Aconite, and tliougb I am still redder than usual 
and a little stiff, I have had no other ill eftect,*'^ — A gentleman, sixty-five 
years of age, slipped and scraped the lower part of his back, to which the 
tincture of Arnica was a[){)lied. lii a short time a good deal of itching 
was felt in the back, which caused the parts to be rubbed vigorously. On 
examination the skin was found to be already greatly congested, and the 
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irritation of the parts increased during the day and night. On the next 
day the skin of the back, nearly to the shoulders, was in a state of active 
hypeijernia, and already covered with innumerable papules. The inflam- 
matory process spread rapidly downward nea.dy to the knees, and forwards 
ii[)on the abdomen and genitals. In a few day.*> these parts presented all 
the characteristic appearances of acute eczema in its various stages of pro- 
gression ; general hypericmia, papules, vesicles, excoriating and exuding 
surfaces, and crusts. The subjective symptoms wore intense Itchhig, sting- 
ing, and burning in thesfe parts. Scarcely any clothing could be borne in 
contact with the skin by day, and sleep for a few nights w*^*s* almost impos- 
sible, but the system generally was only slightly disturbed, — [920.] In 
the mornirtg every part of the integument which had been toucht;! with 
the Arnica was slightly red and swollen, er-thematous (second day) ; 
swelling and redness increased, some fever (t hi ni day) : vesicles between 
fingers and upon the left kiiee (fourth day ) ; vesicles upon ])ortions of all 
the integuments (except eyelids) with whicli the Arnica had come in con- 
tact, eczema (fifth day ) ; eye nearly well ; integiimoiits less s\y()lleii ; eoii- 
siderable itching and burning ; pustules around the margins of the aflected 
parts (sixth day) ; imense itching and burning, and itching of the thorax 
and abdomen. An examination showed a profuse redness or vascular con- 
gestion of the entire surface, and the presence of what Wilson wiaild prob- 
ably call eczema erythematosum (seventh day ) ; eruption on body disap- 
pearing; crusts forming on legs; fingers nearly well (eighth to twelfth 
day); crusts clearing; pruritus disappearing; new skin looking healthy 
(thirteenth to fifteenth day), A gentleman, sixty years old, api)lied to 
his right arm above the eliiowa fomentation ol tincture of Arnica on two 
successive days. The part became generally re<ldened and swollen in a 
few days, and the day after the applications were made he consultccl ine. 
The arm from the elbow to the shoulder was considerably sw()llen, of a 
vivid redness, and covered over the lower halt of this district with a very 
tliiek eruptiou of pa])ules, many of which were already partially conv(Ulea 
into pimples. Great itching and burning was felt in the part, which grad- 
ually ceased as the inflammation subsided. The etfloreseeuee under treat- 
ment did not [)rogress to the vesicular stage,* and the skin returned to its 
noi’rnal state in ten or fourteen days subsequently,^”. Arm began to swell 
and hr( 3 Hk out with little ])apules,"then with vesicles, and filially to become 
excoriated. The whole arm became intensely red ; the swelling, itching, 
and burning, accompanied with piain, being very great, and the diseharge 
of seTum constant from the excoriated surface,®\-~8welling followed a 
strained wrist, to which w’as applied Arnica; a vesicular erysipelas ()i the 
whole arm followed, lasting three weeks. A year after he had erysipelas 
of the leg, after applying Arnica to au excoriation. He used a gargle ot 
15 or 20 drops of the tiucture to a glass of water for toothache; the niouth 
and lips heeame inflained ; a .severe ery.sipela.s of the faee followed, winch 
lasted ten days,'^^ — To a sprained wrist I applied a weak solution of tinc- 
ture of Arnica. In a few days a few small papules appeared on the .skin, 
but they quickly disappeared, and the surface seemed sound. About six 
days later I came in contact with a nettle, which stung the wrist very 
slightly. On the same evening violent irritation of |he part set in, ami 
tiie skin of the wrist and forearm, exactly corresponding to the early ap- 
plication of the tincture, became hot, painful, and affected with an biiol- 
erable itching and burning sensation. The following day it was muen 
worse. The skin was much inflamed, and the pain extended up tiie arm 
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to th« axilla, the absorbents being very painful. The skin was red, brawny, 
and covered with patches of an eczematous character, — Inflammation of 
the hand, which acquired a scarlatinous redness, and erysipelas followed, 
— A gentleman, let. fifty-two years, dressed his sprained knee with fomen- 
tations of.tincture of Arnica and water. After two days' use the knee be- 
came red, the redness extending down the leg nearly to the ankle, and 
upon this surface there was developed in a few days a general eruption of 
papules. A sirnilaV process, but of less severity, ensued a day or two 
later upon the inner surface of the corresponding part of the other leg. 
The efflorescence upon the legs did not pass into the vesicular stage gener- 
ally, hut remained at its height for a week, and then very gradually sub- 
sided under treatment. Three days after the use of the fomentations, an 
inflainniatiou of the skin of the face began, which increased in severity 
until 1 saw him, a week after the injury. His whole face was then very 
much swollen, of a deep red color, and covered with papules and vesicles 
towards its periphery, whilst upon the central portions was a very free ex- 
udation of serum from many excoriated points, which in parts had stiffened 
into crusts. The vesicles and papules of the forehead were arranged in 
j)n)minetjt and isolated clusters of two or three individuals *ea(;h. The 
subjective symptoms were mainly intense itching, with slight burning, and 
considerable suffering was thereby ot^casioned for several days,^\ — Erysip- 
elas in the course of twelve hours. A band of inflammation about three 
iiK'hes in width, and nearly encircling the ankle-joint; color dusky pur{)le, 
the upper part raised into large flattened blebs, the lower part slightly sup- 
purated, the foot and leg somewhat mdematous; the swelling extended sev- 
eral inches ; the whole most exquisitely tender, and appearing like a severe 
scald or burn more than anything else; the general disturbance was very 
sliglit, except from want of sleep; one eye was slightly inflamed, and the 
eyelids were swollen ; a small patch of erysipelas on the ])aim of the right 
hand,'’^'. — Two days afterward enormous swelling of the knee and of the 
thigh. Two days later diminution of the swelling, hut appearance on the 
knee of an eczematous eru[)ti()n, with crowded lenticular bulhe, which 
lusted three weeks. The compresses having naturally touched the right 
knee, there was eczema liere also, less severe but quite as lasting; it was 
also upon the fingers of the hand which had touched the Arnica. The 
eruption was very paiufub’’^ — Violent twitchings, extreme anxiety, a feel- 
ing of constriction at the level of the attachments of the diaphragm, pale- 
ness, cold sweat, pulse small and frequent, convulsive movement in the 
liiuhs, alternating with trembling of the whole hody/^ — [ 930 .] Aftertwenty 
minutes he had a violent headache, vertigo, nausea, and vomiting; these 
lasted an hour, followed by drowsiness and deep sleep,'’®. — Obstinate vom- 
iting, vertigo, convulsions, . — Violent vomiting, intense headache, choleraic 
diari’luea, epigastric pains and colics, general weakness, shivering of the 
extremities, pulse very slow and small, — In five minutes his pulse fell 
from 70 to 04; at first irregular, it soon became thready and evaded the 
finger. He experienced an unendurable priecordial anguish ; it .seemed to 
him that Ins heart stop[)ed, an<l was going to cease to beat ; in fact on ap- 
plying the hand to the pr.Tcordial region, one perceived the feebleness and 
ifitermission of the cardiac contractivms. His face grew pale and almost 
immediately a great museular weakness followed; his knees failed him and 
he felt a desire to sit down, which he could resist only by a strong effort 
of the will. There were fil)rillar contractions of isolated muscular fascicuhe, 
Cv^pecially manifest in the region of the jaws, and a sort of constriction of 
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the temples. We follow with the flogerg the spinous processes of all the 
dorsal yertebrse. The pressure does not give rise to any phenomenon, but 
as the finger descends and presses on the dorsal vertebrae a lively and sud- 
den sensation of illness is felt, and some involuntary jerks in the muscles of 
the nape of the neck and of the back ; the head is thrown backward, tlie 
trunk is upright. At the level of the last dorsal vertebra the sensation of 
illness provoked by the pressure is so great that the p/itient shrinks from 
our observation. This rather strange localization of the pain, on the level 
with the last dorsal vertebra, seems to us remarkable; we will attentively 
study the phenomena which accompany it. Pressure develops pain in the 
waist at this point only, these pains radiate to the epigastrium ; the patient 
complains of suffocation, and of a sensation like a weight on the chest. 
These rather alarming symptoms did not last more than twenty minutes. 
After half an hour there was onl}^ great weakness, depressi()n, palene^-s, a 
sensation of emptiness in the head, a slight trembling of the Ininds, some 
nausea, then great sleepiness. This eondilion lasted until evening. At 10 
p.M. the pulse was still feeble and irregular, temperature C. ; the 

night was pretty good. The illness terminated tin? next day by some loose 
stools, with tenesmus,^*.

She said she had been unable to get about for the last fortnight, and that 
for some weeks previously she had had considerable diffieully in doing so 
(after three months),^®'. — Swelling of feet (one case),”®. — Sen.-ation of fuz- 
ziness in tlie soles of the feet, with formication and pain ; this numbness 
and painful sensation gradually extended up the calves and thighs, asso- 
ciated with pains, which the patient described as if caused l»y cutting iu- 
striiments,'*'*. 

Generalities . — Emaciation,"’'’ ^®*, etc. — Extreme emaciation, — 
Hank witii typhoid symptoms,'”. — The woman sank in a typhoid state four 
days and twenty hours after taking the poison,”’®. — When seen at the end 
of three months she was in bed, looking pale and haggard,**®'. — Found ill 
at 3 P.M., hut she would not at first speak or take anytliing. Afterwards 
she took what Was offered. There was great pain in stomach, freejnent se- 
vere voniitings; occasional hiccough. She continued about thirty-eight 
liours in this state; was then seized with occasional slight convulsive at- 
tacks, and died in a convulsion, upwards of forty hours after she was first 
seen by the neighbors,'”*. — [3410.] In about an hour she w^as brought in in a 
state of exhaustion ; pulse scarcely perceptible ; skin cold ; pupils fixed ; in- 
capable of answeriug when spoken to; pressure in episgastric rc'gioii gave 
exc‘essive pain, under which she w'OuldwTithe and utter somejrn perfect sound ; 
tongue dry; appeared to wish for drink constantly. The washing.s of tlie 
stcunach returned tinged with blood; died,'**®. — Found in b(*d yawning and 
retching a little, and complaining of headache, sickness, and pain in the 
bowels. Thirst, a sense of coldness, and a little vomiting. Four hours later she 
suddenly became blue in the face, made one or two inspirations, and expired 
without a struggle, ”1 — Arsenical poisoning, which begins with conjuncti- 
vitis, sparkling eyes, and anasarca, simulating increased fat; ending with 
a hiclebound skeleton slowdy sinking to the tomb,”*. — They all appeared 
sufl'ering from the same complaint, nor could they well explain how' they 
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felt. At night they were wor^e than in the daytime, and always very rest- 
less, the muscles of the face being marked by a kind of twitching,"^*.— In 
one case (Flecker), if he intermits it for fourteen days, he feels stiff in the 
feet, with general lassitude and craving for another dose. If he takes a 
full’ dose he brings a great deal of wind off his stomach,*'^®.— After spend- 
ing some time in her room, she would come out thoroughly exhausted ; was 
very “ logy,” became bloated, and was generally running down. For some 
time she had had an ulcer on the face, which had not yielded to medical 
treatment,'*’®. — His case was similar to that of the lady first mentioned, was 
marked, however, by more violent febrile manifestations and delirium, and 
he was for some time in danger of his life. One eye was lost by the sequelje 
of conjunctivitis, and the other permanently injured. He was for a long 
time unable to sleep,^"^-- Found lying on stairs apparently in great agony, 
and complaining of a burning pain in the stomach, with violent retching, 
headache, and great thirst (first night). In the morning much better, her 
face flushed and swollen, and she complained of burning pain in the stom- 
ach, headache, and dizziness (second day Great pain and burning 
heat in the stomach, headache, immediate thirst, vomiting and purging, 
with olive-green alvine discharges, tension of the abdomen, the face swollen, 
cold chills, alternating with flushes of heat; light painful to eyes; bear- 
ing pains more or less constant in the loins (first day). Unable to endure 
a strong light; pulse 130; this rapid circulation was accompanied with 
constant sensations of fainting ; bearing pains, with the pain in the loins 
somewhat abated (second day). Pain in loins constant, with occasional 
bearing down of the womb, the thirst rather less urgent, the pulse 110, 
headache, vertigo", great intolerance to light, the tongue white and moist, 
tlie skin hot, frequent palpitations of the heart, and a (jonstant sengation of 
fainting; a numbness extending from the right side down to the foot; the 
burning sensation of the .stomach was excited and increased by the motion 
of the child mutero ; the face was flushed and swollen, and the tongue 
and lips sore, which extended along the course of the oesophagus (third 
day). Violent headaehe, and to the light she had still great objection, 
as it immediately on aeeession increased the headache ; at tiimes the 
heart palpitated strongly, the thirst was considerable, the pulse 100, the 
tongue less charged and moist, the child in iitero moved with vigor, and 
whenever this occurred the pain in the stomach was increased, witli nausea 
(fourth day ). Pulse continued at or about 100 for a fortnight afterward. 
She went her full time, and a very fine girl was born, after a sale but linger- 
ing labor, — Urgent thirst somewhat allayed by frequently washing 
month with cold water (lirst day). All passed a restless night; the vom- 
iting in each had greatly abated', the pain in the stomach still violent, which 
they all compared to a furnace, or hot irons; alvine discharges changing 
to a proper color, but intermixed with streaks of green, and highly offen- 
sive ; skin hot and dry ; the pulse quick, varying in each case from 100 to 
130, great thirst, and violent headache; tongue white and moist (second 
day). Face swollen, with a fixed redness, more or less under the eyes and 
on the cheek-bones; vomited two or three times in the course of the night, 
by drinking too copious draught of the diluents, and each complained of 
the tongue and lips being sore and swollen. In the evening the febrile 
symptoms had a little abated, the pain in the stomach was intense, occa- 
sionally remitting, and again returning with increased violence, with nau- 
sea and vomiting, much pain in the head, considerable thirst, and bowels 
open (third day). Febrile symptoms subsided. They complained of a 
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variety of singular nervous affections, tingling and burning sensations in 
the hands and feet (fourth day ), 234235 _|- 3420 .] Burning sensation in 
the stomach, vomiting, inordinate thirst, headache, face swollen, tension of 
the abdomen ; purgative symptom moderate; countenance flushed, partic- 
ularly on the upper part of the cheeks (first day). Pulse 00 , skin tem- 
perate, tongue moist and cleaner; the vomiting had subsided, but the stom- 
ach was in great pain ; he complained of extreme lassitude ; face flushed 
(second day). Pain in stomach occasionally troublesome, appetite return- 
ing, face less swollen, but flushed and red under the eyes and on the cheek- 
bones, extending towards the ears (third day ), 2“*.— She was found in bed 
early in the evening suffering much from sickness, vomiting, and purging. 
Continued to get worse all night. Next nv^rning the symptoms were much 
like those oC cholera, except that the vomited mattcr'was like thin coffee- 
grounds. She was extremely sullen and silent, would net answer any ques- 
tion, and would rather suffer thirst than for drink. Pulse feeble, tongue 
white, epigastrium tender. Next day symj>toms much aggravated. Coun- 
tenance had assumed a sunken aspect and dark leaden hue. Kverytlung 
taken into the stomach was immediately rejected, and the purging was also 
frequent, with pain and straining. This state continued with little varia- 
tion till next morning, when she died convulsed, sixty hours after the first 
symptoms were noticed,^’®. — Some restlessness during tlie night, with watch- 
fulness and slight pain in stomach. In morning she became sick and com- 
plained of great thirst; the pain in stomach had become much more in- 
tense. During the day sickness increased, and she was repeatedly purged ; 
countenance looked pinched and extremities cold. Frot%this state she 
soon rallied, and next night (Wednesday) she became cheerful and slept 
comfortably, though she was distressed once or twice by the thirst, which 
still affected her. Thursday morning she was worse, being (told and 
drowsy; she was evidently dying; facte pale and anxious; extremities 
cold and bedewed with clammy sw(mt; pulse hardly perc'cptiblo ; and 
she lay in a state of incipient coma. From this time (9 o’clock) she 
became more and more comatose, and gradually sank at — 

Eyes a little suffused, with slight lividity of the inner portion of the 
under lids; skiu moist, pulse accelerated, small and feeble; vomited sev- 
eral times freely, and in the meantime had a copious natural dcjt'clion ; 
at first formed, and afterwards liquid, without blood ; while at stool vom- 
ited upon the floor about two ounces of porridge-like matter, tiup^d yellow 
with bile, 2 -^ — Vomiting and purging; vomiting at first very violent arul 
frequent; occasional purging, sometimes of bl(K>d ; soreness of the mouth, 
and pain of the throat, stomach, and bowels; hoarsenc^ss and o})pressed 
breathing (up to fifth day); pulse 120 , full, s(^ft, and regular; skin hot 
and dry; tongue parched aud excoriated; throat spotted inwardly with 
little white ulcers ; voice hoarse and feeble; breathing hurried and labo- 
rious; swallowing painful and difficult; the bcdly round, swollen, and 
painful, but not tender to the touch ; very exhausted, and complained of 
general soreness (fifth day) ; pulse 120 , and throbbing ; breathing diffi(*ult; 
tongue red and parched ; gums tender and shining, without salivation ; 
soreness in the throat, des(>’ending along the gullet into the chest, and there 
was an excoriation on each side of the uvula, a white ulcer on the left 
tonsil, and redness and tenderness of the rest of the throat and hack of the 
palate ; she swallowed with such difficulty that a small quantity of any 
liquid caused violent gasping, hurried cough, and much pain ; she com- 
plained further of sickness and dull pain, aud tenderness in the stomach 
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and bowels, and likewise of pain in the feet and legs. The vomiting con- 
tinued to recur throughout the day. In the evening the fever had in- 
creased ; the f)ains in the feet and legs were more severe; and she com- 
plained of soreness and tenderness of the labia pudeudi ; though in neither 
situation could any unnatural appearance be discovered (sixth day); some 
delirium in the evening (seventh day); fever lessened in the morning and 
increased at niglit (seventh and eighth days); about midnight taken with 
labor pains, and in three hours brought forth a stillborn fmtus, weighing 
nineteen ounces, and apparently betw(!en the fifth and sixth month. The 
delivery was difficult and distressing ; and although there was no flooding, 
she was so feeble she was not expected to live (eighth day); fever continued 
with morning remissions and evening exacerbations (ninth to twelfth day); 
pain in hamls like those in feet (eleventh day) ; want of power in the feet 
and hands, and so severe pain in them that she could not sleep without 
()|)ium (twelfth day) ; headache, restlessness, fever, loss of appetite (tw^enty- 
eeventh day) ; her sufferings went on increasing steadily, her strength de- 
cayed, and i^he died on the forty-fifth day with symptoms of low fever, — 
The Arsenic is taken pure in some warm liquid, as coffee, fasting, beginning 
with a bit the size of* a pin’s head, and increasing to that of a })ea. The 
complexion and general appearance are much improved, and the parties 
using it seldom look so old as they really are. The first dose is always 
follovv(‘d by slight symptoms of poisoning, such as burning pain in the 
stomach and sickness, but not vc‘ry severe. Once begun it can only be left 
off by very gradually diminishing the daily dose, as a sudden cessation 
causes siekness^bu ruing pains in tlie stomach, and other symptoms of poi- 
soning, very speedily followed by death. As a rule Arsenic- eaters are very 
long-lived, and are peculiarly exempt from infectious diseases, fevers, etc. ; 
but unless they gradually give up the practice invariably die suddenly at 
last. Jn some Arsenic works near Salzburg, the only men who can stand 
tke w^ork for any time, are those who swallow daily doses of Arsenic, the 
fumes, etc., .soon killing the others, — About an hour after taking my first 
dose ( I took the same quantity, 3 grains, daily for three months), there 
followi'd s'ight ])er.spiration, with griping pains in the bowels, and after 
thr(*e or four hours a loose evacuation; this was followed by a keen a])pe- 
tite, and a feeling of excitement. With the exception of the pain, the 
same symptoms follow every increase of the dose. 1 subjoin as a caution, 
(bat it is not advisable to begin Arseiiic eating before the age of twt'lve 
or alter thirty years. Evil consequences only ensue from a long-continued 
interruption. From circumstances I am often obliged to leave it ()d‘ for 
two (.)r ihret' days, and I feel only slight languor and loss of ap})etite, and 
] roMitne taking Arsenic in somewhat smaller doses. Once on the third 
day of the seeoiid week, after living off the dose, I was attacked with 
faintness, de])ressiou of spirits, mental weakness, and a total loss of the 
little ap[)etite 1 still had; sleep also entirely dcvserted me. On the fourth 
day 1 had violent palpitation of the heart, accompanied by profuse per- 
spiration. Inflammation of the lungs followed, and I was laid up for nine 
weeks, the same as on the first occasion of leaving off Arsenic. Had 1 not 
been bled 1 should most likely have died of apoplexy. As a restorative 
I resumed the Arsenic-eating in smaller doses, ^‘‘^‘.—First appeared irrita- 
tion of the mucous membrane, causing diarrhoea and vomiting, with vari- 
ous other symptoms of severe gastric^ derangement, resulting in permanent 
indigestion; also incessant severe cold in the head, which, in one instance, 
lasted for several years without being touched by any remedy ; ulcerated

throats, with acute inflamirmtion, resembling diphtheria and quinsy; 
severe spasmodic cough, spasmodic asthma, bronchitis, and congestion of 
the lungs; soreness of the mouth, lips, and bmgue, which appeared as if 
scalded in patches ; inflammation of the eyes and eyelids (the conjumrtiva 
invai’iably being' bright red), in one case threatening absolute loss of sight; 
congestion and torpidity of the liver, with the various symptoms resulting 
th(;refVom, and severe bilious and feverish attacks. There was, in short, 
irritation of every organ. In many cases, if not in all, the action of the 
heart was weakened, and in some palpitation frecpiently occurred. There 
were pains in various parts of the body, especially acroso the slmulders, 
down the spine and limbs, also in the joints, which were often stiff and 
swollen ; scaling of the skin and irritating e»’uptioiis, which no remedy ever 
relieved except Turkish baths. The effects upon the nervous systein were 
most remarkable, producing a tboroufrhly shattered coustilution ; gn^at 
irritability, depression, and tendency to tears. These hitler symptoms were 
o^specially marked in the children, and also in servants who had come to 
the house in ordinarily good health, and who each became affected by de- 
grees as above described. The list also includes giddiness, headache, acute 
earache, and neuralgia; bleeding at the nose ; frightful dreams; faintncvss; 
cramps, rigor and numbness of the limbs; rigid spasms and convulsions. 
The last symptoms developed in the worst cases were loss of memory, and 
threatenings of paralysis; also spasms, with twitching of the body and 
limbs,^^^. — Ailer about twelve hours, when on the stool, he suddenly felt 
great diffi(‘ulty in breathing, with cramp in the chest, hands, and arms; 
immediately afterwards the cramp attacked both calves, iwid he became 
very cold all over and stiff, so that he became completely helpless, and had 
to be entirely lifted into bed. Violent vomiting very soon set in, and the 
cramp became more severe in the calves, though it did not again affect the 
chest and arms. The breathing, however, continued to he much oppressed 
for two hours. He was by this time in a state of gr('at prostration ; coun- 
tenance strangely anxious, and very restless; skin cold and clammy; pulse 
very feeble and frequent ; eyes deeply sunken and surrounded with a well- 
marked dark border; lips and tongue parclu'd, with great thirst; hreath- 
iiig slow and much oppressed; sometimes sighing; burning pain in stom- 
ach, increased on pressure, and inclination to vomit; extremities icy cold 
in spile of hot applications ; had had severe vomiting, with griping pain 
in bowels, and jiurging ; also cramps, first in Chest and arms, and afterwards 
in calves. Alter a few minutes most violent cramps came on in both calves, 
causing intense suflering, and rendering the muscles hard and knotty. The 
cramj) came on almost every fifteen minutes, lasting a few rniuntes each 
time; the slightest movement, such as turning in bed, seemed at once to 
excite the spasm. Violent vomiting of a greenish-yellow fluid akso occurred 
at intervals. Brandy and all warm drinks were almost immediately re- 
jected, hut a little cold water was retained. Mustard ])lasters applied to 
the spine, chest, and calves, were scarcely felt by him,^^^ — One man got a 
sore mouth ; another had every symptom of a cold, and felt a general stiff- 
ness of the limbs; a woman was in the room for half an hour, and her 
throat became rough and remained so for some days. A paperhanger in 
the same neighborhood remarked that his mouth was always sore when he 
put on green paper, and his men often spoke of their eyes becoming in- 
flamed and their hands ulcerated,’**^. — [3430.] The symptoms commenced 
within a half to three-quarters of an hour after eating dinner. They had 
faintness, nausea, and incessant vomiting, with a burning pain in the epi- 
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gastrium, increased on pressure, and gradually extending over the whole 
abdonien, followed by headache and severe diarrhoea, with a sense of con- 
striction and heat in the fauces and throat, great thirst, and in some pain- 
ful respiration. Pulse quick and very feeble, from 100 to 180; cold, 
clammy skin, with very severe cramps in the legs in those who had diarrhoea. 
Some of the men had tumefaction of the penis. The above symptoms w'ere 
found in all the men. Some were collapsed. A great many had severe 
cramps in their legs until 11 o’clocfk at night, and some little pains in the 
abdomen for several days. Ten of the men had slight gastritis. One man 
had and still has paralysis of the left arm and leg, and the sensibility of 
tlie skin is impaired; he complains of coldness in his limbs, — Three or 
four years after occupying the room, or perhaps a little earlier, she began 
to have a feeling of general malaise. The first thing she recalls is a sen- 
sation of exhaustion. It was especially difficult for her to rise in the 
morning, although awake at a very early hour. The debility increased as 
the ilhiess went on. She would feel quite well and strong for a time, and 
would at once experience the sense of prostration on making any attempt 
at movement, and at times, on any unusual mental exertion, making the 
duties of a housekeeper particularly onerous. She speedily increased con- 
siderably in weight, from about one hundred and twenty-five to one hun- 
dred and sixty pounds. This condition lasted for some months, and then 
gave place to emaciation. At certain intervals afterwards the various 
symptoms of the digestive, nervous, and circulatory systems, which I shall 
mention, a[)peare.d and increased in severity up to tlie time I saw her. The 
precise date {)f the access of each symptom is unknown, but each had 
shown itself, either continuously or at intervals, for a number of years be- 
fore. I found her in bed, perfectly prostrated, hardly able to move hand 
or foot ; with skin very dry and rough ; bands and feet cold or cool to 
myself and to the patient. Emaciation was marked ; a countenance nat- 
urally rosy had become sallow ; tongue inflamed, dry, cracked, with a 
browiii.^h coat in centre; gums also, dry and angry. The sensation of dry- 
ness was af)parcnt to herself, with a feeling as if the mouth were lined with 
flannel. No sensation of dryness or pain in the throat or oesophagus. 
Nausea often about 10 p.m., and nearly always when she aw'akened, but 
not during the night, unless she happened to be up and about for any pur- 
j)ose. At times [)ressure in the stomach; frequent thirst in the evening, 
seldom during the day ; capricious appetite. During her early years vshe 
had ol'teii had diarrha^a, but she bad been free from it for some years. Two 
or three years ago it came on at intervals; of late it had been more marked, 
the discharges watery ami painful. Her eyes had for some time shown 
signs of weakness and congestion. They had previously been very strong. 
At last she could not open the lids hi night without lifting them with her 
fingers. At the time I saw her there was marked conjunctivitis, as if from 
some external irritation. No headache, but an “ aching tired sensation” 
in base of brain. At times, during the past few years and never before, a 
tenderness in the neighborhood of the liver, which would, pass away alter 
slight diarrluea. A carbuncle or perhaps a large boil on the back was 
reported as having occurred three or four years before. The sleep was 
more easily disturbed than when in health, and she had often wakened 
chilly or feverish. The feet and legs, to the knees, were frequently cramped, 
and had been relieved by warm applications and frictions. The symptoms 
detailed had always been, to a certain extent, relieved during absence from 
home ; but in about ten days after her return the exhaustion and other 
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evidences of disease would recur, and soon be as bad as ever,^^\ — Invol- 
untary twitching of muscles, Constant jactitation,'^^—- Trembling 
—Nervous twitchings,«‘^\— Universal tremors,’''*^ Tremblings and spasms 

of extremities,*’’”. — Convulsive spasms,’’®®. - - Con vulsicms,**’’^ — [3440.] 
General convulsions,*®^— Convulsions with loss of consciousness, followed 
by colic,*”®.— Three spasms within an hour, the first one very severe, the 
second and third consecutively lighter (after six hours) ; slight spasm, con- 
fined to the muscles of the thighs and legs (alter seven hours),**®. —Violent 
spasms, and what she termed cramps in the legs, One was seized with 
convulsions, and died in about tive hours in a strong cc jvulsive fit,"®. — 
Convulsive tremors, “so that the bed shook under him,” accompanied by 
sensations of cold and extreme faintness®®®. — Fits resembling epiiepsy, 
except in the absence of frothing at mouth,®®®.- -Tiie little boy had been in 
convulsions, and was then in a semifcornatose state. The < hiid had felt 
chilly, and had been sick. In the evening the symptoms seemed some\shat 
relieved by the remedies adininisten.d, but during the night he lKK*ume 
worse; and his sister was also seized with convulsions, folh>wed by dysen- 
teric discharge from the bowels,*®®. — Convulsion followed convulsion in 
rapid succession, and so stifl' and rigid was the entire muscular system iluit 
no sort of external muscular force could have succeeded in producing the 
least amount of flexion of eithe** arm, leg, or other joint of the body, 
without producing lesion. So clenched were the teeth as scarcely to admit 
of the escape of the froth and contents of the im)Uth and stomach,*’®. — 
Found prone on the floor, body arched in a curve. As 1 took him by the 
hand and called him by name he instantly became so convulsed that three 
men could with difficulty restrain him. The paroxysin lastctl thirf) or 
forty se(M)n(ls. The convulsive paroxysms wore attended with wild, star- 
ing, bloodshot eyes, with imprecations and fearful ravings, and with mani- 
acal fury. When the convulsions ceased he invariably sank into a tem- 
porary prostration. His pulse dining the intervals was irregular, uneven, 
iutenniiteiit, and accelerated,*®®. — [3450.] In twelve hours he began to 1‘eel 
a stiffness of neck, wdili slight difficulty in swallowing ; the cuticle of s(*ro- 
tum peeled off entirely, leaving the cutis vera exposoii, inflamed, and bleed- 
ing ; both testes were enlargeil, and could not be touched ; great thirst and 
headache; the most distressing symptom was an indescribable sensation 
as if the hair was standing on end, and being pulled up by the mots. 
Stomach was irritable woth vomitiug, and epigastrium was painful on pres- 
sure. He had beeu purged twice freely, and said he felt as if his bowels 
were on fire,®**. — He appeared to be nearly i i articvlo mortis; his face, 
which had been swollen, having assumed the appearance of the true jactes 
hlppocratica. On examining the contents of the utensils in which he had 
vomited, a fluid was perceived of a yellowish and greenish color, and in 
two of them stercoraceous matter; the pulse was gone, his voice faint and 
tremulous; and he pointed to the abdomen in great agony. On examina- 
tion 1 discovered a very remarkable irregularity of surface, occasioned by 
the spasmodic contractions of the muscles of the abdomen, and even of the 
viscera ; this unevenness extended from the epigastric region to the pubis, 
and to the right and left hypochondrium. He complained of extreme 
faintness, and dreadful sickness. He had been violently purged ; the 
alvine secretions were all of a bright homogeneous green color, like paint. 
Each effort of vomiting and purging was preceded and followed by these 
painful gri[)ings and spasmodic contractions of the abdominal muscles. 
He also complained of great lieat in the stomach, which he coaipared to i| 
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♦furnace, or red hot irons, which sensation commenced at the tongue, and 
was felt throughout the course of the oesophagus to the cardia, or upper 
orifi(?e of the stomach ; insatiable thirst, violent headache, the eyes im- 
patient of light, hut the pupils sensible, and the extremities cold. The 
patient attempted in this dreadful state to get out of bed, to walk to the 
night table ; he was directly seized with vertigo, dimness of sight, and pal- 
pitation of the heart; he fell down, and went off into an epileptic lit; he 
was assisted on the bed, and in a few minutes recovered from the fit (first 
day). In the early part of the morning he had another attack of epilepsy; 
the symjjtornatic fever ran high, the pulse 120; he complained of spasmodic 
twitcliings about the chest and abdomen, ])alpitation of the heart, great 
languor, accompanied with a constant sensation of fainting, tongue white 
but not dry, occasional chills, followed by an increase of heat, headache, 
and vertigo (second day). Skin moist and more temperate, tongue less 
coated, not dry, but sore and swollen, the burning heat in the stomach 
rather less violent, and he expressed a degree of hunger; the j)ulse 98, 
sfiasmodic twitches in the arms and legs, with a cold sensation in the latter 
(third <lay). Tingling and burning sensations, beginning at the extremity 
of the fingers and gradually creeping to the shoulders ; sometimes one foot, 
and at others both atiected with a burning I'eel, commencing at the' toes 
and gradually .rising above the ankle-joint; palpitation of the heart, great 
depression of the spirits, with a perpetual sensation of swooning, ami fue- 
(ju(*nt twitchings of the muscles of the chest and abdomen, and of the 
upper and lower extremities (fourth day). Owitjg to eating a free portion 
of animal food he suffered a slight relapse of the fever and much pain in 
the stomach, also passed a restless night, with much thirst, and was again 
attacked with spasmodic twitchings in the chest and upper and lower ex- 
tremities (fifth day). He. complained of a very singular afiection in the 
upper and lower extremities; the arms were several times in the course of 
the (lay s(*iz(.!(i with a numbness and prickly feeling, accompanied with 
a sense of gretit , weight, like what is commonly called being asleep; 
and this symptom continued daily, more or less frerpiently, for six wei^ks, 
but, u])on raising the arms in an upright position, it immediately subsided. 
The same feeling almost as constantly attacked the legs, hut occasionally 
with and sometimes without the corresponding aflctdiou of the arms; the 
legs were some minutes longer affected, by rea.son of his not being able, as 
he himself observed, to [)la(;e them in the same jx^sitjon as the arms (ninth 
diiy — Burning heat in the stomach, much nausea, with vomiting and 
severe gripings, with purging, extreme faintness, palpitation of the heart, 
headache, trembling of the right arm, and right lower extremity (first 
diiy ). Four epilepti(; fits in the course of the night, j)rec(xled by violent 
pal[)itation ol' tlie heart, a(aa)mpanied with a peculiar tremulous action of 
the right arm and lower extremity; a considerable degree of symptomatic 
fever, insatiable thirst, a white hut moist tongue, the face flushed, the res- 
piration hurried. l*ulse 120, irregular and contracted, frequent gripings 
in tiie bowels, and spasmodic twitcliings in the musclq^ of the (diest and 
abdomen (second day). Much fever, respiration hurried and great thirst, 
violent and incessant palpitation of tlie heart; the fits had recurred twuce 
in the night ; he had had no sound sleep; if he went into a doze, he woke 
sudden)}' and mucli agitated; the pulse 120; spasmodic twitches, w'ith 
tremor in the right arm ami lower extremity, violent headache, and the 
eyes painfully affected by light; constant vertigo, which was increased if 
^he attempted to sit up in bed, or upon the slightest exertion (third day).

Only one attack of the epileptic fit in the ni^ht, and had slept three or 
four hours towards the morning; pulse 100, breathing less hurried and 
more natural (fourth day). A relapse of the fit in the night, preceded by 
})alpitation of the heart and tremulous agitation of the right arm and 
lower extremity ; the fit lasted nearly two hours (fifth day). On the eighth 
day an epileptic fit at 8 p.m., and it returneti daily and periodically about 
the same hour every evening for a fortnight afterwards; the fit generally 
lasted nearly two hours, and he required, from the violence of his^struggles, 
the assistance of several persons to hold him vvhilst the epilepsy continued. 
()n recovering he looked wild, forgot where he was, and talked incohe- 
rently, and as he gradually emerged fn)m this state, ccmplained of extreme 
languor, w^ilh great ])rostratioii of strength. Towards the latter end of the 
second week, the fit became shot ter and ’ess severe, aiid he sooner recovered 
when out of it; and at the expiration of a fortnight fiom the first elfects 


of the poison, he enjoyed an interval of seven or eight days without a re- 
lajise ; hopes were then entertained that ho w^ould recover, ‘’the fits becom- 
ing every day shorter, and recovery from each more rapid and complete.” 
But they again returned with the same or even greater degree of violence, 
and he has been afflicted wdth fits up to the present time; he appears to 
have outgrown his strength, possesses very delieato stamina, and serious 
apjirehensious are still entertained of the result, Vomiting in the course 
<){' half an hour ; soon afterwards, several dejections. Vomiting and purg- 
ing, at short intervals, continued through the day. Evacuations consisting 
mostly of a serous fluid and bile. (Quantity vomited during the day. 
amounted to six or eight (juarts by estunation. In the afteni(»on, on at- 
tenqiting to walk from one bed to another, he fell down sensele. s, was con- 
vulsed, had cramp in extremities, and was cold. At 7 in the evening, 
seventeen hours after taking the medicine, found him as follows : Extremi- 
ties cold, bathed in perspiration; skin blue and corrugated, feeling as if 
parboiled; no pulse perceptible at wrist ; pulsations ot carotids rapid ami 
iluttering; eyeballs retracted in orbits; countenance livid; voise Imsky 
and guttiiraf; extreme thirst; distress at epigastrium ; frequent vomiting; 
miml clear ; whole a[)pearance like that ot a person affecKal with malig- 
nant cholera. Cramps and coldness of extremities increased, vision fiiiled, 
voice faltered, throat became dry, tongue swollen, annoyed by hicimiiglis, 
dcliriiiui, and at last death, "'“.—Arsenical ointment was applied ( to cure 
chronic iidlainmation) to the breast of a woman, aged thirtv-nme, the 
cuticle having been removed. The first application was 
and was immediately followed by severe violent burning in the breast. 
Violent headache, tiurst, .sickness, and occasional retelling, niimhness in 
arms and legs, slceple-ssness, and los.s of appetite supervened in a short 
time. The application was repeated daily till 2otli. On this day the |)ain 
ill the breast became intolerable; there was faintness am i.alpitalioii. 
Jnfiammatorv action extended from the breast to the shoulder and arm. 
On the evening of the 2t!th she had severe pain in belly. On the ^itli Uie 
rioiiits of the sore not sloughing were smeared with ointment. y\l)oiit I 
r.M., she was seized with a kind of fit, with lividiiy oi the taee, loamnig at 
the mouth, and moaning. She continued unconscious tor several minutes 
and on regaining eonsciousiiess, said she had been in a ijnecr p ace, la 
she felt as it were a dart go through her, that she then became insensible, 
and had no further recollection of what happened to her during tlie i t. 
In thealiernoon she felt more comfortable. Between .l and lb r.M., she 
suddenly said, “ There it is again,” was off in a ht, and died immedialel), . 
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— Cramp attacked his legs and stomach ; the muscles of the former were 
spasmodically contracted, and the abdomen was also rigid and tender. In 
the intervals of the paroxysm of the pain he lay with his eyes half closed; 
tongue covered with a creamy fur. The breathing soon became more rapid 
and rather difficult, and accompanied by an increasing lividity ot‘ face. 
rXhe spasms continued, but never attained to anything like general convul- 
sions, — Great muscular activity and aptitude for walking, — Agita- 
tion, '‘^*.“Kestlcssnes8,'‘^^ etc. — Restless and anxious, — [3160.] Great 
restlessness,^’” '’**, etc. — Tossing about the bed in a sort of anguish,'*^”. — 
General restlessness, worse at night,*”**. — Uneasiness over the whole body, 
especially in arms and legs,'^*’**. — The patient experienced an unusual immo- 
bility ot the eye and extremities, while the muscles of the head and face 
seemed normal,’”*. — Two had partial paralysis (in one, of sensation in fin- 
gers, and in the other, of motion of the lower extremities),**’^ — In about 
five minutes a peculiar tingling semsation cornmenced in left arm, lasting 
about forty-five minutes. Fifth day, numbness of thighs ahd calves. 
Eleven ih day, anaesthesia of fingers, and partial paralysis of flexors of 
forearm ; a similar condition shortly afterwards attended the lower extremi- 
ti(;s, and was accompanied in both by pain persisting for a few days. In 
five weeks from the commencement of the illness, skin of entire body had 
desouamated ; most remarkably so on hands. In six weeks the ])aralysis 
of flexors of both extremities was unabated, and accompanied with sore- 
ness on pressure. In two months and a half he was still unal)le to stand 
withoui su|)pi)rt. In eight months the paralysis of sensation and motion 
and tlie soreness on pressure still continued, though less. In twenty-three 
months nearly wcll,’^””. — IVchleneHs,***®. — Weakness,'”*. — Extreme W(‘ak- 
Iu^ss,*’*^ — [3470.] Gradually diminishing strengtli,”’”. — Felt weary, (H)uld not 
sit up,”’”. — Malaise, — Jjas.sitndc (s(>on),**'‘”. — Great languor,*””. — De- 
bility, — General debility,**’’**. — Great exhaustion (second day),*”*’. — Loss 
of muscular power, which assumed the form rather of groat general de- 
bility than tlnit of a partial or paralytic afiection ; and existed in siu^h a 
degree that she^prol'esscd inability to walk,**”. — Extreme exhaustion, feeble 
whispering voice, pulse scarcely porce[)tiblc,‘**®. — l 3480.] Frostration,'’'’””’”, 
etc. — Inleriial irritation ; after three wetiks I hecame completely prostrated, 
almost losing tiie use of rny left side,’*”’. — Extreme prostration,*””*’”, etc. — 
Faintness,^*’” ”*’, etc. — Affections of the tactile sensation,*’*”. — Gomplaiiied of 
a disagreeable numbness and lingling,”’*. — Cramps,*”®. — Crartips giaieral,*’*”. 
— Ck)nstiint cram[)s;’''’”. — Much pain throughout the whole system,***”. 

[3490,] h^kin dry,**”®. — The skin seemed ansemic 
and witlu)ut lustre, was hard parchment like, and could be raised up iu 
thin folds from the umlerlying ti.ssues, especially as all the fat had disap- 
peared,”*. — General seurtiness of the face and body,**”’. — After forty-eight 
hours there was desquumatiou of tlie rash, and all the symptoms disap- 
]>eared,‘*‘’®. — General desquamation of cuticle,*”*'. — Desquamation of the cu- 
ticle of the face,* ’, — Three had desquamation of cuticle (some of hands, 
others of neck and nostrils),””. The body became covered with red 
spots, *’”^—^^everc hepatic herpetic, E. W. B.] eruptions,****”. — Lips cov- 
ered with black spots,**”. — [3500.] Arms more livid than natural, ‘**‘*. — Cya- 
notic spots on the anterior portions of the thigh|, not removed by pres- 
sure,**^*. — Miliary eruption,**””. — Eruption like intense scarlet rash, covering 
nearly the whole body, except the face; it hega|i on the anterior surface of 
the body, and spread rapidly, without disappearing from its primary seat. 
The skin was intensely red, much swollen, covered with numberless fine 
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blisters. The eruption was associated with the most violent itchiiijr and 
burning, disturbing the sleep, reaching its height in five or six days, and 
then fading; followed by desquamation; the desquamation was very slow, 
in large and small scales, — The whole body became covered with an 
eruption of small pimples, like miliary rash,' ^ — General miliary eruption 
over the whole body, on the sixth day, immediately followed by ameliora- 
tion of all the symptoms, and re-establish men t of the urinary dis(.*harge ; 
this eruption lasted five days, after which the body was cohered with tine 
mealy scales,'’'*''. — Severe eruptions, violent constitutional symptoms, and 
even death, — Eruptions chiefly on hands, forearms, .^crotum, and thighs, 
and the suffering proves intense should they have (;luipped hamls at the 
time,‘^’'^ — Numerous petchial spots over the skin of the trunk ami thlghs,’'’l 
— Miliary eruption confined to the +orehcact, wri>ts, and feet ( third day),'^^'. 
— [3510.] Pimples or vesicles round mouth (fifth -lay .^’".--Towards the 
close small spots of purpura on ueck,‘^’\ — Pimples on the hands, chest, and 
forehead, — Redness of the hand, with wd points extending half way up 
the forearm,'’'*. — Arsenic causes shingles; ’\ — A vesicular eruption over the 
greater part of right ear, and also of' nose; several vesicles have coalesced, 
forming large patches; they are all surrounded by an inflamed haso,^’'*. — 
Vesienlar inflammation of the whole fa^‘e, with ainite itching (thi?‘d day),’'”. 

— V^esieles about the mouth (one case),^''*. — Small while blisters on the inmu’ 
side of both thumbs, containing a clear wabn-y li^juid,’*'. — Hl’slering of the 
feet, — [3520,] General erysipelas, with sensation of a devouring fire,’'”. — 
Cutaneous afbMaions of a mixed [aistular and scaly character, atta(‘king espe- 
cially the scrotum, the depression between lower li[) and chin, the angles 
of nose and f'aee, the line along which the hat fit^s the forehead, in short, 
evTry crevice and fold where the Arsenit! can aceumulab',"*'*. — V'arious. 
eruptions on the parts most exposed, chiefly arms and legs ; sometinuis tlu^ 
eruptions r(*seml)le eczema, but more fr(‘queully IIht are pustular, and 
large boils are not uncommon,'’*’*. — Obstinate ))usiuhir eruptions,"’'’. — Erup- 
tion of pustules resembling the. itching, followed by des(plamation,’’'‘^ — In 
some of tin; jx'rsons pustules a[)pean‘d on the fort'lKnid,''*.

\\v. at once felt as if In? eould not nmiain indoors, hut must walk about 
in th(' op(m air, with apprehension, feeling as if the heart would binst, 
and (juiek breathing ; for two days there were violent j)alj)ita.tion of heart 
and (;xeit(‘ment of mind. Kim^e tlien he has had, from time to time, the 
following symptoms, which he never had l)el()re. (The sym])toms are given 
in groiij)s, just as he from time to time reported them.) 

Alniglit, \vh(‘ii lying on back, has palpitation and suffocative feeling, 
and as it' I he luairt would l)urst; he must sit iij), whieh relieves him. Fits 
of low spirits.

About 10 ]‘.M. I found iny only 
hoy, a't. two years and six months, with a violent fever. He had vomit(!d 
awhile before 1 arrive<l, and 1 found that he was covered with a bright 
scarlet eruption. His pulse was 130, full and steady, and at 10. -U) the 
thermometer, remaining in the axilla ten minutes, vshowed a temperature 
oi‘ lOo*^. Among the vomited ingesta were many small pieces of unri[)e 
I)awpa\v. Tl)e next day the eruption remained pi full blush, the tem])era- 
ture dropped to 104^, the fauces were red and swollen, the tonsils and sub- 
maxillary glands were considerably enlarged, and a diarrlu«»a of y(41owisii 
disciiarges set in. Each day the temperature dropped until it was normal ; 
a general desejnamation of thecuthde took place, and a carhumde formed on 
the anUTior asju'ct of the left thigh, and was two weeks tinishing tlie pro- 
cess of siqipuration. The diarrluea continued more than four weeks, al* 
though many remedies were given to check it or control it. 

He complained of frontal headache, .soreness of the throat, and nausea. 
The eruptiou iu all its phases, the fever, the diarrhcea, W’ere much like 
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ASPAHAGUS— ASTRAGALUS MENZIESII. 


some eases of scarlet fever. All the other children had the eruption on 
the neck and u}>[)er extremities^ ; all had diarrheea, lasting a longtime after 
the other sym})tums had disappeared/.

(‘uccd a slight buiniiig sensation in [diarynx, (esophagus, and stomach. At 
5 i‘.M. a ((‘cling of fulnese in right temple and su[K‘rior maxillary bone; 
also slight nausea, accoinpanic'd wdth shivering and chillin(\ss, such as fre- 
quently preccafe or accompany nausea; 5.20, experienced occasional attacks 
of dizziness, with fulness of the head ; 5.45, tell weak ; arms felt as if trem» 
hlijig; O.JU), still fob weak, with a sense of emptiness in the stomach; 7 
i*.M., ate a light supper, which did not remove the weakness, although the 
hading of emptitu^ss was relieved. Hud a pr(\^sive pain in both temples, 
which lasted until 0 o’(dock : 7.80, felt as if my nerves were all trembling; 
0.15, had a slight pain in left suj)eri()r maxillary bone, followed by a feel- 
ing of pressure, which continued but a ruinate or two ; 9.20, aching in the 
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right superior maxillary, with a sense of pressure in both bones ; also slight 
pain in the masseter muscles. Restless sleep after midiiiglit, Frequeinly 
disturbed sleep, with dreams of quarrelling. Had a stool at 7.15 v.M., an 
unusual hour; loose, like diarrhma, with burning and tenesmus; 8 a.m., 
slight burning at anus, recurring occasionally; 9.15, occasional feeling of 
teuesnius. 


ARUM DRACONTIUM.

Common name, Green Dragon or Dragon- root.

A little over 1 ounce of the exp ress^'d juice was mixed with 9 ounces of 
pure saccharum lactis, marked “matrix.” Of this a 1st dec. trit. was pre- 
pared in the usual manner. 

July 6tli. Trover, let. thirty-six years, took 10 grains ,\). At 2 r.M. 
pulse 74, full, soft, and regular. In five minutes felt a peculiar acand sen- 
sation ill the mouth and throat, but not j nfficiently marked to he unpleasant. 
The heart beat so violently as to shake the walls of the chcjt. Pulse 80, 
full, hard, and somewhat jerking. # 

2.15 r.M. Tingling slight stinging sensation in the fingers and toes, 
as when the circulation is inqieded. Pulse 80, small and irregular ; artery 
seems to roll under the finger, and reqiiire.s considerable pressure in order 
to be correctly counted. 

2.45 j’.M. Fine tingling sensation all over right hand, which is warmer 
and redder than the left, and appears somewhat swollen. Pulse 80, moder- 
a((‘ly lull, and more regular. 

7 I’.M. Shooting pain in the left anterior inferior triangle of the neck, 
near the clavicle ; aching })ain in the left forearm, l(4t hand, and right 
humerus. Pulse 74, full, ami nearly natural, hut rather weak and irregular. 

7.20 r.M. Sharp shooting pains at the styloid process of the right ulna ; 
right hand still remains somewhat red ami swollen. lietirt'd to rest at 9 
i‘.M., and slept soumlly till 7 a.m. Head feels heavy and aches slightly in 
occipital and right [)arietal regioirs. Throat feels somewhat raw, and there 
is rattling of mucus in the larynx at every full expiration, hut this disap- 
peared after rising and moving about. 

July 7th, 8 a.m. Half hour after breakfast shooting ])ains in the right 
ear; they are transient but frequent, and leave a feeling of fulness and 
slight aching in the middle ear. 

9 A.M. I'ook 15 grains “matrix.” Late and insufiicaent stool. 

9.15 A.M. Eructation of flatus from the stomach ; fine tingling or prick- 
ing sensation in the hands and feet, e.sf)ecially the right; shooting pain 
down the right thigh; flushing of the hands and face; heart’s action in- 
creased, but not as violent as after taking the first decimal preparation 
yesterday ; aching in the right humerus. 

9.35 A.M. Copious semifluid stool, with much flatu.s; also eructations 
tasting of the medicine; small accumulation of mucus in the throat, the 
raising of which, by coughing, produces a slight mucous rattling in the 
larynx ; disposition to .swallow, ari.sing from exce.ss of mucus, but no un- 
pleasant acrid sensation in the throat, as I had expected. 
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10 A.M. Pulse 74, full, soft, and regular. Feeling of warmth and ful- 
ness in left middle ear, similar to what was felt at 8 A.M. in the right, but 
no shooting pains; ])robably this symptom arises from an accumulation of 
mucus in left J^ustaehian tube. 

10.20 a.m. The ear symptom has changed sides; warmth and fulness 
now in the right ear ; left ear normal. The disp(>sitit>n to swallow has 
subsided, but has left a slight uneasiness in the throat, and a disposition to 
cough. The act of swallowing develops a slight soreness in the muscles of 
the throat, and renews temporarily the feeling of warmth and fulness in the 
ears, sometimes in one and .sometimes the other, seldom in both at once. 1 
am satisfied that the throat and ear symptoms, with the exception of the 
soreness, are owing to an excess of mucus in the throat, larynx, and Eusta- 
chian tubes. 

3 ]*.M. Increased soreness of the larynx, and greater disposition to 
cough; burning of the soles of the feet; heat, dryness, and smarting of 
the eyelids ; fine shooting ]vain in the course of tlie left spermatic cord. 

5 n.M. Pr(*t(u’natural heat in the palais of the hands; loose cough, with 
soreness of the throat, closely simulating a mild attack of catarrhal angina ; 
the soreness is not very marked, except during the act of deglutition ; there 
is a fcH'ling of dryness and smarting in the throat, a kind of rawness, with 
a sens(', ol' fill ness, not really painful, but sidiiciently annoying to attract 
constant attention, and producing a continual disposition to clear the throat 
by swallowing, coughing, or hawking. 

0.30 I’.M. l{elir(‘d to l)ed and slept well the first ynxrt of the niglit, but 
awok<‘ about midiiightwith great oppression of breathing, a kind of asthmatic 
attack, which, however, soon passed off, leaving considerable rattling of 
muens in the larynx and upjier part of the tra(4iea. Noticed that the raw- 
ness in the throat and the soreness in the laryngeal region, which were 
]»r(‘sent on n^tiring, had almost entirely disappeared. Slept badly the rest 
of the night. In tlie morning raised by cougliing a small amount of mucus. 
No rattling of mueus at this hour (7 A.M. ) except by foi'ced fxpirdtloni^ ; 
the undue seer(;liou is now limited to tbe larynx, but(*an be distinctly heard 
wheiH'ver tlie expirations are prolonged. 

duly 8th, 8 A.M. Natural motion of the bowels; no flatulence. 

3 A.M. Took 30 grains “matrix.” 

10 a.m. Occasional emissions of flatus from the stomach; ear symp- 
toms as hi4br(^ noted, hut not so ’marked ; fine pricking or tingling sensa- 
tions in the l’e(‘l and hands, for the last half liour, began in right foot, and 
allcrwards aOi'cttMl in regular succession the right hand, left foot, and 
left hand ; occasional shooting pains have occurred during the same time 
in the following ord(*r : right malar region, right external malleolus, theiial 
emineiUH^ of right tluunh, left malar region. Pulse 84, small and some- 
what irr(‘gular. Occasional shooting and aching pains along the right 
hunnaus and right thumb. 

Id. 30 A.M. Aching j>ain behind the right ear ; also in the right shoulder ; 
slight aching })ain in the priecordial region and down the left arm ; also in 
the right forearm and over the left eye; these pains are all very transient. 

11 A.M. Pain in tlu‘ bowels cau.sed by incarceration of flatus; escape 
of flatus from stomach and bowels. 

12 M. Aching pain aloiig the outer aspect of the left foot; immediately 
followed by a similar pain in the corresponding part of the left hand; 
sliooting and aching pains in tlie left brachial plexus of nerves. 
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Note.— -Most Arum pains are observed to be very transient in any one 
part, and to course along the extremities, sometimes in one direction, some- 
times in the opposite one ; they are not very sharp, and are generally inter- 
mediate in character, between aching and shooting. Those in the nervous 
trunks partake more of the shooting cliaraeter, but always leave au aching 
sensation behind them. I have not been entirely free' from these pains longer 
than a few minutes at a time, for more than tvVo hours, having noted down 
only the most prominent. At first they were almost entiredy confined to 
the right side ; now they are limited chiefly to the left. I iiiive just had 
one of these characteristic pains in the left side of tlic l.ead ; it began in 
the left occipital region, gradually subsided, and reappeared successively in 
the left temporal and left frontal regions. This remedy acts primarily 
and pre-eminently upon the nervous 'system, and ihiungh it upon the cir- 
culation. 

12.30 A.M. Pulse 74, full, soft, and slightly irregular. 

4 r.M. Have an irresistible desire to pass urijje, which is diminished in 
quantity, very highly colored, and has a burning or smarting eflbct on the 
urethra. 

6 p.M. Great languor and depression of s})irits ; <lu]l, heavy acliing in 
tlic chest; sinking feeling at the pit of the stoinaeh ; aching along the 
spine, particularly between the slmulderblades and in the lurd)ar region ; 
great weakness across the loins; feeling of extreme prostration. 

NoTt:. — The urine subsequently passed normal both in amount and 
cliaractcr. The syrnj)toms last mentioned continued to iticrease until tlie 
exhaustion becafuc so great that I was compelled to nitire at tin; caily hour 
of <S I’.M. At this time there was a slight peis[)iration u})on the neck and 
breast, the first that has appeared during the proving. 

July 9th. Awoke at G a.m. greatly refresh(‘d. Found myself (piito 
lioarse ; expectorated a small quantity of tliick rnueus ; throat raw and 
tender ; rattling of mucus in larynx <luring c,r/)iraflon, hut which ctaised 
oil rising, except when the expirations were prolonged by voluntary etU)rt. 
Oonjune.tivic highly injected ; lids dry, stiff, and slightly agglutinated at 
their edges, whi(4i burn and smart. 

Noth. — The jiroving was continued tlirough the month, with the dc- 
vclojiment of but few additional symptoms. Tlie bowels were sonu^what 
irregular, at one time slightly constipated, at- another sonuiwhat loose, but 
never any decided diarrlnea. l^aroxysms of dyspmea would sometimes 
occur, with miicli aching in the chest, and always associated with a con- 
siderable secretion of mucus in the laryux and tracluia. 

On the 10th, and also on the 17th, shooting pains in the right ear, some- 
times very severe. * 

On the 23d an aphthous ulcer appeared on tlie tongue, and on the fol- 
lowing day the mouth and throat became so sore tliat the [iroving had to 
be discontinued. It was resumed, however, on tlie 25111, by taking one 
drachm of “ matrix this produced a violent asthinatii; attack at night, 
and lighter ones on each succeeding night for about a week, w hen they left 
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me altogether, hut I still have (August 1st) an annoying cough, and a 
mucous rattling in the larynx, which indicate that this will prove to be a 
valuable remedy in laryngeal, bronchial, and pulmonary complaints. 

August 1st. Took oiH^ drachm of the “ matrix.” Immediate effects 
similar to those already detailed. 

August 3d. Deep shooting pains^in the right ear ; c6ugh from laryngeal 
irritation, worse at night and wlien lying down ; constant rawness of the 
throat, hoarseness, and rattling of mucus in the larynx. 

August 4th. Similar symptoms, the shooting pains in the right ear oc- 
curring fre()ueutly, and continuing sometimes for ten or fifteen minutes. 

August oth. Similar symptoms, the ear pains being still persistent. 

August 6th. Symptoms continue as before, with occasional shooting 
pains also in the (aft ear. 

August 7th, No change in symptoms, except that 1 have had three co- 
pious bilious j)assage,s from the bowels, attended with aching in the abdo- 
men and burning in the rectum. 

August ^th. ililious diarrluea, borborygrnus, and the escape of much 
flatus from the bowels. 

A ugust Dth. Bowels regular ; slight burning in urethra after micturition. 

August 12th. No marked change in symptoms until last night ; coughed 
all night; in the morning had a very bad tatse in the mouth ; tongue and 
mouth coated with a foul slimy mucus, having a putrid taste ; but the most 
important symptom was a puraloit cxpeetoratloii, consisting of UlIcJc^ heavt/^ 
yellowixh- wkiie pus. 

August 16lh. Since the 12th instant I have continued to raise this 
j)urul('nt s(^eretion from the larynx in large (juantities. Last night 1 was 
so annoycMl by the gravity and persistence of the laryngeal symptoms — vio- 
lent (tough, hoarseness, rawness of the throat, and prolUse purulent expect- 
toration, which grctatly alarmed my wife — that I took a dose of Sj)ongia 
3(1 X, which so far relieved me as to secure a good night’s rest, the first I 
have had sincit tint 12th instant. 

August 17th. Fre(juent copious emissions of limj)id urine. 

August ItSth. Inclination to urinate every hour or so during the day ; 
urine increus(Ml to four or five times the normal amount; tenderness and 
slight smarting or burning of the orifice of the urethra, (!sp(‘eially during 
micturition. lOruption of piin[>les, a species of lichen, on the U(jse, and 
a patch of urticaria on the right arm near tlie elbow. 

Notk. — D uring the proving, i. c., for the last four or five weeks, I have 
been entirely tree from an intolerable itching of the scrotum — a chronic 
pruritus — of ten or twelve years’ standing. 1 have also noticed during 
this time a grcuit diminution, and most of the time an entire absence of, 
the sexual desiris penis flaccid and relaxed. This condition of the gen- 
erative organs and a slight laryngeal irritation are the only pathogenetic 
symptoms reiiuiining at this date ( August 22d).

444, a woman, aged forty four years, for 
iritis, a])plied a solution of the sulphate, 4 grains to 1 ounce, several times 
a day to the cy(* ; 46, J. (Jscroft Tanslcy, Med. Kec., vol. xii, 1877, p. r>34, 
a young woman, with tinnitus aurium in one ear, was given a solution of 
the sulphate, 4 grains to 1 ounce, to be instilled into llie ear daily; 47, 
same, a woman applied a })lastei to the right side; 48, E. Wdson, Lanc(q, 
1878 (1 ), 165, a woman, aged forty-three years, and her daughter, aged thir- 
teen years, drank a lotion containing 3 grains of the sulphate ; 49, A. S. 
Greenw'ay, M.B., Brit. Med. Journ., 1878 (2), p. 51(j, Chas. h., aged forty- 
five years, took over a teasj>oonful of Atropia; 50, J. C. Alackenzie, M.D., 
Cincin. I^ancet and Ohs., Eeh. 1878, p. 148, A. C. IL, aged twenty-six 
years, took 20 grains of the sulphate; ol, F. C.vHolts, Al.D., (liicago Med. 
Journ. and Examiner, vol. xxxviii, 1879, p. 43, a man, aged seventy-two 
years, applied a solution of Atropia to the eye for several days. 

In twelve days she returned considerably disturbed in mind, saying she 
could not see well with the eye upon the same Me as the ear in which the

th^ Atropia was dropped in to facilitate a proper examination of cataract. 
The right eye only was affected, though the drops had been put in both. 
The patient had been seen on two occasions before the Atropia was used, 
and there was no occasion to suspect any glaucomatons condition. The 
symptoms came on within a few hours of the drops being used/*. — In one 
cas(‘ there was acute conjunctivitis, lasting several days ; in the other, ery- 
sip(‘las of the lids, s})reading to the face and head, was excited on two 
occasions, a period of six months intervening,'*^ — In four or five days she 
began to have difficulty in seeing with h< 2 r r If/ Id eye, being the eye upon the 
same side of the body to which the plaster had been applied. Upon ex- 
amination the pupil was seen to be considerably enlarged, and the eye was 
undoubtedly strongly under the action of belladonna, the left eye being 
normal, — [ 520 .] Dr. Rothhaupt, aged twenty-five years, whose normal 
pulse was 60 to 64, at this time 64, injected 0.00025 gram Atropia ; pulse 
gradually fell in five minutes to 52; during the next twenty minutes it 
fluctuat(*<l belw(j(‘n 50 and 60 ; after twenty-six minutes it was 48 ; it slowly 
but gradually ros(‘, until after an hour it regained its normal rate, and 
aft(U' an hour and a rpiarter continued regular at 60. Another man, aged 
twenty-liv(‘, years, with {uilse constantly at 08, took 0.0005 gram ; after 
sev(‘n minutes pulse (iO; after thirty-three minutes 68 ; thirty-eight niin- 
ut,(is 72 ; sixty-two minutes 78; seventy-seven minutes 78, where it I'lunained 
(umstant. K. R., aged forty-six years, injected milligram; pulse rose to 
a maximum of 70 beats. R. Z., aged twenty-five years, with a pulse of 60; 
rose to a maximum of' 68, R., aged twenty-five years, ])ulse 04; rose to a 

maximum of 74. i). 7u, aged twenty-one years, pulse 60; rose to a maxi- 

mum of 80. 41ie sann^ jirover, K. R. ; the 2)ulse f'ell after ten to twenty 
minut(!s 10 beats. R. Z., the same. B.’s fell 10 beats in one to ten min- 
utes. O. Z.’s fell 6 beats in ten to twenty minutes. Another series of ex- 
jjer.inients with 0.00075 gram; j>ulse 62, 641 after twelve minutes to 48; 
alter thirty-nine minutes it was 78 ; after forty-nine minutes 86 ; after 
whi(4i it gradually returned to the normal. 8ame man subset|uently in- 
jected 0.061 gram (or 1 milligram), 2)ulse60; in seven minutes and three- 
(piarters it fell to 52; after thirty minutes it was 102; afUu* which it le- 
turnt'd to tlu' normal and did not fall below it. yVnother proving, with 
milligram; j)uls(M)8; in twelve minutes 52; in /orty minutes 104; after 
which it gradually returned. After an injection of :} milligram, the maxi- 
mum fall of the pulse was reached in twepiy-six minutes, and lasted fif'ty 
n\inut(‘s. After .j milligiam the maximum was reached in sixteen niin- 
ut(‘s, and lasted forty-one minutes; after 4 milligram the maximum fall 
was rea(*lu‘d in thirteen miiuUes, and hnsted twenty-one minutes. After I 
milligram the maximum fall was reached in seven minutes and lasted foiir- 
te(*n minutes. After ^ milligram there was no rise in the pulse. After I 
milligram the maximum was reached in eight minutes, and it lasted four- 
teen minutes. After milligram the maximum rise was n‘a(4jed in twenty- 
six minutes, and lastcid one liundred and nineteen minutes. After 1 milli- 
gram the maximum rise was reached in forty-two minutes, and lasted one 
hundred and .sixty-four minutes,*". — In half an hour vertigo occurred, with 
wanderings of vision. In three-ijuarters of an hour all the sym[)toms of 
j)oisoning with Belladonna wore present, Hushed face, enormously dilated 
j)upils, and incessant hallucinations. The patient drew his coverings over 
him, and attempteHl to seize objects that he saw in the air. On attempting 
to rise his legs failed under him, aiid he could not take two steps without 
being assisted. His pulse was 120 and full. In the evening he became 
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more calm, but the bladder was distended, and he was unable to emptv^ It, 
so that the catheter had to be used. He lost all re(;ollection of his illness 
except his delirium and its accomnaniments,'^— Delirium, uncertainty in 
his gait, with absence of sleep and difficulty of swallowing. On tlie day 
after but one, he had another attack of delirium, somewhat resemblir/g 
delirium tremens, seeing imaginary persons in the room,"*.— It had a dis^ 
tinct persistently bitter taste, and produced a numb sensation uf)on the 
tongue, .somewhat similar, though le.ss in degree, to r.hat produced by aco- 
nite. In about ten minutes it produced a sense of nausea, which continued 
to increase until an eff>rt was made to vomit. Althoui;!i the effort at vom- 
iting was made several times, nothing was thrown up. To this intense 
thirst succeeded, and a frontal headach'^, which was le.ssened by ciosirg the 
eyes. Next a dryness was felt in tlm throat, and the longue and mouth 
felt dry and feverish. These .symptoms were not relievo d., and only miti- 
gated for a short time, by drinking water. This dryness of the throat in- 
creased, and was persistent for .several hours, causimj: at first almost con- 
stant deglutition, and towards the last a strong efflu’t to avoid deglutition, 
whicli had become painful. During the first two hours the pulse was h*ss 
f're(]uent, but afterwards became smaller and more rapid. The (*y(‘s soon 
lost all control of dj.stanee ; a printed book held at the usual distama^ was 
a perfect blur; held at a long distance, hitters could be distinguished, but 
the words upon looking at them, soon ran into confusion. ObJtaMs at a 
distance could be jilainlv seen, even a little more jilaiidy than natural 
(liypcuM rophia), but near obj(*cts, though for a moment distinguislual, soon 
lost their distinctness. A numb or crawling sensation, a formication, was 
fhlt down the back, upon the arms, and back of the bands. This formica- 
tion was intense and very unpleasant upon the palate. Light became un- 
pleasant to the eyes, causing pain deep in the eyeballs. Motion l>eeame 
unpleasant, and if the feet were lifted in walking, the floor seemed lo^'- 
eede from them befoie they again vvt're put down. A sliding of the feet 
along the floor seemed to be the only .safe way (d‘ locomotion. The head 
began to be dizzy, and for fear of fiilling it was necessary tr) Ix^ seatefi in 
th(‘ easy chair. Ttiirst at this timo was very great, l)Ut only little waf(‘r 
could lie taken at a time, as the effort of swallowing was un])leasant. A 
languid feeling came on, as the .stmii recumbent position was assumr‘<l, an<I 
wbetlivr sleep, aceoriipanied with wild dreams, or waking hallucinations 
lbllow(‘d,'it was impossible to toll. WluUiier tiu^ brain was troubh'd with 
balhuMiiat ions, or with wild fantastic dnaims, they wei’c (*xactly the opjx)- 
site of those produced bv Cannabis indiea, lor all the imaginations and 
eon V('rsa.l ions wen; of tlu' long past, hoik* of the future. Whether th(*re 
was total l)lindness, or merely an imagination of lalindiH'ss, could not l)e 
remembered ; but, if there was blindness to the external <‘ye, the mind .^aw 
all its images with great distinctness, and the impress of f,li(;m was left with 
vividness. Tht*i*e was eonseiousness of* individuality, but the actions were 
performed by oth(;rs, who were embodied spirits of tho.se long since de- 
parted. Lengtbv conv(‘rsatioiis of a most pleasant eliarac^ter were iield 
with Plato, Ai(;ibiades, Asj)a.sia, and otliers. How long this state lasted 
cannot be told ; but sound, j>rofound sleep must have fbllowc(l, for con- 
sciousness to ext(‘rnal obj(*(*ts did not return till sixteen hours after taking 
the Atropia. Awaking took place smldenly ; there was no pain, no head- 
ache, nothing abnormal l>ut a languor and disturbed vision. The bladder 
bad not been emj>tiefl during these sixteen hours, and although a large 
quantity of water had been drunk, but a moderate quantity of uriue was

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pasiied. The vision was not dear for several days/'^^ — In about twenty 
minutes her hands were tremulous and her eyes closed ; but she was quiet 
and became drowsy. In a few minutes the agitation increased, until it 
became more violent; she at the same time kicking out her feet and 
throwing her arms forward. On attempting to move her to her bed, it 
was found that her limbs were powerless, and that slie was unable to stand, 
so that she had to be carried. Her face was very much flushed. In a few 
moments a meddlesome and pleasant delirium set in, in which she picked 
at her clothes, tried to get out of bed, and imagined she was sewing, or 
nursing her child, or engaged in shoj>ping with her sister. These halluci' 
nations lasted fn* about ten minutes, when she sighed and yawned repeat- 
edly, and “ dropped into a comfortable slee[) the interval between the 
taking of the medicine and the sopor having been rather more than one 
Inair; after three hours’ unconsciousness, and laboring under a heavy 
stn])or. The eyes were closed, the [)Upils dilate<l, and the muscular system 
was greatly relaxed, excepting a condition of trismus, winch was well 
jiiai'ked, and deglutition was almost impossible. The respiration was la- 
bored and very mucli like that of an intoxicated person. The pulse was 
(piite good, but neither it nor the res])iration was counted. Countenance 
somewhat livid. Lids closed, (conjunctive slightly injected; (‘yes had a 
fix(id and brilliant stare. The tongue, roof of the mouth., and solt [)alate 
w'ere gla/(*d and ] ni reined, — Pupils dilated. Excessive dryimss of month 
and throat, with a sensation of burning and choking. Gieat difficulty in 
swallowing. Pulse IMO. Great dizziness, and a sensation of weight on the 
to}) of the head and over his (eyes. ’■Frequent rigors and loss of museular 
})owei , being unal)le to walk, or as he ex|)ressed it, “ to feel bis legs.” Very 
restless and agitaU'd, Great dilbcnlty in ailieulatioii. Micturition ac- 
(;()m})lislied only afteT some trouble,'^. — In less tliaii iiv(c minutes, I be(came 
aware that 1 had an overdose; my h(‘.art began to labor luiavily, and to 
my f(‘ermgs, roughly, at tlie rate of about (ifiy per minute, accompanied 
by a sore feeling immediately over the base of the heart. This continued 
al)out tell minutes, and was immediately followed by intense tliirst, dryness 
of tile mouth and throat, with gn^at [lerversion of sensation, everythin j; 
tasting intensely acid, d'he skin of my whole body began to leel turgid 
and swollen, and in about an hour and a half was (coveiacd with a ra.-h 
pre(cisely similar to that of scarlet fever. There was also dijilopia ; during 
the evi ning 1 was conqiletely unable to read the newspaper. JS’i-xt morn- 
ing tlu‘re was [lower to read with one (\ve at once; and in the evening the 
disturbance ol‘ vision had entirely gone, as well as all other signs of the 
action of tin* drug,'''. — Insensible and comatose. Piqiils larg(dy dilated. 
Eac*e llushed and swollen,'"'. — In a state of intense exeltemeni ; skin givatly 
congesl(‘d ; face, hands, and whole body swollen and bloated ; mind delirious; 
sensibility sus[)ended ; violent elonic spasms at times of the limbs; 
})U})ils dilated to tlieir fullest extent; intense thirst; sficeeli thick aiul 
(dogged ; tongue and throat swollen (after two hours),'‘^ — In (‘me hour, 
face Hushed, full, strong, hard, ami bounding jiulse, almost stertorous 
breathing, with mucii somnolency, ami great impairment of all the 
senses. When aroused and rai.'ed up he would look wildly around, 
and when iiddixcssed in a loud voice would mutter some incolierent words. 
There was great muscular tremor, and muscular weakness, particularly 
of the lower extremities, insomueh that he was unable to stand when 
aroused, although at the same time he exhibited considerable strength 
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in his arms. He passed his urine involuntarily, [ 530 .] Delirious, but 
not wholly unconscious, starting frequently from a brief period .of repose 
and screaming with pain or terror, and clutching violently with the hands. 
J he flexor muscles of the extremities, the upper especially, were princi- 
pally affected. The muscles of the spine occasionally contracted so as to 
jerk the head backwards with electric quickness. Pupils dilated to the 
utmost. Pulse 120, and diminished in force. Surface dry and hot, and 
covered with a strongly marked scarlatinoid redness (after oi.e hour),^l— 
Giddy and strange feeling in the head so that he could not see. Throat 
of a deep red hue, sore and could not swallow. Pupils widely dilated/*.— 
Dryness of mouth and throat. Sour taste in mouth. Dryness and burn- 
ing in the stomach. Repeated vomiting; partial delinnm,*l — Piijiiis 
widely dilated and insensible to light.; gait stagg. ring, the patients being 
unable to stand alone; there was great thirst, and tlie e) ler patient had 
incontinence of urine. They both talked and laughed wildly but an- 
swert'd questions readily. The intellect was confused, both j)atients fancy- 
ing they wore still at home, and attempting to arrange fnrnitnr(‘/\ — Stag- 
geiing on walking. Excc.ssive nervousness. Giddiness. IvOss of power 
over legs. Pulse rapid. Unconscious. Pulse weak and irregular. Skin 
dry. Face flushed. Violent delirium. Tongue dry and brown. R(ispi- 
ralion laboring and quick, accompanied by flapping of cheeks. Twitch- 
ing of some muscles of arms aud kgs. Catching at imaginary objects. 
Chest, rales about base. Unintelligible talk in sleep. Tynipanitis over 
abdomen. Tenderness over abdomen. Soreness at pit of stomach. Urine 
high-colored, turbid, of an amber color; chlorides })resent; no albumen ; 
s})ecifi(; gravity 1015. Pain over right side of chest. Cough and expecto- 
ration ; sputum rust-colored and scanty. Absolute dulness’of -chest as far 
as spine of scapulie on right side behind, with tubular breathing and bron- 
chophony. Over kd't lung, ])ost(‘ri()rlv, rough breathing, olher.wisij hronith 
sounds healtliy,^^ — Dryness of the throat. C^onfusion of vision. Pupils 
largely dilated (after four hours and a half). ISlightly delirious, and stag- 
gei’ed as if under the influence of alcohol (after live hours); he secMUiul to 
have hallueiiiatioiis, for fVe()uently he would put out his hands and attempt 
to grasp some imaginary object (alter five hours and a lialf ). Drowsy and 
stupid, hut he recognizt'd me and asked me in a sort of maudlin manner 
what was the minininm dose, meaning the minimum lethal dose; he could 
l)e easilv aroused, and although his answers to (juestions were given in an 
indistinct tone they were quite rational, and some remarks that he made 
indicated that he ap})reciated the danger of his condition (alter five hours 
and a half) ; the coma .-teadily increa.se<l, and the prospects .seemed almost 
entirely hopeless ; his head luing upon his shoulders in a perfectly limp 
slate ; there was complete unconsciousness, I'rom which he could not be 
aroused ; fur about half a minute respiration-ceased, and artificial respira- 
tion was resorted to, and could only l)e inaintaiued at eight in a minute 
(after ten hours). Pulse 140, full aud strong (after five hours and a half); 
120, full, but not so forcible as before (after seven hours and a half ) ; 120, 
less force (after ten hours). Resj)irations 20, and Jiot iu any respect ab- 
normal (after five hours and a half); about 24 (after seven iiours amUa 
half); for about half a minute it ceased, and artilicial respiration was 
maintained at 8 per minute (after ten hours); improved (after eleven 
hours ),^^ — Delirium, to wdiich was soon added all manner of absurd liallu- 
cinations. Pulse rapid aud feeble. Skin flushed and dry. longue dry 
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and brown. Great tbirf>t Dryness of the throat/'. — In a few minutes the 
child turned a deep red, like “scarlet fever,” over its face and the upper 
half of its body ; the persj)iratiou was checked, and the skin became hot 
and dry. This continued for five hours (after a teaspoon fu I ). The same 
redness appeared, but only lasted for half an hour (after 6 drops),

Correction by Berridge in a letter to Dr. Allen. 

Symptom RTI, for “/ns side” read this side [/. c., l(‘ft side]. 

Auikorliii. 26 , Reincke, Vjs. fur Gor. Med., 1(878, S. j., 180, 14, a 
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family were poisoned by 10 per eciit. Carbonate of baryta, with a minete 
quantity of the sulphate of Baryta in meal. 

The family consisted of two parents, daughter, and friend ; also a dog 
and canary bird ate some. The bird died Wj five minutes; immediately 
afterwards the dog was taken with violent diarrluea, and fifteen minutes 
after the four human beings became sick, the woman being seized with 
violent diarrhma. There was paleness, acccmipanied by r peculiar sensa- 
tion of tension in the skin. The three women drank some milk, hut im- 
mediately vomited, after which they lelt relieved. The fr.ther of the family 
experienced only rumbling in the bowels; he did noL take milk tdl about 
10 P.M.; this was followecl by vomiting, with diarrhea, and the n^'U mon^- 
ing, at 4 o’clock, on attempting to go to ihe closet, he fell to the groumj with 
symptoms of collapse. In the morning the vcnniting and diarrluea ceased, 
hut gave })laee to paralysis, extending from below ujusard, so ihav at U) 
o’clock he could only nod his hea<l. At 2 o’ctock the ])hy.dc»an found the 
tace red, speech difficult, loss <4' voluntary motion of the arms and feet, 
sensation intact; reflex irritation increased; sphincters normal; respira- 
tion rapid, with tracheal nlles; sensoriuni fr>'e. Ihdse and temperature 
normal. No pain, not even in the stomach. At 9 r.M., the patient died, 
though he had eaten no more tarts than the ot^ er members (>< the family. 
The post-mortem showed a most remarkably dark color of the gray sub- 
stance of the brain. x\ii apparently perfeetiy normal condition oi the in - 
te.stinal tract and of the stomach. Experiments uj>on birds with the iood 
showed poisonous action, lor the birds becaitie unst(^ady upon their feet, 
made irregular movements with their wings, and fell di)wn dead. A dog, 
after eating 20 grams of the tart, was taken alter two hours and a hall, 
with a violent hut transient diarrhtea,^'*.

3Ihul» — Delirium,’*'^'’ — Grcait delirium, with lucid intcrvals,'^^'**. — 
Wildly delirious, but (juite fantastic, almost hysterical, laughing wildly 
ami crying, and not at all conscious; pupils widely dilated ; he evidently 
saw visions, as in delirium tremens, for ho was constantly grasping and 
picking at imaginary ol)jects; the odor of Belladonna was strong from his 
hands and feet ; <[uite blind, and stared vaeautiy,‘^‘^ — Violently agitated, 
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throwing his limbs about, groaning and moaning. Apparently unconsoiou« 
and did not. speak nor attempt to do so. These symptoms Vontimied f.',; 
an hour and a half without intermission. Tie then heeame comatose and 
so Continued til his death,*. -After three hours she wa.s very deliHous 
talking last, and throwing about her arms in an exeited but fWlile wav • 
her pupils were widely dilated and in.sensible to light ; htr pulse was 12 g! 
1 hree quarters of an hour later she was ''ery restless, tossing about the 
bed, pieking at the bedclothes, and throwing a'bmit her arms in a meaning- 
less way, but partially eonseious of wluit was said to he". A “ ealabarized 
disc ” was placed in one eye (the left ) ; in about twenty minutes the left 
pupil liftd contracted to a pin s point, the r’ght pupil roinainiug wid<^ly 
dilated and insensible to light; the eyes contimu'd thus till (h‘ath, which 
occurred sixteen liours after taking the poison,-*'’.— 1 2550.] He was (juite 
delirious, the delirium being {»f a mihl vagarious or fantastie ebaracter. 
He could neither bear nor speak plainly, audlabored undor hallucinations, 
but was otherwise unconseiou^. 'Pbe were widely dilated, and the 

eyes bad a staring look. At lirst he complained of jiaiu in ids throat and 
of imjierfcct sight, objects appearing white t^' him. His pulse was feehle, 
and almost countless. IJiine small in (piantity for the first tw(mty-four 
hours,''-’'’^— The symptoms were similar to those in ease one, with the'addi- 
tiou of a flusht'd face, more active delirium, the grasping at imaginary 
ohjec'ts and picking of the clothes being also mueb more mai ked,^^'’. — Im- 
in(‘diat(‘ly after the second draught he walked out, and notieial at once 
(limiiess of vision, dryness of month and throat, constri(*tion of fauces, a 
feeling as if the tongue was enormously swollen, dnlness of intellect, and 
weakness of knees, with want of muscular co-ordination. Having reached 
his room at (J .r.M., two hours after se(‘oii(l dose, lie ht'camo alarmed at his 
symptoms, called his landlord to his assistaiu'e. d'he p!iti(mt was running 
up and down the room, drinking large draughts of water, upsetting pitelu'rs, 
and in dangi'r of falling. ^Iedi(‘al aid was summoned at once. It was 
noticed at this time that th(^ tongue was very red, and the secretion of 
urine inci(*ased. There wen* hallucinations like those of delirium tremens, 
disagreeable, vanishing instantly, and imrnediati'ly after their dc'jiartnn* 
the patient was aware of their unreality. The yellow eorfise of a tall 
man, slnonded in white, tried to share the j)atient’s bed with liim, and the 


unwelcome visitor was promptly ej(‘eted. A crimson serpent carnc from 
the foot of the bed, with the design of fastening upon the patit'Ui’s neck. 
Hising to his knees, he with his fist drove tJie serpent’s head deep into tin*, 
bed, and instantly tlie apjairition vanished. He asketl his attendant (for 
he was piactieally blind) if ihv blanket liad a red border to account for 
th(* liallueination. 'J'heie were large sea-turtles about the room, such as 


he had seen in tlie Paeilic. After an hour or two of sleej) in the early 
morning the d(‘lusions heeame agreeable, and continued all day. Wliile 
riding out in the afternoon with a medical friend, trees heeame persoiiifiiHl 
to him as jieople in fanta.stic costume. In tlu^ morning there wa.*^ severe 
pain in both renal regions, which he partially relieved by jjressnn* with 
his fists, the elbows planted in the bed, and the body raised in that way 
quite off the mattress. Further details are given derived from medical 
attendants. The delirium was “most hu.sy.” Pieking things from the 
bedclothes, rising in bed to gather things from the jiictiires and walks, 
muttering to himself, he had little time to notice those about him. (jlreat 
mental and physical firostration, sleeplessness, and pain in the left kidney 
followed the accident, — lie wa.s very restless and mnsy. He was con- 
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tin-ually getting in and out of bed, and talking loudly and incoherently 
to imaginary pernoiis, who, as he said, were trying to take away his bed- 
clothes. He complained of faintness, and of soreness and dryness of the 
throat, and pain across the forehead. He had vomited once and had J>een 
several times to the water-closet. He said his sight was all right, but evi- 
dently did not know what he was saying. Temperature 98,5 ^ ; pulse 140, 
very weak. The skin was moist; the face flushed. The pupils were widely 
dilated and (juitc insensible to light, — All but two had delirium of a 
busy, restless, vivid character, but generally rather pleasing than other- 
wise. The patients appeared to think that they were pursuing their ordi- 
nary occupations; one boy appeared eager in flying a kite ; another pulled 
tal)[(*s ami chairs about, thinking he was working in a coal pit ; while the 
woman ap|:)eared remarkably busy with her ordinary household duties. 
All their movements w^ere of a quick excited character, strikingly resem- 
bling delirium tremens. In none of the cases in which delirium was pres- 
ent wene the symptoms alleviated until sleep was obtained ; and after 
sleep, the patients felt comj)aratively wadl,‘^‘”. — General excitement. This 
was followed by giddiness, a feeling of intoxication, and a disposition to 
(piarrel, laugh, and talk. The pulse became accelerated, and the mind 
filled with hallucinations, which increased to a state of absolute madness. 
This static lasted from one to twelve hours, and was then suc(;eeded by one 
of insensibility, somewhat similar to that of a person in the last state of 
intoxicaition. In the fatal cases, this state lasted to the end,”’**. — She began 
to snatch at objeetts on the Hour and elsewhere, which objects only existed 
in her own fancy. These visionary phenomena were, by her talk, found to 
be chieily articles of work and various insects, beetles, flies, etc. (afti‘r five 
hours). As evening came on, she became nearly blind, restless to an in- 
ordinate degree, excessively and loudly talkative, incoherent and unmean- 
ing in her words, which almost wholly, along with the movements of her 
hands, betokened a comaM ii in her employment, or some imnu'diate interest 
in her brothers and sisters who were invt present. The tongue be(?ame 
sonnovhat dry, thick frothy mucus adhering to its sitles. The skin was still 
more hot, and the pulse as high as 120. The delirium from this time 
ra[)idly increased; at one time ex|)ressive of great joy, at another great 
terror, — What was particularly observable in this case was a gr(‘at deal 
of exhilaration or flow of s|)irits; a marked stimulation of the brain. The 
child did everything in a hurry, and saw the bright si<ie, rather than the 
dark om', of what was observe<i. The Belladonna was taken about 4 i\M. 
The gr(‘atest amount of excitement or stimulation showaai itself between 7 
and 8 J’.m., and it was fully 11 p.m. before she could be quieted so as to 
fall into a disturbed sleep,^^’.-— Apjaared da/.ed, and was ignorant of* what 
had occurred, like one who had had an epile])tic attack (second day),“'^ — 
Sei'ins to s(H^ binls flying past and wishes to follow them,'^\ — [2560.] She 
moved her hands as though she wIsIumI to seize something,”*^— His speech 
is discon nected,'^*'. — Itage and convulsions, with grinding of the teeth, — 
Laughs in the most extraordinary manner,‘*’^h — laiughingand talking alter- 
nat(^ly,‘‘*h — Gonslani loijuacious delirium, he talks without cessation of tlie 
pains at the neck of the bladder,”^*. — 'raciturnity,"‘h — Ivemarkable loquac- 
ity, '^h—JOxtreme anguish and agitation,-^**. — A few minutes after eating 
the tart he became drowsy, his lethargy soon increased, his countenance 
changed color, and the pu[)ils of his eyes became dilate(i; had a strange 
coppery taste in mouth ; staggered on going u])stairs, and fell down insen- 
sible. He subsequently became delirious, and was very rough. His con- 
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tortious were dreadful. He attempted to strike his wife in his delirium, 
and when he recovered a little, said he was sorry, and asked her to kiss 
him,®'.— [2570.] Comatose, condition, in which slie died (one case),"*”. 

Head * — Confusion of head,^''®. — Veriigo/^^ — Vertigo, with miiliiisc,'^*’’. 
— On getting off the conch she w’as noticed to be giddy and confused (after 
five l)ours),'^‘^'. — Instability of the body, without vertigo, — Heaviness of 
the head,’^‘*l — Fain in head,^‘^\ — Violent headache, particularly in the or- 
bital region, accompanied by extreme redness of the eyes and face; tlie 
redness gradually extemled over the whole bt)dy, and after a few minutes 
the whole skin was as red as in scailet fever, 

Ht/e * — Eyes sunken, — [2580.] Eyes liaggard and brill iaiit/''^ — Lids 
widely sepa rated — Pain in eyeballs, which felt as if starting from their 
sockets, — Hiipih Pupil dilated,'‘'“’^ — Extreme dilatation of the 
pupils, with sensitiveness,'^***. — Pupils widely dilated Mhil the delirium con- 
tinued, — Pupils greatly dilated, not contracting in ordinary light, and 
very moderately contracting in full sunlight (after two hours and a 
quarter),**'^ — Pujiils insensible/''^ — One dro[) of the tincture was added to 
ninety-nine drops of water, and the right eye was rubbed in the usual way, 
but no etfect was perceived. Afterwards one drop of tincture was addtal 
to nine drops of water, .and this was a^^plied iii tlie same niauiier, again no 
effect was noticed; then a <’rop was added to four dro})s of water, and 
a[)plied ; this experiineut succeeded, a perceptible contraction of the pupil 
was noticed. Some luoolhs later the laHt-menti(.‘ned experiment was re- 


peated at noon. Two drops of tineture were added to eight of water. 
Small portions of this dilution were rubbed over the eye at intervals during 
hall' an hour. At the end of this time the pupil was slightly eontracted, 
it was less than that of the other eye. Afterwards the remainder was 
rubbed over the same eye, at intervals during another halt hour; a slight 
dilatation of tliis pnj)il was noticed, it was larger than the other. Ibis 
dilatation afterwards increased considerably, and had ijot disappeared on 
the following morning, Weakness of vision; it is diflicnlt 
to distinguish letters, and he is ol>liged to hold the paper at a greater dis- 
tance than ordinarily, '"’.--[2590.] Indistinetness of vision, "’‘.— Di-turb- 
anee of vision; all objects seemed bordered with yellow,"’. Disturbance 
of vision wholly confilicd to the right pupil, wliich was widely dilated, nut 
responding in the least to alternate light and shade, whde the left was in 
a perfectly normal condition, and responded readily to light and shade. 1 
continued the remedy for about one week, the right pupil remaining fully 
dilated during the whole, of this time, ami for two or three days suhKMjuent 
to its discontinuance, while the left pupil failed to, at any period ol the 
time, show tlie eharaetcristie effeet of the .drug, had no power to 
distinguish ohj(a*t.s for more than three days,'”. Ainuurosis,^ . -Double 
vision and dilated pupil of the same side as that on which the p aster was. 
The next day the right pu[)il w’us still onc-thmd larger than the left, .

— Mover! month incessantly, evidently with the idea that he was 
talking, hut the sounds he uttered were inarticulate and altogether uniii' 
telligil>le,‘'‘^''. — Difficulty in speaking, articulation indistinct, — Loss of 
speech, 

Intense redness and heat in the throat and alimentary

A (aitheter was passed amid violent 
j>hysical o[)position and a tremendous torrent of abuse ; but only a few 
drops of urine flowed (afler thirt(*en hours), — Exc(.‘ssive desire to urinate, 
but the urine is bloody and the emission paie,‘^’^ — Excessive desire to mic- 
turate, though lie could pass only a few drops of perfectly colorless urine,

Jtcxyi cafovif Ocyaas, — [2640.] Hoarsciu'ss (after ten or fifteen 
minute's — The voice naturally h(^‘^itating and thick, became during the 
delirium so sharp and chuir that the father would not have recognized it 
us Ills child’s,""*. — Cough resertd)ling croup,”^**. — Deep respiration, as in 
croup, — Uespiration irr(‘gular,‘^^”. 

Pafsc , — Pulse 110 (after two hours and a (juarter) ; afterwards 1‘20,"***. 

— Pidsi' small, rapid, — Pulse very fe.eble,*^^**. — Pulse imperceptible (after 
four hours 

J't can i tics , — Limbs are violently agitated, — [2650.] Weak- 
ness of the linihs,-^^ — He could not stami till afternoon, and then could 
ouh' walk with assistance (second day),'*''". 

(Mcaccai it ics , — The wliole body is in p(‘rpetual m()v^ement,"‘b — Con- 
vnlsiv(' eatcliing of the extremities, face, and trunk, such as animals have 
when bitten by venomous serjK'nts,"***. — In a few ininutesshe vomited slightly, 
and in less than an hour afler she commeneed having spasms, which con- 
timu'd, alternated with periods of repos(% until two hours and a half later, 
when she appeared to be sleeping soundly. Pulse 130; repirations 20 per 
minute ; the entire surtiiee of the body was covered with a very bright 
scarlatinal eruption, with occasional livid spots of variable size. Upon 
lifting the eyelids found the pupils dilated to such an extent that only a 
very small eiix'ie of the irides remained visibh*,'-'*". — Tlie child was in his 
mother’s arms, or partially so, as there did not appear to he a muscle in 
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his body but \yhat was in spasmodic action, especially those of the extn'm- 
ities. The skin, in color and to a certain extent in thickness, had the ap- 
pearance of scarlet flannel; the teeth ,vere ti^ditly clenched, witii a little 
troth flying out between them at each irregular spasm of the muscles of 
exiuration; eyelids widely separated and fixed; pupils dilated to their 
utmost extent, and immovable; totally insensible; pulse could not he 
counted on account of the incessant muscular twitrdiinq;^'-^'^^. — Immediately 
after last dose stupor, swelling arotjud the throat and ]avvs,gieat flushing of 
the face, and dilated pupil. The flushing extended to and even above the 
roots of the hair on the frontal region, ft was diffic.ilt to rouse the child ; 
he stared when awakened, and was hard to a)ntr.)l. He made wild resist- 
ance to anything done lor him; it' Idt quiet went off soon into a slujior. 
The lieart was acting violently, healing hard, and more than 144 in (he 
minute. Had illu.<"ions ; saw visions on the floor; talked nonsime. Pas- 
sage of an ounce (»f <lark-c()lored urine, — In five minu'es she was drowsy 
but conscious. The skin was very dr} ; the pupils widt lv dilat(d; luce 
flushed. Tlieskin flushed more readily than natural on irritation, h'lu* soon 
fell aslec}), and woke three lioiirs and a half afttr the poisoning, when sl)(^ 
yawned and sneezed frequently. After this she fell into a doze, and woke 
in a second or two with a cry, and with slight convulsive movements. She 
tossed at)out a good deal. In four hours and a half she was very d( 4 irious, 
had unpleasant illusions, and screamed from fright. She followed with Ikt 
eyes, in a rapid manner, imaginary objects. Slie tried to talk, hut luu’ 
words were inarticulate. There were slight convulsive twitchings. She 
did not know her mother, nor could her attention he attracted by objc'cls 
h(d(l before her eyes. The skin was very dry. At about this time a (h*ep, 
shar})ly-d(:fin('d, uniform blush appeared on Imr face', neck, arms, tiunk, 
and tiiiglis. The? delirium continued, but in about eleven heurs rhi^ diOn- 
sions appeared to be of a more pleasant character, and sl\e occasionally 
laiiglu'd, and I'rom this time on she continued to improv(%^‘l — Three pre- 
sented marked symptoms <»f poisoning. One showed the following dfects: 
He was a boy four years of' age, ami he ate the berries about twenty min- 
utes bei'ore il r.ivi. At o o’clock he was sleepy, and lay dow-n. About ten 
minutes later he had marked twdtehiug and j(‘rking of the hands and, 
slightly, of the lower limbs. He would partially awaken, and then in- 
stantly fall asleep again. The nervous tremors eonlinued all the time, and 
rather incieased. The above syinptoms continued for about an Ijour and 
twenty minutes from the time of the poisoning, when an emeli(! of Sidphate 
of zinc was administered. This produced a rather eoiuous watery discharge 
from tlie stomach, with a Itwv fragments of the Atropa berries. I'ln n an 
entirely new set of syinjetoins suj)ervencd. Tiie child was wakedul, and 
made passes as if picking up things, and would appear to pour them from 
liaiid to hand. He would run against things backward, sideways, and for- 
ward ; then he would whirl on one foot, and run against things as hi fore. 
In tlie midst of these move merits he presented an eiiisode, by throwing up 
liis hands and a.'^king a blessing, by then calling for liread, and apjx aring to 
think he had it, by taking up his apron and biting a piece (»ffaiid chewing 
it. He immediately followed this by talking of his fatlier and mother, w ho 
were at a distance. Again, he would throw things at persons aronml him, 
eatehing at anything that was wdthin his reach. Tlie above was the most 
maiked case of jioisoning among these children. The others firesented far 
less d{‘monstrations, their delirium being of a much more jiaiiifnl order. 
The effects had sensibly diminished by the next morning, and had entirely 
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disappeared on the second day,‘^^\ — Shortly afterward became insensible, 
with rigidity of the body and clenched teeth. Breathing with a loud 
snoring noise, but without puffing out the cheeks; theskin, lips, and mouth 
dry; pulse 104; respiration 22 (alter two hours and twenty minutes). 
Contractions and twitidiings of both arms, the fingers being clenched 
by toni(! contractir)!! of the muscles, and the elbows rigid (after three hours 
and twenty rninutesj. Half unconsciousness began to give way to fussy 
busy delirium. He constantly muttered, kept picking the bedclothes, and 
tried to get out of bed. He stared wildly about him, and was very sus- 
picious. He (continued delirious, but not violently, all that night and the 
next day (after ten hours and a half). Became so violent that it was nec- 
essary to lay him down in bed. He stared wildly about him, struggled to 
get out of bed, shouted at the top of his voice, “ Police !” “ Murder and 
snffen;d 1‘rom various hallucinations, thinking he was in prison, or was 
about to he murdered. He was very suspicious, refusing to take food, think- 
ing it was jioison (aftcT thirty-six hours),*^’'. — [2660 ] “ In about five min- 
ules,” to use her own words, she “felt(pieer about the eyes, thou stupid 
like” in her head; felt slie was losing the power of standing on her legs. 
She beeame belph'ss and quite unconscious. In less than an hour, when 1 
saw her, she could swallow only a few dro[)S of water, and very soon she 
b(u*ame iinabh', to do this. Slie could not speak, only mumbled inf*(\ssantly 
some inarticulate words, wbicli were only audible at times. iShe was put 
into bed, and i here she sat propped up by pillows, and had a vacant, drunken 
look ; moved her hands about, siyrtiug and catching at imaginary things. 
Widely-dilated pupils, and a diffused scarlet rash, which was out on the 
neck and upper part of the chest, and also on the hand and forearm. The 
rash was not of a long duration ; it soon began to fade, and in four hours 
was hardly perciqjtihl'e anywhere. For al)Out twenty-two hours her life 
was a blank to luir. On the morning of the second day, her pupils were 
widely dilated, and slu; saw persons and things double, and at times saw 
imaginary persons and objects about her; her hands felt moist, as did also 
Jier feet, and she could not stand. All through there wuis a good deal of 
distress about the throat; it was one of the first things experienced, and 
the discomfort lusted to a certain extent lor nmny days. The jnitient 
eventually recovered ; but for several days she felt she was not her ordi- 
nary self; could not remember how to do liie sim])Iest thing, bad forgotten 
the way ; had to ponder over the way an article of clothing should be fast- 
ened on, etc.,' — In fifteen or twenty minutes after I had tak(‘n it, I felt 
a very <lisajzre(‘al)le sensation in my chest and head, and slightly in my 
stomaelj. It s(‘cmed to me as if tluTc were an accumlation of wind at the 
pit of the stomach, wliich should come up. The vital organs were weary, 
I wished to draw’ a long breath every moment, and soon grew worse. My 
iiice bt'came flushed. The ])npil of my eye was much dilated, (ioveriiig 
nearly the entire iris. IMy head felt full and iieavy. (fiddine.ss followed, 
the room aj)|)eared to whirl and the Hoor to move. There was a sort of 
eonstrit‘tiun in tlie chest and throat, slightly s[)asmodic, and a sense of suf- 
fixtalion. This condition ra})i<Ily increased in intensity till I felt 1 was as- 
sureiily dying. I could think of no other result'. It appeared as if every 
breath 1 drew wa)uld he the last. I took leave of my family, as I found 
my voice failing and the sense of vision losing itself in darkness, when I 
beeame uneonseious. I remained in this position from about 8 o’clock in 
the morning till after dark in llie evening. Wlien 1 came to myself, so as 
to know those around, the faces of persons look exceedingly large, broad. 
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and out of proportion. Any little speck or spot on the ceiling over head, 
or on the wall of the room, as large as a fly, for instance, the head of a 
nail ap[)eared to my vision precisely like a spider with legs, and the h'gs 
constantly in motion. f This appearance continued for three or four days, 
but gradually corrected itself so far as aadiiion to the real object seen 
went. Still for weeks and months, everything 1 looked upon, the' ground, 
houses, trees, etc., appeared as if there were a sort of glimmer upon their 
surface, resembling the wavy motion of heated air arising i’rom the roof 
or sides of a building. The figures of a carpet seemed to blend as 1 looked 
down upon them; indeed, nothing appeared natural to the vision. My 
stomach and bowels were torpid and inactive. For weeks and months [ 
had no appetite, much of the time actually loathing the sight and smell of 
food. One singular sensati(»n J exp-erienceJ win n ‘onsciousness was leav- 
ing me and immediately on its return, wms this: whatever I nmched with 
my hands felt exceedingly cold. The hatids and fingers of my wife were as 
cold to my touch as icicles, and the umger I retained them in my hand, 
with the thought that they might soon hecome warm, more infeiise/if cold 
did they seem. This feeling was not imaginary, betause about the first 
thing 1 remembered on coming to myself, when my wife sp()ke to me and 
took hold of my hand, was the sensation I have (h'scribc'd ; hiit it did not 
then feel as cold as when 1 was going into the stat(‘ of iiiiconscioiisness. In 
four or five days I was able to sit up, and in ten or twelve t( go out. Lot 
I was w(‘ak and trembling, easil} excited, qni(*k and hasty in my motions, 
w’ith a s()rt of wild and glassy exprt‘ssion about the eye. I h*lt as if my 
nervous system was completely shattered. The feelings 1 have experienced 
ill rny brain, at the pit of the stomach, and through my liicb^, to which 1 
Mllmie, are diHuailt to describe. At times when excited or a little W(‘arv, 
and sometimes when there is no apparent cause, evmi when 1 feel um^om- 
nionly w’ldl and bright, I experienc(‘d wdiat 1 call a sort of spo,<m. in the 
brain. The sensation comes (piite suddenly. There is a sort of drawing 
and giving w^ay, again, as if the nerves of the brain w'(*re in motion, when 
all upon which J look appears to move slightly in one^^direetion, and then 
back to their former position. If the objects are at a distance, either 
forests, houses, or mountains, upon which I chance to look at the t ime, tliey 
seem to swing. At these moments I feel as if I should fall to (he (‘.arth, 
though J experience no giddiness, hut only a strange and alarming siui- 
sation at the pit of the stomach, corresjmnding to the feeling in tin* hi*ain, 
and coming at tlie same moment, as if the two were connected, and the 
whole on the sympatlietic nerves. This sensation was first (‘xptu’ieneed 
about two wei'ks after my prostration. I have since felt it many timi's, 
and generally W’hcn standing or walking, but seldom irhru I either stand or 
sit with my bark atjainsi something to sustain me. In two months al((‘r I 
was prostrated, I felt those spasms at times so powerfully that it w’ould 
seem 1 could not live if they should continue for the space of' a minute. 
They generally pass off in the space of a few siH'ouds, and do not nUurn 
for some hours, perhap.s not for a day or two, Expression vacant, laugh- 
ij)g on the slighte.<t provocation. {Strong light produced no contraction of 
the [)iipils, which were widely dilated, An.swered qm'stions when arouse<l, 
but soon became incoherent; vessels of retina rather eidarged : pulse 114;

sister, who took but half the amount I did. She, luiwciver, did not becfumj mu'on- 
Bcious. 
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quirk; extremities cold; mouth and tongue remarkably dry (first day). 
Delirious and very troublesome throughout the night; limbs feel numbed; 
objects appear a long way off, and as if double; sees letters dimly, but 
cannot read (second dayj,'^*^- — The skin was of the color of a lobster ; 
pulse 130; respirations rapid, sighing, and shallow; the pupils widely 
dilated, and the patient much alarmed. She looked as if in the eruptive 
stage of scarlet fever, — Dryness of throat, dilated pupils, and great pain 
in the passage. Vagina very dry, in great pain of a burning stinging 
character. Her pulse was quick, the countenance was flushed, tongue 
dry and parched, — Severe pain in the top of the head, vomiting, 
dryness of the fauces, spasmodic action of the muscles of the throat 
aiid chest, and an indescribable sensation of sinking. Pulse (juick and 
thready; irides very much dilated, though contractile; face and eyes 
sulfused, extremities cold, tongue moist, skin dry. Urinated several 
times with severe scalding and irritation of the bladder,‘‘^^‘’. — Nause- 
ous last(i, like copperas, in her mouth, a tingling in the fingers, and

”'*Tbey all exhibited indications of deteriorated health, the hue of the 
skiu being uniformly sallow and mu.Idy-lookiug, totally diflerent irom tbe 
brown discoloration caused by exiiosure to the sun ; the, surhu'o was always 
covered with that colorless downy hair, so characteristic of what the couii- 
trv peotile here, call “ impoverished blood.” An (edematous state prevailed 
genmally of the whole body, but always of the face aud lower extremities 
the former .sometimes being .swollen to an enormous extent, the distemletl 
slate of the eyelids and iqiper lip especially producing romarkable de- 
formity. The abdomen was tympanitic; the bowels torfiid ; the mucous 
membrane of the mouth andjrharyux was inflamed, ami in some parts 
ulcerated, and the gums .spongy; the appetite was usually p-eater than 
natural, in some cases voracious; the urinary .secretion ps deheum and 
irritating, aud that of tbe skin .suspended; very distressing frontal head- 
ache ami tension was also complained of ; but the most curiou.s 
next to the (edematous appearance of the patient, was the state of Uie 
hands and feet which were dry aud shrunken, with blotches (if a d('ep 
red, resembling’ burns, on the backs of the hands and dorMim of the h-et, 
the fingers and toes being frequently cold and livid, himilar bloK bts 
existed on the nose and forehead, and these varied m their c(msei|uenc-c 
from simple discoloration to ulceration of a m().st tr()uble.s()me descrqi urn, 
terminating iu loss of the cuticle, and droiiping off of tbe nails, with a 
marked disposition in the aggravated cases to gangrene.

2()00th (Jenichen) by olfaction for cough; 46 (L’Art. Med., 1877, 92), 
Recueil des Travaux de la Soc. Med. dTndre-et-Loire, Tours, 1878, a man 
took as a j)urge an infusion of a large quantity of the root. 

In about half an hour she became giddy, and during the night furious 
delirium supervened ; the pupils became dilated ; vomiting incessant, but 
not accompanied by diarrluea. As morning approached, the delirium 
(•(‘Used, and siu^ became conuitose, with occasional subsultus tendinum,^^ — 
Occasional sudden sliarp })ain in left lower second bicuspid, somewhat as 
if the tooth w(‘re being pulled out; it was felt on and off during the day, 
worse morning and evening; in the evening it was sometimes intermixe^d 
with shooting in tlie tooth ; the pain (of pulling out) was worse on pulling 
with the fingers (second day).

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Senpation of constriction of the heart, as if an iron bandf prevented 
its normal movement,^®. — I inhaled the odor of recently prepared tincture, 
and immediately thereafter rode +o see a patient. When 1 had ridden a 
mile I had an uneasy sensation in uiy stomach like food difficiik of diges- 
tion, but soon after entering the sick-room thought no more of my stom- 
ach. Thirty minutes later found it difficult to cro.ss the sidewalk to enter 
my carriage. After ten minutes more the vertigo had increased, there was 
stricture about the chest and stomach, pain in the heart and head. Ar- 
rived home and threw myself on the sofa. Now there was violent vertigo, 
causing me to stagger and reel ; violent pain in the head, chest, and stom- 
ach ; head felt full as if there were congestion. Pressing pain in the head, 
like a great weight on the vertex, pressing in the temples, pulsating in the 
temples, ears, and eyes, as if they would burst outwards. Weakness of 
sight, objects were not seen clearly ; intolerance of light and sound. Tongue 
dry and coated, slime in the nares and throat, very thirsty, satisfied with 
small quantity of water at one time. Profound nausea, lay for hours with 
my bowl near me, retching many times, with copious discharge of mucus. 
Terrible pain in the stomach, with pressure from without in ; constriction 
of the serobiculus, extending to the hypochondria, and as high up the 
chest as the fifth rib, as if encircled by a hot iron cincture, having invo- 
luted edges of an inch in size, pressing more and more, from hour to hour, 
till res{)iration was most difficult and distrc.ssing. Borne cough with much 
miK^ous expectoration, which greatly aggravated my sufferings. Attacks 
of difficult respiration, amounting almost to suffocation, with increasing 
hard and painful beating of the heart. The heart felt as if compressed 
violently, and as violently struggled to burst its bands, f'ulse very irreg- 
ular ; could not suppress a groan, .so great was my distress. At the same 
time severe pain in the spine, worse in the lumbar region, pressing down 
the glutei muscles to the inferior extremities. Tearing pains in the shoul- 
ders and arms; worse at first in the joints; after tw('nty*four hours worse 
in long hones. These symptoms increased for about twelve hours. Ipecac, 
was used for the nausea and the pain in the head; after several hours 
found no relief. Verat. vir. was taken with like nil results. Cffamphor 
was used in drop doses once in fifteen minutes for several hours, ml, A 
most miserable night was pas.sed, not a symptom disappeared ; hut the 
nausea was less distressing, and the iron band was less distressingly close 
around me. The heart struggled less violently; the tongue was coated 
thickly, whitish; thirst considerable; the pains in the extremities remained 
unchanged. Tliree mushy motions from the bowels during the forenoon, 
with pain. During the second day 1 took Bryonia for the pain in the head 
with some relief.

— Burning of the mouth, throat, and stomach (immedi- 
ately); convulsions (in Hfteen minutes); black in the face; body arched 
backwards; the teeth so firmly clenehed that nothing could separate 
them ; the eyes wide open, pupils quite insensible to strong light, but 
iK'ithcr contracted nor <iilated ; the eytihalls were rapidly rolling from side 
to side ; the pulse was at times hardly to he felt ; at others it was full and 
hounding; the breathing was gasping, with long intervals between each 
gasji (ill three hours — Immediately became very giddy and unwell; 
threw her arms about her sister, and was seized with strong convulsions. 
In about a quarter of an hour there \vas free vomiting, and she remained 
inic<msci(>us for some time longer. Some lime later she complained of 
headaciie and giddiness, and was ovidenily ct)nfiised ; pulse quick ; skin 
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nioist, . After four hours the child was observ^ed to do something which 
elicited the remark, “ Are you dreaming?” No reply was given by the 
child, aud it was noticed that something was wrong with him; his eyes 
were fixed in a stare, and he stood motionless and unconscious. His 
brother took him up to carry him to an adjoining room, when he immedi- 
ately became convulsed and perfectly rigid, with his head and legs bent 
back, so that he could only be placed on his side upon the floor. The 
convulsions increased until the flesh from the head to the shoulders be- 
came purple, and the puls^ decreased rapidly until it could not be felt. 
The body then lost its rigidity, and was apparently lifeless ; but in about 
ten seconds the pulse could again be felt, the convulsions retjirne’d, and 
the child foamed at the mouth. Applications of cold water brought 
him around in about four miniites: violent vomiting then ensued; he 
was hysterical for a time, but within an hour he was so far recovered 
that he could be put to bed,®f 

[ 930 .] Fil'd Experiment . — 1 took one scruple of Camphor inclosed in a 
little of the pulp of tamarinds. It made no alteration on the height of the 
mercury in the thermometer at my stomach. But twenty minutes after, 
my pulse beat only OG ; whereas, before I took the dose, it had beat G8 ; some 
time after this it was reduced to G5. 

Second ExperunoiL — I took two scruples in a Hjlile syrup of pale roses; 
which immediately caused a sensation in my moinli, sonu.hing like that 
occasioned by taking strong peppermint-water, but much more disagreeable. 
On looking at the thermometer at my stomach, the mercury, ten minutes 
after the dose, w'as fallen one degree ; and my pulse, which before was 77, 
now only beat 75. Twenty-five minutes after the dose, tlie mercury was 
risen to the same height at which it had been before I took it, and my 
pulse was again at 77. 

Long before this time, however, I began to feel an unusual lassitude and 
depression of spirits, accompanied with frequent yawning^ and strc'.tchings, 
which stole upon me by slow and almost imperceptible degrees ; till, at the 
end of three-quarh'rs of an hour from their first appearance, they were 
grown extremely troublesome. The mercury in the thermomeUu* remained 
at the same height as it had done before the dose ; but my pulse was now 
fallen from 77 to G7. 

Soon after this, my head grew so very giddy, that it was with great diffi- 
culty I could walk across the room ; when feeling myself, as 1 thought, 
stifled, 1 imagined the fresh air would remove that symptom, and therefore 
opened the window and looked out ; but everything in the street appeared 
to me in the utmost tumult and confusion; in which, imagining that 1 was 
involved, I felt myself in danger of losing my balance, and tumbling from 
my position. I therefore staggered from the window to my bed, and hav- 
ing a book with me, read several ' pages of it ; but had no distinct idea of 
any one sentence, but far less could I connect tw'o or more of them together, 
.so as to comprehend the meaning of the author. At last, being able to 
read no longer for the tumultuous motion w'hich 1 perceive<l arnong the 
letters of the book, and finding it liad no power to divert the attention of 
my mind from the uneasy sensations which disturbed me, I arose to see 
whether I could w'alk any better ; but to my great mortification, found my 
head more confused, and could hardly W’aik any at all. I then r(;turned 
to the bed, and being a little thirsty, called for some mutton-broth to drink. 
It being dinner-time, the servant, instead of bringing the broth, covered 
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the Jahle as usual, not knowing that I was complaining. When the vic- 
tuals were brought, I got out of bed again, and with no small reluctance 
swallowed a little of the broth, but could neither taste bread nor meat, on 
account of a nausea, which, however, was not accompanied with any incli- 
nation to vomit. 

1 now staggered again to bed, and took up the book I had left there, in 
order to make one more effort to divert the attention of my mind from the 
uneasy sensations I felt; but could not read, as the letters on the book 
formed only a confused group of unsteady irhages. Now the confusion of 
my head increased so much, attended with such a noise in my ears, that all 
knowledge of wliat was present, as well as memory of the past, was soon 
entirely lost in a state of insensibility. 

Fortunately, about this time, one of my young gentlemen came into the 
room, who told me afterwards, that! desired him to shut the window’s, and 
then threw myself backward on the bed, where I lay a few minutes very 
(luiet, then started up, sat on tlie side of it, and made some efforts to vomit, 
hut tiirew nothing up; that I then flung myself back again with dreadful 
shrieks, fell into strong convulsions, foamed at the mouth, stared wildly, 
and endeavored to lay liold of and tear everything within my reaeit. This 
outrageous lit was su(;eeeded by a calm, something similar to fainting, wdtli 
this difference only, thi|^ my color was very florid. The servants, conclud- 
ing me to he mad, durst not come near me, and therefore sent for my 
brother, who lived at a little distance. When he arrived and spoke to me, 1 
awaked, as I thouglit, from a profouml sleep, and had just sensii)ility enough 
to know him. My pulse heat 100 in a minute. Though I was recovered 
so much from the fit J have just now described as to know every one about 
me, what is strange is, J was eiitk’ely ignorant of my own actions, as well 
as of the place wliere 1 was. 

At this time, feeling myselt* very warm, I got out of bed, throw myself 
down on tin*, floor, and thinking mysedf refreshed by the cold of it, called 
for some cold water, and bathed my hands and face in it. This refreslied 
me a little, and in some d('gree (piieU‘d a tnunor which had seized on every 
]>art of my body. I drank })lentifully of warm water, and soon vomited ; 
and thougli more than three liours had ])asse<l since I had taken the Cam- 
j)hor, t!ie greatest part of it was evacuated, undissolved, along witli the 
water. 

I mentioned hefon* that 1 had not only lost all remembrance of my past 
actions, hut also the knowledge of every present object ; hut I now began 
slowly to recover both, tliough in a manner so amazing, that ray business, 
connections, and evi'rvtiiing of the same nature, which I had entirely for- 
gotten, at tlieir iirst oceurnmee startled my miiul, as if th(‘y were things I 
had never befurc' Ix^en ae(juainted with ; and wliat is still more extraor- 
dinary, after 1 knew every one of my family, I did not recollect the use 
of any fiart of th(^ furniture ol' my own room ; and every object on which 
J east my eyes appc'ared as strange ami new to me as if I had only that 
moment liegim my existence. 

WlnMlier it was owing to the vomiting or to the Camphor I know not, 
lint 1 was now affected with a |)retty severe headache, which disturbed rne 
a good deal all the evening. Between 5 and (3 o’clock the giddiness of my 
head, singing in my ears, excessive heat and tremor, which had been so 
severe on me before, were now considerably abated, but far from being en- 
tirely gone. About 7 o’clock Dr. Monro returned to visit me, and found 
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my pulse reduced from 100 strokes in a minute to 80. Wo now applied 
a thermometer to my stomach, and in half an hour the mercury arose two 
degrees above blood-warm ; it was then changed from my stoinach to the 
docvtor s, and in half an hour the mercury fell more than one degree. 

Letween 8 and 9 o’clock, feeling myself still very much confused, I 
Avent to bed, and soon after fell into a very calm and easy sleep, wliich con- 
tinued till next morning, with much less interruption than usual. AVheu 
I awaked, I found my headaehc quite gone, though a little of the confusion 
in it still remained. Some time after this, upon going to stool, 1 was ex- 
tremely costive, though I had not been so before ; lun did I feel anything 
ot it afterwards. All that day 1 had a very great soreness and rigidity 
over iny whole body, as if I had been exposed to cold, or undergone some 
severe exercise; but this, with all the other sympiems, went ofi’ entirely 
in a few days. Hoffman mentioned a ease where Imlf a drachm g'ven U> 
a healthy man, nekhcr augmented his natural heat, quickened his pulse, 
brouglit on thirst, or occasioned any uneasy sensation whatever; and 
another, where two scruples, almost as soon as swallowed, gave ii remark- 
ably severe headache, an extreme coldness, pale conntemince, languid pulse, 
a cold sweat over the head, doss of memory, etc. Monsieur Duteau relates 
that one dnicdim was given to a girl in a very severe colita Alter taking 
it, the ])aiii soon became easier, but it brought on sneh an extreme 
cold over all her body, as resembled deatli, which could hardly he re- 
moved by the assistance of warm cloths wrapt round her, and the internal 
use of winCj^h — Violent headache, sickness, and inability to work for t wo 
months, — Violent pain in the head and through the temples, aeeomjianied 
with an indeserihable sensation of sinking and exhaustion, as though her 
breath were leaving her (immediately); flushed face, eye sulfused with 
blood, pujiils dilated, extremities cold, pulse full, soft, and about 40, breath- 
ing laborious, and a constant putting of the hand to the top of the head, 
and again to tlie stomaeh, as though suffering great pain in both of ti»ose 
organs, the brain and the stomacdi. In addition to thesij symptoms tlnu’c 
was a total loss of speech for the time being; but notwithsOinding the 
jiower of speech was lost, lier hearing remained unimpaired, so that she 
und(u>tood every inquiry that was made, and nodded her h(‘ad in eonlir- 
niation or denial of all questions asked her (after four hours),’*.

31hul.-l soon became coirscious of a sense of disappointment. I 
said, “That was not Hasheesh, but some preparation of chocolate.” I 
took my t)en to write an indignant letter to my friend who had procured 
it, that he might know that I had not become ‘an easy dupe to his plan for 
deceiving mo. I was at a loss how to begin the letter, though otherwise 
always ready at writing, even when fatigued, as 1 then was, from sitting up 
two successive nights reading Jacob Behmeii. For a moment I paused, 
consid(?ring, and then the parietal bones expanded widely, as if ])arting at 
the sutures, and again collapsed with a sort of shufHing sound. I said, 
“This is the result of fatigue; I have read too hard, I will go to bed.” 
As J I’osc from my table 1 bccanij^ conscious of an agreeable state of warmth 
and lightness, 1 I'elt as if 1 had taken 8cot(4i whiskey. The room seemed 
larger than usual, and getting larger and larger still ; some skulls of ani- 
mals on the walls acquirc'd colossal proportions, and the conviction entered 
my mind that 1 had realiz(Hl an old dream of living in the midst of the 
monsters of the oolitic period, and that I had been awestruck for years, 
immovable, j)aralyzed, and with every faculty benumbed except that of 
wonder! 1 caught, sight of rny watch hanging in front of some papers on 
th(i wall, and it at once disf)clled the illusion. I ealmly looked at it, and 
found it was just twenty minutes since I took the Hasheesh. Immediately 
the watch expanded to vast dimensions, and its ticking sounded through 
my head like the pulsation of a world. I knew now for the first time that 
1 was under the infinenee of the <lrug, and began to make a few^ notes in 
poneil. Suddenly my limbs seemed benumbed, my toes shrunk within my 
slipjK'rs, my fingers became like the long legs of a convulsed spider; I drop- 
]U‘d th<' pen(‘il and walked to the window. The landscape was so sublime 
that 1 forgot the cause of the illusion in my admiration of the magical 
scene. The horizon was removed to an infinite distance, but was still dis- 
cernible, and the sunset ha<l marked it out with njyriads of fiery circles, 
all revolving, mingling together, expanding,and then chaiiging to an aurora, 
whicli shot up to the zenith and fell down in sparks and splashes among 
the trees, which at once hecamc illuminated, and the whole scene was grand 
beyond description, with fires of every conceivable color. All tliis time 
the landscape continued to expand; evA-ything grew, as I looked on, to 
greater and greater proj){)rtions. Trees shot up higher and higher, their 
branehes overspread the sky ; they met together and became a confused 
mass : the lights, which just before had glowed on every hand, changed to a 
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general purple haze. A sense of twitching in every limb, coupled with a 
feeling ot weariness and depression, caused me to turn aside and sit down. 
The twitching changed to a sharp nrickirg sensation, most violent in the 
extremities, and lor the moment the thought occurred to me that I had 
been poisoned by Strychnine. I opened a drawer to find an emetic, but the 
drawer had gone, and in its place sat one of my antediluvian monsters grin- 
ning at me, a real ichthyosaurus, with a red cap on its head, and v^th drum 
and paiulean pipes. For about six weeks, so at the time I determined the 
period, it played a monotonous tune, while I sat on the ground laughirig 
and enjoying the idea of my fingers and toes being elongated into claws, 
when suddenly the thought seizecl me that 1 would destroy the illusion by 
an effort. I dashed at the monster, and my head fell on the handle of the 
drawer. The dream was dissolved ; f could clearly understand the ticking 
of my watch, and the singing of a bird in the gardeif, wore the real sounds 
which my fancy had changed to drums and pipes of iny oolitic companion. 
I once more looked at my watch, and though years seemed to liave elapsed 
since the spell began, I found the real period to be hut twenty-live minutes. 
This last act of observing the time again threw me off my balance, I said, 
‘‘ Twenty-five minutes, twenty-five days, twenty-five months, twenty-five 
years, twenty-five centuries, twenty-five jeons ; now I know it all, 1 am 
the alchemist who discovered the elixir of life in the dark ages, and I 
shall live forever. What is time to me? Yes, that was the elixir 1 took 
twenty-five minutes ago to experience a sensation, and there it goes round 
the room.” It made me giddy to see it whirl like a wheel, of vvhi(^h 1 was 
the centre. There was a bust of Milton on the sluill*, which had changed 
to the face of Jacob Bebmeu, and it sat on one of the spokes of the wheels, 
and smiled upon me with such a smile of peace and satisfaction that I 
shouted “ Ha, ha !” The wheel revolved ; it became brilliant with fiery 
coruscations ; and by degrees the centre where I sat became the cireum- 
ference, and I was wliirled with it, ray head opening and shutting, so that 
I could feel the cold air oil my brain ; my breath getting short and 
(lifHcult, my chest falling, as if crushed by a weight, and my stomach 
gnawed by rats. This went on for ages; yet 1 knew all the while where 
1 was, an(l how the whole thing had happened, and actually got up, rang 
the hell, and ordered some coffee, though not for an instant di(l the illusion 
cease, nor, so far as 1 ever learnt, did the servant who answered me dis(*over 
any signs of my aberration. 1 thought of the coffee as likely to relieve the 
sense of oppression and disorder, which M^as now fast disj>elling the illusion 
by its reality. 1 felt iny pulse and tried to count it. 1 knew afterwards 
that it was full and rapid ; but at the time the throbs were like the heav- 
ing of mountains, and the numbers would multiply themselves, so that as 
1 counted one, two, three,” they became one, two, three years, centuries, 
ages,” and I literally shrieked with the overpowering thouglit that I had 
lived from all eternity, and should live to all eternity, in a palace of 
colored stalactites, supported by slmfts of emerald resting on a sea of liquid 
gold, for this was now the appearance of things, and the gnawing at my 
stomach suggested the idea that I should be starved to death, and yet live 
the deformed wreck of a deluded man. At this moment there was a tap 
at the door, and the servant entered with the coffee. It was in a huge 
tankard, chased all Over with dragons, that extended all round the world, 
and 1 saw the odor of it play round her in circles of light, and for at least 
an hour she stood smiling an<l hesitating where to place it, because my table 
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was covered with papers. I very calmly removed a few of the papers, and 
heaved a sigh that dissipated the dragons, made the odors fall in a shower 
of rain, and she |>ut down the tray with a era.sh that made every bone in 
my body vibrate, as if struck by ten thousand hammers. I know not 
whether she was alarmed at my appearance, but she stood apparently 
aghast, and hen* rosy face expanded to the size of a balloon, and away she 
went wiyi the rapi(lityof lightning, with Mr. Green in the car, and I stood 
applauding in the midst of thousands of lam[)S, which I had time to note, 
as the scene continued during a period whicli seemed indefinite, were all 
glow-worms, which I could touch, and they communicated to my fingers 
j)hosphorcscent sparks, as if they had been rubbed with Ijucifer matc;hes.f 
But r knew this was unreal, and I drank the coffee with the most perfect 
coriiposnre, though I felt it difficult to pour it out without spilling it, and 
the cu]) (;ame to my lijw as if it were the rirn of a caldron, seething with 
a stew of spices and nepenthe; and amid the steam I could see the fierce- 
ness and tartness ami prinia materia of Jacob Behmen, all displayed, so 
tliMt tlnu’c was an end of the mysteiy, and I could see into his brain, as he 
now s<‘em(!<l to be looking into mine. The moinent I sipped the coffee it 
<larted through me, and caused sensation of insupportable heat. Tlie gnaw- 
ing scm.sation of stomach and contraction of chest gave way to a sense of 
pricking, most violent in lingers and toes, and yet, though painful, this w'as 
all })!(‘asant; and though 1 could now collectively ol)Serve the objects 
aj'ound me, yet they would transport themselves to immeasurable distances, 
and k(‘.ep continually dilating in size; and though looked at my watch, 
and saw that only forty minutes had elaj)sed, yet thcu’c was a secret per- 
suasion in my mind that a period of at least forty centuries had gone by 
since I broke off a fragnnmt of Hasheesh, and committed myself to this 
dream. There seemed to Ih^ now only one effect of the drug remaining, 
and tliat was a sense of warmth all over the body, and a tendency' in my 
iicad to ex[)and and fill the nxmi. But my arms (Iropj)e(l ii(wn ; I could 
not keep tlnnn up without great and painful effort. I finilhed the coffee, 
experieiR'C'd less of the }>rickiiig .sensation than at firsts and t^en rose and 
went to bed. I could walk without diffienlty, though my legs were iin- 
luensely long, and felt as if they would j)reseiitly-l)e eramp(‘d, so that I 
should cry out. As I undres.'^ed myself, my (dothes would fly from m(‘ far 
away into boundless sj)ace, and become wandering stars; the buttons of 
mv vest glitU'red in the firmament like Orion, hut much more vast and 
sph'udid. 1 did not (hire to look out of the window. J emh^avored to 
control myself, for .1 began to feel a sense of dread. As I got into bed the 
bed extcMided. As 1 lay down at full length, I myself extended; and as 
soon as 1 shut iny ey(‘s I felt that I covered the space of the whole earth. 

I had a stnise of indeserihahie }>ain all over me. My skin seemed to move 
to and fro upon my flesli ; my head swelled to awful dimensions, and I 
partt‘d in two froni head to foot; became two juirsons, each throbbing, 
brcalhing hard, sighing hnidly, and lost in a commixture of ethereal, yet 
agonizing, colors and sounds. Tlnvse seemed to eontinne for ages ; but I 
was really aslee[), and 1 never could call to mind at what time I went to

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bed, or at what point of the illusion sleep came upon me, but I always sup 
posed it to be when I felt myself parted in twain, and immersed in 
and music. The next day 1 woke early and seemingly unrefreslied.' 1 
lay some hours pondering upon the strange effects the drug had produced, 
and found it difficult for some time to prevent the intrusion of some broken 
iTagments of the visions from taking possession of me ; luit when 1 had 
dressed and breakfasted I felt as well as usual’ In a second expmdmenr, 
when unafiected by fatigue,! noticed that every physical and mental })o\vei 
seemed intensified. The illusions weie more agreeable and more ridiculous. 
1 was the subject-of a thousand difierent moods in llie v ourse of a few sec- 
onds, which, as in the former case, seemed ages; and these moods were 
nearly always swallowed up in sonic strange vision of walls roiHHiiug, land- 
scapes rolling away to a horizon they ne.^er ivac h<‘d, skies opening to 
views of boundless space, and sudden flashes liefore the eyes of visible odors, 
sounds, and ideas. The most remarkable feature of this paroxysm was a 
feeling tliat my soul was too large for my body, and must expand it to 
suitable dimensions. This pained me. 1 gasped for my breath, and lelt, 
my skin stretch and crack, and my joints flv like the snapping of huge 
beams of timber. These illusions became instantly tin* founchiiion of otluu’s. 
The cracking of iny skin became suddenly a display of fireworks, and tin' 
siia])ping of my joints the beating of gongs. Still pleasurable sensations 
prevailed; old memories were revived as pictures; and in juiny rcsju'cN 
thc! ellects resembled those of Opimn. But with Opium there is a more 
entire and settled a('quieseence in the illusions, and tinj ideas are moie 
eontinin)Us and eouneeted. With Htisheesh there is a rapid sueei'ssion of 
new scenes and startling combinations. When there is no f'aiigthe mind 
is literally whirled away in a succession of ravishing delights, and is y('t 
all the while conscious that the whole affiiir is a dee(^j)tion. Tiiis }>a.rox- 
ysm was s(jon over. It ended in a joyous feeling, in which liic sei'UU'il 
lengthened out beyond the natural term, and all around me wen' objeiils of 
transeeiidenl beauty, which I had tlie power of resolving into realities by 
an effort of the wiil ; and it seenuHl that by suee(.'s>ively using this t (fort 
the spell was broken, and the efleet of the drug ('Utirely dc'stroyed. The 
third dose (of 4 sernples) was the last. 1 took it at midday, wlnm in 
usual h(;alth and sj)irits. I at once went out and proet'cdt'd across Fins- 
buiy S<iiuire, in the dire(*lioij of the (uty. It seemed tiiuL about a rpmrtc'r 
of an liour had elapsed, during wdiieh I had a comfortable senst^ of warnilh 
and an imavasing tejulency to open my month for air, though I was not 
aware of any difficulty of breathiifg. “ N(.w,” said I, “ this is j)leasanl ; 
I shall have a gloi’ious time of it.’' Immediately a voice shouted, “ Ther<' 
he goes, he is always inflat'd.” I was at once conscious that J was ob- 
served by j»asseis-by to be ex})ai]ding rapidly, and 1 h'lt myself rise from 
the ground and walk aliovc it. I halted, and by an effort of the mind, col- 
lected myself, and found that the voice was that of a man sidling some 
wares in IMoorgate Street, who Imd not even notieed me, nor had any oik' 
else. But the thought occurred immediately, “This is a delusiou ; 1 am 
exj)anding, ami cannot touch thc ground.” For a moment, it might he, 
])ut it seemed an indefinite period, I saw the whole city spread out befoio 
me as a diorama. The church bells rang joyously; the lionses were il- 
luminated; the horses had gold and silver tra[)pings ; the ])eople were 
waltzing, singing, laughing, ami playing with fireworks. I agam exerti'd 
my will, tuid felt a di>gust at the meanness of such a performance, so far 
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sh^rt flid it come of mv own sense of sublimity ; for I felt exalted, and 
had the utmost consciousness that I was able to separate the false from the 
true, though I really could not. I retraced my steps, and was accompanied 
home by triumphal bands of music, shouts of triumph, running footmen 
carrying colored flambeaux ; and 1 gradually quickened my pace till I ran 
too, only toinfliing the ground at intervals, but for the most part swimming 
througli the air ; yet knowing that I walked as other peo])le, and knowing 
too that the ordinary sounds and scenes of streets were the foundation of 
the delusion. 1 reached my home and went to my study, with a sense of 
satishiction that I was now in a safer position than in the streets under 
such an influence. I sat down and began to fill a pipe with Turkey to- 
ba(‘co. The pipe would lengthen out so that I could not reach the bowl, 
yet 1 did reach it ; and, in like manner, the tobacco-jar seemed deep enough 
to serve for one of those used in “ AH Baba, or the Forty Thieves and 
it suddenly became a row of jars, and out of them leaped the forty thieves, 
with monkeys’ faces and red jackets on.f I lighted ray pipe, and as the 
cloud rose. 1 saw ail the party had lighted their pipes, and were all proper 
Arabs, and I was in the midst about to tell theni a tale. By some strange 
freak they all suddenly collapsed, and became the double of myself, and 
yet they continued smoking. I now saw in the stomach of my double a 
huge cuke of Ilashee.sh, which presently shot up into his brain, and 1 felt 
a. hot throbbing of the head, and the thought occurred, “ Why, if he has 
tlie ITasheesh, have 1 the burning, and how can that shadow smoke so 
(^alrnly with a mass of poison in his brain I rose and propounded my 
double a problem, “ How in the cud, matter and spirit would he (M)mpletely 
identifled and made as one? ’ I was assured, in reply, that a sense of light- 
ness would accomplish all, and I became as light as a feather; I swayed 
to and fro, I was lifted uf), si)arks flashed in iny eyes, fire was emitted from 
my Angers, head, and stomach, and prosmitly there was an awful crash, and 
1 came to myself with the thought that I was going mad. I saw the pipe 
in fragim-nls at iny feet, and the burning tobacco on the heart|i-rug. I 
coolly ()i(!k(Hl it up with my hand, took another pipe, dropped the smoking 
t()l)a('co into it, and saw iny double again. 'Phis time he was the body ami 
I was the shadow. 1 felt myself to l)e notliing. I was the soul, and Ixi- 
side im; was tin' Ixuly. 1 thought J had now solved the problem of matter ami 
spirit ; I .said, “They are only two forms of life siinie fact;” and I laughed 
aloud, and they all laugiied with me, the umbrellas J mean, for my um- 
brella hung on a hat-rail, and it [)e()pled the room with ofls})ring ; and away 
vvc'iit the furniture and ornaments and books, all carrying umbrellas, danc- 
ing, whistling, and splashing water from the pools upon me, till I stamped 
my foot and smothered myself with sparks and planets and auroras, ami 
sank back with a pain in the luml that literally dispelled the delusions, ami 
creattMl a momentary alarm. 1 was now beset with prickings ; I seemed 
to swell ; i had a diflieulty in breathing, and yet it was a [pleasant one, I 
put th(‘ tobacco awjiy, inspected everything about me, and thought of try- 
ing the eflects of reading aloud and attem[>ting to sing ; hut I found my 
strength gone, I was s[)elibouud, so light 1 could not govern my movements, 
and by' degrees I began to discover that the illusion was over, that it had 
left me tremulous, ami with .a low pulse, and re(piiring refreshment for my

recovery. The first act, on fairly reviewing the case, was to seize the frag- 
ment of Hasheesh winch remained and fling it up the chimney. It went 
up, and did not even return again. I -aw it go into tlie sky, and be- 
come a bird, for the chimney was glass, and I could sec through all its 
windings. I now felt that madness had really come upon me, and I 
bt'gan to bathe my temples and drink soda-water, and soon discovered 
that I had had a second paroxysm^ for tluTc lay the Hasheesh among 
the shavings in the fireplace. I applied a match ; there was a glo- 
rious blaze; and I now saw it dissolve into a grand procession of 
colored lights, that died away and left me (pdetly and coliectodly re- 
flecting on the whole affair. This was the third paroxysm. There was yet 
one more, but of a trivial nature, and T had now done with Havslieesh,*^ — 
About half an hour after taking tlr medicine I was at the dinner-table, 
and we were all laughing and jesting, and enjoying our dinner meal with 
more levity than usual, 1 taking the lead in the merriment. I was just 
about finishing dinner, when suddenly I felt a thrill pa.ss through me ; the 
room and the dining-table seemed to rise up and swing, or float about. 
There was a sensation of llgiituess and dreaminess connected with every- 
thing. 1 had been conversing, but in the beginning of these sensations 
had leaned upon my elbow on the table, which attracted the attention of 
my wife, who asked what paiiicd me. I answered that then^ w'as no j)ain, 
but that 1 experienced a peculiar kind of sensation which I lioped would 
soon j)ass away. Summoning up my will, J arose and walked into the 
j)arlor, and took a seat, and tried to compose myself; but the sensations 
continued to come on. For a few seconds after the first thi'ill, I thought 
all W'as going to pass off, but now the symptoms were increasing in intensity. 
1 arose and went to the glass to look at myself, and to notice the appear- 
ance of the j)npiLs of my eyes. Up to this time I would not believe I was 
under the influence of Cannabis. My condition rapidly grew worse, worse, 
I say, for my sensations w'ere of the most disagreeable and horrible naiiiro 
p()ssil)le. I felt as if reason was being hurled by violence from its throne. 
Sensations and states of consciousness, rather than ideas, were wildly pass- 
ing through my mind. I said to my wife, “T am in a terribh^ situation, 
something must be done.^’ 1 called for an emetic. While it was being 
])rcpare(l, I was all the time becoming more and more resth'ss and agitated. 
I arose and walked out into the hall, and thought to myself what is the 
use of me running around like a wild man, and returned and sat down in 
my eiiair, but could not be easy. The emetic was brought and I swallowed 
it. 1 then said, “Give me some warm water,” and started for the kitchen. 
Home one pi\)])oscd a hot foot-bath of mustard-water ; 1 said, “ Yes, let it 
he got immediately.” A few minutes more and J was in the kitchen, heiorc 
the stove, with my feet in a boiler of hot water. By this time juy condi- 
tion was awful in the extreme. My own voice sounded strangi'ly to me 
when I spoke, while the voices of those about me sounded as if obscured 
by a gauze or veil over my senses; the sounds seemed far ofl‘, dreamy, a,nd 
unreal. I was beginning to have a sort of double or even tiiple con- 
sciousness. It seemed as if I were living three lives at once. Anything 
spoken to me, imnied lately seemed to have been an age ago. Tlie few 
movements I made were governed by the will, and yet they seemed auto- 
matie, as I could not feel myself move. Indeed, I seemed to have lost my 
body and become all dreamy imagination. I moved oc^casionally, but had 
no physical sense of doing so. After .swallowing a c|nantity of w arm water, 
I unbuttoned niy vest, but did not even seem to touch the buttons, and yet 
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I must have had some sense of feeling, for I did not watch the movements 
of my hands. I saw with my eyes, hut nothing was natural. I looked at 
the wall and objects around ; an impression was made upon the sensorium, 
and the visual impression seemed hurried off at lightning speed, then im- 
mediately the same impression was made with some different phase, while 
an age almost seemed to intervene between these changing states of con- 
sciousness. A moment seemed an eternity ; the most terrible depression 
came on. My mental states and sensations seemed to^ move in circles. 
Kapi<J]y, smoothly, and noiselessly, I seemed to be carried down a psychical 
maeistj’om. The voices about me* sounded in my ears as a dull dreamy 
droning, although I understood all that was said. Dissolution seemed im- 
minent. Rapidly I was sinking doNvii the horrid maelstrom of niy own 
irnagin.ation, each revolution bringing me nearer to the pointed hot torn 
below, which 1 thought would be death. .. I still could get out, by great 
ellbrt of the will, as it seemed to me, short sentences; but when I spoke 
ojily three words, before the third was uttered the first seemed to be far in 
th(^ distant past. When I s[>oke, I seemed as if started from a dream ; a 
flash of light came before my eyesj and everythftjg seemed to rise up sud- 
d(!nly before me. I remember that the lioor seemed to be slo})ing up before 
me, and pitching off behind. I now labored fully under a tri}>]c eonscioiis- 
ness, two dreamy and unreal, and underlying these, apparently, was rny 
real self, ohse.uretl by the intoxication upon me. I seemed to pass succes- 
sively from one state of consciousness to another. When in one stat(‘, I 
naiiemhered the suecessive changes of sensation in that state that had 
ofX'urred previously. Noise or movement seemed to transfer me immedi- 
ately to another stJite of eonseiousness. In this new state, the recollection 
of the sensations in the other stale were dim and socm forgotten, wliile I 
seemed to remember back in tlu* line of consciousness in which I then was. 
Through all these wonderful psyehi(^al phenomena, I pn^served a good 
(h'gree ol‘ rationality. 1 remembor distinctly to have retiected, “What is 
my (Condition ?” “How long is it going to last I told the attendants 
lp<'caC. would not, vomit me, to get mustard and water. When liuw were 
going to give me lemomido, I tasted it, ami said, “ Jt is not sour enough, 
[)Ut ill (fiirict acid, it is the acid that is antidote to the Hasheesh.’’ During 
all this time I was sitting stupidly in a chair, before the stove, making but 
few movements. 1 lost all correct idea of time; a moment seemed an age. 
I thought they would never get the mustard for me. After drinking the 
mustard mixture 1 called for warm water, and thought they would never 
gel it ready, and called for it, as 1 thought, about once (wery fifteen min- 
utes, su|)po.'<iiig they had forgotten to bring it. IMy wife says 1 sj)oke in- 
cessantly, r•‘j^eaung my request as fast as 1 could. As I recollect now, it 
seems to nui 1 called only three? or four times for anything, and then at 
long intervals, i still seemed to be sinking down into the maolslrom, and 
\yas nearing the apex lielow, when suddenly 1 gave a retch, and began to 
vomit. ^\ idle in the very act of .straining to vomit I felt more natural, 
because, 1 su[)j)ose, of the eiiange of eireulation within the cerebrum. 
The vomiting over, 1 felt I was about gone, and said, as it seemed to me, 
with an awful effort, “ Rut me in bed, 1 shall know ucthiug in a few min- 
utes more.” At one tim« 1 really thought I was entering the world be- 
yond, ami was wondering how things would appear, when something 
elniugi'd the current of my ideas. Just as J started to bed, I had reached 
the eiimax of wretchedness. A few minutes before L had taken some 
Icmun-juiee, which they brought me instead of the Citric acid .solution I 
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had called for, and now the symptoms seemed to begin to abate. The 
revolving [mnorama of sensations seemed to move more slowly, and each 
revolution aj'peared to bring me back, up, more to the lights and to myself 
again. I was now in bed, had walked from the kitchen, but did not" feel 
the floor; with a feeling of relief,! said, “1 shall get all right again.*" 
My liands now began to become cold, and then my feet, and I requested 
to be kept warm, and asked to have my hands rubbed. From this on I 
dozed in a dreamy, intoxicated manner; for a few seconds I lost myself in 
sleep* and then started up, seeming to have just C()mplett*d another round, 
asc(U)ding the same spiral maelstrom whi(‘h 1 had previously descended; 
still 1 had no correct idea of time; mv hands were still cold, and 1 asked 
the attendants to chafe them, and then dropped into a doze and after, as 
it seemed to me, half or tluee-quarters of an hour, I aroused and repeated 
the request. Thv)se who were attending me say I was incessantly repeat- 
ing the request. They put warm bricks to my hH‘t, and 1 immediately 
dozed off again, and in Jess than half a minute asked them to put some- 
thing warm lo my foot, saying 1 was nearly frozen. I was reminded that 
it had alrea<ly been done a moment before. I remembered the eireumstaiiee, 
but it so(‘ined to have been at least two or throe hours before. From tiiis 
on the symploms of intoxieatlon gradually abated. After dark, at 7 
o’clock, 1 could eonv u'se very readily, but time o ragged very slowly. 
Toward morning 1 slept soriicwliat more naturally, hut was mnwous, and 
felt aehiiigs in uiy back and neck, and sorem'ss of my sides, from vomit- 
ing. Next morning my apj)etite w'as poor, my head milled, and 1 felt dull 
all (lay, nuieh the sarm^ I iniagiue, as a man after a drunken spree. 
During the whole oj)eralion of the medicine the pupils of my ey(‘s \V(‘re 
natural, ami after the fir<t lew minut(is the color ot my fa(a‘ was the same 
as usual. My })u]se was at first rapid and strong, afterwards not so strong, 
but fasUu’ than eommon ; luy hands and feet wau'e cool, from the end of the 
first to tli<‘ middle of the thinl hour. At no time was there any disposition 
to spasmodic movements of any kind ; the disposition was rather to lic^ iii- 
aetive ami (juiet. 1 was about six hours inider the influence of the drug, 
but the climax of llie symjttonis was reached in about uii hour ami a 
(juartm*,”'. - At 7i (l wo hours after last dose), uutiexd that he felt soim‘- 
w hat nervous and dizzy, and that he gav(‘ wrong (diange to a (Uistomer. A 
lew n)inut(*s after, when out on an errand, felt an irresistihh; inclination 
to rim ; iil the same time a sense of' “contruiuion ” of entire genito-urina ry 
organs and great desire to urinate, with much siranguiy on passing water; 
also excessive diyness of fa lU'es, coming on suddenly and witii mueli tliirst. 
On ret u riling to Ids place of business, found it imjKissihle In ke(*n still, on 
iieeoiint of an irresistible desire to be constantly ou his feet. Within a 
few minutes spasms slipervi ikcI, (luring which, at times, the flexors and 
extensors, at times the abductors and adductors of the whole body, were 
tlirown into violent alternate action. While .sitdng in his chair, one min- 
ute his feet would beat a tattoo on the dour; ami the next, his knees Ix^at 
violently together. Tlie spasms inereascid in B(.^verity and freipicncy f'or 
half an liour, and then gradually diminished, after emesis had been in- 
(IirumI. Patient could by strong exercise of his will, restrain the spa.-ms ; 
but on fresh ae(*es.s they were much more vio^tJUt. Tlu'y were umuaiom- 
paiiied by pain ; but after a time, he experienced a sense of wearim*ss, as 
after the sjiasms of tetanus. Patient describes his mind as being “dull ” 
and somewhat confus(Ml, hut says that at no time did he lose consciousness 
ill any d(‘gree. At no time any delirium. At but oue time did he experi- 
voi?x.— 27 
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ence any mental disturbance, when he thought the vomitus was the head 
<rt* a hippopotamus, and again a bunch of earthworms. He noticed that, 
if anylhing ludicrous were said or done, or any idea suggested, which re- 
quired more than common exercise of the mind, -the spasms were consid- 
erably intensified. The senses of seeing and feeling were somewhat dimin- 
ished. Had tinnitus aurium. Conjunctivte congested. Pulse, at 8.80, 
about 140, somewhat irregular in character and frequency — At 11 o’clock 
three pe rsons had taken the liquid ; on the expiration of two hours no .sen- 
sible ( Ifect being produced, another dose was administered. The follpvving 
are the [)henomena which occurred in two of the gentlemen in the course 
of another half hour: Mr. A. K. resisted the action of the substance, and, 
as hti said, experienced a slight oppression of the head and epigastrium ; 
perhaps, also, the second repast which he took, all these gentlemen having 
already breakfasted, may have entirely neutralized the substance; an ex- 
amination of the state of the pulse was neglected at the beginning of the 
experiment; its acceleration subse(juently and the state of the pupil suffi- 
ciently demonstrated the (dfect of the substance. Mr. B., on whom the 
medicine first took effect, experienced a dryness of the throat ami twitch- 
ing of the limbs. The pulse was 96 in the minute, the face flushed. Mr. 
B. soon closed his eyes in order to collect himself; his ideas appeared to 
devcih'p with extreme rapidity. At one moment he offered the singular 
j)henom(‘na of a double man-; he said he heard music on one side and con- 
versation on the other ; but this symptom did not continue. The music, 
which was ])erform(;d by M. (L, did not appear to act in any particular 
manner on the subject ol‘ experiment. At this time his pu])ils were much 
dilated. Interrogated as to his sensations, M. B. said they were very 
voluptuous. He felt particularly gay and ha].)py ; he wished to be alone 
in a (juiet jihua* ; he had grc'at repugnance to speak or to move; all coun- 
tenances apjH'ar to him ridiculous. Until now Mr. B. had conversed; he 
moved about, and sotm^times laughed violently, but all his actions resem- 
bled those of a person excited by alcoholic Ji(|Uor. Suddenly he Hung 
himself' on a com-h, refused to answer any more (piestions, and begged to 
be hd't aloiK', and not disturbed in the delicious sensations he experienced ; 
he had spasmodic movemcTits in his merjibers, and in the diaphragm ; he 
sighed, moaned, laughed, and w(*j)t by turns; the pulse 120 a minute, the 
fac(‘ much flushed. Tlu^ per.sons present began to feel uneasy, but were 
n'assured on hearing Mr. B. rejK*at scv(‘ral times that he was hap|>y find 
did not sufier. Dr. C^»ttercau watched the symptoms with the greatest 
minuteness. Mr. B. apj^eared the whole time to have the most agreeable 
synqitorns [)ro(‘ei>ding from the epigastrium. All the [)henomena presented 
W(*re those of ecstasy ; his features besjiokc the greatest happiness; he 
eould not find language to express his I’eclings; he would not wish to leave 
his prisinit eomlitioii he is so lm[)[)y. “How much I thank those who gave 
me that delicious drink.” “ Tell me what you feel,” said one of the party, 
“ 1 cfiunot express it.” The influenee of Mr. B.’s tem[)erament was re- 
marked throughout the experiment; he is pos.se.ssed of grefit sensibility. 
In sjieaking of gay subjects, and pointing out lively and agreeable obiecis, 
his idea.s harmonized instantly; he shouted with laughter, and evinced the 
greatest gayety. It was evi<lent in this case that he wa.s under the influ- 
ence of the person who spoke to him, who could direct his ideas as he 
chose. Mr. B.’s sense of hearing had become extremely acute ; he very 
di>tinetly heard whut was saiil far off* and in a low voice. In the midst of 
his ecstasy he neither lost consciousne.ss of persons nor things. lie replied 
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correctly to all questions addressed to him, and knew those who "urroimded 
him; but it was evidently painful to him to speak; he seemed to wish to 
enjoy his ecstasy undisturbed. At half past four, the pulse is 90; his 
ecstatic reveries continue; be is n t conscious of anything relating to 
earth ; his mind is perfectly free, and yet he has some delicious sensations. 

Mr. A. I)e G. proposes to give him an antidote and bring him back to 
his natural state; he says that the sensati('n of happiness will last a day 
or two. All whom I have interrogated, who have tried the experiment, 
have assured me that they have not felt any di-^.ress on the f«>llowing days, 
but, on the contrary, a great sensation of happiin'ss. M. 1)., the second 
subject, came to tlm meeting with the convi<'tM>n that t'v substance coukl 
not produce any effect upon him, and widi the firm intention to resist its 
action. No symptoms occurred! for two hours and a half. The jdivsiog- 
nomy of M. D. is grave, ills idiaracter is serious, he rarely laughs, and 
devotes himself to metaphysical studies. Towards 2 o’clock his pulse was 
100; his heart beat rapidly; several persons felt its pulsations. INI. Ih, 
who until now had be<‘n very calm, and convcrsial with the company on 
various subjects, exclaimed that he was delirious; he hegan to sing, took 
out his pencil, and endeavoicd writedown what he fell. Here are some 
fragments of his notes: “It i^ droll ; my feelings arc very vivid ; the idea 
of lieing useful witliout fear, made me decide, on taking this excidleiit 
drink. I am singular; they are laughing at me; 1 will not write any 
more.’’ He threw away his pa[)er ; his delirium inereasc'd. The features 
of M. 1). l)e(‘ame very flexible; he laughs sarrlonically ; the (‘xpn'ssion of 
his (‘ve is animated, his face hmI, his pulse ll!0, his pupils dilated.* Lik(i 
Mr. B., he looks extremely ha[)py ; laughs, sings, g(‘sti(*nlat(‘s, and s[»eaks 
with extreme volubility. His ideas follow one; another with rapidity ; it 
is the derangement of gay mania. But in the midst of this abundaina*, 
mobility, and variableness of ideas, those which form the basis of bis studies 
})redominate. Tln^se serious subjects are intermixed with pl(‘asantri(‘s, bon 
mots, and puns. His tongue is dry ; he spits frecjnently; his inferior (‘X- 
trtMiiities are slightly convids(‘11. This is a very singular <leliriuni. Like 
Mr. ib, his hearing and sight are V(‘ry aente. He has no notion of lime 
and spaee, but recognizes every one pr('.sent, and replies correctly to (pu's- 
tions j)ut to him. He draws out bis watch, and says with tin* gr(‘at<st 
calmness, “Tt is such an hour.” A mnltilinh* of id(‘as s(‘(‘m to fill his h( ad, 
which he cannot express; ho .«ays, “ You might take an ('ar, or an eye, if 
you could give mo another tongue to make known what I fe(‘l.” Tlu‘ pulse 
lowers ; it is sot't(*r, and beats but 90 in a minute. Th(‘ chdirium continues; 
water is given to him ; he exclaims: “That will make the frogs come, who 
will drink up the li(jUor.” Incoherent sentences follow with inconc(‘ivabh! 
rapidity. The character of the delirium change.s. He seals himself in a 
corner, closes his eyes, and talks to himself; he looks inspired. We sur- 
round him; he talks of seieneos and gives didinitinns; then, lik(^ a man 
trying his [)owers, he pronounces a few words, and immediately recites 
some twenty very harmonious ver.ses. Being under the imj)ression that 
they were some well-known stanzas, we omitted to note them down ; but 
on some one asking him if they were not by Victor Hugo, he repli<‘d, 
“No!” “They are then your own?” He gave a sign of as.scnt. His 
countenance expressed gayety and sati.sfaction ; his skin became very pallid ; 
his pulse 100; his eyes closed, which he opened on the recpiest of his 
brother; the puj>ils le^^s dilated. He left oil* improvising to speak of for- 
eign countries. We had been told that in the.se experiments the phenomena 
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of second sight would he developed. M. D. described countries and cities 
which he had visited witli as much correctness as though they were then 
before him ; he perfectly re(;ollected the peculiarities which he had noticed 
in his travels; in like manner he told us that he saw the stones of the 
Pantheon at Naples, raised, and drew a very prat^tical picture of the scene 
which had struck him. Jhit notwithstanding all our questions, he could 
not describe f)laces with which he was unacquainted. He saw objects 
which luid no existence, llis brother inquired if he could look into his 
brain. “No, it is empty;” then he added : “ How' do you think I can see 
into your brain? It is veiled, there are objects between it and me.” He 
then arose, saying, “ All this is a dream ; this state of aberration has given 
a livelier impulse to my ideas, but has not added to my knowledge.” Tlie 
delirium, which for some time had been confined to a series of ideas, now 
became general again ; he sang, laughed, and talked with great vivacity; 
he experienced no suffering, and sai(l he was very hapjiy. This state lasted 
for four hours and a halt', when 1 left the party. The pulse at 90 ; the 
spitting lref|ueiit, and a constant desire to drink,*’’. — One of our compan- 
ions, J)r. , who had travelled much in the East, and was a determined 

()[)iuni eater, was the first to yield to its influence, having taken a mueh 
larger dose than the others; he saw stars in his plate, ami the firmament 
in his s(m[) dish ; then turning his face to the wall, talked to himself, and 
burst into fits of laughter, with eyes flashing, and in the highest state of 
glee. 1 felt {)erfectly calm until dinner was over, although the pupils of 
the eyes of niy other friends began to sparkle strangely and ac(jnire a most 
singular turijuoise lint. The tal)les being cleared, 1 islill having my senses) 
arranged myself comfortably with cushions on a divan to await the ecstasy. 
In a tew minutes a general lethargy over<uime me. My body appealed to 
dissolve and become transparent. 1 saw the hasheesh which 1 had eaten, 
distinetly within me, under th(‘ form of an emerald, from whl(;h thousands 
of little sparks were emitted ; my eyelashes lengthened indefinitely, twist- 
ing themselves like golden threads around little ivory wln^els, whicli whirled 
al)oni with ineoneei vable rapidity. Around me were figures and scrolls of 
all colors, arabes(jnes, and flowing forms in endless varioly, which I can 
only compare to llic variations of the kaleidoscope. 1 still occasionally 
saw my companions; but they appeared disfigured, half men, halt' plain^s; 
now with the pensive air of' an ibis, standing on one leg, and again as 
ostriehi‘s, flapping their wings, and wearing so strange an appearance tliat 
1 shook witii laughter in my curiuM- ; and, as if to join in the bnifooiiei y 
of the scene, 1 comin(‘iice(l tossing up my cushions, catching them as they 
descended, and twisting them round wdth all the dexterity of an Indian 
juggler. One of the gentlemen addressed a diAeourse, to me in Ifalitn, 
wliieh the hasheesli by its extraordinary power delivered to me in 
C^uestions and answers were most rational, and touehed on difieront matters, 
such as the theatres and lilenilnri*. The first stage dr(;w towards its ter- 
mination. After some minutes I recovered my calmness, without head- 
aclie, or any of the sympioins which aceompany the use of wine, and feel- 
ing very mueh astonislual at what had o(;cnrred, when I again fell uii ier 
the influence of the hasiieesh. The vision this time was more ct)mplicated 
and extraordinary. Millions of butterflies, whose wings rustled like fans, 
flew about in the midst of a coiirnsed kin 1 of light. Gigantic flowers, 
with crystal calyxes, enormous hollyhocks, gohl ami silver lilies arose, and 
burst into fltiWiU's around me with a craekliug sound like that of bouquets 
of fireworks. My hearing was jiroJigiously developed. I heard the sound 
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of color; green, red, blue, ai)(i yellow sounds sfrnck me with perfect dis- 
tinctness. A glass upset, the creaking of a chair, or w.)rd spoken, hov/- 
ever low, vibrated and res(vanded like rolling thunder; my own voice ap- 
peared so loud that 1 dare<l not spea': for tear of throwing down the walls 
or bursting like a bomb; more than live hundred clocks vhimed the hour 
with their flutelike voices. Every object gave forth a note of the harmonica 
or A'^olian harp. I swam in an ocean of s('un(b wherein some f)assages of 
the Lucia mn] Barhiere floated like little isles of light. Never before had 
I bathed in such beatitude ; I was so encircled by its waves, so transported 
from all things earthly, s(> lost to self, that odioiis, ever-present witne.ss, that 
1 comprtheiided for the first time whiu might be the e^^vtcnce of elemen- 
tary spirits and angels, and T»uis released from this mortal coil. I was as 
a sj)onge in tlie midst ot the .sci ; eve’w instant waves of lia[)piness wash(‘d 
over me, entering and departing through the pores; for I had hecome 
permeable, and even to the smaliest capillary vessel my whole being was 
filled with the eolor the fantastic medium in wldeh 1 was plunged. 
Sounds, perfumes, and light reached me hy multitudes of beams, deli<‘ate 
as a hair, thiongh which I heard tla magmu.ic cm rent pass. According 
to my (ailciilalioii this state must have lasted for three hnndri'd years, 
for tlie sensations suec(‘eded each o<her so nmneronsly and powtudully 
that (he real apf)reeiation of time w'as impossible. AVlien the attack was 
over, 1 pereeiv(Ml that it had lasted a (ptart(‘r of an nour. Wliat is vc'ry 
curious in the iiUoxicating effect of the hasheesh is that it is not eon- 
tinuoiis; it comes and goes auddeidy, raises you to heaven and places you 
again on eartli, without any gradual transition ; lik(‘ madness, it has its linad 
intervals, A third attack, the last and strangest, terminated my Oriental 
,so/vrc. In this my sight was douliled. Two images of each objiict were 
r(‘f]<'eted on my retina, and prodiuaai a complete symmetry; hut so(ui, the 
magic paste being entirely dlgest(*d, acted with more })()\ver on my brain, 
and I became completely lUad for the s]>ace of an hour. All kinds of 
rantagruelie drt*anis [lassed through my fancy ; goat-sm‘kers, storks, st riped 
gec's(', iinieonis, griffins, nigittman's, all the menageri(‘s of monstrous 
dreams, trotted, jnm|)ed, fleAV, or glid(‘d through th(‘ room. These wore 
horns terminating in foliage, webbed hands ; w'himisical beings, with the 
feet of the arm-cliair for legs, and dial-plal('s for eyeballs; enonnoiJ-< noses 
(lancing the ('achuca, mounted on chickens’ legs. Fiu’ mys(*lf, 1 imagiiK'd 
1 was the paroquet of the (^ueen of Sln'ba, and imitated, to tli(‘ best of my 
ability, tin* voice and erit's of that inter(‘sling bird. The visions l)eeame 
so gr<Uesque that I was seized with a de.dre to sketeli them, which I did in 
five minutes, witli inconceivable rapidity, on the backs of haters, cards, or 
any pieces of paper on which I could lay my bands. One of them is the 

j)ortrait of Dr. , as lit' appeared to me scaiUMl at the piano, drc'ssed as 

a Tu) k, with a sun painted on the back of bis vest. The notes are repre- 
sented escaping from the instrument in the forni of guns and s[)irals, capri- 
eionsly intertwisted. Another sketch bears this ins(!ription ; “An animal 
of hereafter.” It represents a living locomotive, with a swatfs neck ter- 
minating in the jaws of a serf)ent, wheiK*e issue j(‘ts of smoke, with two 
monstrous paws composed of wheels and fudleys ; each {)air of fuiws has a 
j)air of wings, and on the tail of the animal is seated the MiTcury of the 
ancients, who is confessing himself to be coneptered, notwithstanding his 
heels. Thanks to haslnicsh, I have painted from nature the portrait of a 
goblin. Even now I fancy 1 iiear them whining tind rnowung at tiight in 
my old bullct,'‘'b— For two hours no results at all were experienced. At 
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this time a dryness seemed to commence at a particular spot in the throat, 
and a teeling of warmth throughout the abdomen. These were not the 
results of disordered sensation, for a clammy mucus soon began to be se- 
creted, though the huskiness of the throat still remained. Up to this time 
there was not the slightest excitement or confusion of thought. Suddenly, 
however, an idea, having no connection with the train of thought passing 
in the mind at tlie time, appeared, as though suggested by another person, 
and then was gone again as suddenly as it came, leaving upon the mind 
the same feeling as when one escapes from a dream or a deep revery. The 
same thing was repeated two or three times, at intervals rapidly diminish- 
ing in length. Even now I can hardly believe but it was the result of 
strained attentions to my physical sensations, for the gentle warmth of the 
abdomen was rapidly becoming a burning heat; still, however, not by any 
means unpleasant, and the dryness of the throat extended to the tongue. 
I had taken this drug with great skepticism as to its reputed action, or at 
any rate, that it was greatly exaggerated, and 1 accordingly made up rny 
mind m^t to he “caught napping’’ in this way again, and to keep careful 
watch over my thoughts. But while enforcing this resolution, as I sup- 
posed, 1 found myself, to my own astonishment, waking from a revery 
longer and more profound than any previous. From skepticism to the 
fullest belief* of all 1 had read, was but a step. Its efieets so far surpassed 
anything which words can convey, that I began to think I was on the 
verge of narcotic poison ; yet, strange to say, there was not the slightest 
f(*eling of in(|nietiide on tliat account. I resolved to walk into the street. 
While rising from the chair, another liieid interval showed that another 
dream had come and gone. While passing through the door, I was aware 
of having wandered again, hut how or when I had permitted myself to I'all 
into tin; revery, I was j)crfectly unconscious, and knew only that it seemed 
to have lasted an interminable length of time. These singular attacks of 
mental distuibance recurre<i often, and laste<l longer, till the lucid inter- 
val between them was reduced to a mere instant’s conscious duration of 
thought. This condition came on so raffidly, that in less than fifteen min- 
utes from the time of my being aware of the fir^t menial disturbance, the 
power of controlling the thoughts was almost completely lost. All ideas 
of time and space were especially bewildered, and I realized completely 
for the first time the idea of some metaphysicians, that time, properly 
speaking, has no existence except in connection with a succession of mental 
o[)erations or sensations. The most trivial circumstance, the slightest 
noise, gave vise to trains of thought, which went bounding from subject to 
subject, completely emamfipated from the rules which ordinarily govern 
mental operations, till suddenly some other circumstance would give an 
entirely new direction to them, and the last series of imagiuatiofis would 
scent to have lasted from eternity, even while the eye was fixed upon the 
clock, the baud of which had not fterceptibly moved. Now a plienomcnon 
still more singular, began to exhibit itself. I felt that, iu spite of all ex- 
ertiinis, 1 was beginning to re(‘eive the suggestions of a disordered fancy 
for real objective facts. Intellectually, I know tliat the spinal column 
(•ould not he a barometer, in which mercury had usurpc<l the place of the 
spinal cord. Yet in another sense, over which the operations of the intel- 
lect were entirely powerless, I felt that it was a barometer. An unpleas- 
ant sensation in the lumbar region suggested the idea of a heavy column 
of mercury pressing upon it, and at the time, and under the circumstances, 
the transition to the idea of a barometer \vas easy and natural. There was 
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no balancing of argumeiits in the arrival at this conclusion ; there was no 
half-way period of doubt and uncertainty, to emerge into full credence. 
At the instant the idea occurred at all, it commanded the assent with the 
same fulness as when in perfect mental health does the idea of our own 
existence. The thought certainly occurred that it was a delusion, but it 
made no more impression than the suggestion would, that the sense of sight 
was a figment of the brain, and objects seen had no existence, except in 
the imagination. This belief was not a transient one ; it was the first bal- 
lucination to appear, and continued witl; varviiig degrees of intensity, as 
the thoughts were more or less occupied with other objects, till all others 
had disap[)eared. The belief in the lealit^ of the visi('»‘ was never for an 
instant absent ; it pervaded the whole being, and was often the point on 
which the thoughts turned .sr einhigly for a long time. The painful attempt 
to regulate these disturbed states of consciousness, was sooii given up, and 
half involuntarily, half by a species of nmral compulsion, the whohi psy- 
chical nature surrendered itself without further struggle, to the fullest and 
most complete belief in the actual existence of a thousand hallucinations. 
During tins time the thoughts were hecoming more and more disordered ; 
ideas, between which, apparently, there w'as not the slightest connection, 
thrust themselves in, till finally their 'upid occurrence, and the loss of that 
sense of governing the mind which we ordinarily possess, induc(*d tlio be- 
lief that I was the victim of diabolical agency ; that some terrihlo <lemon 
had taken possession of niy whole intellr^ctual being, and i< lent! lied him- 
self with every thought, in the same way that a man nught direct the 
physical movements of a child. The fe(ding of utter pow(‘rlessness to 
check the wild current of thought was (•omj)letc, and there wois a sensa- 
tion as though, if there had been the ability, the will could not he exer- 
cised. The firmest intentions were forgotten in an instant. Tlmre seenn'd 
to he no difference between the idea and the expression of it in words. A 
moment was long enough i.o forget w'hether it had been expressed or not. 
The sound of j)ersons whispering in the room, brought with it the belief 
that they were laying some plot. It was not a vague sus[)icion that they 
were intending^ some injury, such as whis})ers and glances might excite in 
any one, hut everything they had said, the particulars of the whole plot, 
were present, with the same vividness and overpowering conviction as tht*y 
always are in true hallucinations. The fantiu^ia had now arrived at its 
height. It was an hour and a half since the first sensation of exciUuju nt 
and wandering commenced. About the same time passed before it had 
completely subsided. Tlie mental phenomena in this stage were as remark- 
able as while the effects were coming on. One after another the delusions 
disappeared as rapidly as they came ; not by any exercise of the gradually 
returning regularity of thought, hut suddenly, with a bound, so that it was 
surprising to have believed a moment before what now a[>peared so ab- 
surd, ‘‘I — Majonn produces effects like laugh huj-gm, except that they last 
for many hours. Some cry, some laugh, some fall into drowsy listlessncss; 
some are rendered talkative and funny. They sec visions, imagine them- 
selves reduced to poverty, or become em})eror8 and commanders of armies, 
the natural disposition predominating in the derangement. Men under its 
influence were pointed out to me in the streets. They walked along with 
fixed eye, heedless of all around them. Some take it daily in small quan- 
tities, producing, as one of them de.scribed it, “a comforUble state of mind,’' 
without a[)peai*ing to itn[)air the general health. Under its infineiK^e the 
mouth is parched ; it is not in their power to spit ; their eyes become red 
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and small ; they are ravenous for food. A young English clergyman 
took some Mnjoua as a sweetmeat. Some hours passed witiiout any visible 
effects, when a musician, who had the faculty of strangely distorting his 
features, came in dressed as a mummer. The clergyman took him for the 
devil, and a most laughable scene ensued. Next morning, on inquiries 
after his health, he said he had slept soundly and agreeably, “ as the win- 
dows and doors were bolted.'^ Later in the day the effect disappeared en- 
tir(dy, and he seemed to recolleet the eircumstanees with a confused pleas- 
ure, descril)ing various things that had never happened. In my case I fancied 
my head an inverted pendulum, whicli it cost jue a great deal of labor to 
kecf) straight, when I could resist no longer, and let it go, and it went back 
as if a blow bad been discharged. 1 struggled against each rela})se out of 
a sense of politeness towards the company, of which I did not fail to in- 
form them, notvvithstanding their roars of laughter. The back of rny 
neck was a pivot; there was a heavy upper weight on the top of my head, 
and the pendulum was swinging between my legs; but the pendiiluin was 
attraet(‘d upwards to the table, and I had to struggle to keej) it down by 
keeping my head up. The swinging fit was accompanied by hursts of 
laughter. 1 derived great jdeasure from allowing my head to go hack ; hut 
the laughter was unlike any mortal merriment; it seemed as never to end, 
and to ptHJss me, and to lead up to a mouiitaiu-top. When any one put 
his hand behind rny head, fearing the effe(**t of tlie jerks, or that I should 
throw the chair over, I was very much annoyed, because it disturbed, as 
1 said, “the isochronism of the oscillations.^^ I afterwards saw a similar 
cfFeet produced on a European who did not know what he had taken. He 
was (‘oiistantly throwing hack his head and looking at the ceiling, and cx- 
liihited no other symptom, wliieh only made this the more.ludi(*rous. After 
keeping the ))arty for four hours in a state of continual convulsion, I he- 
eamo irresistibly drowsy, and was moved away to bed. This operation 
siek(‘ne(l me, and brought on a slight vomiting. The instant I was in bed 
1 fell asleep,and slept without intermission fornine hours; and then awoke, 
perfectly i\‘eovered and fresh, with a feeling of’ lightness, and in high 
spirits. O/ie of the most remarkable effect, s was that it scent'd to lay hare 
yonr inmost tliouglits, and to j)resent a mirror on which was ret!e(!t.<Ml every 
act of your life, ami that you were constrained to reveal and confess it all. 
One describes the etteets on a party thus: “Wo were eight, and seven 
took to laughing, and one to (*rying, and the more he cried the more we 
laughed, and the more we laughed the more he cried, and so we spent the 
night, and in the morning we went to bed.” The master of a Portuguese 
v(;ssel to whom it was given without lii.s being aware of its nature, thought 
liims(‘lf hewi eliod, and his crew were ou the point of securing him as de- 
ranged. He saw a ship stranded on the bar, and ordered out his boats to 
her assistance ; he then saw the devil cooking in the caboose, and with the 
dernejinor of an insane j)erson, was all the while reasoniiig on the evidences 
of his insanity, — At (».58 i*.m. I took O.G grarn of Egyptian Hasheesh, 
and half an hour after 0.4 gram in addition. Before taking, pulse 72, at 
7.10, j>ulse 80. First sensation, j)endulum-like oscillations in the head. 
7.20, pulse 84 ; a feeling of How of blood towards the upper part of head, 
and a strange sensation of contraction, and a kind of collajrse within my- 
self; the pemiulum-like oscillations in the head increasing. 7.40, an irre- 
si.stihle ineliriation to laugh, loud laughter, without any ])articular cause, 
tendtaicy to rapid movements ; pulse 84. I took several (piick turns up 
and down the room, and then sat down. 7.55, a feeling of heat and prick- 
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in^ in the head, sensat’on of ooldnej^s and numbness in the extremities, 
whieh are cold to the touel), and an indefinite feeling of melaneholy and 
uneasiness ; occasional sta.ts, wiihout au}’ visible eause, like th(»se of elec- 
trie slioeks ; pulse ()(). Flaying on the piano, performed by one of those, 
lyesent, produeed a magic*al efieet ; it seemed as if the souncis were wafted 
trom a great distance, that every sound had its jieeuliar life, a special till- 
ness and expressiveness : the sounds seemed to come with fearful rapidity 
irom an endless distance, and to he reflected immediaUdy in the <'ar; in a 
wold, an ordinary performance seemed eqiud to that of some eminent 
pianij^t, and I thought my.self a refined and profound connoisseur, calmly 
(mjoying the playing of sonie distinguished musiiaan. 8.10, pulse 104, 
lull , tiie st'usation of heat in the head and pricking in the tmnph's in- 
ci eased ; I seemed to hear a hanf noise, like that of a waterfall ; sudiienly 
the nature of ihe noise changed, and it s^'emed to jiroeoed from a number 
of V(‘hicJes driving in thcf street; then again the uoise lu'came like what is 
heaid at llie clo.se of a performance at a theatre, the rumbling of vehicles, 
shouts of men, all combining into one general loar; tlu'se sounds suddenly 
disaj)jK‘arf (1, and give place to the booming of cannon, and reports of gnus 
at a maiHeuvre. I cut these smisations short by the force of mv will, and 
took a (juick turn in the room I feb a violent thirst. After drinking a 
glass of water, I sat down on ihe sofa, and closed my ey(‘,s at HdU). Scarcely 
had I done so, when J feU a remarkable huoyaiK'y and flexibility in all 
my body ; before my eyes appeared a wliole series of variously-tinted 
luminous figures, rapidly vanishing; their shapes being in tlu^ higlu'st de- 
gree undefined ; then appeanrl a row of more or less well-dc fin(‘d sliap(‘H. 

1 he inost varied and most luxuriant fiictnres of nature ev(‘r sca n by me in 
iH'ality or in drawings, transported me into a magiiail world ; 1 thought 1 
was in some virgin forests of South America, then in some cities of Switz- 
erland, and then amidst the ocean, and again amongst Inaips of ice and 
siiow, etc. An entire, series of reminiseene.es of childhood, the fa(‘(‘s of 
friends and ac(juaintauces, and the facjcs (known to me by portraits) of 
autliors, savants, poets, politicians, etc., all these' became bh'iided in my 
head, pin'si'iiting a kind of phantasmagoria, and llie most variegat(‘d })ie- 
ture. All these sensations jaissed rapidly and distinctly Ixfore me, and I 
felt so enrafitured that I begged to he allowed to plunge* into this fiinta.Htic? 
world, and to leave off dictating my feelings. This slate la.'-^tial till i).20. 
Dining this time tln.se who were jiresent ohst'rved thai my fact' was hot, 
red, and moist; pul.se 108. ()u my recovery, 1 got u)) with the intention 

of walking across the room, hut: noticed that my gait was unsteady, and 
timt J was swaTving to tin* left, and that the upper and lower extremities 
of my left side were henumlied. J drank a little water and wine. At ih45 
I ('xperienced sharp and occasionally shooting pains in the loins and in the 
region of the kidneys. Tliese pains, as well as a feeling of nausea, made 
my state very uneoinfortahle ; I endeavored to induce vomiting hy tii'kling 
the root of the tongut', hut did not succeed. It was nearly midnight when 
I sat down to .‘^upper, and ate with a great afipetite. At 1 a.m. 1 went to 
bed, and my first sensation was that 1 wa.s flying from an enormous rock 
into a fearful and dark abyss. I fell asleej) at once, and sh'pt very soumlly. 

It was ll..‘]() A.M. when I awoke, with a feeling of heavine.-s in the head, 
with full reniemhrauce of the previous day, and a sen.'^ation of I'mpliness 
and incapacity for thought. Wliatever I did apjieared ('iidlessly long; my 
words, and the conversation of others, seemed too prolonged, whereas in 
reality it appeared that I spoke as usual. 1 went out into the street to 
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take an airing, but the farther I went the more it seemed to me that I was 
walking a very long time, and that the houses and people were all flying 
away fr(»m me. Making an effort over myself, I took the first vehicle and 
drove back home. On my arrival, I at once lay down and slept till even- 
ing. On awaking I felt much livelier. The urine which I hud collected 
during the experiment had a peculiar odor, something like that of Cannabis 
indica. During the day, according to my own observation, as well as that 
of others, my face was exceedingly pale, the pupils dilated, the expression 
that of great illness. It w^as only on the next day that I was able to take 
to my ordinary occupations,®'*. — Great weight about the head, followed by 
irresistible bursts of laughter, during which, however, perfectly conscious 
of all that he was doing, and felt, and thought. He says: “ I was aston- 
ished by the crowd of brilliant and novel fancies and ideas that rushed 
through my brain, returning over and over again. Imagination and per- 
ception were developed to their fullest extent. All the principal incidents 
of my life })assed before me like a flash. This condition of mind lasted 
two hours. Dreams and reveries of the most pleasing character filled this 
extraordina»*y tension of the intellectual faculties. Then came a deep 
calm sleep, which terminated this singtilar fit or mental hallucination,”*'*®. 
— Tliey saw several lunatics in Cairo Hospital who had lost their reason 
from tlie use of Hasheesh, —[900] They were without provocation seized 
with a paroxysm of frenzy, and killed and wounded several on board the 
ship,‘*h — Loss of sense of existence of his own body; he seemed sus- 
pended in the air; transformed into a cylinder or sphere; he seemed to 
see a yellow color like the color of chromate of lead over everything, 
changing to violet and green,^l — Hallucinations,*^. — Excited, loquacious, 
and gay,^’’. — Involuntary cries, — Very vivacious talking was the first 
symptom,*’*. — Incoherent speech, *’•'. — Constant talking and laughing,'*®. — 
Incoherent lociuacity,**®. — Loss of memory ,'^*1 — [910.] Tlie action was pow- 
erfully narcotic ; he felt all the symptoms of intoxication, — Attacks of 
lethargy, with an unconscious stage,'*'*. — Loss of consciousness of the centre 
of gravity, and seeming as if on the point of falling,*'**. 

— The peculiar sensation of giddiness produced by it is increased 
by walking about, and subsides tluring rest,^®. — Whirling in the head,^\ — 
Heaviness of the head,*^'’^"^ — Tension and heaviness of the head,'**. — Ten- 
sion in the head,'***. — Sensation of tension in the brain,*** '*h — Pressure in the 
templcs,'’^

While sitting in my room writing I was annoyed by fiies. 1 had, just be- 
fore me, a bottle of Calvert’s ('arbolic acid in crystals. The idea suggested 
ilstdf to prepare a strong solution, and place it on the desk before me, 
thinking tlie odor would banish the flies. The smell of the acid was dis- 
agn‘eable to me at first, but it was successful in ridding the room of flies. 
I continued to write for about half an hour, when 1 began to feel faint. 
IVIore especially did I feel this faintness at the stomach. My head was not 
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affected at first, but in about ten minutes affer the faintness came on, my 
head began to feel as if it was inflated like a ball. The greatest pressure 
seemed to be iii the temples It seemed to me tliat if I could turn my eyes 
sideways, I should see my temples sticking out. (Prominent symptom.) 
There was no pain at first in the head, but this peculiar pressure from the 
inside, wliich resembled pain, was not exacty unpleasant, because it was so 
strangely novel. I would often ston writing and shake my head, which 
would seem ‘to increase the pressure, merely for tlie gnitifical ion of* the pe- 
culiar feeling it afforded nic. In about an hour from the time I prepared 
the acid, the faintness had become so general that I was obliged to stop 
writing. I attempted to rise, when 1 foum* my legs so weak that I could 
with diffnailty stand. The moment I attempted to rise, tiie sensation in my 
head was so peculiar that 1 ( ould in>t refraui from laughing. I soon felt 
serious, as tlai faintness obliged me to sit down. Aly nund, wbiidi befure I 
mixtal tiie acid, had bctm rather sluggi.'^h, now seemed to be teeming witli 
delightful i(l(‘as, which came inucdi faster than I could give them shape in 
words. I attempted to use my pen again, but fimnd my arms so weak that 
I could not trace a line. 1 had not, as yet, thought what produced my 
strange feelings, and J attempted to analyze them. I became alarmed. I got 
uj), and with some (litliculty I '\ent to another room. The moment 1 stood 
on my h^et J seemed U. lose adi feeling, except in the land. Tliat seemed 
to be incrc'ased to ton times its natural sizc^, and the I'est description 1 can 
give of my diflicnlt walk to my friend’s room is, that I lost all ic'alizatiou 
that I possessed a body, and tJiat my bend seenu'd to fb)at in the air. Ar- 
riving at the room, I found no one there' ; I lay elown on the lounge' anef 
sexrn began to fee'] l)ctte^r. The strange symptoms abated in the^ e)reler in 
wliicli tlK'V came e)ii ; first the wenkne^ss e)f the stomach grew less, them the 
bead seemcel to grow' smaller, ami my ae*tive'- brain became me)re', eailm ami 
cpiict. J reinaineMl lying about twenly minutes, then got up ami walkeul to 
my room again. I still felt weak, ami had a dull aching distress in ihej 
ste)nuu'h, my head still feeling somewhat giehly. 1 he niotm'iit. 1 e)pen(*d 
the' doe)!* of niy room, the exlen* e)f llie aeuel foieeal itself upon imnis the cause 
of' my trouble* ; J at e)nce thre'w^ the solutiou out <.»f' the w'imlow, o}>en(‘(l the 
doo!s imel wimhiws, and aire'd the re)om. I was now callenl to te*a. As soe)n 
as I enicre'd tlie* elinina''r()e)m it seHTiieel as if 1 ee)ulel snu‘11 eve*rylhing on 
the tabic, cve'U the bread ami butter. The moment my eye rcstcel e)n a 
thing 1 could sim'll it, even at the*, farthe*!* ciid of the table. This sense* of 
snu‘11 se>e‘med te) satisfy my appetite, and 1 ate but a small pu'.ex* of bre*ad, 
exe‘use*<l mysedf, anel retiml te) my roe)m. I soon had a de'sire to go to the 
watcr-close-t. The moment 1 entered it, it seeum'd sis if 1 should be e)ver- 
j)(overeel with the stench. I could not remain, but went bsick te) niy re)oni. 
The water-e*le)sct wsis im more fold than orelimiry water-close‘ts, but it was 
half an hour before I examed to smell that pe'.culisir siekening odor. 1. 
seemeel rather inclined to smile at iny strange fe*e*lings. 1 was in a happy 
frame e)f mind, thinking e)nly of pleiasant things. 1 lay ele)wn on the bejd, 
anel liael it not l)een for the eiistress in my stomach, should have l)(*en epiite 
happy. This distress was wor.se wliem lying on citheir side, but was easier 
wh(‘n‘ lying upon the back, with my legs elrawn wpl In this ))osition 1 fell 
asleep, "anel remaincel so till some one aroused me. I found that 1 luiel slept 
about two hours and a half. I had had ne) dreams, hut should judge that 
luy sleep Imd been very uneasy, as my bed was very much disarranged, 
it* seemed as if 1 luid bexn all over it; in fact, I was lying acn)ss it vvlum 
I awoke. The distress in my stomach liud now giveui way to a deathly 
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faintness, and my head felt bruised and sore. I at once began to undress. 
While doing so I was obliged several times to stop and rest. I thought I 
should faint before I could get into bed. I was not alarmed, but seemed 
rather [)leased with my peculiar feelings. I attempted to whistle and sing, 
but had not the strength. Boon after getting into bed I fell asleep in the 
same position as Ixd'ore, on my ba(^k, with my legs drawn up. I did not 
awake till 0 o’cdock next morning, but what was strange with me, I was 
wide awake in an instant. There was no rubbing the eyes nor stretching, 
but from sound sleep [ passed in an instant to absolute wakefulness. I did 
not feel as weak as the night before, but had all the sym})toms of a bad 
diarrlnea, with a disagreeable, hot, burning sensation in tlu; rectum. With 
that J felt as if I had taken a large dose of Opium. Particularly did I 
fe{‘l this Opium symptom in my head. But what was rny disgust, when I 
arose IVom my bed, to find that I had passed several small stools, involun- 
tarily, during the night. I went to the water-closet, and although I had 
all tlie symptoms of a diarrlnea, had no movement of the bowels. I went 
to my room and took one dose of* Ai'soi. alb. 3d, and then went to break- 
fast. Had no desire for foo<l. Drank part of a cup of tea (usually drink 
cofKie), and ate a small ])iecc of dry toast. Food seemed to cause nausea. 
The Opium sym[)tom in the head still continued ; was w'orse when w’alking; 
going up or down stairs made me gi<l<ly. ('ohl water caused nausea. Could 
not w’i|)e my fac^e with a tow'el, it was so sensitive to touch. It hurt me to 
comb or brush my hair. 1 now went out to visit rny ])atients, but the jar- 
ring motion of the carriage increased all my bad feedings, so that I W’as 
obliged to return to the house. I now began to f(‘el a bruised or sore feel- 
ing through the small of the l)a(d^ ami bowels. ]\y noon this feeling had 
gone into the hips, wdiich ached badly. The burning feeling in the rectum 
wais very troubl(‘s(UTie, so much so that T took a cold-water inje(*tion. My 
bow(ds seeiiHHl filled with flatulence. Did not go to dinner, had no desire 
for food, the thought of it was unpleasant. Al)out two (>Vdo(d< 1 hfid a 
stool, not large, but passed with considerable tiatulence. The slool ap- 
p(^ared as if composed of thick glue, aiul mixed with (-urrant seeds, though 
1 had i‘aten nothing of the kind. It was passed in thin stri{)s, very mind) 
like tape. This same peculiarity I noticed in the involuntary stool I passed 
the night before. Towards night the pain in jiiy hips had passed into the 
right leg, from the hi}) to the knee. 1 did not eat any sup})er, but retired 
early, and jiassed rather a restless night. The ])ains in my right leg |)re- 
vented me from sharping. In the morning tlie })aiii had gone fiom tlu‘ knee 
to the foot, and during the day passed off altogether. My bowads, how- 
ever, (‘ontininal to be sore, and my head was still troubled with the Opium 
symptom. All the strange feelings gradually grew less, and in three days 
were nearly gon<‘. Previous to my ex[)osing myself to the fumi's of the 
acid, my health hud been good, and during the un|)leasantness 1 took no 
remedy exce])t the yl/>ca. 1 have twice since ex})erieneed similar syni})- 
toms when (exposed to Carbolic acid vapoiV'^ — [610.] Insensible, retching, 
the breathing stertorous, the {)U}>ils much contracted, and the pulse inter- 
mittent; strong smell of acid from the stomaidi ; the mouth, tongue, and 
fauces presented a white, corroded appearance, — Insensible ; face quite 
livid, bathed in profuse clammy perspiration ; pujiils contracted and not 
res})onding to light; mouth open, filled with frothy mucus; respiration 
stertorous ; pulse imperceptible ; heart-sounds scarcely audible (in five min- 
utes — Totally insensible; juilseless; pupils dilate<l ; face jiallid and 
pinched; re.spiration of a gasping character; involuntary discharge of 
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urine (in two minutes),^*’.— As soon as the mixture was swallowed,it came 
foaming out of tlie mouth, and the piitiont asked, “ What is this you have 
given nut? it burns:’ uneouseious ; pupils eontraetod and insensible; 
breathing about oO per minute; pulse loO, rather small, feeble, and inter- 
mittent; surfaee batlied in elarnmv })ers]»irution ; the mouth and throat, as 
far as eould be seen, were whitened by the aetion of the Carbolic acid ; the 
pbaryiix and larynx were filled with mucus, giving rise to tracheal idles 
(alter ten niinules); countenance indicating a c'vam/Std condition ; super- 
ficial veins of head disteiKled,'^— Imnic<iiately bee insensible, falling 
ihuvn suddenly as if in a fit; on ins recoverv bo said he r'amunbered noth- 
ing whatever of tasting the liquid. An attack of acute gastritis followed. 
J he urin(‘ passed the dtiy after the aec ident was almost black, hiit was IVee 
from turbidity, and no trace of Caiiiolie .leul. blood, or albnnu'n (‘ould be 
<leteete<l in it,''\--Jii about twenty minutes sf-e v.es fetiud unconscious, col- 
la})s('<l, and blanched. 1 he breathing was stertorous ; the pupils Nvere eon- 
trueted ; the pulse was haully ] creeptihle, not ra])id. In about thre<‘ hours 
the surfaee of the body was cold, there wore eouvuhive twitehiiigs of the 
limbs, and she vomited siime blood and < ily matter, d'ho lU'xt <lay sh(‘ (*on- 
tinned to vomit a greenish watery inattio*. The bowels had acted sev(‘ral 
tiiiH’S, the motions lieing at first black, afterwards dark browm, and without 
odor oi Carbolic acid. 'Fhe nrine is of* a smoky color and aromatic odor. 
T'he addition of strong Sul])l»iu’i(! a(‘i<l to it causes a pnrph' color, changing 
rapidly to blue; no odor i>f C'arbolii* aeid is given off. No albuimm pn's- 
ent. {She complains of gn'at burning pain in throat and epigastrium. 
There is tenderness on pressure over the stomach and eoa um. l’^aue(*s nal- 
<i<‘ned and eover('d with mucous exudation. Th(‘re is a dark-brown stain 
on the skill of‘ the upper lip, and running down the left side of' tlu‘ moulli 
and ehin. Pulse rapid; tem})eraluro in evmiing l()2^b'‘b — Uii(‘ons(‘ionsness 
was ra])i<lly becoming absoln(<‘, the face dusky, tln‘ skin was moist and juipils 
dilated, whil(‘ lh<‘ pidse w\as rapid, irregular, and scarcely pt‘rc(‘ptibl(‘ ; tlie 
breatliing remaine<l regular, although tli(‘ relaxation of the soft palate nm- 
der(‘d it noisy. In about an hour after the jxiisoning coma was complete, 
the fae(‘ jHM’feetly livid, the puf)ils dilatixl, the skin seer(‘ting perspiration 
in tile most exirliordinarily prol'nse manner, tln^ snrfa(‘e of tin' body warm, 
as also W(‘ie flu? ext remities, wdh tin? exe(*f)tioii of tin* hands, tln^ pulsi* at 
the wrist imperee[)tihle, ainf tln^ muscles of the .soft ])alatt* and longue so 
entirely relaxed that it was necessary to keej) (he lalter organ exlriuh'd 
with eateh-ioreeps to prevent it from falling hack ujion the glottis. On re- 
covery she was entir<*ly ignorant of wliat had occurred, and did not know 
tliat any mistake had hc( n made. She eomplniiied of no jiain except in 
the tongue, hut remained in partial jirostrntion for sonn* (fays, and sufiered 
from an attack of gastric ( atarrh,’'’. — Imnudiately a,ft(‘r tin* child swallow<'d 
the acid, lie began to run around the room crying; on b(*ing taki^n u]) Ik; 
instantly bec'ame nriconscious, turned livid in the face, bis ey(s staring, 
breathing slowly and noisily, and foaming at the month and nose. S<»on 
after the larynx was full of lales. Face pale, clH cks livid, jmpils dilated 
and not responding to light, and there wa.s slight twit(‘hings oi* tin* mus- 
cles of the extremities. The caj)illary circulati(m was very slow. There 
was a streak of exeoiiation upon the chin, wlierc some of the aeid had run. 
The next day liie uvula was found wliitened and shrivelled. He had j;assed 
in the mornijig about a j)int of clear urine, of a dark olive-giTcn color, 
without odor ; and had ])e(*n troubletl in the night with a eroujw cough 
— Immediately became unconscious, breathing laboriously ; face jiale, and 
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covered with a cold clammy sweat, with convulsive twitching of the facial 
muscles, and trembling of the limbs; the jaws were firmly compressed, 
Avhile the pulse was small, and almost imperceptible. lie recovered in 
about three hours, !>ut there remained some soreness and reddening of the 
mouth and gulh‘l, with a burning pain at the epigastrium. The urine, 
which was passed* voluntarily, showed traces of albumen, and assumed a 
dark-gn^en color, which again disappeared in the course of the following 
day. Sitnultaneously all symptoms of cystitis disa[)peared, and the ])atient 
made a good recovery, “I — On the removal of the syringe the patiejit said 
something became numb and (jommcnced to jerk.” The respiration was 
,‘i() in the minute, and superficial ; the ]>ulse was 1G8 at first, but in tlie 
course of the next two hours it fell to 12(V'‘. — One evening it was observed 
that after the solution had been thus injected, little or none of it flowed 
away, and at the same instant the patient uttered an exelamation, and sud- 
denly be(rame uneonseious, with tremor of limbs, pallor of skin, clammy 
sw(‘al, and intermittent laborious respiration, imj)ereeptil)le ])nlse, etc. The 
next day she wholly recovered from the above symptoms.

turiicd. Breath smells of Carbolic acid. Lips, gums, jobai-v’nx coaled with 
a white iiicmbraiK*. White memlinmes were ejected by the mouth. Other 
niombrancs wen* thrown off the. next day. Hl-ool aiul urine [oass involun- 
tarily ; th(' latter gives the linen ihe <a>lor of nul wine,'*'’. — Almost imme- 
dialeiy afterward she was seized with convulsions, and there was a complete 
lo.ss of eoiiseiousnc‘ss, eohl j)erspiration, imperceptible ])ulse, strong odor .of 
('arholie acid in hn'ath ; lij)s, tongue, gums, and pharynx eov(‘red with a 
\vhit(' slough. Tja^ eoiivulsivi; attacks continued for an hour, hut wme not 
seviTo. Conseiovjsuoss ret urnetl in an hour ; tiiere was great ])ain in the 
neck aa|j siomaeli, and difficulty in swallowing oven small quaulilies of 
milk ; tlu* mouth was iilhal with a thick saliva. There was vomiting, the 
vomilus being a white, (*rean)y substance, snuBIng of Carbolic acid; in- 
voluntary fi'cal disChargos, not at all abnormal in aj)j>earanee ; hut the urine, 
whi(‘h was also voided involuntarily, left a stain on the linen resembling that 
imule by dark-red v\ine,'C — Faee of a leaden hue, ami bathed with cold 
sweat ; eyes lixe*^, and the pupils slightly dilat(Ml ; extremities (jold and 
completely insensible; hriMithing stertorous ; slight eonvulsions,'*.^ — in five 
minutes iu a state of eoIlajK'^e, pale, and cold, with clammy persjuraiion on 
tlu‘ forehead. The radial })ulse was about 112, and scarcely distinguish- 
jihle; the eonjunetiva was insensible to touch, and the pupils were dilated 
and immovable ; respiratory movements almost imperceptible, about 56 
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per minute ; frotli exmled from the nostrils. The breath smelt strongly of 
Carbolic acid, and marks of erosion were seen on either sole of the upper 
lip,®’\ — Chill, attended with groat nervonjMjess and distress, although pro- 
fusely warm; unsteady, weak, and irregular pulse; great giddiness and 
impending convulsions. He re(‘overed from this “chill,” but continued ex- 
ceedingly dizzy fur three days longer,®®.

When T m ysob’ attmnpted to inhale 
the t'ldoride of liydrocarlion, it produced an extreme degree of acrid irri- 
tation in the throat, which did not disappear entirely for many hours after- 
wards,^

stomach and intestines, promote.s the appetite and digcMion, increases the 
secretions of the stomach, aecedorates the respiration and pulse, and ae*- 
(‘ording to some' autlnu's, ean.ses slowness of the pulse, and diminishes tlu. 
lempenilnre. Th(^ whole organism he(;omes freshem.Ml and energelie, ami 
mental activity is inereased. ]..arge <pianlities cause vertigo and -‘onges- 
tion of th(‘ brain. The secretion of urine i.s inereased ; clt’rl)()naU‘<l waters 
are the bi*st diuretics. The object of th(3 pre.sent papfu’ is to show the 
diuretic action (d' carbonated lirinks by a series of observations. The sub- 
jects cxperimeuttMl on, healthy, with good and i*(\gnlar ap{)etilc , th(‘ hours 
for meals were fixed, and the food and drink were carefully estimated ; the 
carbonated water was always taken in the morning lasting, alter the bind- 
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(ler had been enrj]>tied ; gubsequ^ntly the urine was gathered every hour or 
half hour; the speeilie gravity noticed, etc. Th(3 first ex|.)erinient was 
made in October and November, the drink used was distilled water arti- 
ficially impregnat(Rl witli Carbonic acid gas.

[290 ] I took a bolus #f 10 grains of Castor, made with a little syru]:) 
of sugar. I felt no other effects than a few disagreeable eructations. The 
following day I took a bolus of drachm of Castor ; the only effet;t it had 
was the eructations, which w^ere pretty much the same as in the last experi- 
ment. Two days after this I took 1 draehrn. The mercury in the ther- 
mometer at my stomach, which before taking it stood at 91 w^as in an 
hour after risen to 92|^, wdiere it continued till the thermometer was re- 
moved. The eructations were not so frequent, nor so disagreeable as in 
the former experiments. The two following days, I took two more boluses 
of Ca.s£or ; the first containing \h drachms, and the second 2 drachms. I 
was sensible of no other effect than the eructations, which, indeed, were 
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but few and trifling. The pulse was not affected in any of the experiments, 
nor the temperature, except in the third experiment,*.

Experiment 1. — Two hours after a liglit breakfast, 1 took 3 ounces of 
strong decoction, made with the inner hark of the trunk. My pulse being 
7() in a minute, its natural standard. 

In five minutes, pulse beat 70 strokes; in ten, 70; in fifteen, 72; in 
twenty, 74; in twenty-five, 72 ; in thirty, 08; in thirty-five, 07 ; in forty, 
07 ; in forty-five, 04; in fifty, 60 ; in fifty-five, 08 ; in sixty, 08. 

In ten minutes there was no perceptible alteration in my pulse; in twenty, 
it became rather fuller; hi thirty, its fulness increased, and continued so 
until forty-five minutes had elapsed, wl'cn it became smaller and irregular. 

About two hours after it was taken, it began to operate as a cathartic, 
and continuing for some time pretty cojiiously, without inducing nausea or 
griping. Neither did my body become costive after its operation. 

— Three hours after my usual dinner, my pulse beating 70 
in a minute, I took 2 scrujilcs of the extract obtained from the decoction.

In 
the month and fauces the patient had the sensation as if glowing coats were 
there, together with, constant pressure to swallow and hawk up, which increased 
the pain ; he discharged in a large <iuantlty a secretion consisting partly of 
saliva, partly of inucus. The voice was hoarse and nasal, his disposition 
bounding on desperation. To these symptoms were added remarkable febrile 
symptoms {pulse 120 ) and nnquenctiable thirst,

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CHENOPODIUM ANTHELMINTICUM.

378, poisoning of a child; 3 , Mr. AVm. Smith, Pharni. Jourw., Sec. Ser., 
vol. iv, 18G2, p. 330, a man took about half an ounce ; 4 , T. R. Brown, 
M.I)., Maryland Med. Journ., November, 1878, p. 20, Mr. X., ast. thirty- 
one years, took about ounces of worniJreei oil. and 30 drops of tur- 
pentine, death in five days. 

The symptoms were those of a narcotico-acrid poison, aflTecting the brain, 
spinal system, and stttmach. He was insetistble, convulsed, and foaming at 
the mouth ; he, ho,vvever, recovered under the use of emeiics, combined with 
stimulants and demulcents. All remembrance of having taken the poison 
w^as completly wanting on recovery — Deep, heavy, stertorous breathing, 
accompanied by a very peculiar rattle, as if there were a ball rolling loose 
in the trachea ; pulse small, weak, frequent, and feeble ; eyes insensible to 
light, or even external objects; convulsive movements of the right half of 
the body; extremities cold ; nrjy atte.’npt at deglutition threatened instant 
suffocation, ^ — Disagreeable eructations ; nausea ; staggering like a drunken 
man when walking; deafness to the sound of tlie voice, hut excpiisite sen- 
sitiveness to* the sounds of passing vehicles; he remarked as each vehicle 
rolled by that it soundc(l like the roaring of immense cannons right into his 
ear; alscf annoying buzzing in ears. His manner in smoking was peculiar. 
He would scarcely light the cigar before he woidd lay it down again, and 
take a fresh one, arguing clearly some perversion in taste. This was kept 
11 ]) until interdicted, ami by the afternoon his mantel-piece was strewn with 
cigars only slightly used. Not the least disposition to engage in conver- 
sation.' To one of his attciulants he showed signs of distinct aphasia. He 
ch'arly wanted him to get or do something for him, but could not make him- 
self understood. His friend replied by writing, “ Don’t understand,” at 
the same time handing him the paper and pencil w ith which to make known 
his w ish. After holding (hern in his hand in a jrensive state for some min- 
utes, with a 'Sort of flourish, he wrote in a perfectly distinct hand, The 
])ap(1r mn,” W’ai4<^d 41 while, and then with a painful expression of the reali- 
zation of Ilfs difficulty, returned the materials and lay down. I then re- 
peated the at tem]>l» by asking him what medicine he had'bonght while away 
from home. After similar jireliminaries as before he only managed to write 
two letters, “ Th.” Jn nqily to my question as to how he felt, he responded, 
“ I feel all right.” The latter, like the other wTirds, were written in a per- 
fectly distinct manner. During all this time his deafness, as described, 
was progressive, and became so pronounced as to make it irnjiossibleto talk 
to him. Htill there was the same kind of sensitiveness to other sounds. 
For example, when the tea-hell rang, though he was in the third-story, 
th ree flights from where the sound came, he, without notice from member’s 
of his family, to their utter astonishment, got up and walked as deliberately 
as ever into the dining-i’(|Dm., He did- not seem to know his accustomed 
seat, and sat at the wrong place. During the afternoon the aphasia w'as 
complete, so that he no longer found it possible to express his ideas to any 
one, which seemed to amuse him very much, as he laughed heartily. His 
behavior all this time deserves comment. Whatever he did he would keep 
repeating it for a considerable time. When I entered the room he rose, 
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shook me co^rdially aiul firmly by the hand, and then took his seat. In 
about a minute he arose, solemnly came forward and again shook hands 
with me, so that by twenty minutes he had sliaken hands with me as many 
times. He then began to wash his hands, and though the basin contained 
no water, he went through the form of using soap and wiping with a 
towel as often as a dozen times in one hour. Many acts of similar import 
might be ofJered, some of which I observed and others were described by 
members of his family. I joined the patient at tea for the purpose of 
watching what up to this time had been to me an unsolved mystery. He 
appeared to relish his food, taking singly tea and bread. Towards the 
close of the meal, while grasping a fragment of bread, there was a distinct 
spasm of the right forearm and hand. His fingers were firmly clenched, 
aiid his hand forcibly flexed on the forearm. He was assisted to his room, 
his walk entirely ua-tural, and when being placed on his bed he showed 
some resistance in striking at me. He at once commenced to groan, draw 
himself up, and tossed from side to side of the bed, suggesting abdominal 
distress. lie soon became unconscious, and from liis movements in bed it was 
cl(?ar that he was paralyzed in the right arm. This member was dragged help- 
lessly after him, as my attention w^as first called to it by a looker on. The 
next day there continued impairment of motion and sensation of the right 
side, together with insensibility to touch of the right eyeball. During th0 
third day there, were frequent twitchings and stiflhess of the right limbs, 
these culminated in a unilateral convulsion at daylight on the fourth day. 
At about noon of the third day he passed, as he continued to do to the end, 
except when drawn off, a large quantity of urine involuntarily in bed. In 
the afternoon the lieavy breathing, with flopjnng of the cheeks, of apoplexy 
appeared. There was also more or less constant regurgftation of yellow 
fi’othy material from the mouth, which like the evacuation from his skin 
smelled of worm.seed. The accumulation of this material would at times 
be so profuse as to einbarra.ss re.<pi ration. During one of the attacks of 
dyspmea, and while in a drenching sweat, which suggested the approach of 
dissolution, he was gently turned in bed, immediately a general convulsion, 
markedly opi8t]iotoni(^, appeared, lasting about two minutes, despite the use 
of chloroform. By this time a decided icterus appeared, whicli had been 
only noticed the day before. He died about five days from the beginning 
of his illness in a profound coma, and with a high temperature in his 
axil la, I

Great nervous excitement, with wakefulness all night. Sensation in 
auditory region, as if a horse railroad, with its continual roar and rumble, 
had its course through the brain incessantly ; worse alternate days for one 
week,®’. — In about three-(iuarters of an hour he began to feel as if intoxi- 
cated ; this feeling, which was precisely similar to that produced by an 
overdose of alcohol, increased so rapidly that in about fifteen minutes his 
ideas became confused, and he was unable to walk without .staggering ; the 
next morning he complained of loss of ap])etite,dull pain, and dizziness of tlie 
head, and a general languor and debility, ami incapacity for business, — 
Slie said that it poisoned her ; “It is as if every drop of blood and every 
tingling nerve were in ray skin.’^ There was great heat, (xjdema in some 
places, especially in face and hands, great increase of cutaneous sensitive- 
ness ; all followed in a few days by desquamation of the cuticle. With 
these accidents were associated more or less gastric disturbance, and upon 
one occasion vicjlent and repeated vomiting, headache, and delirium. Even 
4 to 5 grains Sulphate of quinine for the twenty-four hours produced a light 
attack of the skin disease, enough to suggest alarming results should the 
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usual 1 to 3 gram doses be prescribed/®. — After two hours sbe was taken 
with interual chills, followed by very violent priecordial auxiety, with nau- 
sea and vomiting of mucus. In a few minutes the patient complained of 
very violent headache, accompanied by repeated chills, followed by a sen- 
sation of burning heat, especially in the head, and then over the whole 
surface of the body. On the next morning the fever was intense, and there 
was an exanthematous eruption, associated with burning heat and distress- 
ing itching. The [)atient also complained of difficulty of swallowing and 
cutting pains in the throat. The redness extended over the face, neck, 
shoiihlers, back, and limbs, and disappeared on pressure. The skin was 
very sensitive to touch, especially about the throat.* There was oedema of 
the lids. The redness finally appeared on the extremities, where, however, 
it was not continuous, but in isolated patches, especially upon the anterior 
surffice of the extremities. On the posterior surface of the thighs there was 
a series of papules very })rominent, scattered, surrounded by a red areola. 
The posterior portion of the pharynx was deep red. The tongue did not pre- 
sent the usual characteristics of scarlatina, and on consultation it was de- 
cided that the symptoms were due to the Chiniu., analogous cases having 
been seen by the consulting physician. On the ninth day intense desqua- 
mation commenced and lasted three weeks. The temperature was high 
during the first days, 39.8^^ C., pulse 124. Some time alterwards this pa- 
tient laid another attack of bronchitis, and took Cbinin. again, which was 
followed l)y the same symptoms, but in a less violent degree. Desquama- 
tion commeiKMMl on the fifth day, on the palms and soles, and lasted three 
weeks,®®. — [1080.] She was attacked with a syndrome, closely resembling 
that of scarlet fever, whenever she took even a small dose of Quinine. The 
symptoms consisted in a chill, which was sometimes repeated, a feeling of 
jinxicordial anxiety, nausea, vomiting, intense headache, high lever, and 
angina. A few hours after the chili an erythematous eruption made its 
appearance on the face, and spread rapidly over the entire body. It was 
attended by intense burning and itching, by slight (edema of the facje, and 
injection of the conjunctiva. The color disapp(‘ared for a moment on pres- 
sure. The eruption on one occasion completely covered the entire body ; 
on another it was cjonlluent on the upper part of the body, but discrete on 
the legs. On this occasion the eruption on the legs \vas slightly papular, 
and tlie lower border of the confluent part was not sharp, but graifually 
faded into the healthy skin. After a variable length of time, acjcording to 
the ariK'unt of Quinine taken, the symptoms abated and desquamation be- 
gan. The angina afh'cted only the posterior wall of the pharynx, the soft 
palate and pillars being normal. Three times in the course of five months 
the patient was seized with these attacks. The first time the exanthem 
bi'oke out after o] grains of Quinine had been taken. As a diagnosis of 
scarlet lever was made, tlni Quinine was continued for eight days, and the 
eruption persisted for the same length of time. Desquamation tlien began, 
and continued for six weeks, and on the soles of the feet, in fact, for nine 
weeks. The fever w'as high and persistent, and the prostration was very 
great. Thiee mouths later the exanthem reappeared after a dose of 2 ^ 
grains of (iuiuinc. The stage of eruption lasted four days, and the des- 
quamation three weeks. I'he third time the exanthem made its appear- 
ance after a dose of only li graiirs of Quinine. The stage of eruption 
lasted only two and a half days, and the desquamation I'ourteeu days. 
The affection this time ran a milder and shorter course than on the tw’o 
previous occasions. Dr. Von Heusinger, of Marburg, states that he has 
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met with two case*, in wh’ch symptoms entirely analogous to those described 
above, were produced whenever even very small doses of Quinine were ad- 
ministered. Ih these cases, however, the eruption was confined to the face. 
Both patients were women. One of them was at ons time able to take 
Quinine without inconvenience," —I have had three patients, all ladies, 
with whom Sulphate of quinine has produced peculia-^ly unpleasant effects. 
Very soon, usually within half an hour, in one case almost immediately 
after the medicine was taken, the face became suffused with an erythema- 
tous eruption, and a tingling-itching sensation, very severe and distressing 
in its nature, followed and extended over the Oody and extremities. The 
effects produced in the three cases varied somewhat, but mainly were iden- 
tical with the symptoms of 'urUoaria ah Injedls. In case first, 1 have at 
long intervals prescribed fhe va'dous preparations from the bark unknown 
to her, and invariably with the same result, the less active prei)arations 
being the more slow in their effect. In this case nausea, vomiting, and 
great gastric distress followed the cutaneous irritation. In case second; 
there was produced considerable (e<lcrna, with vvheals, ending with descjua- 
ination. Ju case third, the cutaneous eruptiou and irritation were not so 
severe as with the others, but the pulmonary oppression and constriction 
of the throat were the more prominent symptoms,”'’. — On the same day there 
developed a scarlatina-like eruption over the whole body, with v’cry high 
fever, delirium, dyspna'a, and all the symptoms of pulmonary congestion. 
Scarlatina, with pleuro-piuuimonia, was diagnosticated. The ernj)tion dis- 
appeared on the fourth day, and was followed by desquamation, wliieh 
lasted three weeks, 


CHIONANTHUS.

A'ulhority. Dr. Scudder, Eclectic Med. Journ., ^lay, 1876, (LI. S. Med.

In good health, except some derangement of brain, taking the form of 
aphasia. Took MO dro[)s of a strong tincture at 1 i‘.M. ; at 2.M0 v . m ., sen- 
sations of contracti(jns in tlie stornacch, as if some living thing was mov- 
ing in it, with uneasy sensations in the region of the liver, and occasionally 
in the region of the s|)leen ; rheumatic paib in left ankle and tarsal hones. 
Unpleasant sensations in the stomach and hypochoiadria increase, and at 3 
r.M. tliey have become very annoying; sensation like spasms, or palpita- 
tions of the heart, in the stomach ; uneasy sensation in tlie region of the 
sigmoid flexure, as if caused by flatulence; uneasiness in right hypochon- 
drium, extending to the left iliac region ; tongue coated yellow in the centre, 
previously clean ; jmlse markedly smaller and weaker; rheumatic pain in 
left carpo-metaearpal articulation of left thumb; evacuation of bowels at 
bedtime of black, tarry-looking faeces. Slept well ; on waking had pain 
for a short time in the spine, from the seventh to the tenth dorsal vertebrie. 
The head was remarkably clear for a few hours, and all the symptoms of 
aphasia had disappeared (unfortunately they returned the next day, though 
not so bad). The sensations in the region of the stomach, liver, and spleen 
were so marked that no one could mistake the locality of the action, or the 
certainty of the action. I gave it to Mr. G. with about the same result, 
and to Mrs. N., who 1‘ound a single dose of 10 drops produce all the sensa- 
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tions named in so iinpleasiwta form, that she could uot be induced to repeat 
the remedy. In the last case there was a feeling* as if the bowels were 
about to move off‘ violently, from the action of a purgative, with the nau- 
sea usually associated with such an action, though there was no discharge 
from the bowels.

CHRYSOPIIANIC ACID.

, An organic acid obtained from Rhubarb and some lichens (ParTiielia, 
Squamaria, etc. ). 

Authority. J. Ashburton Thompson, M.D., Brit. Mod. Journ., 1877 (1), 
p. 607. 

Deductions from 319 observations; 206 of these were on persons who 
were out of sorts rather than ilf. 

The crude powder and the extracted acid have the same locally irritant 
effects; either kept in contact with the skin produces irritation, inflamma- 
tion, and discoloration of the cutis. Either introduced iu minute quantity 
to the eye causes conjunctivitis. 

Go reaching a dose of 6 grains, I experienced sensations of nausea, 
accompanied and followed hy sensations of disturbance in the bowj^ls ; 
even an abortive attenn)t at vomiting; then relief from all symptoms (after 
four hours). Sensations of disturbance in the bowels, accompanied and 
followed the sensations of nausea (after four hours). A loose action of the 
bowels (after twenty hours). 

My brother dined at 7 ; at 8.30 he took 8 grains of C. made into a pill 
with confection of roses. 

Vomited (after two hours) ; aroused from sleep by another attack of 
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vomiting (after three hours and a half ). depression, except during 
the act of vomiting. 

Seccmd series of observations, inelndiny 90 eases, 30 children and 60 adults , — 
Vomiting is always 'the first sign of action; this is not attended by any 
depression at all com])arable with that caused by tartar emetic or ipecacu- 
anha; in children, as well asiu adults, the acts of vomiting varied between 
none in three out of the wholeTjumb'or and six in two out of the whole num- 
ber ; they were usually two or three , very often only one ; the nausea con- 
tinues more or less markedly until tlie bowels recover. 

The action on the bowels is v^ariablc, from »ione in a i'ew '^’ases to nine 
or Urn in equally few cases ; most oft/m th< range was between three and 
seven ; there is no griping pain ; the motions ar, v( ry watery, and of suen a 
brown color as suggests its origin with the powde.r taken ; if the vomiting be 
very early, then tlie purgation, aMiongh marked by a fluid stool or stools, 
will certainly not be violent; and in some cases, in which there was no 
vomiting, the bowels acted very freely; it does not always happen so, how'- 
ever, under the same condition ; and 1 conclude, therei'ore, that some per- 
sons ean take a larger dose than others. 

A dose of six grains pi’odnces sc'areely any effeet upon children of twelve, 
eleven, ten, or nine years; upon ehildrcn of eight and r\x years, the elfoet 
is uncertain ; upon children of from five years down to five wec'ks, it is 
certain to operate ; but the time which elapses before its acition is mani- 
fested may vary between ten minutes and nine, even twelve, lion rs ; the 
elii’ct of the same quantity is not increased as the age* (d‘ the child is dimin- 
ished. (Thus, three children of five w'ceks, of tlirc'e years, atid of six years, 
resp(‘etively, w'cre afleeted by the six-grain dose to the same degree.) L am 
not able to say ui)on w'bat this peenliarity depends, lint the intervention of 
sleep delays the manifestation oi' any (‘fleet, and was the cause of delay in 
the two cases in which alone so long intervals as nine and tw’elvc hours 
elapsed. A scruple is a moderate dose for an adult ; the interval whi(*h 
elapses before it b(*gins to ojx'rate may be so long as five hours ; but, if the 
dose be well adapted to the individual, that is quite exee|)liunal ; four 
hours is a pretty frcMpient interval, but tw’o hours or less is the most com- 
mon interval ; it may be so short as fifteen minutes, but is seldom shorter 
than thirty. I conelnde tliat (Jhr}\«arohin is, in adosc' of twenty-five grains 
for adults’or of six or more grains for children, an emetic purge, of which 
the action is unattended by any ineouveiiient symptoms. 

Observations of Chrysophanie acid upon pjersons, of all ayes, and both 
seres. — The aetbm of (Jhrysophanie. acid is similar to the action of Chrysaro- 
bin, with this difference, that while in a suitable dose each will causii vomiting 
and purging, if the dose be too saiall Chrysa robin is most likely to purge 
alone, w hile Chrysophanie acid is most likely to cause vomiting only. A 
larger full dose, that is to say, from fifteen to twenty grains, will always both 
vomit and purge the patient very freely, at the same time that it eanscs an 
inconvenient amount of either of those effects very rarely indeed. Farther, 
there is but little danger of inconvenience from too large a dose. 

The dose of Chrysophanie acid. — In this ease, as in that of Chrysarobin, 
I observe first of all, with a quantity which acts well upon a child of five 
or six years of age, no increase in effect is observed with the same dose 
voi. X.— 30 
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upon the very youngest children ; yet farther, of Chrysophanic acid I am 
obliged to say what does not hold good of Chrysarobin, that on children of 
less than four or five years its action is uncertain, in that it sometimes fails 
to act entirely, or acts very feebly, or most often of all causes vomiting 
only; it never acts upon them with upexpected violence. I have found 
that six grains of Chrysophanic acid is a good dose, for children of ten 
years and under. For adults, I find the ^tion of the acid certain in a 
dose of fifteen grains; upon some adults I Mve found ten and even eight 
grains act as often as fifteen grains upon other adults apparently of simi- 
lar physi(pie; and again I have found some, but very few, who demand as 
miudi as a scruple for the manifestation of a reasonably brisk action. 

01' Chryso])hanic acid I have observed this effect: whatever the condi- 
tion of the patient, it causes the evacuation, one way or the other, of large 
quantities of bile. 

Fourth sericA of olmrvatiouA . — I made ten observations on adults with 
th(', resin of Chrysarobin, made into pills with Tragacanth and Glycerin. 
One grain had no effect upon two individuals; in three cases three-grain 
doses caused vomiting from twice to five times, and p'urging from five to 
seven times; in one case, two grains weic taken by a man, aged twenty 
years, instead of four as was intended ; in six hours, the bowels began 
to act, and then they act<Hl very loosely three or four times; there was 
TH) vomiting, but considerable nausea, which lasted for eighteen hours; in 
the remaining four cases, four grains were taken fora dose; and this in 
every case acted within two hours, in one within half an hour, vomiting 
being the first sign, and purging very quickly ensuing ; in three of these 
cases the acts of vomiting were three to live; of purging from five to ten ; 
in the fourth, a stout woman, fairly strong, and the subject of habitual con- 
stipation, the vomiting and purging were continued during five or six hours, 
with very small intervals; she was suffering from neuralgia, which 1 had 
traced to the state of the bowels, ami it disappeared dining this violent 
action; the sickness, except in the last case, was not said to be attended 
with much depression. It will thus be seen that the resin of Chrysarobin 
is ideniieal with that of the crude powder and of Chrysophanic acid, but 
very much more powerful. 

If a dose of Chrysophanic acid be taken, and immediately followetl by 
a meal, its action will be considerably delayed ; if it be taken after a meal, 
its action will be delayed in proportion (more or less) to the progress which 
has been made with digestion ; if it be. taken upon an empty stomach, its 
aelioli is manifested quickly ; there seems rcasoji to believe that fulness of 
the stomach, or the consequent delay in action, determines its effects to the 
bowels, without in all eases obviously diminishing its emetic power ; but 
emptiness of the stomach does determine it rather to emetic* action, and 
does also diminish its purgative action, notwithstanding that, except in the 
case of babies, the latter is never entirely absent. 

From these 311) cases I conclude that Chrysophanic acid is an emetic 
purge; its action is as certain, when given in appropriate dose, as that of 
any other drug which acts in either of these ways; if either kind of action 
should be wanting, on account of the dose having been too small, it is the 
purging which will fail to appear ; but that is rare.

Flrd Prover, — Mr. F. B., aged twenty 'fi>l®^ears. 

Se[)tenihor 29th, 1852. Took 25 drops of the tincture at o p.m. 

At 10 A.M., next day, a dull oj)pressive headache came on ; pain princi- 
pally in the lorehead, extending along over the vertex down to the occiput, 
in the whole lorehead the ])ain is very severe. On walking out into the 
o[)cn air, pains in the muscles of the lower limbs as from great fatigue; 
felt more particuilarly ju the anterior j)arts of the thighs. Great disposi- 
tion to yawn. Inclined to drowse mucdi. Sleep disturbed by dreams of 
accidents, seeing limbs broken, great sulferitjg, etc. 

On the following morning awoke at 3 o’clock, with severe cutting pains 
and great uneasiness in the lower part of the abdomen (hypogastric region), 
with urgent desire to go to stool. Stool very thin and partly undigested. 
Great uneasiness in the bowels all the forenoon, without much desire to go 
to stool, but a sensation as though 1 should be obliged to soon. Next 
morning awoke at 3 o’clo(;k, with diarrluea of thin undigested (!haracter. 
Pain low down in the bowels. Diarrluea continued through the day ; stools 
once in four or five hours. 

Next (lay no perce])tible symptoms remained except a feeling of weak- 
iKiss and languor. 

Serovd Proving. — October 7th, 11 A.M. Took 100 drops of the 1st atten. 
(5 t() 95). Great nausea and dis]>ositiou to vomit for tw^o hours after taking 
it. Very sleepy during the forej)art of the evening. Slept well till 3 o’clock 
ill the morning ; very restless the remainder of the night. 

October 8th. At (> a.m., dull oppressive headache came on, extending 
from the ibreliead over the vertex to the occiput ; violent pain in the wholes 
forehead ; pain dull, with a simse of luaivinoss. Great dizziness, (’onstant 
dis])ositi()ii to yawn. Occasional shooting ])aiiis about the sides of the head, 
in the iH'gion of ideality and sublimity. Pulse rather accelerated. Feel- 
ing of great prostration of whole system. Appetite j)oor. Limbs feel ex- 
cessively fatigued. Forehead dry and hot. Pains in head partially re- 
lieved by thi’owing h(iad backward. At times very chilly over the entire 
body. Continually stretching and yawning. Great uneasiness and op])res- 
sionln the epigastrium. Htomach feell greatly o])pressed. On attempting 
to read immediately go to sleep. Disp^Ksed to get angry easily. Bather 
melaiK'boly. Symptoms nearly all subsided by 2 iMvi. In the. evening 
great [)ain in lower part of l)owels, with great fulness of the abdomen. 
Sensation as though diarrhcea would come on. Very hitter and disagree- 
able taste ill mouth. Very drowsy and sleepy. Slept well till 3 a.m., 
after that time very restless. This symptom appeared regularly every 
morning for two weeks. 

Becloud, third, and fourth days after 3 a.m., each day, pain in lower part 
of bowels, with diarrluea of a thin, undigested character, lightish -colored. 
Pains in the head gre\v less and less severe for three or tour clays, and 
gradually subsided by the iifth. Upper lip very mucdi swollen and in- 
flamed for eight days. Skin cracked and came off. A small ulcer on 
each cheek, near the centre ; very much inflamed for several days, bleed- 
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ing almost constantly. Eruption, on the hands and wrists piincipally, 
resembling mosquito-bites. 

Second Prover, — Mr. E, 11. B., aged twenty- four years. 

September 29th, 1852. Took 20 drops of the tincture at 9 a.m.. One 
hour after, fluent coryza with violent tickling in the nares, which excited 
sneezing, going off' in about Imlf an hour. Great drowsiness after dinner. 
AVeakness of the knee-joints* receded by unnatural warmth in the feet. 
Weakness in the lower limbs. AVhen walking, hsive to proceed with great 
cautiousness for fear of falling. G/Jteral feelnig of hdoxicAition, Dull, 
heavy rheumatic pains in the upper posterior region of tlw. neck. Tearing 
in the centre of the vertex, i>i a spot ab< ul tlie size of a silver dollar. 
Jerking in the nmsclcs of the left thigh, nio'c p'lrticularly in the region 
of the inferior third. Cold feeling of the loft thigh and knee, as though 
a cold breeze were blowitig on them. Stitching pain as of fine needles in 
the region of the heart, accompanied with slight twitching or pulsation in 
the external muscles of that region. Slight })alpitation of the heart. 
Sleep im})erfect; waking at midnight. General burning and itching of 
the skin after rising in the morni.ig, continuing half an hour. 

Third Prover. — Mr. E. P. G., aged eighteen years. 

September 29th. Took 29 drops of the tincture at 10 a.m. Soon after 
taking it, burning iii the stomach and excessively bitter taste in the iiionth. 
Half an hour after, felt a sensation of rawness in the throat, as from exco- 
riation. One hour after, dull pain in the forehead and ears. 

Third day, early in the morning, pain in the bowels, with thin, light- 
brown (liarrluea, which came on in like manner for three or four days. 
Jhmption on the skin like mosquito-bites,^’.

(There was a mndlc sensation in the fauces, which induced some 
coughing and spitting when the powder was first swallowed, hut there was 
no universal burning in the throat-pit or gullet at any time afterward.s.j 
While the inner surface of the lips, as well as the whole buccal raucous 
cavity were experiencing au intensity of excitement, the face seemed to 
grow broader and broader, making the prover feel, in humorous phrase, as 
if he had a touch of the “ big-head.’' The mind partook of the sense of 
pleasurable exhilaration. 
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Next, the entire right forearm, from the elbow to the tips of all the 
fingers, felt the sense of uurnbness^ a weary heaviness; then the left arm 
and its fingers^ The balls of the two thumbs were very numb ; they were 
worse than the fingers. Bested in\ head at supper-table on my left hand. 
Felt a sense of nausea, and thought 1 must vomit. No better in the open air. 
Lips seemed growing larger all the while, and mouth seemed to stand open 
like a huge catfish’s; hj)s dry ; no flow of saliva ut any time during the 
proving. 

Lay down on bed with coat and boots off, with a blanket as covering : 
lay there from five to ten minutes; nioiuh tingling and burning; lips “en- 
larging ;” face flushing and pricking, and whole heaci seeming to take on 
“ growing” dimensions ; botii arms, from elbows to finger-tips, “ fast asleep,” 
and hands feeling as broad and heavy egaio as they naturally were. 
Wanted to lie with head high, to get more air; siahienly, low (lown in 
left lung, felt a gurgling, followed by an immediate desire to eougb, whieli 
I restrained, because just three weeks from this date ttie prover had a slight 
attack of luernoptysis coming from that side, which was cheeked with 
TriJhn. Uneasy ; got up in stoeking-feet and shirt-sU^eves, and sat near 
stove. W as, if })()ssible, growing worse. Head seeimal to grow bigger 
while straining to got bools on ; went to front door, and staggc'red against 
the large elm tree near the sle}>. While closing shiu ters felt sick and laiut, 
and re-entered house. At no time did there seem to Ixi any striking de- 
parture from a natural breathing; the hreatliing and })ulse did vary, how- 
ever, while lying down ; the pulse under the finger would withdraw like a 
thread, and then reluin with more volume. This condition of njy [)ulse 
was noticed while lying on my left side, recently afleeted as staU'd, and 1 
got up to avoid, if possible, a return of that ‘trouble, liot things taken 
into the mouth and swallowed, seemed at all times to inlensify tluMdieets 
of the medicine. Had I taken the medicine by mistake in the dark, I 
would have compared the sensations experienced to those of Aeo/oVe; it 
seems the analogue oi' Avhju irijdnjlhm also. To antidote the (Jollinsoiiia 
action I employed Chloride of f<()dium ; the spirits of Camphor containing 
Laudanum was used by olfaction, hut the mucous membrane of tlui nostrils, 
as tar within as this volatile stimulant penetrated, seenn'd only to re.'-ent 
its presence by inducing an unwelcome aggravation of the existing local 
troubles. Nax roni. a;e.s* the antidote. The face returned to a l’e(‘iing of 
naturalness with eu(*h dose; the Colliioionia efl’eels seemed to [uiss away 
like a vapor or aura from above downwards; it was /e/< to move; th(' sen- 
sations of relief being first felt in the forehead ; llien the cheeks lost their 
grotesque unbecomingness, or largeness; next the lips jiarted witli tlunr 
pungent glow, while the two arms, down to their iinger-tips, were next s(‘v- 
erally alike bettered. However, the halls of the thumbs })ersisted in their 
numbness, the right feeling somewhat unnatural even the next day. To 
restore the thumbs and fingers to their right feeling, 1 slapped my out- 
spread hands at the time across and around juy sides, as the wood-chopper 
does when his hands are numb with cold. 

These toxic sensations lasted fully three hours, say from G to 1) r.M. 
Feeling “well” at this latter hour, I visited a laily [latient, a block from 
rny dwelling. In the cool, open air, walking, my feet and limbs felt 
strangely light, like a deer’s, and as tlnmgh J could run very fast if chased. 
I seem(‘d to lose the sense of physical or j)ersonal identity, as far as the 
lower extremities were concerned. Keturning home, after an absence of 
perhaps ten minutes, I now felt for the first time a strong glow in the 
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bdwels, from the umbilicus clear down to the toes. A sense of increasing 
largeness and numbness was felt from hip to hip; while the right thigh 
was thus affected, the left was skipped ; the calves of both legs seemed ele- 
phantine, and “fast aslee^p.” I sat still and sipped Nux vom. The dy- 
namic antidotal effect which this agent has over the Collinsouia poison in the 
system was decided, and it was felt to be like removing a swaddling-cloth 
that embarrassed nervous action by its tightness and weight. I took a tea- 
spoonful of a solution of twenty drops of the 1st attenuation of Nux vom. 
in twenty teaspoonfuls of water, every few minutes. Urinated several 
times, and had a stool during proving, the latter being in the form of balls, 
or lumpy agglomeratiorj,‘“.

left instep, whicli extended to the ki'.ee, foi lowed by a sense as of warm air, 
like an aura, ascmcling halfway to the knee. Tho numbness and drawing 
then concentrated at the instep, where it reinaitied a short time, and again the 
aura ascended slowly to (he knee : at the same time both the tibia and fibula 
ache ; there is also a sense of increased temperature and fulness in the leg. 
The numb drawing then moved over the dorsum of the foot to the toes, 
where it terminated in a prickling; relieved by motio!}, but returned when 
motion ceased (seventh day),''^- 4.30 r.M., while at rest in a warm room, a 
transient pain passing upwards over the inner ankle of the left foot (fif- 
teenth day),^®. — 8.30 a.m,, while walking in the opiui air, sudden lameness 
and loss of strength in the loft ankle (second day),’^‘\ — 12 30 a.m., a crampy 
aching in the right instep, relieved by motion (second day),^^ — 5.44 r.M., 
while at rest in a warm room, the atmosphere loaded with moisture, south 
wind, a drawing, crampy sensation at the dorsum of the right foot, in the 
region of the external cuneiform bone, spreading outwanl and over the 
cuboid bone, and forward over the metatarsal bone of the little toe; then 
moving upwards to the region of tho anterior ligament, where the drawing, 
crampy sensation ceases and becomes a bruised aching, extending to the 
external malleolus. Sometimes it extends up the tibia and fibula, produc- 
ing a feeling of fulness in these bones. Wheu walking there i.s lameness 
(twenty-first day) ; 3 p.m., wliile at rest in the house, a retuni of the ach- 
ing in the right ankle (twenty-second day), — 4.30 p.m., a threadlike pain 
in the right foot below the outer ankle, terminating in adiing (twidftli 
day),^‘\ — [ 310 .] Drawing sensation in the right hig*toe, as if the too would 
cramp, at 0 p.m. (second day),'^". — A sticking jiaiii in the metatarsal 
joint of the big toe, at the plantar aspect (fourteenth day),”". 

Genei*alities . — Several times during the afternoon a sense of weak- 
ness, with heat and perspiration on the face and neck (sixteenth day),”". — 
During the forenoon, aching in both sides and upper arms, the right side 
worse (sixteenth day),”". 

Skin* — 10 A.M., while at rest in my office, itching on the inner side of 
the left thigh, then above the right eye, then on the scalp ; 10.15 a.m., itch- 
ing at the inner border of the gastrocnemius muscle of the left leg, relieved 
by rubbing. Immediately after a tingling itching on the right side of the 
upper lip, then a crawling itching on the right malar region, then an it(*h- 
iug moving downwards from the right commissure of the mouth, then an 
itching on the palmar aspect of the right carpus, moving towards the palm 
of the hand, then an ifehing at the angle of the jaw on the right side; 
10.55 A.M., itching at the right eyebrow ; 11.40 a.m., a biting-corrosive itch- 
ing on the right forearmy*over the belly of the palmaris longus muscle. 
Immediately after itching oh the right side of the face, near the angle of 
jaw, then itching on the posterior aspect of the right forearm, then an itch-

in^ ou the dorsal aspect of the first phalanx of the index finger of the right 
hand (first day). Daring the afternoon itching on different parts of the 
exterior body (third day),®“. — Itching on tlie extremities and face (first 
day),'^''’. — Stinging itching on the right scapula, at 2.45 p.m. (tenth day ),\ 
Sleep * — Last night the sleep was dreamy and refreshing. It seemed 
more like a clairvoyant state. After midnight I dreamed of birds singing, 
wdiich awoke me, and caused me to listen with intense interest, but stillness 
and darkness reigned supreme (third day),®b. — The sleep last night was 
light and dreamy. After midnight I dreamed I entered a beautiful garden, 
from which 1 passed into a low woodland, in the eastern border of which 
was a sluggish, broad, shallow stream of water ; to cross dry shod required 
some exercise of mind. This morning arose from bed refreshed, light- 
hearted, and cheery (second dayj,^*^. 


CONCHIOLINUM. 

Langenbeck’s Archiv f. Klin. Ohirurgie, XVIII, pt. 4. Inflammation 
of the i)ones (ostitis) in the mother-of-pearl grinders, by Dr. Carl Gus^en- 
bauer. Prof. Billroth has observed in his clinic during the past four years 
several cases of a peculiar inflammation of the bones in the rnother-of- 
])earl grinders, to which English (Wien. Med. Wochenschrift, 1870) first 
drew attention. The peculiar characteristics have been defined already, 
together with a description of the progress of the disease, in bis publica- 
tions on this subject, iii such a manner tiiat the classification of this dis- 
ease as a new and specnal one is perfectly reliable. English thinks that 
the occupation of the mother-of-pearl grinders itself is the cause of tlie dis- 
ease. We had, tlieref'ore, from cases coming under our observation, in 
two directions, to make use of the clinical experiences, carefully collected, 
stating the variations in the symptoms, and thus representing the general 
picture of the disease, with reference to the etiology, course, and results; 
to v<!rify the previous observations or to a<ld to them. The etiology, wdth 
reference to the intimate relation of this disease to the occupation of the 
mother-of-pearl grinders, was, if possible, to be affirmed or proven. In 
regard to this, inspection of the factory rooms and close watching of the 
fabrication of inothcr-of-pearl buttons, give us most reliable information ; 
upon this information we base our thesis. 

For this purpose I visited several such factories, and came to the con- 
viction that in all these factories, only one and the same injurious agency 
aflects the workmen, and produces the peculiar iutlammatiou of the bones. 
This injurious nuitter is the dust of the mother-of-pearl, which was so 
densely suspended in the air in all the factories inspected, that in a few* 
minutes the clothing was gray. 

These so-called “mother-of-pearl” button factories are not at all what 
we imagine, or like other factories, w'itli large rooms and sufficient ven- 
tilation, corresponding to thje number of workmen employed, but, on the 
contrary, are small low rooms, in which four to six or more turning-lathes 
are placed, so that the workmen have scarcely room enough for free mo- 
tion. There is nothing in the utensils that can give rise to this peculiar 
inflammation of the bones. The necessary manipulations are not diflerent 
from those used generally by turners. The only existing difference is the 
crude material. 

Metal and wood-turners furnish, no doubt, a large percentage of the dis- 
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eases of the respiratory organs, produced by dust-inhalation, but they are 
never afflicted by the same diseases as the mother-of-pearl grinders. 

English brought up the question as to which one of the constituents of 
mother-of-pearl the injurious effects are due, and stated that horn-turners 
also are affected with diseases, and more frequently than mother-of-pearl 
grinders ; he thinks that the organh*. ingredients of these materials may 
be the injurious agents. English does not say positively whether the for- 
mer are afflicted oy similar diseases, and it seems as if such cases had never 
come under his own observation. 

Hirt and Merkel in their able work on the diseases from dust inhalation 
do not mention a case of an analogous disease among the horn-turners. 
IS'ow, if the idea were correc t, that inhabng mother of-pearl dust produces 
such a <lisease, the mode of its action is a n.ysUny. In what manner do 
these injurious effects occur? Through the production of a general dis- 
turbance of nutrition, a dyscraria, as English supposes, or in what other 
way? 

To answer this question will be the theme of our present paper, in which 
the discussion on the etiology and pathogenesis of this disScase will be the 
prinf‘ipal part. 

The first question, whether inhaling the dust of the mother-of-pearl 
causes the disease, demands u close examination of the constituents chem- 
ically. It is almost exclusively the inner layers which are worked. After 
the mother of-petirl is divided into small parts adai)tcd to the purpose, the 
two layers are separated by s])litting, and the inner layer of the shell is 
used for tlie grinders’ work. The dust produced therefore by the grinding 
consists exclusively of atoms of this inner layer, 'flie minimal quantity 
of dust produced by the steel instruments use<l at this work, and the wood 
splinters from the turning-lathes settle by their gravity to the floor, and 
consequently rjcecl not be taken into account. 

The grinding of the shell pieces produces only a slight amount of dust, 
or none at all, as the grinding is generally done on a wet grindstone. Jt 
is, th(T(d()re, clear enough that the dust suspended in the workroom con- 
sists mainly of particles from the inner layer of the mother-of-jx^arl. Ac- 
cording to cherni(*al anal^^sis of bivalve shells in general, tlie mother-of- 
j)earl consists of per cent. CO^Caf), 2-3 per cent, of organic matter, 

and about the same per cent, of other salts. A reliable and correct analy- 
sis of mother-of-pearl could not be found. A knowledge of its constituents 
Mas neces.^ary tor understanding the effects of the dust. Dr. Klaiisen, as- 
sistant at the Patthological Institute of Chemistry, made, at my special re- 
quest, a very reliable and satisfactory quantitative and qualitative analysis 
of the mother-of-pearl, for Mdiich I am very much indebted. 

The shell of the Aviciila margaritijura, which gives us the precious 
mother-of-pearl, consists, like other bivalve shells, of threefold anatomical 
and chemical constituents or layers. Firdy the external or scale layers, con- 
sisting of manifold brown, superimposed scales. ^Second, the calcarrous 
layer (Schlossherger’s terminology for the oyster-shells), consisting of a 
lustreless, chalk-white triturable mass, which is accumulated especially be- 
tween the external and inner layers, though also between the single slieets 
of the former, and minimal quantities also in the latter. Third, the mother- 
of-pearl layer, the innermost of all the layers, possessing be.side8 the known 
brilliancy of mo</jcr-o/-/)ear/, the greatest firmness, and it is lik€j the exter- 
nal layer, stratified. A calcareous substance is found between the single 
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laminae in minute quantities. These different layers consist, according to 
Dr. Klausen’s analysis, of the following compositions: 

I. The external ,^cale layer: 10.22 organic substance; 0.55 HO; 89.23 
COyCaO, traces of MgO and alkaline salts. 

II. The calmreo'm layer: 10.15 organic substance; 0.32 HO; 89.49 
CO./kO, traces of MgO and alkaline salts. 

HI. The mother-of-pearl layer: 5.57 HO, insoluble organic substance; 
0.11 HO, soluble organic substance; 0.47 HO; 93.555 CO^CaO ; 0.295 
alkaline salts (chlorides and sulphates). 

PO. could not be detected in this. 

The organic substance consists of 10.7 per cent, (results of two analyses) 
nitrogen. The organic substance insoluble in HO is also insoluble in di- 
luted alkalies and acids. Concentrated boiling alkalies and acids di.ssolvo 
the same, but decompose it. Phosphorus and sulphur could not he detected 
in the organic substance, 

Tlie organic substance of the mother-of-pearl is according to the results 
of analysis composed of the same constituents as all the otlm'r shells, and 
shows like them a great percentage of nitrogen. 

It seems ])rol)abh;, on the simple observation of the circumstances under 
which the mother-of-pearl grinders work, that they constantly respire the 
dust, which enters freely with the act of inspiration into the bronchi, and 
eventually into the lungs, and that the dust enters the blood. I had never- 
theless to prove by all means the truth of my hypothesis, the more as I 
base my conclusions upon this fact, such a doctrine must therefore be.proved 
by the most reliable and simple.st experiment. 

To accomplish this I put a dog into a hermetically-closed tin box, into 
which by means of a ventilator the dust of the mother-of-pearl was blown ; 
in this way the air was coirstantly more or less saturated with the dust. 
This dust I obtained from a mother-of-pearl button factory, in quantity 
about GO j)()unds, and after being purified from the wood and steel splinters 
by means of a sieve, I used it for said purpose. With this quantity I eon- 
tinned the experiment for four months and a half, so that the animal had 
to inhale the conccnliuted du.st in this a[)paratus four to five hours every 
day ; the rest of the day he w^as kept in the dog-keuncl. I thought of 
producing ostitis in young dogs, but could not see any results, but in regard 
to the en trance and accumulation of the mother-of-pearl dust into the re- 
spiratory organs, I had the best and most striking results. The dogs were 
entirely covered with the dust, and the openings of their nostrils densely 
overlaid by the dust, after a stay of only half an hour iu the apparatus, 
when lull at work. 

After two weeks the dogs began slightly to cough. At first I had a fe- 
male dog with two pups, six weeks old, in the apparatus for the experi- 
ment; hut as the pups on the 5th and T2th of August died, iu couse- 
(juence of a lobular pneumonia, I had to take anotlier young dog to con- 
tinue my experiments until the end of September. On these dead animals 
I could detect the mother-of-])earl dust in the mucous membrane of the 
respiratory organs, and in the parenchyma of the lungs, in the nasal, laryn- 
geal, tracheal, and bronchial mucous membrane. I could only detect the 
calcareous dust on the epithelia of the mucus, and here and there in the 
u})permost layer of the e})ithelia of the mucous membrane by the micro- 
scope, andlby treatment with HCl. In the lungs of all four dogs (two of 
them were killed) the mother-of-pearl dust could be found, not only in the 
epithelia of the smallest bronchia and alveoli, but also, and more promi- 
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nently imbedded iu the parenchyma, disseminated in particles the size of 
a pin’s head, and as large, too, as hemp-seed. These accumulations were 
discernible even to the touch as calcareous matter; they effervesced on ad- 
dition of HCl. These accumulatiom of calcareous dust were, as the micro- 
scopical examination of specimens preserved in alcohol proves, present in 
the parenchyma of the lung-tissue. On the contrafy, in specimens which 
were kept for a longer time in “Muller’s fluid,” and which have lost the 
CO.paO, I could by considerable magnifying, detect most raiuute particles 
of a homogeneous liglit-rcfractiug substance, pa.tly free in the tissue, partly 
in round cells, which waa not at all changed in form or condition by add- 
ing a solution of potash dilute, HCl or Hi'vO.,, and tbe-rfore can be taken 
as the organic substance of the decalcifcd mother-of-pearl dust, “Conchi- 
olin.” Tlie mothcr-of- pearl duat must have tlierefore entered iu the smallest 
bronchi and alveoli through the epithelium, or alter tlie destruction of this 
into the parcncljyma. 

Accumulalions of mother-of-pearl dust in the bronchial glands of the 
dogs could not be detected. These experiments have doubtless })roved 
that the motber-of pearl dust inhaled by the mother-of-pearl grinders pen- 
etrates the lung parenchyma under perfectly analogous conditions asfbose 
under which the dogs were !»laced, only that the men breathe the same 
saturated injurious atmos[)here for a longer time each day. This conclu- 
sion is borne out by the character of the diseases prevalent among the 
n i 0 1 h e r- of - pea r 1 g r i n d e rs . 

In the beginning of their emjdoyment iu these factories the men are 
frequently atlacked by catarrhal bronchitis. The owners of these factoritis 
will not admit that these diseases are consequent u})oii their work in the 
factory. 

It seems that the men after awhile get accustomed to the irritation which 
the dust exerts upon the respiratory organs, and consequently cough less 
fre(|uently. 

Observations and experience prove that when the inhalation of any dust 
is coiistant tlie respiratory organs become less sensitive to its irritating 
action, and if we remember that the (jualily of the mother-of pearl dust is 
such that it irritates the tissues scarcely more thau in a mechanical way, 
this will not seem strange. 

Ilirt and Meikel do not agree in their w'ritings ui)on the diseases of the 
mother-of-pearl grinders. Merkel classes the mother-of pearl grinding 
among cmj)]oYmrnts injurious to Jieallh. llirt does not pay much atten- 
tion to it. Meikel mentions a discovery by Greeuhow ; in the lungs of a 
inother-of pearl grinder, accumulations of the dust from the size of a mil- 
let-seed to that of a hazelnut were found, which corroborates the truth of 
our expei’iments. It would he of gieat interest to collect morhility and 
mortality statistics from tliis profession. Vienna would he the best place 
for this purpose; there are the most flourishing factories of this kind. 
There are about two hundred to three hundred men employed in the fac- 
tories known to me. 

It struck me as a remarkable fact that in each factory which I visited 
the employed were from the ages of twelve to twenty. On inquiry upon 
this subject 1 could get only evasive aud unsatisfactory answers. 

Let us now consider the etiology and pathogenesis of these diseases. 

We find first, that the disease has been observed in young people, who 
were not yet matured, before and after puberty. There is no case known 
to us where an individual fully grown has been attacked by it. After 
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working in these factories a longer or shorter time, that is fpm several 
months to one or two years, a part of these men contract the disease. (I 
cannot give exactly the percentage.) Workmen attacked once by the dis- 
ease are always subject to it again w^hen they renew their work. The dis- 
ease first shows itself by a more or less intcuse pain in the bone which 
afterwards becomes the scat of the disease. The pain generally comes on 
suddenly; in the early stages of the malady it is continuous, but after 
several days is slightly remittent, and is generally described by the patient 
as a rheumatic paiu. It is strictly localized in that part of the bone in 
which the further development of the disease takes place. Individuals 
who have been previcwjsly attacked recognize the beginning of the malady 
at once by the peculiar sensation of pain belonging to the disease. In the 
beginning the pain is not increased by pressure on the bone nor by mus- 
cular exertion. 

Soon after the appearance of the pain, the general health is affected, and 
slight fever occurs. Sick persons whom I frequently attended, and upon 
whom I had good opportunity of making observations, had always a slight 
fever witliout chill. Increased thirst, diminished appetite, partial or total 
sleofdcssncss, general sensation of heat, alternating with slight chill (some- 
times chill), secretion of a dark-colored urine, with sediment ; these are 
the general symptoms. An elevated temperature, in patients at the clinic, 
was always detected. Tlie patients generally can attend their work in this 
condition for a couple of days, until the increase of the pain and, the ex- 
acerbation of the fever make work impossible. Then Swelling of the dis- 
eased bone occurs as a second symptom. 

The melluig always develops first on one or the other end of a dlaphysiSf 
newer iti the middle of it, nor on the epiphysis. If the disease is in a long 
bone, the swelling develops on a strictly circumscribed spot, whence it 
spreads. 

Externally perceptible swelling is in the beginning purely periosteal, and 
towards the corresponding epiphysis, as well as on the boted^f ^>f the dia- 
physis, marked with a sharp, clear, distinct margin. The surrounding soft 
parts may afterwards participate more or less in the swelling, and then 
cause (fonsiderahle swelling of the affected extremities. The swelling is 
extremely painful to the sliglitest touch, like every other swelling of the 
})criosteum. Its consistence may vary. It is at first soft, elastic, more or 
less distinct, fluctuating. After a longer period it becomes solid, and may 
become as bard as a bone. We hav^ seen no case in our clinic where an 
abscess had formed, but still, in two cases under our observation, we could 
positively diagnosticate an accumulation of fluid by the distinct fluctuation, 
which had been again reabsorbed. 

English meiitiuiis a case in which formation of an abscess took place. 
I several times saw an ossitication-like swelling, which, after a shorter or 
longer time, disappeared. 

The swelling progresses with the disease from the end of the diaphysis 
towards the middle of the bone; it may then spread over the whole length 
of it, aud also over the epiphysis. With the spreading of the inflamma- 
tory process to the epiphysis an inflammation of the joints takes place, 
which may end in liippuration. 

English associates this constant occurrence of the swelling in one end of 
the diaphysis with the course of the nutrient arteries, and expresses him- 
self as follows ; 

“ The disease always begins on that end of the diaphysis towards which 
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the arteria nvfriejis is running; it is the point where the blood- pressure is 
greatest, and ]:)rogresBes towards the opposite end.” 

English comes to this conclusi on by comparing the occurrence and pro- 
gress of the swelling wdth the course of the arteria nutriens on the bones, 
which in the cases observed by him w’ere diseased. English seems to think 
that a great hi o(xl -pressure causes the disease, or, at least, that it is one of 
the principal factors. It is very difficult to inideista^xi what the direction 
of an artery or a greater hh^od-pressurc has to do with the origin of an in- 
flammatory process. I must cont*’adict his cohclusions, try to define my 
own, and explain in brief my views upou tl)e etiology and pathogenesis 
of the ostitis among the motlier-of-pcail grinders. % 

I take the dust of the mo: her-of- pearl, whicl), as proved, enters by the 
act of respiration (with the respiratoiy air) into the Inng-tissues, as the 
injurious agent which produces the ostitis. 

The Coiichiolbi must he the irritant producing the. inflammation of the 
bones. The retarding of the blood stream in capillaries of the marrow 
must he conseepient upon the accnmnlatioa of Conchiolin in the vessels, 
causing obliteration of the smallest vessels, and consc(piently (unbolism. 
In every respect, I think the Conchiolin, the insoluble organic substance of 
the mot her-of pearl, tlie irritant agent. 

The multiplicity of the ostitis in mother-of-pearl grinders has some sim- 
ilarily with the periostitis consequent upon syphilis, pyaania, or septi- 
caania. 

The etiology and pathvgc'ocRis of said disease may be as follows : 

The mother-of' pearl grinders inhale tlie mother-of-pearl dust, which 
partly enters into the lung-tissues, and partly is again expectorated, llio 
dust aecumulates in the lungs in small disseminate particles, and [)roduces 
a local inflammation of the lung-tissues, which rarely ever sliows any per- 
ceptihlo symptoms. It may although, in course ot time, by long-lasting 
inhalation, occasion such changes in the lung-tissues as follow the inhala- 
tion of nrjy other kind of dust. The mother-of-pearl dust, consisting ot 
CO,CaO and Cmehiolin becomes changed by degrees in the Imig-tissues. 
The CaO becomes dissolved, and the Coaeliwlni remains as an insol- 
uble substance in the fluids of the body ; this gets like other kinds ot dust 
into the circulation, accumulates in tlie capillaries ot the hones, in conse- 
quence of retarding the circulation of the blood, forms ernbolia in the 
capillaries in the ends of the diaphyses, and eventually occludes the smallest 
arteries and causes an inlarctus. Th# primary osteomyelitis leads mdy by 
contiguity to ostitis, periostitis, and articular inflammation. As an osteo- 
myelitis caused by a certain substance of the mother-of-pearl, we may call 
it a Conchiolin osteomyelitis.” 

The ostitis and periostitis which always accompany the osteomyehtis, 
according to the above exiilamitiou, have to be regarded only as progres- 
sive inflammations of the respective tissues, and have no specificity lor it. 
But if, as experience teaches, the inhalation of horn-dust produces a sim- 
ilar or the same bone disease, which I think very probable, then there may 
he also, besides the Conchiolin osteomyelitis, a horn-substance osteomye- 
litis. 

Here are a few clinical observations : 

I. Oditls maxilliB injerioriH, B. T., age fifteen years, three years em- 
ployed in a mother-of-pearl factory ; also ostitis ot forearm. 

II. OdiiiH radii et idnw utriusque, N. F., age seventeen years, employed 
two years. 
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III. Oditia fihulca ain. J. J., age sixteen years, three years employed 
in the factory. 

IV. Oatitis ulncc dext. D. T., age fifteen years, in factory one and a 
half years. 

V. Ostitl-a oaslum metatarsi pedis sin. T. G., age fourteen years, in fac- 
tory two years. First time in our clinic May 20th, 1872. Second time, 
OatUla ulnaisin,., December, 1873. Third time, Ostitis scapulx sin., Octo- 
ber, 1874. Fourth time, Ostitis humeri sin.^ ossls cuhoidei sin., et oasis tali 
dext., December 19th, 1874. 

VI. Ostitis' femoris sin. K. Sch., age eighteen years, worked three and a 
half years in inotlier-of-pearl factory. 

All these cases show that the bons inflammation of the mother-ofpearl 
grinders always commences as an osteomyelitis, and that the ostitis and peri- 
ostitis follow as a consequence. 

According to our familiarity with the character of the ostitis of the long 
bones, must the etiology and of the primary osteomyelitis in the 

short and flat bones, be traced back to the same process ; that is, the ac- 
cumulation of ConcJuolin in the spongy substance, and embolism of the 
smallest bloodvessels. 

I have only to remark one fact more, that the periosteal swelling appears 
under analogous symptoms of a periosteal abscess, but after all we never 
liad an opportunity to see a spontaneous perforation, but always reabsorp- 
tion. 

The result of the disease is, according to present experience, as a rule, 
resolution ; that is to say, favorable. Suppuration is less frequent. 

The question why persons attacked once are again subject to this dis- 
ease, is not yet settled, as the inflamination in general does not occur the 
second time in the same place, but, on the contrary, in a new place, so it 
may be called every time a new special disease. Strange to say, [)erBons 
quitting the factories are free from the disease, but as soon as they return 
to work they get the disease again. 

Frognosis is favorable. Nutrition is not disturbed, and, .after the iuflam- 
matoj’v process subsides, perfect liealth may follow. 


CONIINUM BROMATUM. 

Authority. Dr. Dujardin-Beanmetz, Bull. gen. de Therap., vol. xci, p. 
8. Dr. B. took 15 centigrams of the crystallized Bromo-bydrate, represent- 
ing 5 centigrams liquid Bromine and 8 centigrams Couiinuin ; the next 
day, at 7 a.m., took another dose.

— 15ileness ; breathing .stertor- 
ous; involuutary^a.ssage of urine and lieces ; pupils contracted; com- 
plained of cold and vomited ; the vomiting repeated every half hour; the 
matter thrown up of a yellowish-green color and fetid; difficult swallow- 
ing ; anxiety ; pulse scarcely perceptible, — Almost moribund, pulse wavy 
and scarcely perceptible at the wrist, surface cold and bathed in perspira- 
tion, face swollen, witlUa besotted expression, mind wandering, pupils di- 
lated, could not see, declaring it was very dark although candles were 
burning in the room, asked frequently if it was not raining hard, although 
the night was calm and clear, Deathly .sick; cold rigors running over 
her; pulse 120, small, quick, and threadlike; the entire leg was swollen to 
twice its normal size,'*'’. — In about forty minutes the finger was enormousl^^ 
swollen, and the hand also, for ab«ut half way to the wiist,^’. — Foot and 
leg much swollen ; extreme nausea and frequent puking ; covered with cold 
perspiration, and shivering like one in the cold stage of an intermittent; 
anxious countenance; hurried breathing; pulse frequent and feeble; in- 
voluntary evacuations of urine every few minutes (after three hours),’^''. — 
Buffering the most intense pain in the entire arm, which was swollen to

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more than twice its natural size, and of a livid, spotted color; respiration 
quick and laborious; puLse weak, and 115 per minute; surface covered 
with cold sweat; terrible state of nervous agitation (after four hours), —

otherwise the case ap{)eared to be doing well. Thus passed four days, he 
suffering some cerebral pain and malaise. On the fifth day he spoke of a 
feeling of soreness in the flesh of the right hip, and on examination a jet- 
black spot some two inches in diameter was discovered, with elevation or 
thickening of the skin to the extent of about one line, edges well|defiijed. 
During the next four days this discoloration extended up to a le^l with 
the umbilicus, completely around the body, and down the lower extremi-

Avfhorifles. 64 , M. Atidral, Gaz. Med. (Bost. Med. and Surg. Journ., 
vol. vi, 1832, p. 194), effect of a})plication to the skin of from 4 to 20 
drops in more than thirty cases ; 65 , Dr. Maudezin, Gaz. des Hop., 1809, 
p. 290, a child, tet. six years, took all at once 3 grams of Croton oil in a 
cup of (!()ffee ; 66, G. H. Snead, M.D., Rich, and Louis. Med. Journ., 1872, 
j). 051, Mrs. S. took two teaspoonfuls of Croton oil mixed with two parts 
of sweet oil. 

The child was taken w'ith the most acute pain in the epigastric region, 
followed by violent, extremely profuse vomitiii*| for three-quarters of an 
liour. After this she fell into a profound sleep for a quarter of an hour, 
when she called for food. She had no more pain in the e])igastrium or 
abdomen, and bad oidy two profuse stools. Afterwards there w^as a fine 
vesicular eruption on tlie lips caused by contact of the •)!! ; in other re- 
spects the child seemed well,®’. — Burjiing sensation in stomach and bowels ; 
rapid ^d drastic purging (soon); pulse 150 and scarcely perceptible; en- 
tire surface bathed in (u)ld, clammy sweat ; countenance sunken; copious 
watery choleraic defjeclions every few minutes (after two hours),®®. — A few 
jiours after the friction (sup|)osing this to have been employed for some 
minutes) the patients experienced a smart tingling in the part. In some 
this sensation was transient; in others prolonged, but never to such an ex- 
tent as to prodiKje troublesome nervous disturbance ; at #ie same time there 
appeared a great number of little red points, at the apices of which there 
were soon perce})tible little pustules which, within from thirty to fifty hours, 
had become fully develo[)ed.

The eruj)tion in- 
creased for three or four days, after which it remained stationary, and sub- 
sequently died away like small-pox. In some cases where the oil was 
applied to the face the eruption was more copious and intense than else- 
where,®*.

October 20th, at 10 vV.m., feeling perfectly well, took 1 grain of the first 
trit. ; ten minutes after had considerable nausea, with rumbling in the car- 
diac portion of the stomach. 11 a.m., dull heachuOie and nausea, both last- 
ing till 3 p.M. At 3.30 had hard, lumpy stool. 10 p.m., all unpleasant 
effects liad passed away ; took 2 grains ; fifteen minutes after sharp ])ain 
in left side, midway eighth rib, which hinders me in taking a deep inspira- 
tion, pain in right foot, base of second toe, passing off’ on motion, but im- 
mediately returning, lasting some six minutes; rumbling in the bowels; 
forty minutes after cutting pain in the right lobe of the liver, lasting some 
five minutes.

stilling into the eye a drop of a solution of the extract (1 in 20) ; 4 , W. 
AV. Seely, M.D,, Cinein. Lancet and Ohs., 1879, p. 125, 3 or 4 drops of 
Duboisin (4 grains to 1 ounce) were instilled into the left eye of a lady 
patient; 5 , M. Gaublcr, Bull. Gen. do Therap., May, 1878, quoted by Dr. 
Seely, ibid., an injection was made into a young man suffering from tuber- 
culosis; 6, Galezowski, I/Art. Med., 1879, vol. xlix, p. 149, a person, ad. 
seventy- three years, operated on for cataract, and sii tiering from consecutive 
iritis, with closure of the pupils, could not endure Atropia on account of 
cerebral sym{)toms ; four months afterward.'^, after removal of the second 
cataract, 2 drops of a solution of Duboisin (5 centigrams to 10 grams of 
water) were put into the eye each day; 7, same, a second case; 8, Win.

In ten minutes the pupil was widely dilated, \ — The injection caused 
great dryness of the m()uth,'^ — 1 first carefully tested the state of my vision, 
and found that I could read No. IJ of Snellen’s type distinctly, from four 
inches (nearest point) to twenty-one inches (farthest point), and f{f. 
I then placed a single drop of a solution of the extract (1 in 20) within the 
lids of the tested eye. A little lachrymation followed, but no smarting. 
Exactly ten minutes afterwards the pupil began to dilate, and the sight be- 
came rather naisty for near objects. When once started, dilitatiou pro- 
ceeded very rapidly, bo that fifteen minutes after instillation the pupil was 
widSy dilated, and the nearest point had receded to ten inches. In twenty- 
five ininutes 1^^ Snellen could not be read at any distance by the unaided 
eye, and the accommodation was therefore for all practical purposes com- 
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pletely paralyzed. By more elaborate tests I discovered that the effect of 
the extract went on increasing for four hoars, when it attained its maxi- 
mum. Tweiitydbur hours afterwards there was no appreciable ameliora- 
tion, either in the pupil or the accommodation, but within the next twenty- 
four hours the effects began to pass rapidly off, so that forty-eight hours 
after the instillation I could see li Snellen from five and a half inches 
to twenty one inches, although the pupil was not much smaller, and reacted 
slightly to light.

Case IV.— By means of a No. 1 Bowman’s probe, I succeeded in jdacing 
a small hall of the viscid material (Sulphate of duboisia), about half a 
millimeter in diameter, in the lower cul-de-sac of the conjunctiva. It 
caused no irritation or pain, but the patient complained of being dizzy, and 
feeling as if the room was going around. This soon passed oif, and there 
was no further disagreeable effect. It faded, however, to tear the adhesions 
between the iris and capsule. 

Case V.— The patient, J. W., was a healthy girl of eighteen years, and, 
as in the previous case, an exceedingly minute piece of the Sulphate of du- 
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boisia, in substance, was held for a few moments in the retrotarsal fold of 
the lower lid, until most of it was melted ; the probe was then withdrawn, 
and the superfluous tears saturated with it, pressed out of the eye, and re- 
ceived in a soft handkerchief. A few minutes after I called the patient to ex- 
amine the state of the pupils, and she complained of feeling dizzy, and very 
soon after my attention was attracted by the dark flush of her face. She was 
then mildly delirious, pulse 132, and was laid on a sofa. She had a tendency 
to pick at surrounding objects, and had one or two slight drawings up of the 
arms, and was very restless. A thermometer under the tongvie, when the 
pulse was most rapid, showed a temperature of 100^®. No treatment was in- 
stituted, and in an hour and twenty-five minutes the puUe had fallen to 100. 
She now became again more excitable, and tried to get up off the sofa. On 
being told to keep quiet, she would at once lie down again, but in a few 
minutes more again try to rise and move off. A subcutaneous injection of 
I of a grain of Sulphate of morphia was now given, and in About twenty 
minutes she went gently to sleep. An hour later she was roused to be con- 
ducted to her bed in the upper ward, and was able to walk upstairs with 
but little assistance. She again fell asleep, and about half an hour subse- 
quently awoke rational. The nurse reported, however, that once or twice 
during the night she got up out of bed, but lay down immediately oti being 
admonished by lier. Next day she bad entirely recovered,®. — In four min- 
utes near vision growing poor, and in five minutes Nos. 6 and 7 Jteger had 
to be held at nearly arm’s length, and the patient comidained of intense 
fainting symptoms. Very slight nausea. The “ strange ” feelings in the 
head and faintness continued very marked for fifteen or twenty minutes, 
when tlie worst “ fainting” features passed away, the strange” feelings 
remained very marked, and “drowsiness” came on. In from one-half to 
three-quarters of an hour there was dryness of the mouth and throat, though 
not very marked, ^nd chilliness was complained of. During the next day 
there was marked faucial and oral dryness, some of the “strange” feeling 
in the head, and flushing of the face. On the second day she felt nearly 
well, some little sensation that she seemed to locate in the stomach, the 
head sym})toms having about disappeared, \ — In both, the pupils became 
widely dilated and tlie mouth dry. After the larger dose the man’s throat 
became so dry that he could scarcely speak. The dryness lasred five hours. 
Both became rather sleepy in about fifteen minutes after the injectiou, the 
drowsiness lasting about two hours. The man with the larger dose com- 
plained of some general weakness, and both men suffered from headache, 
lasting about three hours. After the larger dose the pulse rose from 6G to 
120 per minute, — In a few minutes vertigo, then dryness of the throat, 
then slowing of tlie pulse. Alter the slowing of the pulse the patient fell 
into a sort of stupor, analogous to that produced by Datura stramonium. 
This stupor lasted many hours ; it was not sleep, for if the patient was ques- 
tioned he replied, though with difficulty it is true; he remained seated in 
his chair, and appeared indiflerent to what was going on about him, and 
without any energy to move,^— A woman, set. fifty-eight years, with double 
chronic iritis, oii account of conjunctivitis from Atropia, was prescribed 
Duboisin. The poisonous effects were slow in appearing, were character- 
ized by frequent desire to sleep, preventing the patient from continuing her 
work. Heaviness of all the lini|l>s, especially of the lower extremities. 
Gastric symptoms and complete loss of appetite,’. — The poisonous effects 
observed were characterized by general trembling, the patient was unable 
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to hold up the head; hallucinatious aud nau.sea. These syraptonis disap- 
peared on stopping the Duboisiu,^ 


DUBOISIA HOPWOaDI.

From twelve observations made on man, he finds that it produces 
faintness, pallor, giddiness, tremor, hurried and superficial breathing, in- 
creased frequency of pulse, perspiration; in larger dosrs salivation, drow- 
siness, convulsive twitchings, spasmodic rigidity of the extremities ; in 
small doses, internally administered, it contracts, in large it widely dilates 
the pupils ; locally applied, it contracts and then widely dilates the j)upils. 

Mr. Tweedy saw the patients, and examined the eyes while under the iii- 
fiuonce of Pituri. He reports as follows : 

“1 have little to add to your account of the efieet on the eye of the 
local application of a solution of Pituri, except to note that, although the 
pupil was widely (not fully) dilated, the aceommodaisoii was almost unaf- 
fected. The patients could read well, aud they did not complain of much 
mistiness. Except the smarting, a weak solution of Atropia, say grain 
to an ounce, would produce the same symptoms as the one per cent, solu- 
tion of Pituri.”

The di- 
gestive and secretive organs are quickened and increased ; the circulatory 
aud nervous functions partake of the excitement; there is restlessness and 
sleeplessness, while the intellectual faculties are roused to unwonted power 
and activity. The cutaneous exhalationi^'are increased and have a sulphur- 
ous odor.

Month., vgl. iii, 1867, p. 151, a gen- 
tleman drank a few s[)()onfuls as a tea. 

[ 100 .] An attack early in the morning, as of whirliug around in the 
brain, or, .hs he described it, “as if he had been placed in a coal screen, 
and whirled around two or tJiree times, repeated after a short cessation,”®. 

EUPHORBIA IPhXACUANH^E. 

Authority. Bigelow’s Sequel, 1822, p. 177, experiment. 

In doses of from ten to twenty grains it is both an emetic and cathartic, 
that is more active than ipecacuanha in proportion to the number of grains 
administered ; in small doses it operates with as much ease as most emetics 
in a majority of instan(?es. If it fails, however, at first, it is not so safely 
repeated as many of the emetics in common use. If accumulated in the 
stomach to the amount of two or three scruples, it finally excites active 
and long-continued vomiting, attended wuth a sense of heat, vertigo, indis- 
tinct vision, and great prostration of strength. Its operation seems exactly 
proportionate to the quantity taken, and the vomiting is not checked by 
the powder being thrown off in the first efforts of the stomach. 

EUPHORBIA LATHYRIS. 

Authority. 3, Journ. de Med. de Toulouse and Repert. de Pharm., 
Paris (Pharm. Journ., 2d ser., vol, ii, 1861, p. 435), one man took eighteen 
seeds, another twenty, and a third took twenty-five. 
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A short time after the ingestion of the seeds they produced violent pur- 
gation, vomiting, frequent diarrhma, and a general pallidness and coldness 
spread over the body,®. 


EUPHORBIA PEPLUS. 

Authorities. 1 , Dr. Bernard, Jcnirn. de Med. de Toulouse and Report de 
Pharm., Paris (Pharm. Journ., 2d Ser., vol. ii, 1861, p. 436). a Jady applied 
the juice of the stems to her already swollen gum ; 2 , J. Murray Moore, 
M.D., Horn. World, vol. xii, p. 496, a hoy applied a poultice of the leaves 
to a “ black eye.” 

Instantly her mouth becanie so much inflamed that the doctor, when he 
saw his patient, thought that the inflammation was due to the action of 
mercurial medicines. For several days the pain was intolerable, and 
wrung cries from the patient, who, deprived of sleep and unable to drink, 
was a prey to indescribable agitation,*. — After a week his condition was 
as follows : Phlegmonous erysijielas had appeared under the left eye, spread- 
ing downwards and forwards over half the cheek. Five or six pustules also 
had risen on the face, one oh the foreJioad, one on eae)' ala nasi, one on the 
root of the nose, and 01 hers elsewhere, one also on the left elbow. They 
were characterized by a burning pain. The lower half of the nose was 
red, swelled, and inflamed, with a shiny surface. ' The lips were parched, 
swollen slightly, and the lower one covered with a crop of small pustules, 
another larger pustule appearing on the upper lip, half way between mouth 
and nostril. Prescribed Arnica 1, pil. i, 4 tis horis. This remedy did not 
seem to change the symptoms for a week later. We found additional 
pustules on the left side of the neck, and thescy as well as two or three of 
those near the nose, had developed into hard boils, from which, doubtless, 
we could have extracted a pultaceous or cheesy matter. As he did not mo- 
lest them, they slowly subsided,^ 


EUPHORBIUM. 

Authority. 22, Mr. Furnival, Journ. of Sci., vol. iii, p. 81 (Lancet, 
1836-7 (2,) p. 739), Mr. F. swallowed a teaspoonful ; death. 

On swallowing the poison a sensation of burning heat in the throat and 
fauces, afterwards communicated to the stomach; incessant vomiting of 
watery fluid took place almost immediately; the tongue was covered with 
thick mucus; the pulse very irregular, and at least 150; the patient was 
in a cold perspiration and unable to speak intelligibly,^^ 


FAGUS. 

Authorities. (From Berridge’s Collection in Amer. Horn. Ohs., 1876, p. 
14); 10 , Dr. Seley, from Dissert, on Hydrophobia, Eolong, 1762 (Med. 
Museum), a boy, let. thirteen years, had eaten a large quantity of beech- 
nuts ; 11 , Haller quotes from Trans, (Act., Haffer), general effects ; 12 , 
Berridge (?), general effects ; 13 , Furstenan, Act. Phys. Med. Nat. Cur., 
voh.viii, a boy, set. twelve years, ate a great deal of beech mast; 14 , same, 
effects on the inhabitants of a village of immoderate use of beechnuts. 
Swelling of mouth and headache,**. On the fourth day after, I found 
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him in jjreat pain, languid, and terrified with appreliension of present 
death. Pulse very unequal, sometimes extremely quiek, sometimes lan- 
guid and irUermittent ; skin burning violently; mouth flowing with froth 
and saliva ; intolerable thirst, entreating for drink, but as soon as any liquid 
was brought he seemed to shudder with equal horror, as if he had been eat- 
ing unripe grapes. Soon after eating the nuts he had been seized with torpor, 
gloominess, and dread of liquids. He had not been bitten by any rabid ani- 
mal. Next (fifth) day, early in the morning, he was the same, but seemed 
to talk more in his wildness and perturbation of mind, and his mo\ith 
flowed with foam more abundantly; the urine ho had voided by night 
was red and fiery, depcvsiting a copious turbid white sediment, resembling 
an emulsion of beeehnuts, subsiding as deep as the breadth of the finger 
at the holtom of the vessel. A few hours before he died he vomited a por- 
ra(‘eous hile, after which he died quietly,^^ — Seized with pleurisy, soon be- 
came delirious, and di(‘d in convulsions on the eleventh day,’^ — Fatal 
])leurisy,’\ — Ardent fevers, called liepera or causas, have been occasioned 
by eating them,^’.

Med., New 
Ser., vol. V, 1876, p. 308, proving with 2x, took 1 grahi at 11 p.m. (first 
day) ; i grain at 10 a.m., 4 and 10 r.M., after meals (second day ), dose 
(third day ) ; several doses after meals and midnight (fourth day) , dose 
at 11 o’clock; doses still taken regularly after meals ^ sixth day); doses 
at 4 P.M., and after nmals (eigl'th day); no more medicine till noon, and 
again at 3.45 and 8.30 p.m., after meals (tenth day) ; doses at 4 and 9.30 p.m. 
(eleventh day); a close at 10.30 p.m. (twelfth day); dose at 8.30, before 
breakiast, and at 12.20 p.m. (fourteenth day); close at 1 p.m. (fifteenth 
day); a close at 1 and 10 a.t:. (sixteenth day); pellets of 30 cent, at 1 
A.M. ; another dose at 8.30 a.m., 2 p.m., and 10 p.m. (seventeenth day); 
pellets of 30th at 10.30 a.m., pellets of 6th dec. (shortly after eating an 
orange) at 11.45 p.m. (eighteenth day) ; another dose of 6x at 11.30 a.m. 
(nineteenth day). 

Mind * — Early in the evening loss of courage and hope; better since

use of Filix and gave Chimaphilay and those })ainful symptoms of vagina 
and bladder did not return, ex(jept in consequence of great fatigue, as 
long walks, much standing, etc.,^

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M-lnd . — Intellpot was not impaired at any time, but was slightly con- 
fused,**. — Aroused with difficulty,®. — l.i(jsa of con.sciousness,*". 

Giddiness (suon)/^ — Giddiness was another prominent 
and early symptom. Some felt it over the whole head, but by far the 
larger number said it was limited to the brows. Standing or walking 
made it much worse. When well marked the patients staggered, and were 
afraid even to stand, ’much less to walk. So giddy was one patient that he 
nearly fell off the form. Some described their heads as going round and 
round. They felt and seemed drunk, though without any incolierencie, 
still less mental excitement/l-^Pain in the head and eyes. Patients de- 
scribed this pain variously. It was generally limited to the forehead, and 
most marked ju-st over the eyCvS. Some calletl it a dull sensation over the 
eyes; others a heavy j)ain; and others a giddy pain ; and one patient ex- 
perienced pain over the occiput, with a sensation as though the crown of 
the head were being lifted off in two pieces. This headache was sometimes 
absent, and sometimes followed instead of pree.eding the other symptoms. 
Dull aching pain in tlie eyeballs, now and then shooting in character, occa- 
sionally worse in one ball, sometimes fellowcd and sometimes })receded the 
headaiiijtJ* The headache and pain in the eyeballs, intensified on moving 
the,*fi^es, were often severe. When ptosis was well maiked, the effort to 
open the eyes widely caused considerable pain, and the patient seemed to 
get relief by closing them,^^ — I found the doctor sitting on the edge of a 
lounge, being held by two persons, with the head falling forward, the chin 
resting on the breast; I at once had his head raised up, but it immediately 
dro])[)ed forward again on letting go of it, showing that the parts were 
pai'ulyzed ; at breakfast his chin had dropped down, and it was with diffi- 
culty he could keep his head from falling on the table; could not eat, and 
with ditliculty, on account of his head falling forward, w'alked into the 
next room,‘f — Persistent and distressing numbness in the occipital region, 
which lasted for some hours after the consciousness returned,^”. 

— Eyes closed, — h^yes staring, — Strabismus,*'’. — Dropping of 
the eyelids, espeeially the left,^'’. — Pupils large and dihit(‘d,'’"\ — [620.] 
Pupils largely dilated and insensible to light; eyes had a fixed stare; 
sclerotic congested ; lids drooping, so that it was necessary to pull them 
apart to see the eye,‘‘f — A few drops of the solution of the alkaloid were 
j)nt into one eye, and in each case the trial pupil became widely dilated, 
the dilatation usually beginning in about thirty minutes. Not only does 
the pupil dilate, but the muscle of accommodation becomes paralyzed and 
the sight affected. In twenty-four hours vision again becomes nearly nat- 
ural, but the pupil remains dilated much longer, sometimes, indeed, {'or a 
week, or even a fortnight,^''. — Dimness of vision,''*'^'’. — Vision slightly in- 
distinct,^’. — Some difficulty in sight before he had walked two squares, — 
In every case the sight was affected. At first the sight without being 
misty, is not as clear as usual ; then slight mist comes before the eyes, one 
patient comparing it to “a lot of smoke rising before his eyes,” and another 
to a “thick veil.” The sight at last becomes so aff'ected tiiat it fails almost 
completely, failing first with distant objects, then, as the sight becomes more 
impaired, nearer and nearer objects become hazy,*". — Double vision,"^"*’. — 
The drug seems to produce two kinds of diplopia, one much more persist- 
ent than the other. As to the transient kind, we find it on many occasions 
a very passing phenomenon, lasting only a few seconds, then disappearing, 
then, after a few minutes, reappearing. In this form images in the median 
vertical line appeared double, distant objects at first undergoing the dupli- 
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cation. Sometimes the patient was conscious that the diplopia was coming 
on; thus one woman said: “I know that it is now coming on; I feel 
such a heavy weight under my upper eyelid.” The double vision then 
came on, and, with the heaviness, ceased in a few seconds. One image was 
higher than the otlier; in this respect the images varied much. The lol- 
lowing descriptive notes were tahen down rapidly from the patient, the 
phenomena occurring as fast as they could be written : “One gas-jet ap- 
pears about six inches above the other, and there is six inches between 
them horizontally ; the upper one is to the left; now the right is upper- 
most; now the left slightly again ; going^'dver to the right now again ; ex- 
actly over one another now, and quite close together ; uow again separated, 
left the highest; now over one another.’ With other patients the two 
images seemed on a level, ^^ometirnes the drug produces only this trausient 
kind of diplopia ; at^ther times both kinds; and sometimes one kind pre- 
ceded the other, the transient usually preceding the more constant form, 
and continniijg to recur from time to lime, while the constant form lasted. 
The phenomena of the constant form of diplopia f)llow a dclinite order, 
and lake phu c in the up[jer half only of the field of vision. They occurred 
first with objects held at the extreme right or left of the visual field ; and 
as the patient passed more under the ibfiueuce of the drug, then vdth ob- 
jects b(‘]d nearer and nearer the middle line, and at last, usually for a 
short time only, <;l)jects in the median vertical })lane seemed double. As 
the effects of the drug wore off‘, the double vision disappeared in the in- 
verse order. The outer lateral image was the higher, and the further the 
object was carried to the right or left the greater was the horizontal and 
vortical distance between the images. When a colored glass was j)laced 
liefore either eye, the outer and higher image was seen by the covered eye. 
When the object was carried high above the head, the tw'o images grad- 
ually coalesced, and the object looked very much thinner, “like a thread.” 
AVith well-(levolo})ed (liplo})ia there is impaired movement of the eyeball, 
chiefly affecting, as far as w’e could ascertain, the external and internal 
rectus, especially the external, for the outward and inward movement of 
the eyeball w^as less free than before the action of the medicine. The hall 
appeared to he moved by greater effort, so that when carried far as the 
weakened muscles are capable, the hall oscillates, as though the patient 
wuth great effort moved it as far as he could, and then the tired muscles 
gave way a little, hut being roused to an effort they carried the eye hack 
again ; the frequent repetition of this effort gave rise to an oscillation. 
The external rectus is generally first affected, and not uufrequeutly one 
rectus sooner and in excess of the other. Even when the diplopia is 
strongly marked, the loss of power over the muscles is not very great, and 
there is no obvious squinting. Then, as the patient becomes still more 
affected, ptosis supervenes, and a great part of the w’hole of the upper half 
of the field of vision is cut off. The loss of power in the eye-muscles is 
then more marked, but without the occurrence of obvious squinting. At 
this time the symptoms no longer follow the order previously described, 
hut assume various phases, often changing rapidly. Thus, whilst on one 
side the outer image is the higher, if the object is carried to the other side 
of the field the inner image becomes the higher ; or, perhaps, for the first 
few seconds the outer and then the inner is the higher, ‘'I— Visionless (after 
one hour and a half

Face swollen and of dark color; eyes distended; pupils dilated; great 
prostration; pulse small and rapid; tongue and throat very dry,*\ — At 
4.30 r.M., having swallowed two ounces of whiskey, with a view to its 
stimulating action upon rny [)ulse, and having walked rapidly some dis- 
tance, I had a full, strong pulse of 100 per minute, my normal pulse being 
85 per minute. I injected under the skin of my left arm five minims fluid 
extract. 1 examined my pulse at 5 o’clock, and it had fallen to 84; vision 
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a little indistinct; at 5.30 pulse was down to 80 beats per minute ; vision 
more disturbed. At 0 o’clock pulse 70, and temperature 984°; disturbance 
of vision very ^reat. It seemed almost impossible for me to fix my gaze 
upon any object, and when I succeeded in doing so, the object, whatever it 
happened to be, would fade away at first, and then reappear again. There 
was a sensation of fulness in my head, and a feeling of great weight and 
heaviness about the eyelid.s. When I opened my eyes to their fullest 
capacity, it seemed as though they >vere but half open. At 6.15 pulse 
was 72, no change in the other Hynij)tonL>. At ().30 pulse stood 69. 
At 7 o’clock I partook of a light supper. At 7.45 pulse was 60, and 
respiration 15; no change in temperature. The disturbance of vision 
coinpletely passed off* at 8 p.m., after which time no uncomfortable 
symptoms were experienced. At 8.15 pulse 60, respiration 15, and tem- 
perature 97f^. At 8.45 pulse 59, and tempc.raturc 97|°. At 9.1,5 pulse 60. 
At 9.45 pulse 60, and temperature 97|°. 1 then arose from the half reclin- 
ing position which I had occupied during the experiment, and walked 
across the room rapidly for 6ve minutes.

In a few minutes I became giddy and saw double. When I would close 
iny eyes and lie down I felt comfortable, but I could not oj)en them with- 
out the recurrence of the above-mentioned symptoms. There vvas also 
ptosis and dilatation of the pupils, and my counteinuice assumed the ap- 
pearance of one who had been indulging in strong drink a little too freely. 
1 had great difficulty in walking with my eyes open, while I could walk 
easily with my eyes closed. I tried the decoction on several })ersous, and 
five times on myself, with the same result, ^ 


GLONOIN.

I touched rny tongue with the cork moistened with the 1st cent. diL, but 
experiencing no efi’ects beyond that which usually follows the ap[)lication of 
Alcohol or Ether to the tongue, I put 2 droj)s into my mouth. At first 
I felt a kind of sweet and burning sensation, and soon afterwards a sense 
of fulness in head and slight tightness about throat, hut without nausea or 
faintness. In a minute or tw^o these effects went off’, and could not help 
thinking that they were partially due to imagination. I now took 5 (Irops 
more, and as these did not cause any increased uneasiness, I took in the 
course of a few minutes 10 more drops. Being at the time quite alone, I 
became somewhat alarmed lest I should have taken an overdose, and very 
soon my pulse rose to above 100. The fulness in head and constriction in 
throat I- thought were more marked than before. In a minute or two my 
courage returned, and the pidse soon fell to 90. The fulness in head lasted 
some time, and wiis followed by a slight headache. I took a drop of pure 
Glonoin by degrees, and found that on bringing it in contact with the 
tongue it at first gave rise to a sweet flavor, which was rapidly followed by 
a most disagreeable acrid burning sensation, lasting several minutes. Im- 
mediately after taking the drop the pulse was 105. I imagined, too, that 
I felt fulness in head and some tightness about, throat ; but as the effects 
gradually passed off’ in the course of a few minutes, I thought they were 
most probably due to fear and imagination, March 29th, at 12.45 p.m., my 
pulse being 80 and my breathing 22, 1 took a solution containing 1 part of 
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Glonoin to*6| of spirit, a quantity equal to J drop of pure Glouoin, At 
1 r.M., pulse was fiO. I felt so^ne fulness in head and slight tightness 
about throat. At 1.5 p.m. I tooK ^ drop of pure Glonoin. In three min- 
utes more pulse was 1)8. At 1.16 p.m. I took 1 drop, and in four minutes 
afterwards, my attention having been direetcKl to another subject, the pulse 
was 94. At 1 30 p.m. I took a drop of pure Glonoin, and in six minutes the 
pulse was 106. In ten minutes more, when T had oeeome convinced that 
I ran no risk, the pulse fell to 78, the breathing being 18. The effect on 
the heart’s action I cemsider to be entirely due lo feai*. The head and neck 
symptoms are too c(mstaiit to be attributL^d to the same caus(‘, though I 
have no doubt the imagination exaggerates them,^'‘l — 1 t( ok a minim of 
Glonoin, ruy pplse being 8C. Half an hour before 1 had seen niv brother 
take the same dose without any serious eflect, and \ve now |)u:'po.sely changed 
the subject of conversation. In the course of a few minutes I exclaimed, 
J fe^i drunk.” This sensation was quiekly followed by a duH aching 
])ain at back of bead, which was alternately better and worse, eacli acces- 
sion beciomiiig more and more severe. It soon extended to the forehead 
and the back of the neck, in which there was a decided feeling of stiffness. 
There was also some difficulty of swallowing, succeeded by nausea, retch- 
ing, and flatulence. A [)r()fuse perspiration ensued, and in fifteen minutes 
the symptoms began to abate, but I continued dull and heavy. My pulse 
was now 100. Considerable headache remained, which increased in the 
afterpart of the day to such an extent that, at 6 p.m., I was com[)elled to 
go to bed. At daybreak 1 w’as not relieved, but aftm- a few^ hours nnu’c 
sleep I arose in my usual liealth,^"^'". — Was instantly seized with great pain, 
and his l)ody became diffused with a dark-blue tinge. Ihe unfoilunate man 
only survived a few hours, 

the Glonoin used was the dilute nitroglycerin of commerce m propor- 
tion of 1 to 80.

Table T Six provers first ascertained their normal pulse, then excited 

it by runuing at tlieir utmost speed for about five minutes out of doors ; 
immediately on returuiug to the room each prover’s pulse was couute<l by 
another person, and, at the same time, just as the eouiHing began, our 
provers each took a drop of Glonoin in a teaspoonful of water. n ive 
minutes the pulse of each prover was again counted ; the resu 1, as ex- 
hibited by the table, shows the pulse of the two who took no Glonoin to 
have been reduced 10 and 14 beats respectively ; while the pulse of the 
other four who took Glonoiu after running was reduced 40, 
beats respectively. So far the result agrees with that obtained by Dr. lier- 
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ing. But the experiment shows also certain undulations of the'pulse. This 
was counted again ten «)r fifteen minutes after running. No. 1, who took 
no Glonoiu, shows the pulse to have risen to 104 beats, after having })revi- 
ously sunk to 100. No. 2, without Glonoin, shows a steady decline from 
125 to 88. No. 3, with Glonoin, shows a steady decline from 140 to 88. 
No. 4, with Glonoin, shows a decline from 144 to 88 in five and ten min- 
utes, and then a rise to 96 in fifteen minutes. No. 5 was still more remark- 
able in tills respect, showing a rapid diminution of pulse, from 176 to 120 
in five, and to 104 in ten minutes, and then a rise up to 116 in ten minutes. 
Pi ’over No. 6 showed a gradual decline. We have then a falling and 
rising of pulse, after severe exercise, without Glonoin, hut the faUlng and 
rmug w mueh more marked in two out of four proven^ who topic (rlonoln. 

The next table exhibits the effects of Glonoin on the pulse of eight 
pro vers, without preceding exercise.

Taiuj*: II. — Bight provers, five women and three men, after ascertaining 
their normal pulse during rest, took 1 or 2 <lrops of Glonoin, and then 
counted the pulse every five minutes; the result w^as remarkable. The 
pulse of No. 1 sank from 88 to 86, and then to 84, as also observed by Dr. 
Hering. Nos. 2, 3, and 4 showed a rise after five minutes. No. 5 showed first 
a falling in five minutes, then a rise after ten minutes. No. 6 showed a 
rapid fall alter two minutes, a rise in five, and a fall again in ten meuutes. 
No. 7, having taken 2 drops, showed a decided fall in five minutes, and a 
rise in ten minutes. No. 8, like No. J, after two drops, showed a decline 
both in five and ten minutes. Aside from the probable homoiopatbie ef- 
fect, we see in Table I that in two out of four instances (Nos. 4 and 5) 
there is a depression preceding a ri.se in the pulse, under the effect of Glo- 
noin given during excitement by running. And Table If shows four out of 
eight provers to have experienced a gradual increase of the pulse, and four 
others a very marked decline immediately after the medicine. Thir^ ,^hows 
dearly in both tablets that the primary action of Glonoin may be depression as 
well as elevation of the pulse. And we would be justified in drawing the in- 
f( 0 ‘cuve that all other symptoms are liable to exhibit such a fluiiuation. Ulus- 
trathig how in one or in different individnals the same drug may produce op- 
posite effects, which are not necessarily primary or secondary.

TAiiLE III is introduced to show that the pulse, liaving subsided after 
exendse, and having been cxciicd again soon afterwards by a second effort, 
will be reduced by G1 uioin. Tliis was the case with three provers out of 
five. In Nos. 1, 3, and G the pulse was reduced lower bi eight minutes after 
•Glonoin than it .ras without it. This most probably firnls its explanation 
in Table II, showing that the primary efiect may be both diminished and 
increased action of the pulse, according to the individuality of the prover. 
It will therefore not always act hoin<x‘opathi(‘ally. 8'ipposing, for instance, 
the })rover to be one whose pulse is primarily depressed by Glonoin, it is 
thmi possible that the j)rover’s pulse, when increased by running, would not 
be nK!t by Glonoin honueopathically, but anti})athi(*ally ; for it may be 
found higher eight minutes ajier (tlviioin. was taken during arterial (excite- 
ment, than it was eight minutes after sucli excitement without the Glouoiu. 
If' houKX'opathic, it should have reduced the pulse more cjuickly than it 
would have subsided of its own accord. The instaiu'e is illustrated by Nos. 
2 and 4 of Table III. It is to be hoped that the subject will be estab- 
lished by i'urthcr experiments.

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Table IV shows very similar results, illustrated by a larj^^er number of 
counts. The columns of Series I show a steady decline of the pulse after 
running without Glonoin ; while the columns of Series II show a decidedly 
irregular falling and rising of the pulse, which first diminishes, then in- 
creases, and finally diminishes again. This was the case with provers 1, 
2, and 5. No. 1 had after excitement and Glonoin a diminution of pulse, 
till in eight minutes it rose from 102 to 108, then fell off again in ten min- 
utes. No. 2, after a decided fall of pulse to 88 in three minutes, had an 
increase to 100 in four minutes, then a gradual decline. And No. 5, after 
having his pulse diminished to 92 in four minutes, had an increase to 96 
in five minutes, and 104 in six and eight minutes, before falling to 100. 

It will be observed that prover No. 2, whose pulse was primarily de- 
pressed in Table II, showed considerable fluctuation in Table IV ; he is the 
only prover who appears in both tables. So far we are able to conclude 
that the conditions of a prover may vary at different times, showing differ- 
ent results from the same experiment. Furthermore, that Glonoin may 
raise the pulse at once in some provers, and that it may primarily diminish 
it in others before elevating it, during the quiescent condition of provers 
(Table II), and that it will affect it in a similar manner when the pulse 
has been excited by exercise (Table IV). 

Though in a fair number of cases Glonoin will diminish the pulse quicker 
after its excitement by exercise than it would diminish without Glonoin, 
we also learn by Table IV that such homeopathic diminution does not al- 
ways occur, but that the pulse may sink even more slowly under Glonoin 
than without it, as also shown by provers 2 and 4 in Table III. 

Another purely physiological effect is also apparent, when provers ex- 
cite the pulse by running a second time in ten or fifteen minutes. It will 
thbn be slower to sink under Glonoin than if only one effort to excite the 
pulse had been made, as in Tables I and III. 

The dose is also a matter of importance. In the above experiments 
drop doses of the tincture (1.80) were used, and it was observed several 
times that increase of dose caused differences of results ; thus in Table II 
provers 7 and 8 hud 2-drop doses, followed by rapid primary depression ; 
these were men. Two women (Nos. 1 and 5), taking only 1 droj), experi- 
enced from it the same effect as the men did from 2 drops. 

Experiments are yet wanting to determine if higher attenuations will 
diminish the pulse quicker and with more certainty after running than the 
drop doses of tincture used by the provers above named, and which Ikiled 
ill Table IV to produce a constant decline, but tended rather to elevate the 
pulse. 

As for Glonoin as a substance, it is one of those whose active qualities are 
not latent or difficult to develop. Like its new relative, Nitrite of amyl, 
it acts more quickly upon the organism than most other substances. It is 
therefore well adapted to proving, aud to illustrate to novices the effects of 
drugs upon the body,*^^l

I prepared a tincture of the dried plant, usiu^r ^ ounces to a pint of Al- 
cohol 78"\by percolation. At 7 r.M. I took a teaspDonful of the tincture; 
repeated the dose in half an hour, at which time 1 be,i;an to feel a terrible 
fulness in my head, as though I had taken or more grains of (Quinine. 
This continued for about ten or fifteen minutes, when I was taken with a 
pain in my left eye and right knee-joint, precisely like acute rheumatism. 
The pain in my knee did :a)t last more than half an hour, and at this 
time I took the third spoonful. The pain in my eye became the most 
intense that can be imagined, the pupil becoming dilated largely; and 
strange tn say, it was t wo hours before the right eye becartie affectetl, but 
when it did, rny misery was only doubled. At the time the right eye be- 
came affected, I was taken woth an uubearable pain in the entire region of 
the liver and spleen, and sc severe was it that I could not lie still one mo- 
ment, and the soreness in the region of the pain was like nothing to which 
I can (jompare it, except that of acute rheumatism. With a towx‘1 tied 
around my head, and hot applications over liver and spleen, declaring that 
I had inflammation of the brain and of the liver and spleen, did I pass 
the most terrible night of rny life. 

The pain of the eyes was in the eyeballs, and ran directly back to the 
brain, and to turn or move them was torturing. In fact the pain produced 
by the drug, wherever it occuiTed, was like that of rheumatism, pain with 
soreness. The conjunctiva was remarkably injected, and the eyes presented 
the appearance noticed in congestion of the brain. The pain in my eyes, 
together with the soreness, lasted three days. 

The action of the drug on the nervous system is remarkable. It at first, 
when given in full doses, acts on the optic nerve, and in a little time it just 
as surely influences the par vagum, and to that degree it seems to interrupt 
the respiration. The interruption of respiration in my own case was so 
great as to prevent sleep, even if the pain had not prevented. The mo- 
ment I would fall asleep the respiratory movement would cease, and it 
would not be resumed until awakened by the suffocation that resulted iVurn 
the suspension of respiration.

Avilioriiy. Dr. Falconer read to the Liniiiean Society a communication 
'which he had received from Capt. Edgeworth, Pharm. Journ., vol. vii, 
1847-8, p. 851. 

Captain Edgeworth^chewed some of the leaves, and was surprised at not 
perceiving the acrid taste of the plants of this order; but about two hours 
afterwards, when taking some tea, he was greatly surprised to find that, al- 
though he could fully appreciate the aroma of the tea, he was perfectly 
unable to appreciate the taste of the sugar. He obtained some preserves 
and other substaiK'cs containing sugar, and ujxm putting them upon the 
tongue, he found he was still quite unable to appreciate the saccharine 
quality ; he then obtained some powdered sugar, and it ajipeared only like 
so nuudi sand in his mouth. This effect lasted altogether nearly twenty- 
four hours, when he recovered the power of tasting sugar. Mrs. Edgeworth 
afterwards tried the effect of the plant, and with precisely the same result.

A Malay woman, somewhat advanced in years, with her three grand- 
children, respectively of the ages twelve, eight, and six, ate with their sup- 
per, between 7 and 8, a small basinful of the bulbs. About 1 a.m. the 
woman awoke with severe nausea, Ibllow'ed by vomiting, and found the 
children similarly affected. Bhe endeavored to call for assistance, but found 
hersedf too weak to leave her bed ; and when, at 5 o’clock, assistance ar- 
rived, the eldest girl was found moribund and expired almost immediately. 
The little boy of eight years died an hour afterwards, and the youngest 
child was found in a state of collaps’fe, almost insensible, wuth cold extremi- 
ties, j)ulsc scarcely 50 and irregular, pu})ils much dilated. The symptoms 
of the grandmother were nearly similar, but in a lesser degree, accompanied 
by constant elforts at vomiting. By using diffusible stimulants she and 
this child eventually recovered. Obstinate cunstipatiou prevailed.

The one who had eaten the shell with the seed was 
seized with violent vomiting and headache. The others suffered only from 
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nausea and violent pain in the stoniaeh, vomiting once, and violent diar- 
rhoea. They recovered after a little Camphor and Opium/.

Tins was followed by deafness, and 
althougli the patient seemed all tiic time to be quite sensible, he failed on 
rcHtovery, which occurred after two days of intense suffei'ing, to recall any 
of the ev(‘nts of his illness subsequent to the o(;currence of the purgiiig, 
which was one of the eai’liest symptoms, — Violent purging and vomiting, 
iutens(‘ heat and pain in the stomach, with great })rostralioii of the vital 
powers, were the principal symptoms,'^*.

p. 355, a healtliy man, tet. thirty-five years, took within twenty-four hours 
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10 ounces officinal infusion of the berries ; 11 , W. P. Bolles, M.I)., Boston 
(Jity Hosp. Report, 1870, n. 270, fatal poisoning of Mary II., let. nineteen 
years, by 1 ounce of the oil. 

The average condiLion of his urine for the three days immediately pre- 
ceding the investigations was as follows: Quantit'^ 12:17.5 cubic centime- 
ters ; sp. gr. 1022.50 ; total solids ()1.2:> grams, of which 2o.l2 were inor- 
ganic, and 38.11 organic matter It was of ordinary color and odor, and of 
strong acid reaction. The first day afte* taking drug the quantity of urine 
amounted to 1732 cubic centimeters ; sp. gr. lo](>.38 ; the total solids (>2.75 
grams ; of this amount 2o.43 grains were morganic, and :)7.:>2 organic con- 
stituents. The urine was of a j>ale-straw color, and gave off the charac- 
teristic odor produ(*cd by Juniper. The reaction was feebly acid. The 
quantity of nrine passed on tln^ second day was 1885.2 cubic centimeters; 
sp.gr. 1014.15; and the total solids 58.49 grams, of which 22.17 were inor- 
ganic*, and :i().22 organic matter. The physical characiteristics were similar 
to those of the first day. The reac'tion was baiely acid. On the third day 
the quantity of urine was 1072 5 cubic centimeters ; sp. gr. 1018.41. The 
total solids 03.27, of which 27.50 were inorganic, and :)5.7:l organic matter. 
The j)hysi(ial characteristics and reaction wona* the same as on the previous 
day,’'\ — Insensible and alnh)st pulscl(*ss, groaning with every breath, rigid 
and somewhat convulsed, with twitching of the eyeballs, and a strong odor 
of “oil of cedar’’ in the breath.'^

KALI BICHROMICUM. 

Aidhoritics, (59 and GO, Taylor’s Med. Jurisp., 1873, p. 323) ; 69, Dr. 
H. C. Andrews reports a case of the poisoning of a man, :et. thirty-seven 
years, by about 2 ounces; 60, Mr. Wood reports the case of a w’omau 
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who was poisoned by 2 drachms, and died in four hours; 61, Duoatel 
Journ. de Chun. Med., vol. x ((Contribution a I’Etude de I’Acide (Chro- 
inique, Heiiri Rousseau, l aris, 1878), a man sucked a little through a 
siphon. 

In about two hours he was apparently in a dying state, suffering chiefly 
from severe cramps, the pupils were dilated, the pulse was scarcely percep- 
tible, and there was vomiting and purging uf greenish -colored evacuations. 
In about nine hours the violent symptoms abated, and the man complained 
only of great pain in the shoukkrs and legs;‘^“.~-[1690,] In the first two 
hours she suffered from violent vomiting and purging, the vomited matters 
being of a yellow color. When admitted to the hospiUi she was in a dy- 
ing state, pulseless, uueonsmous, and biaathing slowly, with great effort. 
The skin was cold, the lower lip swollen and purple, and the tongue swol- 
len, Great heat in tlie throat and stomach, followed by vomiting of 
mucus and blood, which continued till deatii, five hours after the accident,”’. 


KALI BROMATUM. 

Avthoritles. 64, Ilumerdinger die Wirkung des Broms und ein Brom- 
praparatc, Inaug. Diss., Tubbigen, 183(S ; 85, Dr. David Lees,%om. World, 
vol. xii, 1877, p. 371, a child, tet. nine months, took 9 drachms, in fourteen 
or fifteen days, for epileptic convulsions; 66, B. Fincke, M.D., The Or- 
ganon, vol. i, 1878, p. 343, a young surgeon took 10 grains in one dose, for 
excessive sexual excitement after mental overwork. 

Peculiar biting salt taste of the drug lasted a long time,”’. — Frequent 
micturition,”’. — He immediately had burning in stornaeli, going into ach- 
ing, empty gone feeling relieved by eating, for from one to two days. Then 
urinary symptoms ; passed water in immense quantities, with distress, as 
if so full that lie could scarcely contain himself; frequent urination, very 
jiale, watery, every five or ten minutes, fora week (in one day amounting 
to a gallon). The sixth or seventh day, suddenly, a neuralgia in spine 
came on, after throbbing from head to feet, worse in abdominal orgjins, 
conimeiH'iiig in lumbar region, spreading up to dorsal region, and down to 
coccyx, and going around the body half way, going into the intestines, and 
all tlij’ough him; dull pain at the time, sometimes sharp twinges going up 
and down the marrow. Nothing would relieve the pain. Craving for 
wine. The very thought of tobacco nauseated him, though used to lake a 
cigar after dinner. Port wine relieved the pain by making him eat, though 
he threw up his dinner. The pain seemed to go away by that time (one to 
two days). He took one dose Kali hrorn,. 1 jn. (Fincke) double graft, which 
did nothing while he had this pain, also Nux \mn. 1 rn., which (lid not 
seem to act. He threw himself down, closed Ids eyes, seemed above the 
earth, as if he were in a higlier plane (twenty minutes after taking), feel- 
ing quite happy, as if his happim^ss was not of the earth. The digestive 
symptoms commenced soon after taking. Aversion to coffee, which he used 
to drink. When the neuralgia left him these urinary symptoms commenced : 
pain on urinating, smarting, burning pain, sensation on urination as if a 
shot were forced from the bladder along the urethra, passing constantly large^ 
quantities of water. Just at the last drop of urine, spasmodic constriction of 
urethra about the lacuna, with real, sharp pain running abng back in the 
bladder, like forcing a large instrument in a small place. Then a regular 
gonorrhoea set in, whitish-yellow discharge for two or three days (never had 
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anything the like). Every second or thinl day the smarting canie on late 
in the afternoon, and kept him awake all night, lie now passes less water. 
CantJi. 2 c. and Ca/ra. mf. did nothing. Only bathing the parts in ice-water 
gave relief. Since the gonorrluea the sexual excitement subsided. The 
urinary symptoms irritated him most; he cannot do anything, cannot go 
into society. If he sees Bromide of potaf^t^ium, or any kind of Potash, it 
makes him sick in the stomach. Hands tremble. On November bth gave 
him Camphor (Borneo) 9 m. (Finckc) seven powders, one every night. On 
November 11th liad an awful time, burning and smarting in urethra, could 
only get relief by injection of cold water. November Kith, to-day and 
yesterday passed much water without smarting, had not to get uj) at night. 
The urine was free from sugar and albumen. Last night, afteu a slight 
burning and a sensation of a bail passing forced from behind at the neck 
of the bladder, ])assed about i ounce of liquid like white of egg, with a 
little mucus like milk, without seminal smell (? prostatie). Since then 
everything is right, and he is himself again. Yesterday morning terrible 
pain in right eye, as if it w’cre pressed out (Camphor symptom — The 
convulsions disappeared as the eruption came out. Each s[)ot of skin dis- 
eas.^ seemed to have commcn(‘ed as a papule of acne. This enlarged and 
spread, and the elevated spots became united in areas. On these areas 
jieculiar yelldwish points then w'cre developed beneath the surface, neither 
coalescing nor bursting. On the surlace a crust a])peared, which seemed 
dut' to dried secretion ; and, where this w'as sulqectcd to friction, the surhice 
became peculiarly papillated. Especially characteristic; weri‘ the yellow- 
ish points described. An interesting fact was that the rash <li<l not iiiake 
its aj)i)earauce until four days after the <lrug had been given up,*'‘\

a child, jct. three years, by drinking Pearl ash that had become tluid ; 17,

KALI lODATUM. 

Authorities, 59, Belgian Journal (Lancet, 1848 (2), p. 213), a man, tet. 
thirty-five years, took it for five months for acne indurata on the forehead, 
which it cured; 60, Prof. A. Fournier, Med. Times Und Gaz., Oct., 18J7 
(Arner. Journ. Med. 8ci., Jan., 1878, p. 2()3), general effects; 61, Dr. Colby, ^ 
Pub. Mass. Horn. Med. Soc., vol. iv, 31, took one dose of 15 grains of 
Ilydriodicum. 

Pie suffered from a painful sensation of heat in his feet; in a few days 
this increased, and w’as accompanied by a trembling of the limbs and feel- 
ing of intoxication; his movements were uncertain from a tottering of his 
lower extremities ; there were vertigo, dulness of the eyes, feeble, and often 
double vision, witli a sensation of turning round. All these phenomena 
persisted for several weeks. Shortly after, the power of moving his lips 
and cheeks was lost, he was unable to masticate. He had also vague 
feelings in the head, back, and limbs, which he could not describe. A day 
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or two afterwards his gait was still faltering, with vertigo and feeble vision ; 
the countenance was that of a drunkard ; speech thick and indistinct ; eyes 
apparently protruded, and a loss of appetite,'*®.— In a paper (‘ontrihuted to 
the Redone 3Ienm(;l!c de Med. et de Chir., September, 1877, Prof A. Four- 
nier, of the St. Louis Hospital, observes that while among the numerous 
and various phenomena which may follow the ingestion of Iodide of potas- 
sium, there are some which are of common occurrence and well known ; 
there are others which have either escaped attention, or have only been 
imperfectly described. Among these may be ranged, he believes, a cutane- 
ous aflection, consisting in the production of small miliary, non-prurigirious, 
.«anguineous spots, proceeding after the manner of j)urpura, and to which 
he proposers to give the name of iodic purpura, or petechial iodism. That 
the appearance of the exanthem, and the taking of the Iodide arc not a 
mere coincidence, he concludes from the following observations: 1. In all 
cases the ])urpura has appeared a very short time (from one to six days) 
after commencing the Iodide. 2. In some of the patients the same pur- 
])uric eruption has been produced several times after each new administra- 
tion of the Iodide, and in three of these it occurred every time the medicine 
was used. Two cases arc dctaile<l in which this was the case three or four 
times. 3. In another case in which the purpura was produced on three 
successive occasions, it was found in all these that whenever the vflose was 
notably increased, a marked aggravation or additional production of the 
eruption ensued. 

As to tbe ebaraeicristies of this eruption, in all the patients tbe well- 
known appearances of purpura, and tbe impossibility of (dfacing them by 
pressure with the finger, were distinctly present, the petechial color due to 
extravasation being very obvious. The seat of the eruption, with one ex- 
ception (when it was on the thorax, and that only), was in all the eases on 
the legs only, being always more confluent on tlieir anterior than on their 
post(U’ior part. It never descended to the foot, or extended beyond the 
knee. This purpura seems to assume an eminently discrete form, few spots 
being usually observed, about a hundred of tlu‘se on each limb coubtiluting 
tlie maximum of confluence, fifty or sixty, fu* even less, being the number 
usually observed. On the successive apj)earauees the purpuric; spots are 
even y(jt fewer in number. This rarity of confluence, and the es[)ecial 
localization of the exanthem about the anterior tibial region, im})art to 
this variety of purpuric affeetion a somewhat peculiar physiognomy of its 
own. It is always a miliary purpura, that is, a petechial eruption of the 
smallest extent, resemblijig in size a millet-seed, the head of a pin, or at 
most, and that rarely, a grain of corn, or a small lentil. The spots are usu- 
ally of a regular rounded form, and less often oval or irregular in form, and 
U|jtched. Tiie eruption never advances beyond this petechial and miliary 
condition. The s])ots are (jiiite level with the skin, seemingly incorporated 
with the integument, the appearance of which they oidy modify by their 
bright color. Like as in purpura vulgaris, these spots give rise to neither 
local nor constitutional disturbance, inducing neither heat, pain, nor pruritus. 
Thus there is a great chance of this eruj)tion passing unperceived, and it is 
always by accident that the ])atients have observed its existence, while un- 
dressing at the bath, etc., so that many cases have no doubt escaped the notice 
of patients and their attendants. The eruption comes on at an early period 
of the iodic treatment, and has completed its course in two or three days, at 
the end of which period it ceases to increase in codBuence, even when the ' 
use of the medicine is continued. It remains for a certain time in the 
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condition of purpurine petechise, after which the spots undergo the ordinary 
changes of color observed in einaneous hseniorrhages, finally disappearing 
at the end of two or three weeks. When under the influence of a large dose 
of the Iodide, a new purpuric outbreak is produced ; the intruding eruption is 
easily distinguished from that which has preceded it by the bright })ur- 
purine color of its spots, contrasting with the faded comlition of the prior 
spots. It has a curious appearance, this intermixture in the same locality 
of petechim of different ages, with diffe-ence of color corresponding to tlie 
periods of their appearance. 

Ihis purpura is certainly a lare accnlent, or rather phenomenon, for 
there are few remedies which are more employed than the Iodide of’ potas- 
sium ; and if iodic purpura vvere not almost an exce[)tional occurrence, it 
must have attracted the attention of ohsci iers. Professo'* Fournier, who, 
during the few years since he first became aware of its existence, has care- 
fully sought for it, has not me! with more than some fifteen eases. 

All the subjects of the afl’ection hitherto met with enjoyed either a flour- 
ishing or a medium condition of health; and although some of them 
seemed affected with a certain degree of “ lymjduitisrn, ’ m)ne could be 
said to suffei* from anoitnia o. scrofula, and none had presemted anterior 
luemorrhagic proclivHies. Any of these who were the subjects of' syphilis 
exhibited only benign or medium forms of this, t’ 'o-thirds of tlie cases 
being exempt from any specific manifestation of this disease at the time 
when the Iodide, ?c/uV7i, j'act^ was admiiddcred onhj as a prevcidlvc, pro- 
duced tlie purpuric eruption. Further, in a negative point of view, neither 
sex, age, occupation, nor external temperature seemed to have exerted any 
inllueiHje. Nor can the eruj)tion be attributed to ex(*ess of dose, since most 
of these patients had not taken more than 15 grains of the Iodide when 
the eruption had manifested itself. Still, quantity is not a mutter of in- 
difference, for when a given dose has been followed by jiurpiira, a kind of 
tolerance of the remedy seems to be established, and no further maiiihi.sta- 
tion ensues. But let the dose bo much increased, doulilod, for example, and 
a new outbreak of purpura may be immediately produced, altliough this is 
less confluent and less imjiortant than that which preceded it. But it is 
probably the iiidivlilMal predisposltu}^ which predominates over all the eti- 
ology, for however unknown and impenetrable in their nature, the existence 
of iiliosyncrasics ill regard to the action of certain remedies and articles of 
diet is U^yond doubt. Iodic purpura in its nature takes its place in the 
group of affections termed by M. Bazin, provoqnees indlrectcs or pathogfiu'- 
tupies. It is a medicinal eriqition which ranges uosologically with the 
roseola from Copaiba, the erythema from Belladonna, the exanlhems from 
Arsenic, the acne from loiline, etc.,”'*.— At night, after retiring, had a terri-^ 
ble spasmodic pain at the root of the tongue, extending to both sides of 
the tliroat. For about fifteen or twenty minutes the pain was excruciating^, 
causing a fear that death was impending. There was a sensation as if a 
spasm would close the pharynx,

Expcriineid 1. — I applied a thermometer to the pit of my stomach, and 
the highest degree to which the mercury would rise was 98; I then took a 
drachm of Nitre dissolved in an ounce of water; two minutes after this my 
pulsations were reduced i'rom 72 to 6i ; four minutes after they were as 
low as 52, and from that time they began gradually to increase, till at the 
end of ten minutes they were at 70 and soOn after at 72, the exact number 
at which they were before I took the draught; about twenty minutes after 
1 had taken the Nitre, on looking at the thermometer, the mercury had 
risen from 98^ to 99/?*^, and in twenty minutes more it was falleu again to 
98^, and my pulse still continued to beat 72 ; this was exactly, in every re- 
spect, the state in which I was before I took it. 

As the rising and falling of the mercury in all the subsequent trials was 
extremely irregular, I shall leave out of my mtrrative of the following ex- 
periments the observations I made on it, and lay it down as a postulatum, 
that whatever poiver Nitre may have of cooling the body, it does not exert it 
in any perceptible manner on its external parts, 

Ex^erimerd 2. — About an hour after I had taken the first draught, I took 
a second. My pulse beat 70 before I took it, but in one minute after no 
more than 60, though it soon became quicker, so as at the end of ten min- 
utes to beat 68, and in a few minutes more 70. As soon as I had taken it 
I felt a chilliness all over my body, but more particularly at my stomach, 
which continued for about twenty minutes to give me a good deal of un- 
easiness. It then began to decrease, and in little more than half an hour 
was entirely gone off 
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Experiment 3.— The next day I repeated the same experiment. Before I 
took the dose my pulse beat 64 ; the second minute after the strokes were 
reduced to bO ; the fifth minr.te after they were 63, and soon came to 64 
as before I took it. ’ 


Experiment 4.— The day following I took a dracnm dissolved in 2 ounces 
of water. Before I t<H)k it my pulse beat 73; the second minute after it 
fell to 66; the fourth ndnute after it rose to 69; and from that time be- 
came still more frequent, till at the end of nine minutes it had recovered 
its usual strength and was at 73. 

Experhnerd 5.— Twenty rninut'^s aft3r this dose I took a drachm and a 
half of Nitre, dissolved in 3 ounces of wc.ter : after two minutes my pulse 
was weak, fluttering, and unequal, and beat about 70 in a minute; soon 
after 1 felt a painful se/isation at the upper orifice of my stomach, and on 
arising from my chair, it was with some difiiculty ihat’l walked through 
the room; I then returned to the (;hair and felt my pulse again; it was 
now become so quick, fluttering, and irregular, and my head was so giddy, 
that I could not exactly nu uber the strokes it beat, though, as near asT 
could judge, they were between 96 and 100; in about an hour every one 
of these disagreeable symptoms began to abate, and continued slowly de- 
creasing all that day ; die next morning when 1 got out of bed they were 
entirely gone off. 

Experiment 6. — I dissolved T| drachms in 3 ounces of water, which I left 
twelve hours exposed to the air, and then swallowed; imim'diately bel'ore 
I took it my pulse beat 64; the second minute after it beat the same; the 
fourth minute after it beat 59; and from that time began to increase as in 
the former experiments, till it came to the.standard at which it had been 
before I took the Nitre. 

♦ 

Experimeni 7. — I dissolved 6 draeluns in a quart of water, which I hegan 
to drink early in the morning, and by taking small draughts of it as often 
as 1 had convenience. 1 hnished the Avhole at 8 o’clock that night with- 
out feeling any niieasincss from it, or being sensible of its having operated 
any other way than by urine. 

Experiynent 8. — Two days after I dissolved 1 ounce of Nitre in the same 
quantity of water, and drank it in the same time; it gave me no uneasi- 
ness, nor had any sensible effects. 

Experiment 9. — Some days after this 1 dissolved H ounces of Nitre in 3 
pounds of water, and took a draught of it every hour, except in bed ; the 
whole was drank in twenty-four hours; after four or live draughts I felt a 
slight chilliness at my stomach every time I took it; hut this generally 
went off before the time of taking the next draught, and on that account 
gave me but little pain. 

Experimeni 10. — I now resolved to try what would be the effect of the 
same quantity of Nitre, when every different dose was taken immediately 
on its being dissolved ; for this purpose I divided 1 ounce of it into eight 
equal parts, and took one of these parts, dissolved in 4 ounces of water, 
every ninety minutes. The weather was at this time very warm, and, 
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therefore, the first three or four doses cooled and refreshed me ; the fifth 
and sixth, however, gave me a chilliness and pain in my stomach ; the 
seventh and eightli increased these sharp stinging pains, not only in my 
stomach, but through my whole body, which were so violent that for fifteen 
minutes after each dose I could not breathe without feeling a very acute 
pain on every inspiration. 

Experimeni 11. — As I had been able to take I J ounces of Nitre with very 
little inconvenience when it had been long dissolved, I resolved to make 
one more effort to try if I could manage the same quantity, when every 
dose was taken immediately after being dissolved. 1 therefore prepared 
eight powders of 1^ drachms each, with a design to take one of' them every 
ninety minutes, as in the last experiment; the second dose gave me a 
chilliness at my stomach ; the third gave me some of the above-mentioned 
pains; and the fourth increased them to such a violent degree that I was 
obliged to desist from taking any more,^b

KALI SULFURICUM. 

Anihorify. 6 , Dr. Bonnassies, Gaz. des Hop., Dec. 1843 (Pharm. Journ., 
vol. iii, p. 259), a woman took 600 grains in three doses. 

The first dose was rejected by the stomach ; the second dose brought on 
sickness, vomiting, purging, and cramps; on taking the third dose all the 
symptoms of cholera were manifested, and the patient died. 

KEROSENUM. 

Authority. H. Allen, M.D., Am. Jmirn. of Med. Sci., 1862 (Ij, p. 92, 
effects on a workman in a kerosene oil manufactory. 

The eruption fij'st presented itself upon the hands and forearms; but at 
the time of his admittance it had extended to the chest, back, and inner 
surfaces of tiie thighs and legs, the face and scalp being entirely free. It 
cf)mmenced by the appearance of a number of small papules of a reddish 
color which, in the course of one or two days, becjame marked phlyzacious 
pustules. Each of them bore upon its summit a black spot closely resem- 
bling the discolored surface of sebaceous .secretion. The pustule in about 
the same time as was required for its maturation desquamated, and left be- 
hind a small deep pock somewhat resembling that which succeeds the small- 
pox })ustule, but much less significant. The time ensuing from the appear- 
ance of the papule to the formation of the pock varied, but most generally 
five days were sufficient for the completion. In a comparatively few instances 
the process of maturation ap|>eared checked, and the papule would (jhange 
to pock without any pus having made its appearance. Occasionally one 
of the pustules, after having (lesquamated, would again go through the 
same conditions before the skin wmild re.sume its natural color and sensa- 
tion. The eruption was most plentiful upon the anterior and posterior 
parts of the chest, where the papules, pustules, black spots, and minute de- 
pressions were all intermingled. The pain was very trifiing; a sensation 
of soreness was complained of, which became worse at night when the pa- 
tient was warm in bed.

The whole of the remedy was rejected b ; vomiting,*.— It soon produces 
nausea, accompanied with great acridity. An hour after taking the medi- 
cine, the patient has an ordinary solid stool; an hoar or an hour and a 
half later a liquid stool ; and at the end of three hours, or sometimes from 
four to six hours, the Umut is expcMed iu the form of a wliitish ball 

or knot, b— The oiieration is sjfcedy and effectual ; and to judge by the 
prostration of strength it occasioned in my servants when they employed 
this medicine, it must be dreadlully severe. I can answer for this, that it 
occasions freipient miscarriag(?s, often fatal to the mother, and even men 
have been known, after a large dose, to have died the same day from its 
consequences,^ 


KREOSOTUM. 

Avtliority. 16, J. D. Jeffrey, Asso(l Med. Journ., 1853 (2), p. 929, a 
woman swallowed a piece of lint saturated with Kreosote. 

Insensible; countenance pale; frothing at the mouth; pu])ils dilated; 
giddiness, everything looked of a dark blue; dreadful burning at chest; 
vomiting; paiii at front of head ; numb feeling all over,’^ 


LABURNUM. 

Authorities. 28, Dr. Fischer, Zeit. Praet. ITeilk., 1807, p. 408, two boys 
ate the twigs; 29, Bull, from the Swedish (S. J., 170, 221 ), a boy was poi- 
soned by the green twigs; 30 , Dr. Beale, Berlin Klin. Woeh., April, 1877, 
two children, aged three and four years, ate the green pods; 31 , Brit. Med. 
Jonrn., 1877 (2), p. 403, poisoning of filty-eigliL boys by the root of an 
old tree. 

Seized with vomiting, pain in the stomach, and collaf)se. There was no 
dianhma, but tenesmus and erections. Alter a few hours he passed 300 
grains of clear grass-green urine, after winch he felt better. The urine 
soon after })assing assumed a natural color,*'". — After half an hour the 
youngest child staggered, rolled his head from side to side, closed his c^yes. 
The face was very pale, the lips blue, face and extremities cold. The 
mother gave the cliild coffee, after which he vomited and fell asleep. The 
elder fell sieL after half an hour, complained of pain in the head and 
abdomen, weariness, was unable to walk. After going home he vomited 
four times, and then fell asleep. After some hours the children were very 
pale, with very cold skin ; small, scarcely perceptible pulse. The next 
morning they had several movements of the bowels, and felt weak, but 
otherwise were well,*^ — [ 150 .] Suddenly attacked with pains in the abdo- 
men and vomiting. They lay with the head sunken upon the chest, with 
half-closed, lids, extremities hanging down relaxed, without any trace of 
muscular contraction. Skin of the face cold and livid ; lips open, mucous 
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membrane dryer than usual ; pupils decidedly dilated ; mind very much 
stupefied, especially in the younger, who could scarcely be aroused for a 
moment by shaking or calling. Pulse of the elder 52, of the younger 55, 
very small and irregular. Temperature below the normal, in the elder 
36.8°, in the younger 36.6°, in the axilla. Respiration superficial. Hands 
and^extremities bluish, like the face, and remarkably cool. Sensibility of 
the^ skin diminished. The younger vomited spontaneously several times 
the remains of the dinner, and afterwards mucus colored with bile, with 
slightly acid reaction ; the elder had only ineffectual retching, and com- 
plained incessantly of pains in the epigastric region. After a dose of 1 
gram of Ipecac, profuse vomiting occurred. Large doses of port wine 
were given at intervals of five minutes; the extremities were wra[)ped in 
warm cloths and the head in cold compresses, and sleep prevented by 
shaking and calling, and also by smelling salts ; in consequence of this 
exciting treatment, the younger soon became better; the sopor diminished 
gradually, the [)ulse became fuller and more rapid, and the other symptoms 
disap})eared after a quiet sleep, accompanied by copious pers})i ration. The 
elder’s recovery was not quite so satisfactory ; after vomiting, the symptoms 
of collapse decidedly increased; she complained of more pain than before, 
and only after an hour did the pulse become perceptible, and rernaitied 
slow for many hours, — In a very short time they were affected with symp- 
toms of narcotic [K)isoniiig, varying in severity from simple sleepiness to 
complete stupor. Two boys were much worse than the rest; they, after 
freely vomiting, were insensible, and showed very strange waving motions 
of the arms to and fro; whilst now and then the legs, first one, then Jhe 
oilier, were convulsively drawn up; there was also in one of the two, slight 
frothing of the mouth, and the pupils of each were unequally dilated;^\ 


LACERTA. 

Authority. 5, Sidney B. Cushman, Bost. Med. and Surg. Journ., vol. 
XX i, 1840, p. 367, a girl, aged thirteen years, was bitten on the sole of the 
left foot by a large green spotted lizard. 

Numbness of the foot, as though it had been deprived of sensation by 
cording the ankle, and that occasional prickling that occurs on the return 
of circulation ; numbness continued spreading upward; the whole limb 
became severely swollen, with most excruciating pain on the slightest 
motion. Inflarnmatory^ blush over the direction of the lymphatics (second 
day). The muscles of the neck and jaw of that side were rigid and tender 
to touch. Much difficulty in swallowing. Occasional delirium, particu- 
larly the first week. Wonderfully increased mental acumen during her 
intervals of reason. Whole left side paralyzed. The limbs were spotted 
a short time before death, which occurred on the twenty -first day, I 

LACTUCA. 

Authority. 43 , Dr. Fischer, in Rust’s Mag., Lend. Med. Gaz., 1839-40, 
vol. i, p. 862 (Am. Obs., 1876, p. 80), general effects. 

It quiets without previously exciting, and produces sleep without insen- 
sibility, lessens the action of the heart, and produces a general tranquillity 
throughout the whole constitution. In large doses it causes delirium with- 
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out stiiuulatiiig, diiuiiiution of nervous power, disturbance of the digestive 
functions without vomiting,*®. 


LAPPA. 


Lappa officinalis, Allioni. 

Natural order, Compositse. 

Common name, Burdock. 

Authority. Jacob Jeanes, M.D., ITahn, Month., vol. iv, 1868, p. 151, I 
took, about 11 A.M., 2 or 8 drops ot 2d cent. dil. in 4 ounce of water. 

1. Immediately. Tickinigin the riiua glottis, with loose-sounding cough, 
but no expectoration. 

2. Pain about the sixth and sev<^nth rib.s, on the left side. 

3. Chilliness. Pain in the lower extremities, as if fatigued. 

4. Severe tingling pain, with acute cutting pain, under the sternnrn, 
about on a line with the insertions of the fourth and lilth ribs, and extend- 
ing across the breast. 

5. Oppression of breath, specially in the sternal region, with shortness 
of breath on exertion. 

Wishing to take a drhik of water before reti»’ing to bed, I took the 
tumbler out ot* which F Inul taken my dose in the foremoon, and allowed a 
strong stream of water to flow into it, shaking the glass strongly during 
this flow and overflow, to aid in the process of rin.^ing. T then drew and 
drank one or two tumblers ot water. T had not taken it a minute before 
1 was affected in the following manner: 

6. The symptoms of pain across the j;)reast, mentioned above, in 4 and 
5, but to these is added aching of the throat and violent constrictive ti'cl- 
ing ; fiaiti in the head; extremely rapid pulse, with frequent intermissions 
(about every second or third pulsation); pain in the head, in the region of 
veneration, and pain in the region of the heart, with an indescribable 
movement in the chest, under the sternum, on a line with the third rlhs. 
At the same time pain in the anterior muscles of the right thigh. 

7. Pains in the back about the eighth dorsal vertehne. 

8. The pulse becomes fuller and .slower, but seldom more than throe 
pulsations without any intermission. 

9. Bowels opened two or three times, as if purged, with some abatement 
in the violence of the symptoms. 

10. The mind much agitated from the distressing feelings more than 
from the fear of death, which, however, appears to be threatened. 

11. The symptoms continued violent and distressing through the greater 
part of the night. 

At the date of this occurrence I was about forty-five years of age, had 
never had an attack of this kind, and had never noticed any intermission 
of the pulsations of my heart. My pulse had been, for many years, and 
still continues to be, abnormally frequent, 84 in the minute. Within a few 
years I have had two or three attacks of febrile disorder, in which the 
pulse for some hours was exceedingly feeble, frequent, and irregular, but 
entirely different in character from the intermittent pulse I had after 
taking the Arctium lappa. 
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LAUROCERASUS. 

AiifliorHies. 41 , Lend. Med. Gaz., Encyclop. des Sci. Med., Sept., 1842 
(Ainer. Journ. of Med. Sei., Second Series, vol. vi, p. 499), a child, aged 
about eight mouths, was given h teaspooiiful of a potion of which cherry- 
laurel water was the princi|)al constituent; 42 , Mr. Semple, Pharm. Journ., 
vol. ii, 1842-8, p. 81, Sir Theodosius Boughton, was poisoned; 43 , Dr. 
Hayn, Hufeland’s Journ., 1848 (Woodman and Tidy’s Forensic Medicine 
and Toxicology, p. 428), fatal poisoning of an old man, by 1^ ounces of 
cherry-laurel water; 44 , Med. Times, May, 1845, p. 128 (ibid.), a girl, 
aged five years, swallowed the kernels of some stones of the sw^eet cherry, 
and died in forty hours; 45 , Lancet, 1808(1), p. 80, at Toulon, three 
children, aged four to five years, ate the* kernels of peach-stones. 

Intense coma ; eyes closed ; pupils dilated ; respiration hurried ; urine 
and fieces involuntarily discharged ; convulsions,^f — Hands and feet be- 
came paralyzed, but did not lose sensation (after three hours); at length 
the respiratory muscles became affected, and he then died,^\ — Very severe 
convulsions; one died in less than an hour, the two others, who had, per- 
haj)s, partaken less freely of the poisonous substance, recovered, thanks to 
very active and j)ersevering therapeutical measures,^^. — Eyes fixed upwards, 
his teeth clenched, and I'roth running from his month (after about a quarter 
of an hour), and he died in about half an hour, ^1—11090.] She had 
scarcely taken the mixture when she shrieked, threw her head back, and 
was convulsed ; death ensued in ten minutes,'". 

LTLIUM^SUPERBUM. 

Nuivra! order, Liliacea*. 

Authority. Edward Reading, Inaug. Thesis, presented to Horn. Med. 
Coll, of Penn., 1858, copied from MSS. 

4'he root was prepared lor use by reducing the fresh article to a pulpy 
mass and macerating in twice its weight of alcohol ; many of the symp- 
toms were obtained i'rorn the attenuations. 

Great difficulty in fixing the mind on any subject. Gloomy state of the 
mind, with indifierem^e, worse in the morning. Anxiety after retiring to 
rcvst, with fear of losing one’s reason. Very much fatigued by mental ex- 
ertion ; entindy disqualified for his usual business. 

Dull, b('avy, j)ressing pain in tbe head, with uneasiness and general las- 
situde. Fulness and pressing j>ain in the forehead, worse when moving 
and in the open air; this symptom comriienced \i\ some cases a few mo- 
ments, in other several hours after taking the medicine, and continued in 
every case with short intervals <luring the proving. Severe drawing pain 
in tbe left anterior part of the head, extending to the left temple, wdien 
lying down, also stitches in the temple. Pain extending from the top of 
the head to the left sc^apula. Violent throbbing pains in the head. Pain 
in a small spot on the top of the head. Pain in the right occipital protu- 
berance. Frontal headache, with shooting pain down the nose. Heat in 
the head, with throbbing of the arteries. Heat and stupefaction of the 
head. Sensation, as though the brain were loose and falling from side to 
side or forward, when stooping. 

Violent pain immediately over the eyes. The eyes feel cold in the open 
air, and have lost their brightness and vivacity, and appear expressionless. 
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Shooting pain, extending from below upward into the ears, eoutinuinir 
for several weeks. Burning cf the ears, with pain in the left ear. 

Pain extending from the Head to the nose. Bleeding of the nose, pre- 
ceded by dull heavy feeling in the head. Bleeding of the no.se at short 
iDlervals the whole day. 

The face has a sickly appeaiance, with eyes surrounded by blue margins. 
Burning heat of the face and head, with chilliness of the rest of the body. 
Heat of the face, in the evening, more on the left side. 

Pain in the articulations of the Iowe»’ ja\''. Pain in a hollow molar, with 
great sensitiveness to cold things. 

Bitter taste in the mouth. The root first tastes sweet, afterwards bitter. 
White coating of the tongue. 

Scraping and smarting pains in the pharynx. Sticking pain with dry- 
ness in the pharynx, causing him to swallow almost constantly. Burning 
and soreness in the pharynx. Burning through the whole length of the 
(esophagus, caus(id by eructations of a burning fluid. Tenacious mucus in 
tb(i throat. Redness of the fauces. 

Increased appetite during th(‘ proving. Nausea, with rising of an acrid 
burning fluid. Pain in tlio pit of the stomach. Feeling of malaise in the 
ef)igastric n^gion. Frequent empty eructations. Pain at the luirdiae orifice 
of the stomach. Violent cutting pains in the stoiuach increased by {iros- 
sure. Pain in the scrohiculns cordis. 

(lonstrictive feeling in the right and left hypochondriac regions as though 
a band were passed around the body. Constant pain in the right hypo- 
chondriurn, made worse by exercise or by a deep inspiration. Stitch(\s in 
th(^ lower part of the liver. Constant sticking pain in the n^gion of the 
spleen, more when lying on the left .side. Dull pain in the rc^gion of the 
spleen. Pain in the lei't hypochondriac region, shooting to the hack when 
lying down. Paiu in the right, afterwards in the left side, just below the 
ribs. The pains in the region of the spleen commenced a short time after 
taking the medicine and continued for several days. Uneasiness and rc‘st- 
less'iK^ss in the abdomen, feeling as though diarrluxai were coming on. Un- 
pleasant sensation in the abdomen, with rumbling of flatus. Smarting 
pain all over the bowels. Pain in the umbilical region. 

C()iisti[)ation the first few days; afterwards teudeiiey to diarrheea. Con- 
stant sensation as though diarrh<x^a were about setting in. Disclnuge of 
yellowish-green diarrlKcic steads with considerable tenesmus. Yellow pa- 
peseent stool. Pain in the rectum while at stool. 

Urine very much increased in quantity. 

Sexual desire very much diminished. 

Shouting paius through the left side of the chest. Oppressive pain in 
the chest. Severe lancinating pain in the right axilla. Aching pain in 
the left side of the chest at night. Violent pain in the left side, in the 
region of the heai’t. Constrictive pain in the chest, as if too small. 

Pulse much acc^el crated. 

Pain in the lumbar region. Pain iu the scapular region. "A sensation 
of chilliness, with a feeling of lameness or weakn{iss in the hack. 

Stiffness in the extremities. Paiu and uneasy sensation in the extremi- 
ties. Stitches in the right shoulder. Almost intolerable shooting pain 
through the shoulder in the directi(m of the tendon of the biceps. Aching 
pain in the right wrist. Stitches along the inner side of the right thigh. 
Pain in both legs below the knees. Aching in the bones of the lower ex- 
tremities. Great weakness of the extremities. 
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A feeling of languor over the whole body, with great weakness of the 
limbs. General debility, with great disposition to sweat. Dull languid 
feeling immediately after taking the medicine, with aversion to any kind 
of labor. Great prostration of strength. In two cases where the provers 
became alarmed by the violence of the symptoms Aconite and Bryonia 
afforded prom[)t relief. Weariness and yawning. 

Great restlessness during the night. Drowsiness, great inclination to 
sleep without the ability to do so. He slept well till 2 A.M., afterwards 
was restless; to.ssing about, could not lie long in any position. Extreme 
restlessness at night, troubled by horrid dreams. Dreams of robbers, 
thinks they are going to injure him and endeavors to call for help. Dreams 
of having seen an aapiaintance dangerously stabbed. Frightful dreams; 
be imagines that the upper part of his head is torn away, and that some 
one is trying to cut him to pieces with a knife. 

Heat of tlie head and face; coldness of the rest of the body, with ach- 
ing of the bones, in the evening, followed by general heat after going to 
bed ; [)ulse quick; this terminates in profuse sweat towards morning. Cold- 
ness of the hands and feet, even in a warm room. Heat of the head, more 
on the left side, with violent throbbing in the head during exercise. 
Sweats easily during sleep and motion. Flushes of heat over the body 
followed by sweat. 


LINITM. 


Lin u m usitatissi m u m . 

Authoi'liy. L. P. Lorut, Gaz. des Hop., Sept. 1861, effects of two spoon- 
fuls of linseed oil. 

Miss X., aged nineteen years, of nervo-sanguiiie temperament, liad 
always enjoyed excellent health. 

January 21st, at about 11 p.m., I was sent for in great haste, and found 
her laboring under peculiar nervous symptoms, for which T was unable to 
account. She lay on her back; the face red and slightly moist; the 
head shaking spasmodically in measured time; the rigid and promimmt 
tem|)oral muscles jerking rapidly. The jaws were immovably clenched ; 
the up})er limbs shaken by spasms, but pliable and uncontracted. With 
all this nervous disturbance, there was no sign of cerebral disorder; the 
})atient was perfectly conscious, and complained by signs of violent pain 
ill the cheeks and temples. She could not articulate a syllable. She had 
never before, so her mother assured me, been troubled with her nerves. 
She had been very cheerlhl all that day, and had been working in the 
evening in a small room well heated by a pan of coals. About 8 o’clock, 
after taking a cup of cold milk, she fell asleep, but woke up in a few min- 
utes, saying that her tongue was drawn down into her throat, and com- 
plaining also of a great weight in the stomach and severe colic. 

She wenf to bed, but soon became speechless, and fell into convulsions. 

I at once rejec^ted the idea apparently entertained by her mother, that 
she had been poisoned by carbonic oxide gas, her symptoms bearing but a 
slight resemblance to those caused by that agent. The clearness of the 
intellect, the absence of frothing at the mouth, and the undistorted features, 
putting epilepsy out of the question, I began to think the attack must be 
hysterical. Yet the symptoms did not seem to wear the precise aspect of 
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hysteria, and some of the leadinpj features in that disease were absent. 
Here were violent trismus, ai^d complete paralysis of the tongue, affections 
of rare occurrence in hysterical natients, although I was aware that the 
former had been noticed in some well-authenticated cases. Besides, there 
was neither globus hystericus, meteorisrn of stomach or bowels, nor any of 
those perversions of cutaneoLts sensibility so frequently accompanying the 
malady in question. Nevertheless, I decided 6n the employment of anti- 
spasmodics; and, as the patient was utterly unable to swallow, at once 
ordered the injection of 4 grams of Assa*ietida. At the same time I 
rubbed the temples with a strong opiate liniment, and a large linseed 
plaster was applied to the abdomen. The injection was followed in ten 
minutes by decided relief; the patient began to sob violently; and in a few 
minutes more, passed a large quantity of pale limpid Ui'ine; after which 
she lay down again, much tranquillized. 1 som. succeeded in prying open 
the jaws with the handle of a fork, when I was surprised to see that the 
tip of the tongue was turned upwards and backwards, so as to touch the 
velum palati. On attempting to speak, the patient uttered only inarticu- 
late sounds. I then got her to swallow a few spoonfuls of sweetened orange- 
flower water. This was very comforting ; and her jaws could now be 
opened spontaneously. I then left her; recommending hlistm’s on the 
thighs for a violent headache of which she complained. On visiting her, 
next morning, J was informed that shortly after I had gone, the symptoms 
had returned with great violence, especially tlie trismus, and that she had 
suffered tlie most intense pain for about an hour. At about 5 i*.m. all was 
right again, and the patient bad recovered her speech. Of last night’s 
symptoms, there now only remained general prostration, with a bruised 
feeling in the elbow and knee-joints, lu^avy frontal headache, and a dull 
pain in the eliceks and temples.* The patient then gave me the following 
account of the origin of her troubles. On the preceding night, wi.vhing a 
drink of milk, she went, without a light, into an adjoining room, and took 
up a Clip she knew to be half full of that article, io this she added two 
spoonfuls from another cup standing near, which she supposed also con- 
tained milk. In drinking, she felt something go down which was sour and 
greasy and was not mixed with the rest of the draught; yet not suspecting 
miytliiiig wrong she swallowed the entire cupful. Almost immediately she 
felt a fulness of the stomach and a pnecordial uneasiness, and soon went 
to bed, where she was seized with spasms. She had no idea of the cause 
of her svmptoms until a short time before my second visit, whudi accounts 
for lier answering in the negative when 1 requested her to tell me by signs 

if she bad taken anything injurious. .i r ^ i ^ 

I prescribed copious draughts of milk; to keep on the linseed plasters; 
and injections of a decoction of Iron. Next day she was quite well. 
She told me that (lie cveninf' before she had vomited, with copious i=t‘)o » , 
and she thought her stomach had thrown ofl'theoil. bince then her health 
has been imperfect. 


LITHIUM MURIATICUM. 


Authority. C. Hering, M.D., Horn. Vjs., vol. xiv, 1863, p. 97. 

Diluted 'Muriatic acid was saturated with the caustic and Carbonate ot 


lithium and evaporated. i j u . . 

In the morning a drop was placed upon the tongue. It had a salt taste, 
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but different from common salt. The upper surface of the tongue became 
numb, as if fat were ou it. After three to five minutes, a throbbing pain 
in the left humerjis, extending upward from the middle, at different inter- 
vals, as if something were dropping or slipping outward. Painful dulness 
in the right side of the head, though not sharply defined, also in the upper 
part of the left side, with heat of the face, worse in the upper part and 
right side, l^ainful dulness in the left lower back teeth. Unusual weari- 
ness after exerting the arms ; burning in tlie arms. The fatty-salt taste 
lasted more than half an hour. After an hour, throbbing pain in the right 
ankle. 

After two hours and a half, pain in the heart, in the upper and inner 
part. The same taSte in the mouth. Frequent heat in the face. (C. 
Hering.) 

Dr. Gohrwisch took } drop of Lithium muriate, 3d, with sugar of milk. 
After about two hours he had several slight sensations, for example, feel- 
ing of warmth in the pit of the stomach, more towards the loft side ; pain 
in the middle of the vertex ; pain in the forehead above the right eye; 
prickling in the anus; dull pain through the whole head ; frequent eructa- 
tions of gas. Uprising of something acid and stinging in the throat, fre- 
quently ; feeling as after a purge, as though diarrlnea would ensue; dull 
pressive pain between the shoulders, and lower down, on each side of the 
spine, between the shoulders and small of the back ; constant pain in the 
back. Hot, burning uprising in the throat and pit of the stomach, like 
heartburn. Pain in the lower hollow teeth of the left side. 

On the second day, in the morning, feeling of heat and weakness iti the 
stomach, as after a purge. Pain in the back is only felt on remaining 
seated in one position for a long time. 

On the third day spasmodic twitching of the right upper lid. Difficult 
breathing through tlie nose, as in catarrh. Uprisings of food and sour 
water. An aching between the shoulders extending through to tlie chest. 
Sharp hut not violent [)aiii in the lower portion of the left side of the chest, 
transient, but frequently recurring. 

Tim same day, in the afternoon, dull pain in the same back teeth, at the 
same time as yesterday. Tip of tlie nose red, sore, and somewhat swollen, 
with a rather sensitive jiajn ; this, however, disappeared on the second day 
without suppurating. 

11., the same man who proved Lithium carb. with such effect, took 
Lithium niur. 2d iu solution, without noticing anything except increased 
appetite.

(iu two minutes) ; 17 (in seven and thirteen minutes) ; 18 (in seventeen

thirty-eight minutes); 18 (iu forty-two and forty-seven minutes); 20 (in 
fifty-four minutes) ; 18 (in sUty-one minutes); 19 (in seventy-eight min- 
utes) ; 18 (iu ninety-two minutes).

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Head. — Frequent headache, with but little pain,®. — At 9 p.m., after a 
hard day’s work accomplished by an effort, I had a horrible oppressive 
headache, felt dizzy, faint, and nauseated (second day),®. — The od# gave 
some of the peoiile a terribly oppressive headache,*®. 

Hace . — Very red face in the afternoon (second day),®. 

Stomach. — Acrid and burning eructations all the evening (first day),®. 

Abdomen. — Before 1 got to sleep, my abdomen became considerably 
bloated, with a crawling sensation as of worms, near the rectal muscles 
(second night),®. 

Urinarif Ocfjans . — Was obliged to void water very frequently 
(fourth day),®. 

Chest. — Before 10 p.m., had a severe pain apparently in right lung, 
with occasionally a pain in left hip, with twitching or jactitation of the 
muscles (second day),®. — [ 40 .] Awoke after sleeping badly, with a great 
deal of soreness in my chest internally, with an oppression as of a great 
weight. Through the day I had much difficulty in breathing, and every 
respiration was labored, with a continued fulness of the chest and head 
(third day). Awoke with a spasmodic cough, and yet with the same op- 
pression and spasmodic breatliing and fulness of the chest. Kepoatedly 
examined my clothing to see if it did not oppress me; feared that I had 
taken cold and would have pneumonia. Was extremely nervous, and 
during the day the severe, oppressive, heavy, and throbbing headache re- 
turned, so much so, I feared some of the bloodvessels would give way and 
some lesion of the brain would occur. Was easiest ^hen perfectly (juiet. 
Towards night was sure I had internal Inernorrhage from the severe con- 
gestion and fulness (fourth day). Had a horribly distressing cough, which 
gave me a great deal of anxiety. Very easily wearied, with inability to 
get air enough ; the head was better. Towards night a slight expectora- 
tion took place, which gave me some little relief, but it was (h^tached with 
great difficulty. Was obliged to give up business, go home, and all night 
had hot cloths ap])lied to my chest to give relief. Was delirious part of 
the night, and talked almost constantly (fifth day). The next day was 
unable to attend to my business, but finally recovered in a few days,®.

Motionless; limbs relaxed; slow, full 
pulse; stertorous breathing; cold skin; livid lips; immovable pupils; eyes 
fixed (in twenty minutes), 


MERCURIUS. 

Authorities. 84 , Dr. Goolden, Lancet, 1853 (2), p. 231, effects on a sil- 
verer; 85 , II. J. Franks, ibid., p. 317, same; 86 , Dr. H. Jackson, Med. 
Times and Gaz., 1877 (1), p. 641, effects on a man employed in amalga- 
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mating zinc plates with Mercury; 87. T. Pratt, M.D., Hahn. Month., vol. 
xiii, 1878, p. 472, prescribed a powder of 3,^^th trit., eveiy three hours, for 
a severe cold in the head, in the second stage. 

After he had taken the fourth powder I was summoned to see him, when 
he informed me that the catarrhal symptorms were much improved, but he 
was then having a most violent facial neuralgia on the right side, origin- 
ating in the dental nerve, and radiating upwards over the side of the 
face. This he first felt after taking the second dose, and immediately after 
each of the two last the aggravation was marked and intense, so much so, 
that he felt that he could not take another dose. 1 discontinued the remedy 
and the difficulty soon subsided, — His teetli, which aie ca^’ious, are becom- 
ing loose; there is a white line, from utulue epitlielial secretions, at the 
margin of the gums; tliere are great tneuors, approaching to paralysis, 
and an indecision in speaking, resembling stammering. He has lost two 
stone weight during the last two years. The tongue is wavy from nervous 
debility, and he suffers from nocturnal persf)irations ; memory is rather 
failing, and appetite is bad Pale, weak, and anxious-looking, with a slow 
but regular pulse; tongue furred ; teeth mostly greenish black and carious; 
skin generally dry and cold. He could not walk at all, hardly speak, and 
when he attempted to move, or was asked a question, liis whole frame was 
thrown into the most immoderate convulsive actions, — Old-looking for 
bis age ; thin and pale ; sallow, hut not to an extreme degiee. Has slight 
blue line along lower gums. Teeth, lower incisors, pegged, flattened at the 
top, the centre brown, ilie enamel everywhere deficient. All of tlumi 
chipped and decayed. Mental condition defective, lie cannot give ahis-- 
tory of his illness. To every question about it, answer oiil}S “Mercury. ’ 
When pressed about it, says‘“Too much is (oxpccted oi‘ him,” and he begins 
to sob and cry. Cries with the least excitement. He cannot remember 
liis age to within ten years. Bpeech very thick; the words are drawled 
out, but he often fails to complete them. After he has been talking a little 
time, articulation becomes less and less distinct, apparently from delective 
coiitn)! over the rnuseles. Tremors; when he is not talking the face is 
tranquil, hut directly he begins to speak all the face rnuseles become trem- 
ulous. When told to open his month begets marked tremor of muscles 
of mastication. Tongue very tremulous when protruded; no nystagmus. 
Coarse tremor of whole right upper limb elicited on movement. C'>wer 
limbs; Able to walk a mile fairly well, but no more. No trembling o 
legs when he stands or walks. Staggers when eyi‘s are closed ; would tall 
unless prevented. When sitting in a chair, and told to raise the right leg 
off‘ the ground, there is coarse tremor in the whole limb, .

MERCURIUS PRECJPITATUS RUBER.

Somebody advised a young, pale girl, jet. fourteen years, to use the leaves 
of Meze reurn in order to become fat and rosy. She went into the \yi[X)ds 
and made free use of them on her cheeks and surrounding parts. Burning 
pains soon aj)peared, her whole face swelled up enormously, especially the 
nose, eyelids, and hairy seal}). Beverc and painful sneezing, deliria, dull, 
unbearable, pressing pains in the forehead, a nauseous dryness in the throat, 
and a constant irritation to dry cough, showed that the acridity of flie 
poison by its inhalation adcctcd the nose, and through the frontal sinuses 
the cerebral membranes, also pharynx and larynx. The face soon took on 
the expression of erysipelas bullosurn, the nostrils closed, so that she could 
only breathe through her mouth ; febrile ])ulsc, burning urine. After ex- 
ternal a})prK;ation of oil, cold compresses, and indifferent external remedies, 
the swelling decreased after the second day, and desquamated in large 
pieces. But health did not return. Debility, loss of vitality, and mental 
dej)ression, bordering on idiocy, were since that time obsei’ved in her. A 
typhoid fever, lasting full three months, prostrated her so much that she 
finally succumbed to — Dryness and burning of the throat, with at- 

tem])ts to vomit; intense thirst; great heat of skin; great prostration of 
strength ; pale countenance ; and a feeble quick pulse, — The eldest com- 
plained of a'hurning sensation in the mouth and nausea ; dryness of the 
throat and burning at the pit of the stomach ; a reddish mucus was 
discharged from the mouth. In an hour both were plunged into complete 
narcotism, with coma, convulsive movements of the eyes and the superior 
extremities, dilatation and insensibility of the pupils,^^ — [1570.] A robust 
person took some bark of Mezereum for some ailment, and continuing the 
drug after the disappearance of his troubles, he soon complained of iiii- 
hearable itching all over the body, so that he could not sleep one moment. 
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Even after leaving it off for thirty-six hours, he assured mo that the iteh- 
ing still kept on increasing. A few grains of Oa nphor removed this 
Itching, . ^

The niiieous jrortions, 
whi{‘h were somewhat chapped, became very much irritated, and began to 
inflame and svyell considerably, while in two or tlrree ])hi(‘es upon the cpi' 
dermal skin of the lip, small uIeei*ous sores were formed. The efleet re- 
mained some four or live days, and then gi-adiially healed. The whole ap- 
pearance was very much like a mild case of poisoning with l\km tox.

S. Ringer, M.D., Lancet, 1877 (2), p. 108, thirteen experi- 
nionts on four men, seven, tiiree, two, and one each respectively ; .] of a 
grain given hypodermically. 

— Lachrymatioii occurred in eight cases, amounting in some in- 
stances only to suffusion of the eyes, hut generally the tears trickliMl down 
the face, so that the j)atient was obliged to wipe the eyes. It began in six 
to ten minutes, ami lasted generilly about twenty to thirty minutes. In 
each case the pupils became contracted, often considerably ; the contrac- 
tion beginning in about fifteen minutes. The vision seemed unaffected. 

AlOiith. — Salivation was not so constant as perspiration ; moreover, the 
saliva varied in quantity more than the perspiration. Salivation o(;currcd 
in eleven experiments, ami was al)sent in four. In three it was slight, in 
the rest free or profuse. It began in from two to fifteen minutes, and lasted 
from twenty to eighty minutes. 

Stomach * — In three experiments on one man with the larger doses, 
the drug induced vomiting once and once nausea. 

Stool. — In the eases in which it purged, the injection took effect in from 
ten to twenty minutes. In two experiments the di’ug excited an inclination 
to pass a motion. In four experiments on the same man it produced a loose 
motion, one of a green color, though his bowels were opened naturally a 
short time previously. 

Xlvinavif Organs. — In five experiments the patients were obliged 
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to pa?s urine in from nine to fifteen minutes, and two complained of supra- 
pubic pain. 

Mesplr atari/ Organs. — In five it produced a frequent hacking 
cough. 

Palse. — 111 one of our four men the pulse was always very quick, in the 
other three it was natural. The effect on the normal frequency was m7, 
though in one man it reduced the frequency ten to sixteen heats. 

H^erer . — Sweating occurred in eleven of the thirteen experiments. | a 
grain made it free, whilst larger doses, as J of a gT*ain and a grain, rendered 
it very abundant; indeed, it was sometimes as free as the perspiration ex- 
cited by a I to a grain of Pilocarpin. The perspiration stood in large 
drops on the face alter the larger doses, the nightdress became soaked, and 
the skin felt sodden. Perspiration began in from three to fifteen minutes, 
occurring earliest after the larger doses. It lasted from half an hour to an 
hour and a half. On testing the reaction of the sweat in six experiments, 
we found it neutral in four and alkaline in two.

next June, a dose at intervals of two days, increasing gradually from 5 
milligrams to 4 centigrams. 

Aihifl , — Feeling of nervon.sness all through the body. Feeling of 
gloom ; want to sit quiet. Confusion and want of power to concentrate 
the rnijid on any subject,’”*’. — Am more restle.ss than was formerly my habit, 
so much so as to be noticed by oiIkts. Not so cheerful as before the jU'ov- 
ing. At times feel irritable, and then have not the usual desire to study, 
although the mind seems clear, and the memory as usual, mental 
symptoms have been ol)served, in my ca.'se, for eighteen months or more, 
but I notice that [)rover R. R. (**’), with whom I am associated, has never 
fully recovered from the nervous restlessness and loss of power of eoueen- 
tration,-’“. 

Ilefld * — Dull aching pain in the frontal region on awaking in the 
moi'iiing; during 4he day severe pain in frontal region. Every motion 
jars the brain. Aching across the brow, over the orbits, and in the balls 
of the eyes. Face feels hot, and looks flushed at times, 

JiJye. — [560.] The action of the drug on the eyes was very marked at 
the time the proving was made, and the symptoms have since been so per- 
sistent that I fear the results are permanent. The eyes feel constiuitly 
weak, as if the lids must be kept closed to protect the ball. The conjunc- 
tiva seems dry and painful. When reading or writing, the eyes soon 
become tired and painful. A slight exposure to cold or wind produces 
congestion of the conjunctiva. After looking at an object a short time it 
becomes blurred and indistinct ; Ric eyes are very sensitive to light. All

The whole orbital region much 
swollen, and the bhxKlvessels of the ball and lids much congested. Smart- 
ing and lachrymation on going into the open air. Sight wea keened,’®'". — 
My eyes became sound as usual about seven or eight months after I ceased , 
taking the drug, have remained strong and well since, 

NoHi \ — Dull a(diing at the root of the nose. Nose stopped up, right 
nostril most. Must keep the mouth open to breathe during the night. Dis- 
charge Irom the nose very profuse, commencing clear and watery, gradu- 
ally becoming thicker, till finally it is tough and yellow. Thickening of 
the na.^al mucous membrane ; can inhale air, but have difficulty in exhal- 
ing. Yellow tough mucus drawm by inspiration, aud hawking from the 
posterior nares. Sneezing brought ou by inspiration of cold — Tlie 

nasal mucous inemhiane is dry, the mucus becomes tough, hard, and some- 
times when disl( dged causes bleeding. From the |)()sterior nares theie is 
a dropping of mucus, which at times collects in a tough and very tonacMous 
mass, causing considerable hemming and hawking to dislodge ir,***^. — Sini e 
taking the drug have been troubled with nasal catarrh. The nose ttn Is 
sto{)ped all the time, hut is worse at night and in the morning. During 
the day there is very little discharge from the nose, but a feeling as though 
the mucous membrane were swollen. In the morning the nose feels stopped 
up, and pie(*es of hardened bluish-colored mucus are blown from it, alter 
which the mm ous membrane feels sore and raw. J take cold much easier 
than 1 used to,”'*. 

Vuve * — Face fiushed and hot ; feels puffed. Pleavy aching pain in 
ethmoid bone. Malar l)ones feel large, as if swollen. Muscles of masti- 
cation teel stiff’, and motion of the jaw is painful,’"*’. 

Throat. — Tlursty, dry, stiff feeling in the fauces and pharynx. Ha\^k- 
ing of tough yellow or grayish mucus. Thickening of the uvula, tonsils, 
and pliatMix ; irregular on (lie surface, swollen, purplish-red, and covond 
with an abundaru'c of yellowish or yellowish-gray mucus. Soft ])art- of 
the throat thickened. Difficulty in modulating the voice. (The thickdi- 
iijg of the mucous membrane of the fauces and [)harynx did not entirely 
disa})pear for more than six months after I stopped taking the drug, but 
theie was no soreness fell at any time),’"". — The lauces feel dry ou ins[dia- 
tiou and on deglutition; the dryness is worse rn the morning, and always 
after a cold,"". * 

Stontarh . — During the whole time the appetite was excessive,”. — 
[670. J The tenderness of tlie epigastrium noticed during the proving re- 
mains in a moderate degree. Have had frequent attacks of indigestion, 
lasting several days at each time. At such limes the stomach feels sore, 
and anything warm or heating causes a .sensation of burning, and can he 
sensiliiy tell immediately on entering the stomach. Previous to engaging 
in tlie proving I had not experienced any tenderness or pain in tliat re- 
gion,”". — Tenderness in the entire epigastric region, most marked immedi- 
ately below the ensiform. Pain through the abdomen. Bowels relaxed. Fre- 
quent passage of flatus. Feeliug of nausea. Vomiting of large quanti- 
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ties of sour water. The odor of food is pleasant, but on attempting to eat 
it produces vomiting of a very sour fluid, ^ 

Ihe abdominal symptoms have not been prominent for 
some time; however, the bowels have not been regular since the proving 
they are alternately relaxed and constipated; gas accumulates very rap- 
idly, producing pain, which is only relieved by motion of the bowels or 
escape of flatus,^^ 

llespirfitory Oryatis* — Ever since taking the drug the respiratory 
mucous membrane has been unusually sei.sitive to the influences of cold 
and irritating dust or vapor. Every day for two years I have hawked up 
.more or less thick white mucus, while thick yellow mucus has been dis- 
charge(l from the posterior nares. Tlujsso symf^otns are aggravated hy the 
inhalation of dust, smoke,. etc. There is a tendency to the formation of 
dry crusts in the nose; when these are removed blood follows. There is 
a pretty constant compressive pain at the root of ttie nose. After a trifling 
exposure to cold my throat assumes the red puffy appearance noticed at 
the time of the proving; no pain accompanies this condition, •’«. 

VhCHt * — Feeling of fulness and oppression in the chest. Dry cough. 
Cough looser, but no expecioration. Sharp quick pain in the anterior 
part of the chest, below the .seventh rib. Horeness and oppression in the 
ch(;st ; w^orse on taking a deep inspiration. Tende’^ness on pressure in the 
supra-chivicular region. Lungs feel full and clogged. Respiratory sound 
very indi.stinctd”‘’. — In the right side of the chest, beneath the cartilages 
of' the fourth and fifth ribs, where irritation, pain, and soreness occurred 
when [)roving the medicine, there Is an uneasiness, which on any physical 
exertion occasions a teasing sensation, produtnng a dry hacking cotigh and 
slight soreness, hut never any acute pain. These symptoms are aggravated 
by (l(?op inspirations, by dust, and a close attnosphere,’^*'. 

Jledvt iiiul Ptdse ^ — Pulse irregular, variable in volume, and slower 
than usual. The sounds of the heart are heard through nearly every part 
of the chest. Can feel the beating of the heart through the chest dis- 
tinctly,"’''. 

Iiarlk \ — Severe pain between thcscapulte, causing an inclination of the 
shoulders forward for relief, felt at every inspiration, and gradually passing 
around below the point of the right scapula to a position on the right side 
of the (diest, below' the ninth and across the tenth rib; soreness commmic- 
ing at the lower cervical vertebra, and extending as far down as the j)()int8 
of and under both scapulae. On taking a deeper inspiration than usual, 
a stitcliiug pain is felt in the space between the scapulae,"”'. 

MjrJremities. — The neuralgic pains in the extremities produced hy 
the drug reappeared frequently during the first year. At times they were 
quite severe, and would remain for .several days at a time. Recently they 
have not given me anv trouble.^ 

Superior stitches along the palmar surface 

of the fourth metacarpal bone, between the carpal and phalangeal bones, 
felt in both hands, but not in both at the same time. The low'er extremi- 
ties feel heavy. On commencing to move, pain and soreness in the right 
knee-joint, llull pain on the inside of the popliteal space of the right leg, 
aecoinpaiiied b}^ a disagreeable feeling through the muscular part ol the 
posterior portion of the leg, which passed off while walking. Cramp in 
plantar surface of right foot. Aching in the anterior part of the thigh, 
extending to the leg and ankle, beginning slightly, and growing worse, till 
a restless, uneasy feeling was produced,'®''. 

Inferior ExtremUies.-i\p^O,'\ The neuralgic pains in the lower. 
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extremities have returned at intervals, apparently without any exciting 
causes ; they appear chiefly in the left thigh, leg, and foot, and the nerves 
supplying the flexor muscles are alone affected,^*. — Dull cutting pain, last- 
ing about five minutes at a time, and corning about every half hour, is felt 
along and about the length of Poupart’s ligament, occurring on both sides 
at the same time. After the subsidence of the pain, a sickening sensation 
is felt in the left testicle, as if caused by a blow, and lasting about ten 
minutes. During the time this sensation lasted the testicle was extremely 
sensitive to the touch, even of the clothing, but this sensitiveness passed 
away each time the pain subsided. Urine light-colored, and increased in 
quantity,'"'’. 

Ge}ket*alitieH » — Embonpoint very apparent ; its discontinuance was 
followed by considerable emaciation,". 

— The rash noticed during the proving has made its appearance 
on the face and neck at irregular intervals since, but has not remained long 
at anyone time. A squamous eruption (not noticed either before or while 
proving the drug) has appeared on the chest along the sternum. The 
scales are (juite thin, whitish, and when removed leave the skin slightly 
reddened. When the scales are allowed to remain the parts covered by 
them become itchy, especially so wlien warm from exercise,'"’.

Journ. of Horn., vol. xxxv, 
1877, p. 8d7, Labarraq lie’s solution (Hypochlorite of soda), half a dro]) of 
the solution per diem, given well diluted in three doses before meals ; any 
important alteration from this dose is stated; 2, A. Jacobi, M.D., Med. 
Record, vol. xv, 1<S79, p. ‘24*1, a man was told to use internally 10 drachms of 
the chlorate of soda wiihin six days, but he took the whole within six hours. 

3lhl(l , — Much distressed, laughs, cries, and talks in her sleep ; keeps 
her husband awake,'. — (Lowness of spirits increased),'. — Very low-spirited 
and depressed, could cry all day,'. 

He(fd» — * Vertigo caduca; a very constant and a very character Isile symp- 
tom. (dong with an aching across the forehead,^. — Swimming feeling, as though 
the top of the cranium were about to float oT, worse when looking up- 
ward,'. — Momentary indescribable .sensation all over her head,'. — Para- 
lyzed feeling of her brain, with a similar sensation in all her limbs, and 
numbness of the tips of her fingers, and recurrent fainting,'. — Caused in a 
woman, let. fifty-one years, great depression, and a feeling in the head as 
though the cranial bones were being crossed one over the other, and as if 
she must fall forward, a sort of silly feeling, with a nasty taste, just as she 
used to have after taking Iodide of potassium, but without the iodine 
coryza,'. — (The headache across her eyes and over the vertex is in- 
p reused ),'. — [10.] Pain across forehead, extending down the nose, and up 
over entire head, with great tenderness of^the scalp, and a thumping noise 
in the ears, which is aggravated by lying on eitlier side ; has to place the 
back of her head against the pillow in order to gain sleep,'. — Pain darting 
from one temple to the other, coming and going vvith equal suddenness,'. — 
Thiobbing headache in the left temple, coming on immediately after her 
midday meal, and going oh* after tea,'. — Pain in the right side of her head 
going from behind the mastoid process to the upper part of the orbit, 
“ across the eye,” causes the eye to feel stiff and weak, aggravated by 
having slept, but continuing by day as well as by night,'. — Pain under the 
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right ear when swallowing, with much pain, tenderness, and swellin<r up 
the 8i(le of the head, followed by a most painful gathering, which burst 
and discharged strongly, h 

Influenza, with nuic*!) nasal discharge, and sore places on the 
inside of her cheeks, which began on the left si(h%\— Epistaxis ; the blood 
comes away both by night and day in clots, and is dark-colored. (Pro- 
duced in a pregnant woman ),\ 

It^ft side of her face, shooting np from a de(;ayed 
tooth ; the pain is worse the fiist thing in ihe morning, and the last in ‘the 
evening, with the forniation of gum-boils one after another, and sick feel- 
ing after taking food. (Produced V),h— Pain, neuralgic, in the left side of 
the face, from the lower jaw, extending to the upper, and across the eyes 
and nose to the forehead, coming on irregulatly, and lasting from an hour 
to an hour and a half. (After taking the Soda' chloiata for four days),h— 
A tugging [)ain in the left side of the face, aggravated by warmth, eoniing 
on every half hour, and flying up the side of the head to the ear. (Pro- 
duced? I am unable to refer, while writing, to the source from which I 
took this symptom), h — [20.] Swelling affecting the upper and lower jaw 
of the left side, wdth sweUliig on the inside of the ja^\^ between (he gum 
and tongue, with throbbing in the part, and shooting pain extending uf) to 
the temples and down the left side of the neck ; relief from cold ajiplica- 
tions, increased by wony, not interfering with appetite,'. 

3l0itf!u — Teeth become loose, and a swelling forms along the right 
lower jaw, the gums are sore and the tongue swollen. ; there is much pain 
and tenderness along the jaw, which prevents hi;, being able to mastic^ate 
his food, but though this pain is worse at night, it does not hinder sleep in 
the early part of the night, hut at midnight he awakes and does not fall 
asleep again till 5 or 6 a.m. This swelling suppurated in about two weeks. 
(Came on very soon after taking the 8o(hi chlorata, in a phthisical pa- 
tient),k — His teeth become brittle,*. — The tong\ie is white and shrivelled 
at the sides, and there is a taste as if she had Ikhoi sucking alum; ajipetite 
for meat fell off,*. — The tongue is furred in the morning, and there is a 
constant putrid taste throughout the day,*. — Swelling upon the right upper 
jaw, close upon the gum (gum-boil), very painful to the touch,*. — Aphthous 
ulcerations in the mouth are a fmiuent result of using the Soda chlorata 
as a gargle,'. — Sores on the inside of her checks, which began on I in* left 
side, and gradually spread over the mouth, with nasal discharge and in- 
fluenza,*. — Sore pimples come on the inside of the under lip at the com- 
mencement of the cold,*. 

Throats — The throat becomes red and sore. (Observed in a man of 
twenty-one, whose health was quite good, except for a nasal polypus),*. — 
[30.] Sore, irritable spots form in the throat and along both sides of the 
longue,*. — His throat invariably becomes sore when taking it. (Observed 
in several cases),*. — Sore thi‘oat, with difficult deglutitiou ; a flat ulcer forms 
on the tongue far back towards the root, after taking the Soda chlorata for 
a week, and goes away immediately it is discontinued,*. 

Nausea and sick feeling; she becomes drowsy during the 
day, and wakeful at night,*. — When taken while the patient is recuml)ent 
the Soda chlorata gave rise to a feeling of sickness,*. — A weight seems to 
fall from across the pit of her chest to the pit of the abdomen, and an 
aching, dull sensation, indescribable, V)ut ditierent from an ordinary head- 
ache, occurs on the top of her head alter each dose, and lasts for a quarter 
of an hour,*. 

-4 fteiomen.— Swelling low-down in the abdomen, going up to her 
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chest, and causing dyspiuea, worse after eating, with a great deal of flatus,’. 
— A bloated, tight feeling comes after eating and drinking across the upper 
part of the abdomen, and which is not lessened by loosening her clothing, 
and is accompanied by a sick feeling. (This symptom came on in a girl, 
set. twenty-one years, four days after she had discontinued taking Soda 
chlorata, which had disagreed with her),’. — In a girl of twenty-one years, 
an aching pain in her left side at her waist, preventing her from sitting 
upright,’. — After taking the Soda chlorata for a week she got a fearful pain 
in the lower abdomen, which settled in the right hip-joint, and spread over 
the whole abdomen, as far as on a line with the umbilicus ; it lasted a week, 
leaving her free 1‘rom a tenderness of the abdomen that she had had for a 
year, and free also of pain in the hip-joint (right), and of an inability to 
flex the hip upon the abdomen from pain ; and besides, she ceased to pass 
“ white gravel,” which she had been voiding for the last twelve months 
with great snflering. (On referring to the notes of this previously trouble- 
some (!ase, I can, with present experience, come to no other conclusion than 
that the primary cause was ovarian; the symptoms had followed upon the 
cessation of a metrorrhagia. The woman’s age was thirty-four years),’. — 
[ 40 .] (There was an aggravation of the following already existing symp- 
toms ; soreness in the lower abdomen, as if bloated, with intense pain on 
placing her hand there ; next day felt the tenderness with distended feel- 
ing higher up round the hypochondria, obliging her to unfasten her cloth- 
ing ; trembled all over ; her knees felt too weak to support her body ; the 
lower part of her back became excessively tender, and ^ne burning in the 
vagina, an old synjptom, reached an unendurable pitch)/., 

A'ilUS , — In a woman, aged forty-two years, cutting pain like knives in 
the anus, which comes ou every evening between G and 7 o’clock, and goes 
away during the night, but not at any stated hour,’. 

Stool . — Confinement of the bowels for three days, and then passage of 
a large hard offensive motion,’. 

JJi'inory Orff (( os. — Within twenty- four hours he suffered from dif- 
fuse nephritis. Wluit little urine he passed was smoke-colored, and after- 
wards black. It contained a large percentage of albumen, blood, hyalin, 
and granular casts. Then there was complete suppression. There were 
vomiting and diarrheea, headaches, and coma. He died on the fourth 
day,^ — In a little girl of three years, scalding when urinating, with sore- 
ness, itching, and smarting of the vagina,’. — In a female, aged thirty-two 
years, it brought on excessive action of the kidneys after each dose, the 
patient was at the time supposed by Priestley to be suffering from cauli- 
flower excrescence of the uterus,’. — In, a woman with mitral valve lesion a 
quantity of red sand was found in the urine for the first two days after 
taking the Soda chlorata. She never remembers such a symptom before. 
(The dose being one drop in a wineglassfiil of water),’. 

Sexual Orffa'OS. — Alnwst unconquerable sexual desire after each 
dose, with priapism,’. — Great sexual excitement comes on after each dose, 
in a man, aged twenty-five years, of impressionable temperament,’. — She 
cannot take the Soda chlorata, as it causes a feeling as of ^‘opening and 
shutting” in the womb. (In a healthy woman, aged sixty-five years),’. — 
[50.] Uterine bearing down ; severe backache, and headache afiecting the 
temples and back of the head, making her feel “light-headed” and sick- 
ish, gmierally worse at night,’. — Violent metrorrhagia,’. — The monthly 
period comes on at once, a week before its time, in a perfectly healthy 
woman, after a dose of two drops iu water,’. — The monthly illness a week 
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over time, and during the first day has more than usual aching in the 
back. (In a lairly healthy girl, aged twenty-one years j/. 

Jl(*SpiV(ltOTy Ovyafts, — Cough, distressing, with a little phlegm 
continual during the day. (Iu,a woman, sat. thirty-five years), \ ' 

Chest* rightness on the chest, with dyspnoea, inability to move 
quickly; a feeling of weight in front of her chest ; these usuaf symptoms 
become aggravated, and there appears as a new ..ymptorn pain under the 
heart, with catching inspiration ; these symptoms ceased on discontinuing 
the boda chlorata,^ (A feeling in front cf tiie chest, as if something were 
gnawing at the chest, was aggravgte(C,*.--^Pdin across the upper part of 
•her chest, off and on, and pain with fulneso across the hypochondria, with 
pains extending down from both sidts of her waist to the womb, causing 
a phlegmy discharge,'. — Pain under the left axiHa fnul left mamma, 
aggravated by lying down, with a sickish giddy feeling. When walking 
about is obliged to keep sitting down,'. 

JifteJc * — Much pain across the small of her back, worse on getting up 
in the mornir)g, existing along with a want of appetite for breakfast, but 
a fair a|)petite for supper,'. 

Ji^JCtveinitles * — aching in all her limbs, and a feeling as if 
bereft of all power, and as though she would faint upon the slightest move- 
ment,'. 

Superior lExtreinitles. — Both hands are swollen every morning. 
(Observed in about three cases),'. Note. — This morning swelling of the 
hands appears to be a very characteristic symptom. 

Inferior Uxtreniitles, — Pain in both hip-joints, and in the calves 
of her legs, with tingling extending to her toes,'. — Extreme weakness in 
her ankles and knees,'. 

Genera lit ies * — Rapid emaciation (in a girl of twenty-one years),'. — 
She becomes quite overpowered (from J of a drop three times a day, in 
a woman, sat. sixty-five years),'. — In a delicate, highly nervous woman, 
suffering from uterine weakness that followed two months after her con- 
finement, the Soda chlorata, after removing most of the symptoms within 
the first fortnight of treatment, began to tell on the patient. She became 
very weak, with shooting pains all over the body, and in the limbs, espe- 
cially between her shoulders, and at the points of her shoulders (the infe- 
rior angles of the scapulie), worse in the morning before gettitig up; these 
shooting pains are worst in the arms, and very bad in different parts of 
her head ; day and night, but principally by day, she has much headache, 
worse, if anything, on the very top of her forehead, an aching [)ain with- 
out throbbing,'. — In a delicate anamiic woman, suffering from uterine 
W(‘akness, the Soda chlorata caused a pain to appear in the left infra-mam- 
mary re^gion, which affected the left side ot the chest, the shoulders, and 
top of the head; the shoulders became stiff and painful, and the top of 
her head and side felt tender to touch and ached, an unbearable pain ; 
felt drowsiness af^er meals, the left hand, and left alone, was swollen one 
morning after waking, and next morning the right only was similarly 
affected. The bowels became confined and less urine was voided,'.— In a 
decidedly consumptive girl, sat. sixteen years, it improved her cough, and 
made her feel stronger; its continued use made her feel drowsy and lazy, 
as if she could lie iu her bed all day, and her skin became covered with 
pimples, that smart after washing, and upon going into the open air ; the 
slightest drop of cold water as a drink irritates these pimples,'.— In a deli- 
cate consumptive girl, suhjecjt to convulsive seizures and bearing down in 
the lower abdomen, the first do§e caused a strange lifeless feeling, which 
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nmde h§r apprehensive of fainting, followed in about an hour by sickness; 
this was succeeded some three days afterwards by Vi'rtigo caditca; the bear- 
ing down tein[)orarily improved, b — [70.] Great exhaustion, as if about to 
die before the bowels act; sudden and forcible expulsion, with conse(juent 
complete relief, h — Aggravation of symptoms before each monthly period. 
(Observed in many cases — Pulsatilla is antidotal to many of the aggra- 
vations from Soda chlorata; Guaiacum seems to lessen the rheumatic and 
niyalgic })ains. The Pulsatilla influence I have several times observed, 
that of Guaiacum only twice. Strychnine overcomes the powerless feeling 
produced by it,f — hervous^ symptoms come on very irregulurhj^^. 

SJkiii . — Pimples are thrown out on her skin, which smart w hen w'ashed * 
or when going into the open air; the slightest drop of cold water as a 
drink iiMilates these pimplev«,h — Pimply rash apjiears on her face and irri-

NATRIJM SALICYIHCUM. 

Anihorliies. 2, Brit. Med. Journ., quoted by the Review, p. 370 (Hahn. 
Month., vol. xiii, 1877, }>. 5b) ; 3, A. 1). L. Napier, M.B., Practitioner, vol. 
xviii, 1877, p. 411, an old gentleman, for rheumatic affections of the wrists 
and ankles, took ‘iO grains every three hours for more than a w^eek ; 4, 
John A. Erskine Stuart, ibid., p. 425, effects of a 15-grain dose; 5, Week- 
erling, Deutsche Archiv fur Klin. Med., vol. xix, 1877, p. 319, a woman, 
who had formerly suffered from hauuoptysis and pleuritis with effusion, and 
uow^ continued to have fever, took several evenings 5 grams at a dose, but 
this day took 15 grains, at 1 p.m. ; 6, Ilemlein, Mvz, lutell. Blatt., April, 
1878 (ijond. Med. Rec., May, 1878, p. 211). 

Urine passed after three hours kept fresh and free from aramoniacal 
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odor, and perfectly clear when exposed to the air for tea days/.— The 
patient was a woman, aged forty years, whose hearing wa.s supp^s^i to b® 
impaired. She wa.s not subject to giddiness. It was her fir.st attack of 
acute rheumatism, and there was no cardiac affection. On January 26ih 

ol 'ft«,h S" i» ^2-5 gmins every three hours: 

Oil the 28th .he conipltiiiied of noises in her ears, deafness, and giddiness 
which he next day had luereased so much that the drug was omitted. 
Ihe following day the giddiness was much less, and hy the 31st had almost 
gone. On lebrUary 0th the same dose vrs resumed ; on the 7tli the same 
symptoms were complained of. The noi.se.s in the ears were eonstaiit' a 
■ wateh was heard only at two luches distant from aieh ear, and was not 
heard at all on either sine when in firm contact with either zygoma or mas- 
toid process. A tuning-fork on tlie vertex was heard fairly well, hut the 
sound was not lucreaseci by closing the ears. The girlditiess was sliglit and 
iiKletermniate as long us she lay still, but was very considerable amrdefinite 
when she raised her head or sat up. Objects before her all seemed moving 
to the right. On tJie 8th these symptoms coiitinued, and the Salicylate 
\vas diseontiiiued. On the 1 0th the giddiness was gone, and she could hear 
the watch at a distance ol six inches from eac h ear, and c/oiild hear it, 
although faintly, in contact with the zygoma or mastoid process, but not 
when in contact with tin jiarieta] eminence. Oe the 2M the Salicylate 
was resumed, and eighteen hours after its resumption deafness and giddi- 
n(?ss had returned, winch again ceased a day or two after diseontinuanee of 
the drug. When the jmtient was convalescent, a careful examination of 
the slate of hearing revealed very little abnormality, the only dillereiico 
being that the wateh in contact w’ith the skull was not (piite so distinct on 
the right side as <)n the Iclt. In another ease 1 have seen similar symptoms 
of deafness and definite vertigo produced hy Halieylic aeid,^ — Vomiting; 
niKHinsciousness, with at times w'ild delirium, from which she recovei’ed with 
loud (;ries ; great heal; dyspntca ; difhmilt hearing (after two hours); 
])ulse 120 (the previous day it had been 02). The most remarkable symp- 
tom was the respiration ; it W'as somewhat slower than it had been before, 
being now 28, while the day jirevious it was 32; respiration was so noisy, 
that it could be heard in the street; wlien the dyspuaai was most violent . 
she had to be supported in a half sitting posture, gasped for air; nspira- 
tion was exceedingly forcible; there were no ohjeetive signs of dy^j^mea, 
like retraction of the chest, of the clavicular fossm, or of the hyjxx'hondria ; 
the respiration continiu'd so difficult that it was surprising that a j)alient 
so weak could breathe with such force. Dianhma ; great thirst; difficult 
hearing (second day) ; no sweat (first and second days)/’. — C. K., a house 
J>ainter, aged forty five years, had rheumatic inflammation of the elbow 
and knee-joints. The pulse w^as intermittent throughout the course of the 
ease, raising the suspicion of a fatty heart, which was further indicated hy 
the pasty appearance of the patient, and hy his a(;knowledged addiction 
to alcoholic liquors. During the first ten days, iSalic^ylate of soda was 
given in hourly doses of 7.7 grains (0.5 gram) without any effect. There- 
upon the dose was increased to 00 grains (4 grains), with the following 
result. 8oon alter this first dose wus given, there came on iuten.«e tingling 
and itching of the skin. The left side of the face, the lower extremities, 
and the right side of the chest were diffusely reddened, while both eyelids, 
the upper lip, and a great part of the legs were sligbtly (edematous. The 
pulse stood at 90, temperature at 301.8^ F., and tlie urine was slightly 
albuminous. At the same time all pain in the affected joints had vanished, 
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and they could be moved freely about. By the next morning the redness 
had disappeared, and the pulse and temperature had fallen respectively to 
80 and 100*^ F. In order to ascertain how far these symptoms were the 
result of the treatment, it was determined to repeat the dose at the next 
opportunity. The patient continued free from pain for the next three 
days, but on the fourth day the articular pains returned with such severity 
that the patient himself begged for ‘Hhe large powder.’’ 60 grains were 
given ; after fifteen minutes severe burning pain in the frontal integument 
superveix'd, and five minutes later strong itching on the back of the/rigbt 
hand. In half an hour a marked eruption of urticaria was established 
over the greater part of the body, especially the legs and abdomen, with 
some mdematous swelling of the arms, eyelids, etc. This disturbance mod- 
erated in the course of two or three hours, and had completely subsided 
the next day. Subsequently, several smaller doses were administered with- 
out producing any of the above effects, and the patient recovered. After 
his recovery the patient consented once more to take the larger dose, and 
the result was precisely the same as before,®. — Became very deaf, bad ring-

NITRI DULCIS SPIRITUS. * 

AvihorltieH. 9 , T. W. Hill, Lancet, 1878 (2), p. 766, a child, aged 
nearly three years, swallowed about 6 or 4 ounces; 10 , H. C. Lawrence, 
ibid., 1879 (1), p. 9, a lad, aged eighteen years, look almost daily, for three 
weeks, an ounce. 

Delirious aud incoherent in his manner, drow’sy as if he had been taking 
alcohol. When he was roused he could answer questions, complained of 
headache, and said he found it difficult to walk straight of late. He could 
see clearly’, the irides being somewhat dilated, acting feebly. Skin and 
tongue dry, breath smelling strongly of ether. Pulse GO, small and hard. 
Constipation w’ell marked. Urine had not passed since early morning, and 
had been scanty of late. Bladder empty on pressure above pubes, — Iii 
a comple state of collapse, cold and almost pulseless, insensible, both pupils 
fixed and widely dilated, breatliing hardly perceptible. Later, vomiting 
and purging set in, with stertorous breathing, and death occurred in twelve 
hours,®. 

NITRO-MURIATIC ACID. 

Authority. 5, H. Scott, M.D., Amer. Med. Recorder, vol. i, 1818, p. 84 ; 
the acid used was formed by mixing three parts of the Nitrous acid with 
one of Muriatic acid. 

Bombay, April 27th, 1798. I bathed in a bath which was merely acid- 
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ulous. It covered the whole body below the head. I staid in half an 
hour, and it was nearly of the temperature of the body. 

April 28th. Bathed again, keeping the bath at the same temperature or 
making it rather higher, and of tne same strength in regard to acid. I 
staid in it half an hour. I still feel no material effects from the bath. 
Pulse after bathing 76. The only apparent action of the acid is on such 
animal matters as arc unprotected by life, with which it forms an acid 


soap. ^ ^ 

29th. Bathed again, and continued as before, for half an hour in the 
bath. To day the hath was hardly as hot as the body. About half an 
•hour after baihing yesterday, I became sensible of an odd sensation about 
my gums, my jaws, and my teeth. 

8()ih. Bathed again, and staid half an liour in the bath. It was rather 
warmer than" my body. Since yesterday I have been sensible of some un- 
easiness in my throat on swallowing. I feel a disposition to salivation at 
times, but I arn otherwise well. My gums, both above and below, are 
somewhat reddened. I was for some time disposed to ascribe these effects 
to imagination, but they have continued all this day, and leave me no 
doubt of their reality. I am in good health. 

May 1st. Since yesterday I have felt some pain in my throat, especially 
on swallowing. This pain seems to follow the course of the (es()|>hagu8. 
During the whole of this forenoon, I had a sense of bnrnhig over the roof 
of my^mouth and down the gullet. This sensation is like what arises from 
having chewed an acrid vegetable substance; and is so unpleasant, that 
unless it leaves me by to morrow, I shall bathe jio more, lo-day I balhcd 
as usual, staying in the bath for Iralf an hour. It has been to-day, and is, 
in general, so acid as to make my skin smart a good deal iu many places.

This is 
attended by a considerable discharge of saliva, with an increase of the 
feeling of lowness or depression. These effects resemble those of Mercury, 
but they are not the same. The excoriation from the Nitro-muriatic acid’ 
never reaches deeper than the cuticle; it never gives rise to fetid ulcera- 
tions of any kind, nor docs it produce the least offensive smell of the breath 
nor in the mouth. The effects of it in this way are surprisingly fugitive. 
At onti hour tlie discliarge of saliva maybe excessive; the next it will 
stop, and perhaps suddenly come on again. The excoriations in the mouth 
generally go away in a day or two if the remedy be discontinued, and ap- 
pear no more. AV^hile the mouth in this way is affected by the acid, tlie- 
teeth pfti'take of uneasiness ; but I never saw this in a considerable degree, 
nor have 1 known any injury done to the teeth or their sockets. These 
last-mentioned elfeets are seldom met with to the extent tliat I have de- 
s(;rib(Ml, and need not be excited unless some peculiar circumstances require 
an unusual power, such as the symptoms of syphilis. I have lately added 
more and more of the Muriatic acid in proportion to the Nitric, and the 
cliccts have proportionately increased. 1 now make use of equal parts of 
the acids. It sometimes very suddenly increases the secretion of bile, and 
this edeet may be kept up for a length of time. It increases tlie perspira- 
tion, and often to a great extent. Whether the acid be applied to the 
inner surface of the stomach, or to the external surface of the body, the 
effect is the same in kind, though not in degree, ^

— Paroxysms from time to time; the patient stretched out her 
arms, clenched her lists, and threw her head back, whilst at tlie same time 
the jaws were firmly closed, the countenance much distorted by the con- 
traction of the muscles, aud strongly expressive of agony, — Bathed in 
perspiration,^’.

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perienced no symptoms except a confusion in the head. After six hours 10 
drops more were taken, and dizziness, worse on stooping or on moving about, 
came pn, followed by a dull, pressive, fronto-occipital headache. This 
headache passed off during the night’s rest. The urine, etc., were unaffected. 
Olfaction of this tincture produced on me a most intense headache of a 
similar nature. I next tried the effect of olfaction on such of my friends 
as were willing. On almost all occasions the following sensations were 
produced, immediately after a few brief “sniffs,” indeed, in two sensitives 
one sniff was sufficient; An intense aching, with pressure at the inner 
angle of the orbit, right or left, generally the latter, but never in both sim- 
ultaneously, extending through the brain and across the scalp to the base 
of the occiput. This headache lasted for half an hour to seven hours, was 
aggravated by light, noise and moving, and relieved by closing the eyes 
and by perfect quiet.

Rolling its eyes up occasionally (after fifteen minutes), — Pupils slightly 
contracted^ (after fifteen minutes), ‘'I — Breath smelt very strongly of the 
oil (after fifteen minutes), — A kind of spasmodic cough (after fifteen 
minutes),^l— Very hard convulsion (soon), — The urine had been highly 
albuminous, and contained ‘‘hyalin and granular cylinders.” At the 
necropsy, the body was extremely cedematous, and the epidermis in places 
was raised in little blebs ; dissection showed dropsy of the cavities and 
(Bderna of the lungs, but no lesion of any organ to account for the dropsy, 
the kidneys being perfectly normal in all respects. “ The most scrupulous 
histological investigation failed to find a trace of interstitial growth, pro- 
liferation of nuclei, amyloid degeneration, or more than traces of fatty 
degeneration of the epithelium.” On inquiry, it turned out that this man 
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had dated the commencement of his illness from an extensive inunction of 
his body with Petroleum, which about four months bel'ore his fleatli, he had 
employed as a means of lelieving himself from scabies. He used the 
Petroleum for four days, and ,a week elapsed before he noticed swelling of 
the feet, which, rapidly increasing, spread over the abdomen and thorax; 
in the course of a fortnight it disappeared, but returned after eight days, 
and persisted up till his death. While in hospital, the radial pulse was 
noted to be small, empty, and of low tension ; the blood-corpuscles were 
few, but their relative proportions were nennal. Temperature was normal. 
Histological examination of the skin showed localized areas of inflamma- 
tion ; along the veins and lymphatics a small-(!elloii growth existed, and in 
all the layers of the cutis there was a widely distributed nuclear prolifera-

After sleeping three hours lie awoke feeling tolerably well ; was about 
the village during the day, and only saflered fnun .«>igbt colic I was 
suninioned twenty-four hours after be had taken the poison and found him 
jiale, anxious ; pulse 58, feeble; tempe-.iture 1)7° F. ; abdomen tense and 
retracted, lie bad vonnled three pints of fluid matter containing blood 
and shreds of mucus; ejection black from change of Acetate to lead .sul- 
phide; six hours after vomiting, iiersistcnt, copious, without straining; 
prostration extreme ; hands and feet numb ; calves of legs cramped ; pulse 
50 , no dejection , no urine voided since taking the Lead ; abdomen hard 
and nodulated ; colic pains constant, particularly severe and burning at 
pit of stomach; general tremor of body ; uiiabie to stand on aecouiu of 
vertigo; urgent thirst; delirious. Four hours after (after OJ. ricini, 01. 
tiglii, etc.) bowels had moved freely, dejected matter similar to that vom- 
ited, plus small quantity of si^ybala. Four hours later had pas.sed 4 
ounces of highly-colored urine; blue line distinct along edge of gums ;

nine years, is a ruddy, iiealthy-lookint^ woman, and, excepting the paraly- 
sis of her left arm, considers herself w'ell. The smallness and flatness of 
the left shoulder as compared with the right are very striking; the acromion 
projects forwards, and between it and the head of the humerus there is a 
I'urrow in which the index finger can be laid ; the entire lel't iipp(;r arm 
is thinner than the right, especially on the flexor aspect; tlie forearm is 
overextended on the humerus and cannot be flexed by any effort of the 
patient. If you tell her to bend her left arm, she swings the whole iimh 
upwards over her shoulder, and then the forearm falls ot its own weight on 
the humerus. The arm bent by this means can be actively extended. Jf 
we ])artially bend the forearm upon the upper arm, and then ask the pa- 
tient to continue the movement, by a great exertion she is able to do so, 
but tins is effected by the flexor carpi uliiaris and flexor digitorinii pro- 
fundis, which can be seen and felt to contract. 8u[)iiuit ion of the left lure- 
arni is not possible; if the arm be passively supimited pronation is readily 
effected.* The movements of the left hand and fingers are in every respect 
free; the hand is a little curved and the skin bluish red, but no (edema or 
eruption is present ; there is no atrophy of the interosseous or thenar mi|s- 
cles ; the arm can be raised from the shoulder in spite of the visilnc 
atrophy, and the clavicular fibres of the deltoid can be seen to contract; ad- 
duction, internal and external rotation, and drawing of the arm are all well 
performed, although the last is not quite so perfect as on the right side ; 
the right arm is quite normal, except a distinct atrophy of the ulnar side 
of the extensor aspect of the forearm, which is associated with inability 
to completely extend the fingers, the basal phalanges of the thumb and 
index finger being alone perfectly extended, the remainder persisting in a 
state of half flexion in spite of the strongest voluntary efforts, tbe middle 
and ungual phalanges of the same fingers being, however, as perfectly 
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flexed and extended as in health. She feels a certain subjective seme of 
weight in the left arm. Electrical examination gives the folh)wing : In 
the right arm the muscles all react well to direct and indirect stimulation, 
except the extensor communis digitorum, which does not extend the three 
fingers above mentioned ; the extensor carpi radialis reacts more feebly than 
normal, although its contour is prominent. In the left arm the deltoid 
reacts only near its origin from the clavicle ; the biceps and both supinators 
are absolutely without reaction ; it is questionable whether or not some in- 
tact filires of tlie long supinator exist in the upper arm where it is covered 
with fat. All the other muscles of the arm, forearm, and hand react to 
both direct and indirect stimulation. Placing the electrode at the point 
mentioned by Erb, as that from which it is possible to stimulate both the 
biceps ami long supinator together (at the exit of the fifth and sixth cervi- 
cal nerves between the sealeni), gives a marked reaction of the muscles in 
question on the right side, but remains without efiect even, with much 
stronger currents on the left. With the anode of the constant current on 
the neck, and the cathode on the right deltoid, a feeble contraction occurs 
with twenty-two cells, w'liile on tlie left side thirty cells produce only a 
quick twitching of the clavicular fibres, the bulk of the rnns(‘les remaining 
uriexeited ; with thirty-tlirce cells the remainder of the left deltoid reacts. 
Tlie left hiet'ps does not contract, the right contracts with thirteen cells. 
By stimulating the right radial nerve with twenty cells, there is short quick 
movement in the index finger and thumb. Tlie muscular fibres of the ex- 
tensor eominunis, iVoni the three outer fingers of the right hand, do not 
react to direct or indirect stimulation. All the muscles of the left arm, 
innervated by the radial nerve, contract with twenty cells, except the supi- 
nators. We have in the case before ns j)aralysis and atrophy of the del- 
toid, the biceps, and braehialis anticus, as well as of both supinators on the 
Irji side, and a part of the fibres of the extensor communis digitorum of 
the fight side,'‘^’. — After several attacks of colic one night, without any 
afitH'tion of the seiisorium, jiaralysis of both hands and fiiigers supervened ; 
the t<hoidders and the npper anus rcinai ned freidy namthlc ; extension ol* the 
forearm on both sides was free; equally fi^ixion of the forearm on the upper 
arm ; tlie first interosseous space wars not only sunken, but there was de- 
eid('d atropliy of the ball of the thumb, and on both sides tlio interosseous 
spaces were sunken, and the interosseous muscles were atro[)hied and in- 
caimble of fnmjtioii, so that the lateral movements of the fingers and the 
(‘Xtension of the middle and ungual })halanges were not possible; the hy- 
pothenar eminences were also diminished in both hands ; there was also 
jiaralysis of the inuscdes supplied by the radial nerves on both sides, and 
of some of those supplied by the median and ulnar nerves. Bu*t these 
nndonhtcdly interesting phenomena pass into the background when we 
consider the result of electrical exploration. With the induced enrrent 
of the muscles supplied by the radial nerve on the left (the less affected) 
side, only the extensor carpi ulnaris ai\d supinator longus react, but very 
feebly ; all the other museles remain miafieeted, and these by direct and 
indirect stimulation. On the otlier hand, the museles supplied by the 
ulnar and median nerves on the left side contract very forcibly to both 
direct and indirect stimulation, hut the adductiou of the interosseous aud 
thenar muscles ,was very feeble, or almost 7dL The same, only more 
marked in failure of reaction to the induced current, is the case on the 
right side; even with the strongest currents the supinator longus, a muscle 
which usually remains intact in lead-poisoning, scarcely displays its con- 
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tour, and in the feeblest outline the tendons of the extensor carpi radialis 
longus et brevis display themselves, but without prc duciiig any corre- 
sponding movements. It is remarkable that wALHcle^^ which have ihclr func- 
tions quite unimpaired, and are us-d at will by the patient, and of the action 
of which he has never complained, should react cither not at all, or only hi the 
smallest degree to the strongest induced currents. This is the case tbr both 
the deltoids (except the clavicular portion), for the biceps and braoliiaJis 
internus. With the constant current the deltoid, biceps, supinator longus, 
and the extensors of the hands and fingers of both sides, with strong cur- 
rents (thirty to forty olerner.ts). give oaly fibrilhr twitch ings; in fact we 
have in the paralyzed, as well as the unparalyzed mu: 'dcs,the most marked 
degenerative reaction,

The unpleasant nervous symptoms, such as tinnitus aurium, detifness, 
delirium, and mania, which sometimes supervene during its employment, 
usually disappear spontaneously, and are not dangerous, h — First, he was 
taken with confusion of the head, a reeling sensation like vertigo. The 
[)atient expressed it as a sensation one might experience on rising suddenly 
after lying a long time. This soon became associated with acoustic symp- 
toms. Tlie patient thought he heard music ; the sensation repeatedly woke 
liim from slecf). Boon he compared th(‘se illusions to a swarm of bees or 
the buzzing of flies. At this time he broke into a copious i)erspi ration, 
with red urine depositing a copious sediment. After three or four days, 
he complained of violent constant pressure in the abdomen, with a feeling 
of incarcerated flatus. The seat of this distressing pressure at one time 
was at the side of the navel, in the hypochondrium, at another rather 
lower down, in the lower abdomen. Associated with it was constipation, 
for several days. After taking the remedy he had no natural stool. Not 
the least im])ortant was a firmly seated pressure at the side of the sternum, 
as large as the hand, witli a feeling as if the bone were sore. Another 
vsymptom was a bitter bilious taste, which he could not get rid of7. — Buzz- 
ing sensation in the interior of brain, as if blood were forced violently 
through a contracted vessel,’. — Blight burning in throat, as from pepper, 
after each dose,’. — It has a slight tendency to produce constipation,*^. — [ 40 .] 
It is readily found in the urine after iG administration in rheumatic fever,**. 
— From doses of 5 grains of the crude drug he got no marked symptoms ; 
hut from doses of the 3d decimal attenuation he ex[)erienced soreness and 
{lain in right deltoid and right gastrocnemius, changing on the next day to 
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the left wrist and ibrearm. There was some soreness to touch, and great 
soreness on moving the limb. No heat. The siicreeding day the same 
pain upon the })ahnar surface of the left forefinger ; when the pain appeared

In each expei’iuieiit he injecteit 0.1 gram of Bap(,.jln into the inner side 
of his left thigh. The iminedhite h-enl effect was development of a cuta- 
neous inflammation resembling crysipida.'^, hut much more painfal. This 
inflammation inereased in violence for iwontv-lbur hours, remained sta- 
tionary for the same length of time, and then diminishcMi rapidly. The 
general symptoms produced by this violent local irritation were the samci 
as would he excited by any very painful injection. The s|)ecific local 
effects of the Saponin, aiuesthesia of the point of injection to other irri- 
tants, set in about fifteen minute's after the injc'etion, and persisted less than 
fiftc'cui minute's. Tiie area of th<* amc'sthc'sia was identic'al with that of the 
])alenes 8 caused by the injected solution, h c., it extended as far as the 
Haponin solution spread in the subcutaneous tissue, and bathed directly 
the ends of the nerves. Of the specilie general effects of the jhtjg the 
most important was undoubtedly its action on the temperature. 1 his rose 
steadily for three hours, and then fell gradually to the normal point, winch 
it ivaciied within twenty-four hours. For the next two days there was 
some fever, but on tin' fifth clay the tcmperalure was far below thc^ norma 
point, reaching the collapse point of 93/'. Tlu'^ judse also was somewhat 
elevated the first thre-e days, and fell on the filth day to 65 per minute.

Indescribable feeling at the stomacdi, followed by partial loss of con- 
sciousness. Weak feeling at the stomach, as if cverythitjg were gone. 
Weakness from the lea.st exertion, vomiting of sour-smelling mucus. Sour 
stomach. The first food taken, which was rice-water, had no taste, and 
felt like apple-cores in the stomach. Stomach smarted and felt ragged, as 
if full of sores. Vomiting of mucus at night. Anxiety about the ])it of 
the stomach. Anxiety about the pit of the stomach, with difficulty of 
breathing. A sensation of weakness so great that she could not describe 
it. Nausea. Bilious vomiting after the least motion, 

Abdomen, — Abdomen bloated, but not hard. Rumbling in the ab- 
domen. Feeling in the abdomen, as if living animals were moving in it. 
Emission of large quantities of flatus,'^*^ 

Chest, — A feeling of great faintness, as if there w'ere no air, or, as if

the air did her no good. Difheiilt breathing. Sensation as if something 
were turning about in the chest.

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1 found him in terrible tetanic convulsions. His legs and arms were ex- 
tended, hands clenched, feet and toes incurvated, and his body was rigidly 
arched backward, and resting on his heels and back of his head. In 
short, all his muscles seemed to be in a state of rigidity. There were also 
the rii<m and a general cyanoscd appearance of the skin. 

During the [)aroxysm the pulse was too frequent to be counted, and his 
pupils were slightly dilated. It was impossible on account of trismus 
and the violence of the general spasms, to administer an emetic by the 
mouth or to use the stomach-pump. The next morning I found him well, 
but still feeling some muscular soreness and fatigue, and fully resolved to 
let Strychnia alone in the future. He said no one could imagine the fear- 
ful agony it had caused him, and that he would rather be burnt to death 
than again sutler the pangs that he had endured from this horrible poison. 
He told me also that after taking the Strychnia he locked the door of his 
room, and lay down on his bed to die, as he supposed, in a rapid and easy 
manner. When the spasms commenced they soon put him in such fearful 
agony that he screamed for help,‘®l — Continuous and persistent spasm from 
head to foot, with an alarming and distressing oj)isthotonos, rendered all 
the more painlld from the fact that she was entirely unconscious of her 
sufferings, while any effort to relieve her by the slightest touch, or causing 
her to swallow, only aggravated her condition, by apparently exciting 
every muscle to increase its tension,*®’*. 


SULFUR.

Within an hour he vomited, throwing the most of it out. Within five 
hours a diarrluea commenced, slight nausea, painful griping and rumbling 
in tile bow^cls. (I ])urpose to give the gastric symptoms only). These 
syrn])toms continued till the morning of the third day, when the diarrha^a 
became jiaiuless, and almost involuntary. The stool was light-colored, 
watery, and lienteric. This condition continued till the middle of the 
seventh day, when the di.scharges of the bowels stopjied, and were followed 
by symptoms in the lungs and head,^^

While medicating the pellets, I was seized with oppression of the chest, 
to such an extent as almost to arrest breathing.

Expan.^ion of the chest was difficult, because of the 
feeling of tightening. With this there was some confusion of mind, as if 
unconsci()Usuess might follow if the dyspnoea continued. Tlic attack lasted 
about ten minutes, and was followed by a general weariness, which passed 
off in a few hours.

Tlie pupils of the eyes were dilaiod, 
and in a faint wddsper she complained of dizziness, of dimness of sight, 
and of confusion of thouglit, also suffered from seveiv pain in abdonmn’ 
constant nausea, and v 'miting,^’^ — Almost the worst case of neuralgia that 
ever came under my observation; the pains were universal and never ab- 
.sent; but during tlie night they were esp3cially intense, so as almost 
wholly to prevent sleep,’''\

N(‘xt day, about 4 A.M., I was t^addenhf awoke by a sudden bui niiig and 
stinging sensation in my eh.eek, and a great soreness and smaiiiiig along 
the e()nrs(‘ of the lyrnphaties down into my neck. 1 found my cheek much 
swollen and red, and there was a patch of redness about, the size of a florin 
that felt as though it were being pieree<t with red-hot needles. The tem- 
})oro-maxillary joint was stiff and painful, and a feeling of soreness ran 
along the gums to the tonsil on that side of my fae(\ After bathing 
for awhihf the affeeted parts, I got into bed again, ieiTmg some- 
what relit'ved, and fell asleep; but about two hours afterwards, I was 
again f<iiddc}ihj roused, this time by a sense of suffoeatiou ami difficulty 
of swallowing, and a renewal of the former distress, with inbaisified se- 
vej’ity. .Feeling alarmed, I obtained some liot water, to which 1 added 
a few drops of tincture of Ledum, and fomented the wliohi of the afl'eeted 
region until the severity of the sym[)toms abated. During the remiiiuder 
of that day, and for four days afterwards, the attacks eontium d to return 
in of more or less severity. 44ie suhmaxilljuy and c(*rvieal 

glands on that side of niy face became increasingly swollen and Uaider till 
the fourth dav, when these conditions began gradually to abate ; hut in 
tlie immediate locality of tlie wound the pains assumed a more*, constant 
character, throbbing, smarting, and burning; still tluae was a maikcd 
periodirity about tlie stinging and lancinating pains expcrieiurd for more 
than a month afterwards, all hough the wound suppurated and disehurgc’d 
freely. Tlie general and constittitional disturbances wtu’c maikcd by slight 
rigors ami fc'brile conditions, felt mostly in the evening, Imt 1 wa.'^ not able 
t(j giv(i much attention to theiii,"^”. — Found her in a slate of terrible anx- 
iety, with eyes and face (jcdeiriatous, and <juite iinai)]e to aitieulatc* or to 
protrude her tongue, but she could open her mouth a little, and 1 could 
see the sting iml)edded in the aiiddle of the middle third of the tongue; I 
at once extracted it. Tongue itself, with its root, and tlu' whoh? floor of 
tlie mouth so swelled that the cavity of the mouth was mitindy filled tliere- 
with, and then nothing else could be seen. >8he could not articulate a sin 
gle word. 8be suffered great pain in the tongue, whi(4i she subsequently 
described as burning, throbbing, and aching. Her great anxiety was 
probably not due to the sting, but from fear arising from the evil repute 
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of wasp'Stings in general. To me the point of interest lies in the similar- 
ity of the appearance of the patient's face, mouth, and throat to a severe 
eynancdie. There was great dysphagia, so that slie could not swallow the 
teaspoonful of medicine, but was obliged to swallow it in halves, and that 
with extreme dilfieulty. The surface of the tongue and the lining of the 
cavity of the mouth did not seem specially red, the entire swelling being 
diffuse and deepseatcd,'^^ — Was stung all over by wasps four or five years 
ago, this was followed by abscesses all over the body that caused great 
emaciation ; every now and then gets seizures of prostration, with Enuresis 
somni; heat especially overpowers him. Purulent catarrh of the middle 
ear of both sides,'^'’’.

Head liaiiging down, tcjngue protruding from mouth ; face and eyelids 
much swollen ; there was general (edema of the submucous tissue of the 
mouth and pharynx, with ptyalism, vomiting, and pain at the pit of the 
stomach ; no pain nor swelling of the right hand or arm, but great pain in 
the right axilla. Within a Rw hours the arm and forearm became enor- 
mously swollen, and the axillary glands inflamed and painful. By the 
next morning the back and inner part of the arm, and the corresponding 
side of the chest were much ecchymosed, as though they had been beaten 
with a stick. The finger was the last to become painful and swell, the 
symptoms travelling downward, — The tongue instantly began to swell, and 
in twenty minutes was greatly swollen, and the vtissels on the under surface 
were gorged with blood; his couuteiiaiK^e was pallid, and forehead bedewed 
with cold })ci‘S[)iratioii ; pulse quick and irregular; a copious discharge of 
saliva from the mouth, img((l with blood ; tongue felt benumbed ; in two 
hours and a lialf the sweilmg of the tongue had increased so much that it 
measured au inch and a halt in thickness, and was altered in shape, so as 
to appear almost sc|uaie; the under surface was nearly black; he was 
unable to articulate, and had great diffieulty in swallowing, the parts be- 
neath the jaw, and tlu; throat on the right, side wei*e much swollen ; one 
hour later the swelling extended to the right side of tlie chest, as low as 
the nip[)le, and it had a ciMckliiig or einj)li 3 ^sematous feel, as if air were 
extravasated in th(^ cellular membrane, — In two hours the arm was con- 
siderably swollen, and although so short a time hud elapsed, his tongue was 
very much furred; pulse 140, and irregular; he felt much oppression at 
§lie pra3Cor(Jia, accompanied with hurried respiration, and great depression 
of nervous energy. The tumefaction was of an (edematous character; red 
lines extended in the lines of the absorbent glands, which were tender and 
slightly enlarged,*^®. — The part immediately put on the appearance of a 
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nettle-sting, and was followed h}- a sensation of creeping up the arm, and 
at the same time the veins became, much distended, feeling as if they 'were 
about to burst; this was atiended with severe pain and, subsequently 
swelling of the whole extremity, which rapidly increased. About five 
minutes after the infliction of the wound, he felt a rumbling of the bowels, 
succeeded by extreme j)ain and excessive vomiting, which was almost in- 
cessant. He became exceedingly weak and faint, and his pulse is said to 
have sunk so low as 38, and was scan-ely perceptible; but from this partial 
state of asphyxia he soon recin’ered.’”. — The thumb immediately began to 
swell, as did also his hand and arm, and it gradually increased in size, ac- 
companied with great pain. This was shortly foll^vved by sickness and 
depression. In three hours his thumb, Imiifl, and arm, as far as the elbow, 
were found considerably swollen. This swelling was of rather a peculiar 
character, being shiny, te.Tise, and elasuf, not pitting on pressure. There 
was no wound observable on the thumb, but a peculiar redness of the arm, 
w'hicli was very diflused ; the deep red line of the absorbents, however, 
could be distinctly traced through the whole lengtli of the arm to the 
axilla, and from thence sepaiated in three distinct lines, which were s[>read 
over the anterior surface ot the thorax; from the elbow to the axilla they 
appeared inflamed, in patches. Tie fingers were very much swollen, and 
unable to be moved. He complained of a full, or bursting sensation in 
his hand ami arm, also of great smarting in his axilla, and on pressiu'e 
being applie<l to the glands in that region, and along the line of the ab- 
sorbents, he ex[)erieneed considerable pain. Tim [)ulse was rather weak 
and sluggish, hut all the other constitutional symploma ha<l subsided,'*”. — 
On tlie next day the foot, leg, and thigh were swollen, the skin red, the 
veins and superficial lymphatics swadlen, bluish-red above the popliteal 
space; the rest ot' the body w^as also mdematous, especially the upper lids 
and tongue, which the patient could scarcely move. Pulse small and rapid ; 
respiration difficult; the patient complained of great prostration, anxiety, 
pressure in the pra'cordial region, ami inclination to vomit. The wound 
hacj assumed an intensely bluish-red color, and there was excessive anxiety 
about the pnecordial region. The patieut had begun to be coiriatose. An 
infusion of Arnica was applied to the limb. The patient was given Ar- 
nica, (Jarnphor, and Sweet .spirits of nitre internally. After three days, 
the symptoms having generally di.^appeared, the patient still complained 
of pain on the tip and under surface of the tongue, and as though hurnt, 
and a.s if there were blisters on it. In fact, the epithelium was denuded, 
especially on the tip of the tongue, and blisters had l)egun to form, hor 
.several days the lymphatic ve.-sels and glands, especially in the popliteal 
region, were hard and painful on moving the limb, for which Iodine w'as 
given internally,”'^. — In two hours the swelling began to extend rapidly 
upwards to .some distance above the knee-joint, the patient suflering grci*t 
pain in the limb, accompanied by nausea, vomiting, headache, and giddi- 
ness,'*l — The foot and entire limb enormously swollen; pulse small, fre- 
quent, and irregular; occasional vomitings and faiutings ; cold sweats, 
wild and woe- begone expression on his countenance,”**.

Gesel. der ^Frzte zu Wien, 1847, p. 107 ; they began with J grain of the 
extract of the fresh herb, and increased to 20^ grains. 

The first doses of from ^ grain to 5 grains caused only frequent eructa- 
tions, diminished appetite, scanty stools, and, somewhat later, a dull head- 
ache, espe(*ially in the frontal region, lasting some hours. Doses of 5J to 
10 grains caiused pressure in abdominal region, distension of the abdomen, 
slight griping about the navel, nausea, white coating of the tongue, dimin- 
ished appetite, dryness and scraping in the throat. In addition, a sensa- 
tion of heaviness in the head, especially in the frontal region, weariness in 
the limbs, iiuireased warmth in the whole body, ill-humor, with a certain 
mental restlessness and disturbed sleep, accelerated pulse and palpitation. 
Larger doses, 20 to 20 grains, aggravated the abdominal symptoms, and, 
in addition, caused pain in the abdomen, great nausea, great evolution of 
gas and rumbling in the bowels, increased and ])rolonged frontal pain, 
restless sleep troubled by dreams, and at times transient stitches in the 
priecordial region. In one person the extract Ljansed no effect, exce{)t 
swelling of the tonsils and scanty stool. In another prover, in addition to 
the preceding, there were the following symptoms: nine hours after 24^ 
grains, violent drawing pain in the hack, seated in the lumbar region, so 
that every movement of the trunk, standing u]), stret(*hing out, stoo})ijig 
or sitting down, were very difficult; the plat^e w^.is also paini'ul to cxtcrnai 
pressure; this pain disappeared after five hours, reappeared in the same 
manner in the abdominal muscles, which became tense' like' a hoarel. This 
disappearenl after a few hours, leaving einly seime tension in the abdonn'ii. 
Freim a deise ejf 2() i grains taken twe) elays later, tiiere set in sticking pains 
in the left hype)ch()nelrium, back, anel heael, and after nine hours tension in 
the lumbar region. In the same person there was vveakne^ss of memory, 
apparently occurring in connection with the above- mentieineel mental rest- 
lessness, which did not allow him to fix his attention for any length of 
time,’®". 


AILANTHUS. 

The following revision of “ Authorities ” 8 to 18 is intended to be ex- 
planatory, Nos. 15 to 17 are new.

drops tincture at 5 r.M., and 5 drops tincture in solution at 8.15 p.m., seven 
days later took 3 drops tincture at 8.80 aud 9.15 a.m. ; 8 , same, J. C. L., 
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aged twenty-one years, took 1 drop every hour till he had taken eivl.t 
doses, and then l>e took a teaspoonful; 9, P. P. Wells, M.I)., Anier Horn 
Rev., vol., VI, p. 268, effects of aroma, and IT.

General malaise, sensation of feebleness, and dimness of vision and naii- 
sea,’'\ — lie found it extremely hitter, causing nausea, sometimes vomit- 
ing. After an hoiir then* was very notable diminution of the pulse, of 
about 10 beats, which persisted for half an hour, after which it rose ami 
became more frequent than normal, — After a juarter of an hour there 
was nausea, accompanied by anguish, similar to that caused by Ipecac. 
Sensation of tightness in the temples. All these symptoms increased after 
half an hour to vomiting; the pulse had im.*r(‘ase(l from (>8 to 7(>, tempera- 
ture from 37.2^ to 37. -D. After this he experienced a peeailiar sensation 
of (‘inptiness in the stomach, ihilse 80. Tem[)eratnre 37.7*^. This was 
followed by a fall of the pulse t(» 04, and a sensation of coldness over the 
whole bofly. After a few hours there was colic, followed by a soft stool. 

There was no nau- 
sea ; al'ler three-quarters of an hour, pulse 70, and a sensation of coldness;

Olm'rvation 1. — Being in a good state of health, my pulse beating 64 
per minute, I took at 8 a. m., before breakfast, 5 milligrams of Jartar 
emetic in water. This dose was repeated ft)r live days without perceptible 
efiect. The sixth dav J I'elt nothing until 4 p.m. I he ics[)iiati()ii then 
appeared to me a little less free. Feeling no further dfecls, and my aj)pc- 
tite continuing good, I took on going to bed about 1) o clock, a dose ol 1 
centigram. The night was pass('d in a restless manner, and the sleep in- 
terrupted by a fatiguing heal ; 1 felt necessitated to drink several times, 
the respiration was slightly impeded; on rising, general uneasiness, weari- 
ness, similar to what follows a febrile lit, the month clammy. J took at 8 
o’clock in the morning, 1 centigram. No appetite; a’ simple soup lor 
breakfast witliout relish. All the day I was in the same state. A jou ») 
r.M., greater uneasiness, especially aliout the epigastric region , nausea ^ 
<lesire to vomit, but w’ithout result; respiration more impeded , sioit ( ry 
cough, pretty frequent ; great thirst ; heat in the head ; white tongue , ( nn s 
appear always too sweet; clammy mouth; two loose evacuations ( unng 
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the day ; palpitation of the heart ; bruised feeling and general weariness, 
compelling me to go to bed at 8 o^elock. The ear applied to the cheat 
gave evidence of nothing abnormal, except that the respiration appeared 
much too rough. At 9 o'clock 1 took another dose of 5 milligrams. 
Agitated sleep, <^cult respiration, feeling of pressure on the chest during 
sleep. At 5 a.mT; I was awakened by a violent rigor, it lasted twenty 
minutes, and was followed by heat; the pulse, which had been little affected 
during the two previous days, increased to 78, was full and strong; skin 
hot; face red ; t^iirst urgent ; heat in the head; pretty strong palpitation 
of the heart; slight burning at the stomach; fulness and inclination to 
vomit; respiration very much impeded; feeling of pressure and constric- 
tion of the chest ; cough frecjueut, and a little rnoister; on auscultation, 
the respiration appeared rougher than the previous evening, and deep in- 
spiration was acc()mj)anied by slight pain under the left nipple. Night 
very agitated ; nightmare; disagreeable dreams. 1 felt much the same in 
the morning as 1 had the previous day, but deemed it advisable not to 
carry tlie experiment further. During the sul)se<|uent days, the following 
symptoms occurred. Tlic tenth day no stool ; towards evening, pulse 72 ; 
respiration somewhat less diHicult; cough the same; hardly any pain in 
the side; great thirst ; a good deal of uneasiness; no inclination to vomit; 
night, a little less restless. The eleventh day, a little less roughness of 
respiration on auscultation ; cessation of the pain ; pulse nearly norujal ; 
skin still hot; thirst less; uneasiness diminished; appetite in part returned; 
respiration still obstructed; cough a little less; the night more tranquil. 
Twelfth day, appetite; breathing nearly free; the. cough continues; still a 
little uneasiness ; scarcely any thirst; tranquil night. The symptoms con- 
tinued to diminish the subsccpient days, so that by the eighteenth there 
remained no trace of indisposition, except slight cough, ^vhi(‘h persisted 
some time longer. Not being sufiiciently edified by this single experiment, 
three months subsequently, I commen(;ed another. 

Ohf^ervatiov 2. — During eight days, 1 took each morning, 5 milligrams 
of Tartar emetic, without feeling anything. The ninth day, at 8 r.M., I 
took another dose of 1 centigram ; night somewhat disturbovl ; the respi- 
ration appeared somewhat less free, hut that was not very distinct. The 
tenth day, on rising, a little weariness ; I again took 1 centigram. During 
the day I had some uneasiness; mouth (dammy ; little appetite; breathing 
impeded. About 10 r.M., I took another dose of 5 inilligrams ; sleep very 
disturbed, and towards morning uneasiness, especially at the epigastrium ; 
some nausea; loss of appetite ; respiration impeded; a watery stool at 
night; great fatigue; urgent thirst. From the morning of the eighth 
day the cough appeared, and went on increasing ; it is shfirt, frequent, and 
painful ; auscultation gave no results. At 9 a.m., 1 centigram was taken. 
In the course of the day, rigor, which lasted half an hour, witli burning 
in the head and beating of the heart; thirst; inclination to vomit; pulse 
80, stfong; skin hot; cough dry and painful; considerable difficulty of 
respiration; sensation of weight on the chest ; auscultation shows rough 
respiratory sounds; general bruised feeling. This state continued all day 
and night, which was very much disturbed by strange and fatiguing dreams. 
There were two watery stools during the twenty-four hours. The following 
days the symptoms declined, but more slowly than the first time, so that 
by the twenty-fifth day I had not entirely recovered my health,

BELLADONNA. 

Authority. 286 , l>rs. Flechner, Frank(‘l, and Schneller, Zeit. der k. k. 
Gesel. der A^b’zte zu Wien, 1847, j). 97, a proving beginning with 2 drops 
of the tincture, and increasing irregularly lo 130 drops. 

A dose ol‘ 2 lo 30 drops, cs}K-cially the latter, caused slight dryness of the 
mouth and nose, ffeipid ^aste, yellowish I'ur on the tongue, diminished^ 
appetite, dulness in the i'rontal region, roaring in the ears, weakness oi 
vision, with normal, rattier contracted pupils; in one person, in addition, 
pain in the small of die hack ; in another person stitclies in tlie region of 
the shoulder, and in the left side in the region of the lalse ribs. From 35 
to GO drops the above mentioned symptoms in the moulb and fauces in- 
creased to a distressing degree. There was burning in the hard palate and 
throat, with great redness of these parts, the voice became hoarse, the in- 
testines distended by gas and painful. The bead beeaine dull, there vveie 
vertigo, sleepiness, and frequent yawning, restless sleep. In two provers 
there were also transient stitches in the region of the heart, tearing pain 
in the head, in the region of the shoulders, and in the feet. Ihese symp- 
toms continued in a less degree, even on the following day when nothing 
was taken. After doses of 65 to 130 drops, the above-mentioned symp- 
toms increased, with the exception of transient i>ains; the eyes becariio 
especially affected, there was foggy vision with vertigo, tiie eyes seem eel 
covered witli a veil, reading was very difficult the conjunctiva was injected, 
the pupil, in one case, from 110 .irop., dilate.!. La.ily .t vva. notice, tiia 
the uriiiarv organs became afleeteil, so that micturition was accomi.lishcl 
“to groat stra'ininK and difficulty. On the .^ame .lay m which ...le j.rov 
took no drops, tin experiment was made willi an external applicalioii to 
t?c.idii..c(!iva; a few drops were n.hh.d into the upper lid, and some 
trickled' into the inner caulhus.

testinal canal. This affection consisted essentially of dryness of the parts, 
for example, dryness of the whitely coated tongue, pasty taste, diminished 
appetite, desire for liquids without thirst, scraping in the throat, difficulty 
of swallowing, hoarseness, difficult speech, sneezing, nausea, inclination to 
vomit, pressure in the stomach, diminished stools, increased gas in the in- 
testines. As objective symptoms, there were dark redness and swelling of 
the mucous membrane as far as could be seen. A second sphere of action 
of Belladonna seemed to be the brain. The symptoms consisted of vertigo, 
pressing and aching j)ain in the head, reeling and slight stupefaction, 
sleepiness; the sleep, however, was restless and disturbed by vivid dreams. 
There were general prostration, general ill-humor, and disincliiuition to 
mental work. Dulness and confusion of the head lasted a long time. Of 
the two extracts, the alcoholic and the a{pieous acted in a greater degree 
upon the brain than the extract of the Austrian Pharmacopceia ; with the 
former it was especially noticed that with the increase of the symptoms of 
the mouth .and fauces the head symptoms diminished. There was noticed 
an antagonism between the two preparations. The disturbance of vision 
began with a slight degree of ’weakness and fogginess, sensitiveness to light, 
and progressed to illusions of vision, flickering and visions of colors, a 
feeling of pressure in the eyehail, increasing to a high degree of weakness 
of vision, with injection of the conjunctiva, increased lachryrnation and 
dilated pupils. From tbe external application of the above mentioned, 
the symptoms were more pronounced ; tbe pupils were extremely dilated, 
the iris less sensitive, and the eye turned upward and outward. Especially 
interesting w'as the action of Belladonna upon the urinary organs. With- 
out calling particidar attention to the Docturiial erections, produced by 
th^ smaller doses, there was noticed relaxation of the urinary organs in 
such a way, that there was frequent desire to urinate, with inability to pass 
urine except by great j)ressurc, and then only guttatim. The action of 
Belladonna on the skin was increased warmth, amounting even to glowing 
heat of the face, turgor, and a very deep-red color, even a cherry red. In 
one person, 4i grains of the Austrian extract caused red circumscribed 
spots oil the face. In the vascular system in general there was a feeling 
of chilliness, coldness of the extremities, alternating with heat and in- 
creased transpiration, accelerated pulse, and palpitation,'^^®. 


C A LC A REA M IJRI A TIC A . 

Calcium chloride. 

Authority. August Wimrner, M.D., “The Salt-waters of Kreuzuach,” 
translated by the author, Kreuznach, 1878. 

1 made these experiments first in October, 1876, in a period of three 
weeks. In the first seven days, I determined the quantity of the oxida- 
tion of my body ; I determined, therefore, daily the weight of my body, 
farther the weight of the solids and fluids which I partook of, and the 
weight of elimination of the urine, of the dejecture, and by the skin and 
the lungs ; the latter, by comparative calculation of the excretion of urine 
and of dejecture with that of the body. 

Twice a day, in the morning at 8 o’clock and in the evening at 6 o’clock, 
the quantity and quality, the reaction and specific weight of the urine were 
determined and analyzed, after the well-known methods of “ Titrirung,” of 
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Neiibaiicr and Vogel, into the constituents of urea, uric acid, sulphuric' 
ac|(I, pliosphoric acid, and chlorine, with the utmost carefulness, and with 
the observance of all ()re(*aiUioniary meastires. 

Tli^e temperature, the state of the barometer, the direction of the wind, 
weather, the state of the lieidth, and the functions of the skin, were at the 
same time caiefully observed. 

In the period of seven da\s following that of the preliminary examina- 
tion, I took daily 0,5 gram, and in the ^even days following the second 
period 1 gram (.alcinm ehl(>ride, dis "olved in a glass of sj»ring-water, and 
I continued the daily determination of the weight of ;ny body, of the re- 
ception and of the el’miuatiun, as well as the analysis of my urine, and 
observed as much as possible the same relations with regard to the move- 
ments of the body and lo the food as daring the preliminarv examination. 

Only the determination ot solid food was too difficult, and as my mode 
of living for many years has been the same daily with regard to the quan- 
tity of vegetables, bread, sugar, etc., f only weighed my daily portion of 
meat, because ment essentially influences the secretion of urea and uric 
acid. The results of the three weeks’ series of examination were so abun- 
dantly convincing that a second series would not then have been necessary. 
However 1 preferred making a second one of a longer duration, to guard 
against the imputation of a premature judgment. The execution of the 
same was not jiossible until April, 1877. 

I found no reason to deviate from the method followed in the first series 
of examination, and preceded it also by a [ireliminary examination of 
seven days. In the first four days 1 determined the weight of solids and 
fluids; only later, the daily (juantity of the meat and the fluids. I sc])- 
arated the* latter from the fat, and took it })artly raw, chopped, partly 
slightly cooked. ,A change was made of the different kinds of meat, beef, 
pork, and veal. For the first breakfast I took tea and white bread with- 
out butter; for the second, bread and butter; for dinner, meat, soup, veg- 
etables, and raw or cooked meat, with only a few }''Hatoes; in the after- 
noon, a cup of coffee, and in the evening, tea with bread, butter, and meat. 

I give ill the follovving the results of the second four weeks examination, 
made in April, 1877, in calculated average amounts, because the statement: 
of the daily results of examination would take too large a space, aiid the 
average amounts are fully sufficient for judging the inatter. i 

I only add that the results of the second series of examinations are 
fully identical in regard to the essential points with those obUiined by the 
first series of examinations, and that I am fifty-seven yeais of age. 1

The taste of Calciiun (‘liloricle is salt and disaj^reeably hitter. It caused 
IK) huriiiiig, and particularly no disagreable feeling in the stomach and in 
^ the intestines during the whole examination. 

The appetite was not increased, but also not lessened. The tongue 
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showed no change, as also the heart and pulse no difference from their 
normal state. 

Only the feeling of thirst began to increase. in the middle of the III period 
of examination, and it was necessary to allay it by drinking more water 
(75 grams per diem). For the rest the supply of solid food remained the 
same; it produced also no need for more food, but rather an indifference 
for it. 

Calcium chloride has a diuretic effect, as the tables show. In the II 
period (0.5 gram per diem) the secretion of the urine increased daily to 
the amount of 08 grams. This effect began first on the fourth day of the 
II |)(u'i()d, and increased in the following days. In the III period it in- 
creased daily to the amount of 29 grams, and in the IV period, however, 
by daily increased sup[)ly of 75 grams of water, to 60 grams. 

The dcjecture was not changral in regard to the compactness ; in the III 
period the same increased daily to the amount of 6 grams, and in the IV 
pej-iod of 19 grams, in comparison with the 1 ])eriod of the preliminary 
examination. The consistence in the IV period was more pa[)})y. 

The discharge through the skin and by the lungs had, in the IT period, 
hardly changed at all ; in the III it on an average daily diminished to the 
amount of 18 grams; however in the IV period increased daily to 40 
grams. This increase i.s probably to he attributed to the higher tempera- 
ture ill this period ; the activity of the skin was greater during this period 
with regard to the secretion of pers[>iration. 

Notwitlistanding the diuretics effect the Calcium chloride increased also 
the solid parts in the urine. The specific weight of the same increased 
regularly from 1021,5 in the period of the preliminary examination to 
1028.2 in the IV period. 

The quantity of all the solid ingredients of the urine, with the exception 
of the uric acid, was increased. 

The urea gradually increased in the course of the III period, and was 
finally secreted, in the IV period, to an average daily amount of 5.42 
grams more than in the I period of the preliminary examination. 

On tlie contrary, the uric add was regularly less secreted, upon an aver- 
age daily of 1.140 grams in the I, and 0.442 gram in the IV period, there- 
fore less 0.704 gram per diem. 

Sulphuric acid and Chlorine offer.an almost equal progre.s.sive increase ; 
the former in the 


I period, 2.25 grams. 

IV period, 3.U4 “ 

Therefore increase, ..... 1.09 grams. 


The latter in the 


T period, ........ 11.50 grams. 

IV period, ........ 13,82 “ 

Therefore increase, 2.26 grams. 

The phosphoric acid was only a little increased in the II and III periods ; 
however in the IV, on an average daily of 0.79 gram, in comparison with 
the results in the I period of the preliminary exarninatipn. The regular^ 
decrease of the weight of the body corre-sponds with the increased oxida- 
tion. In the I period it remained nearly the same ; in the II period it 
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decreased to 43 grams; in the III period to 76 granjs ; in the IV period 
to 125 grams, on an average daily ; so that, the body had lost during three 
weeks 1700 grams (1.7 kilo.). Also the state of health had changed to- 
wards the middle of the fourth week. A feeling of exhaustion, weakness, 
and disinclination to work began to be . felt. Although a part of these 
feelings may bo attributed to the spring air, the steady decrease of the 
weight of the body and the falling of subcutaneous cellular texture (pa- 
niculus adiposus) were too evident facts, ' 

Although it had been rny intention' to continue the examination for the 
fifth week, these feelings hindered me. 

The process-of oxidation was much increased in the IT period (0.5 gram 
.,Calcium chloride) and iti the III period (1 gram Calcium chloride), and, 
nevertheless, the Jiced of food was not increased ; however the oxidation 
in the IV })eriod increased to such an extent (daily average decrease of the 
weiglit of the body 125 grams) that one might have expected in conse- 
queii<‘e an increased need of food. Instead of this a certain indifference 
for food was fe]t,h

from root, in proportion of om^ of root to eight of spirit. 

September 23d, 1872. Began in evening to take 10 drops, and continued 
same twice a day. • 

September 27th. Dull headache at back of head, commencing about 11 
A.M,, giadually increasing up to bedtime 12 I’.M. Experienced the same 
kind of a headache when suffering from a bilious attack. Bowels relieved 
in the morning; took meals as usual, and meat at supper-time. Head- 
ache very had at times during evening. 

September 28th. Slept well, headache gone, but head light, which feel- 
ing passed off after breakfast; bowels relieved same evening. Stopped 
medicine for two days. 

October 1st. Recommenced medicine, same dose as before. 

October 13th (Sunday). After breakfast, about 10.30 a.m., bowels natu- 
rally relieved, and went out for a walk. Shortly experienced a depressed 
tired feeling, which came on gradually. In half an hour, felt an inclina- 
tion to vomit and faint. Sat on the roadside and drank cold water; rested 
half an hour and became better. Obtained a carriage and drove four 
miles, feeling better, but very cold, so much so, that I walked a mile beside 
the vehicle to get warm and keep up circulation. Reached home at 2.30 
p.M. ; felt dizziness in head; no pain. Urinated frequently; eructations 
constantly. At 5 p.m, attempted to eat a biscuit ; felt faint, giddy, and 
inclined to vomit, so went to bed. Body cold, with frequent chills passing 
«cip the spinal cord ; at same time head and temples hot, and cheeks burn- 
ing like fire. After a time, with rugs on bed. I became very hot and per- 
spired ; pulse quickened, but I was too ill to attempt to count it. These 
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feverish symptoms of heat and cold continued alternately, with nausea, but 
not actual sickness uutil I got some strong coffee to sip, then I vomited 
about the contents of a wineglass, a yellow bile. This was about 5.30 p.m., 
and a lesser quantity was vomited an hour later. Oppression of chest and 
short respiration, but no inconvenience at heart. Lips and throat very 
dry and parched, having to moisten them with tongue every minute or so. 
Head painful, with throbbing and confusion. Sipped coffee as an antidote 
all night. Got little or no sleep, tossing from side to side. Had felt slight 
pain when moving, in the inside of right thigh just below crotch, two days 
before. During night, felt all down back of right thigh to be very sore, 
red, and hard, so much so that I had a difficulty in turning over in bed. 

October 14th (morning). Convalescent but weak. Thigh so sore, swollen,' 
and painful, that I could not bend the leg in w^alking, and walking gave' 
me pain at every step, even with the aid of an umbrella as a walking 
stick. In fact, I was quite lame. Travelled 120 miles by train. Toward 
bedtime chills came on again though sitting close to fire. Chills continued 
in bed, they vseemed to commence in the feet and run up the spinal cord. 
Occasional movement of the feet in bed seemed to bring on the chills. 
Alternating with the chills were fits of perspiration, the same, but less in 
degree than the previous night. Restless and feverish, with bead and face 
In^t ; breath foul ; unable to sleep. Camphor rub. gave relief and sleep. 
Pulse on going to bed weak and thready. Urine dark red, like home- 
brewed beer, and with strong smell. No noticeable deposit after twelve 
hours’ standing. Cramplike pains in centre of palm of right hand when 
gras{)ing anything, lasting many days. Pain, but less in degree, in wrist, 
when moving it. ^^light soreness and swelling of riglit palate, giving pain 
when moving jaws in eating, lasting two days. 

October 15th. Well, except thigh, which, however, is better, but has 
confined me to the house. Diffused red blotches came out on thigh, ele- 
vated and paf)ular, and went away in three days; noticed to-day veins of 
hands, which arc usually full and elevated, seemed thinner and depicjsscd, 
and as I thought shrunken or contracted, so as to be hardly distinguish- 
able. Drank coffee during day, and look .several doses of Camph. rub. 

October 16th. Better night. Thigh not so sore ; could bend leg slightly, 
and walk about house a little; no pain when sitting or lying. When 
standing up to walk, tingling-burning pain. Acouitnui lotion, on lint, with 
oil-silk over swelling, ' and Acouitum lx internally, continuing Coflee, 
enabled me next day to walk out, and all symptoms pa.ssed away. 

Proving No. 2. 

Had been taking the drug in lx dilution for some few days, when the 
following physiological effects were produced. 

September 27th, 1873. Slight pain in left foot, no superficial tenderness; 
no inflammation. Tenderness seemed located in tarsal bones of the foot; 
pain only on movement, or on bearing weight on foot. 

September 28th. In the morning, on waking and moving foot, found 
increased j)ain ; had to keep to hou.se. Took Hepar mlph. 2x twice, which 
seemed to increase pain. Had a very bad night, intermittent pain without 
movement, while foot rested on bed. Restless; kept moving foot about 
the bed. Pain cram pi ike. 

September 29th. Pain nearly all gone, except when attempting to move 
foot in bed ; took two doses of AeoniUim lx dil. About 6 p.m., pain when 
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foot was at rest, so severe for about an hour, that it, brought tears to my 
e^'os ; took coffee, and pain while loot remained at rest soon eeaseil. Con- 
tinued drinking coffee frequentlvto the end, and had no more pain except 
when moving foot or bearing weight on it. Instep slightly red and swollen 
still no outside tenderness. Could not let foot touch the oround the pain 
was so acute, yet by putting the foot down very gradually in .spite of some 
pain, and over a space of one or two minutes, and by degree.s bringing the 
weight of the body upon it, i coul.I stand without pain. Imniediiitelv, 
Tthwevcr, I took the weight off agair, however so gently, the pain came 
back. 

September 30ch. Foot improving, can put. it to the ground, and bear 
.;v\"eight for a littJe time oceasionally. 

I October 1st. Still iniproviii^’, can use fx^i more. A redness caiiu' out 
simultaneous with the imprv)vement ; used coilee us a lotion on ra^ for an 
hour, which sent the redness in and mad(' the foot worse, so I stopped it. 
Slight pain in ri^ht foot before trying coth'e lotion. 

October 2d. Left foot better ; right t’oot has now beeciue affeeted in same 
manner, and now is the worse of the two. 

October 3d. Still improving, b'-t the left foot Mio better of the two. 

October 4th. Improving, able to put on a large }>air of loose boots and 
go into garden. 

October 5th. Condition nearly normal, put on ordinary hoots, and slowly 
took a short walk. Next day quite well. 


CARBONEUM SULFURATUM.

April 15th, 1857. In good health, aged thirty-eiglit years. Vesterday 
I was exj)ose(l in a small room to the vapor of the Sulj)huret of eart)on, 
for half an hour, in tlie evening. To-day, in the alteriioon, pain emn- 
menced suddenly tu the right lower eyelid, as ii* braised, first observed on 
touching the eyelid, and near to the outer angle; after a short IIk? 
same bruised feel in the upper eyelid came on, over the ngion of the lach- 
rymal gland ; the globe of the eye at the upper and inner part has (he 
same bruised feeling; the pains are all aggravated by movement ol* the 
eye or lids, also by pree^^sure; the eyelids of the same eye (‘(‘el as if swollen, 
but are not so ; the conjunctiva of the lower eyelid redder than usual, at 
the outer uiargiii of the lid ; sensation as if a stye would begin. Hum- 
ming noise in left ear. The above feelings were all new to me, never hav- 
ing had anything of the sort before. 

Ibth. The same lower eyelid hot, painful, sore, slightl}^ swelled, ratiier 
red near the outer angle of the eyelid. 

17th. Since yesterday, continued humming in left eai', extending to the 
back of the head ; stye forming on right lower eyelid, hot and painful. 

18th. Loud humming, like wind in the distance ; left ear. Ivower eye- 
lid very red and swollen, more so at the outer edge; punetured the stye 
with a lancet, a small quantity of muco purulent discharge came away. 
When talking, I feel obliged to raise the voice on account of the loudness 
of the noise in the ear. 

^ In the evening and during the night, always a feeling of fulness at back 
of head, with humming noise there; these sensations gone in the rnorniug. 
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Yesterday took Pul. 3d without relief.* 

Drowsy day and night ever since exposed to the vapor of the Sulphuret 
of carbon. 

Yesterday after dinner, and during dinner, feeling of deafness in the 
left ear, as if obstructed by a thick substance. 

19th. Noise continues, worse after food; left ear rather deaf, and feels 
obstructed. Lower eyelid discharges yellow thick pus; this morning not 
so painful. 

Took tincture of Belladonna 1st dil., a few drops yesterday, with sligl^^ 
relief to the noise in the ear; it returned, however, in the evc'uing as bad 
as ever, with oppression at the back of the head. To-day took a few drops 
of tincture of IV^lladonna without the slightest relief. 

20th. Noise in the car not quite so loud. Vertigo this morning felt af 
the back of the head. Severe laryngeal, tra(‘heal, and bronchial cough 
caiiKi on yesterday, continues today, w'ith soreness in the chest ; expectora- 
tion of thick mucus this morning. 

Took Merc, sol., 3(1 trit., gr. ii, and Phos. 3d, three hours afterwards. 

22d. Cough continues, but not so severe; sneezing, running at the nose, 
with profuse discliarge of thick mucus, lachrymation, and headache in the 
forehead aiid back part. Headache worse yesterday, this evening nearly 
gone. Noise in the eav much less, but still continuing slightly. Symp- 
toms of the la.st two days like influenza. 

Took Merc, viv., 2d trit. ; Kali hydr., Istdil., gtt. iv ; He[). sul., 3d trit. ; 
one dose of each at various periods. Ey(‘li(.l about well. 

27lh. No noise in the ear to-d^y, except a little before rising in the 
morning. No dtaifness ; this is the first day since the noise in the ear coni- 
ineuced that 1 have been free from it. Still running at the nose, and 
cough first thing in the morning, getting easier by bedtime; ceasing en 
tireiy when lying; mu(a)us rattle in upper part of' left lung a few inches 
above the nij)})le. The right nostril bled a little yesterday and the day- 
before. 

30th. Ivather loud noise in left ear, like gusts of wind through a funmd 
or hollow tube. Influenza continues; herpetic eruj)tion on the upj)er lif). 

May f>d. Noise in left ear has cojitinued since last date, more intermit-' 
ting, and not so loud. Cough, with expectoration of mucus. Mucous 
rale in the upper part of the left lung on first waking in the- moining. 

Took one dose of tincture of Bell., m. 1st, to day. 

1 2th. Noise in left ear continues, other symptoms about gone. Very low- 
spirited from the first symj)toms till yesterday. 

20th. Noise in left ear, but less severe. 

25th. Noise in the ear about gone. 

28tb. Another stye forming on right under eyelid. Noise in the ear 
heard slightly at times. 

dune 14th. Occasionally noise in the left ear. 

July 5th. N(jisc in left (sar returned yesterday, it has continued at in- 
tervals ever since ; same noise as before. 

The left ear continued affected for some mouths after this time by the 
morbid sound, but less in degree, and it finally ceased alto^ether,^'^

Numbness all over 
the left side. Tlie rawness and soreness of the mouth and tongue soon 
returned after rinsing the moutli with cold WMt(?r. Fingers st'em .-swollen. 
Symptoms seem relieved after breakfast, ^

incnaise of saliva and mucus in the mouth, nansoa, iiuOination to vomit, 
and a constrictive pain in the throat and along the <esoj)liagus, with rum- 
bling or griping in the intestines, and tension cau.sed by tiatulence; the 
stools remained unaffected in two prover.s, but in one became very dry and 
indolent, and in another, alter 80 drops, there wa.s sudden diarrluxai. The 
symptoms from 100 drops and upwards, were pressive pain in the forehead, 
oliscuration of the eyes; in one case, orxpressive ixaiu beneath the ensitorin 
cartilage,

It is, there- 
foi*e, impossible to determine which of his symptoms belong to tlie metal 
and which to the acetate. All his provings therefore are given under the 
metal. Other provers, using, in part certainly, the ac^etate, are mentioned 
in the remainder of the note. 
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EUPHORBIA LATHYRIS.—For scrophulariacea; ” read euphor- 
biacese.’’ 

HIPPOMANES. — Under PTeparatlon” erase “the veterinary.’

lODUM. — Symptom 16, instead of “about the future,” read “with the 
present rather than with the future.” 

LYCOPODIUM. — J'>ase symptom 2048, and see Silicea, symptom 1288 
and note. 

MEZEREUM. — Note: A large number (569) of symptoms included 
in Hahnemann’s schema were taken from Stapf’s provings, Archiv f. Horn., 
4, 2, 119; these were made with tinctures partly of tlie dried bark, but 
mostly of the fresh bark, gathered early in spring (expressed, and the juice 
mixed with an e(iual part of al(U)hol). “ Few of the provei’s took more 
than 8 to 10 drop doses of this tincture,” .... “for a few provers, even 
a few dro})s sidficed.” Stapf’s provers, were Hahnemann, V. Oersdorff, 
Gross, Hartmann, Caspar(% Franz, Hartlaub, Scdidnkc, Riickert, Tenthorn,. 
“ H.,” and “ W.” 


The editor is unable to compile the imponderahllia” in a manner sat- 
isfactory to himself, or useful to the profession. The material on hand for 
such a work will be turned over to Dr. John Butler, who 1ms made most 
careful re-provings of electricity. 

Provings of the “lacs,” by Dr. Swan, are likewise left for separate 
publication; one (Lac defloratum) has been published recently in the 
Orgauon.
